FINANCIAL  MATTERS 

The  Town  of  Bourne  continued  to  remain  in  a  relatively  sound 
financial  position  during  Fiscal  1988,  despite  a  loss  of  revenues 
from  Plymouth  tuition  payments,  and  unanticipated  cost 
overruns  in  some  budget  categories.  Local  property  taxes 
account  for  only  about  55%  of  the  revenues  needed  annually  to 
provide  municipal  services.  Remaining  revenues  are  derived 
from  the  federal  and  state  governments  and  local  receipts. 
Bourne  remains  highly  dependent  on  federal  P.L.  874  funds  for 
educating  the  students  of  military  personnel.  We  have  stated 
many  times  in  the  past  that  this  over-dependency  on  P.L.  874 
funds  will  ultimately  have  catastrophic  financial  consequences 
to  the  Town,  and  we  again  reiterate  that  concern.  Any  future 
reductions  in  this  funding  will  either  require  an  override  of 
Proposition  2Vi  or  a  reduction  in  municipal  service  levels. 

The  financial  future  does  not  appear  to  be  bright.  The  State 
finds  itself  in  a  fiscal  crisis  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  Local 
aid  to  cities  and  towns  from  the  State  will  probably  be  reduced. 
In  the  meantime, the  Federal  budgetdeficitcontinuestogrow.  If 
this  deficit  is  to  be  reduced,  it  will  either  require  new  taxes  or 
budget  reductions,  or  both.  Federal  budget  reductions  will 
mean  less  funds  will  filter  down  to  cities  and  towns.  Since  the 
cities  and  towns  in  Massachusetts  are  constrained  by 
Proposition  21/2,  losses  in  state  and  federal  funds  cannot  be 
substituted  for  with  local  property  tax  dollars.  The  inescapable 
conclusion  of  all  of  this  is  that  local  services  will  also  have  to  be 
curtailed. 

We  continue  to  do  our  utmost,  within  the  limitations  imposed  on 
municipal  financial  management  by  State  law,  to  institute  sound 
and  professional  financial  management  practices  in  order  to 
prevent  waste  and  provide  the  best  municipal  services  available 
at  the  most  limited  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 
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TRANSPORTATION 


Last  year  saw  the  renewal  of  passenger  rail  service  on  a 
weekend  seasonal  basis  between  New  York  City  and  Cape  Cod 
for  the  first  time  in  more  than  twenty  years.  Also,  the  Cape  Cod 
and  Hyannis  Railroad,  in  addition  to  its  summer  tourist  train 
excursions,  instituted  seasonal  passenger  rail  service  to  the 
Braintree  MBTA  station.  Both  of  these  services  had  excellent 
ridership.  This  year  seasonal  service  is  provided  to  New  York 
City  on  a  daily  basis.  Improvements  have  been  made  on  the 
entire  rail  network,  and  service  has  been  restored  to  Falmouth 
and,  from  there,  to  the  Islands. 

In  August  the  long-awaited  Route  25/495  extension  from  East 
Wareham  to  the  Bourne  Bridge  was  formally  opened  with  a 
ceremony  attended  by  Governor  Dukakis.  This  section  of 
highway  was  appropriately  dedicated  in  memory  of  the  late  Rep. 
Jeremiah  F.  Cahir  who  worked  diligently  for  it  to  become  a 
reality.  While  it  took  locals  and  tourists  alike  a  while  to  get  used 
to  the  new  configuration,  the  highway  has  exceeded  all 
expectations  in  relieving  weekend  traffic  congestion  in  the  area. 

Progress  has  at  last  been  made  with  regard  to  the  Route  28 
South  Connector  project.  Funds  were  appropriated  in  the 
recent  state  transportation  bond  issue  to  update  the 
environmental  impact  statement  on  the  project.  The  new 
commissioner  of  the  M.D.P.W.  looks  more  favorably  on  the 
project  than  her  predecessor.  Assuming  all  goes  well,  the 
project  is  still  ten  years  from  construction. 

Perhaps  as  a  result  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Route  25 
extension,  traffic  congestion  at  the  Sagamore  Rotary  this 
summer  has  improved  somewhat,  at  least  to  the  point  where  the 
State  has  not  implemented  the  use  of  highway  cones  to  block 
east/west  traffic  circulation.  The  M.D.P.W.  is  preparing  plans  for 
a  proposed  structural  change  which  will  eliminate  the  rotary 
entirely.  We  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  opportunity  to  review 
these  proposed  plans  with  input  from  local  residents  and 
businessmen. 

In  June  of  1987  Bonanza  Bus  Lines,  Inc.  attempted  to  withdraw 
its  service  from  Main  Street  of  Buzzards  Bay.  We  were  able  to 
negotiate  with  Bonanza  for  limited  service  to  Main  Street.  In 
addition,  the  new  service  out  of  the  Curtis  Farms  Store  on 
Trowbridge  Road  has  proven  quite  successful. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  MATTERS 


Progress  continues  in  identifying  and  alleviating  the  causes  of 
fecal  coliform  pollution  in  our  coastal  surface  waters.  The 
closing  of  the  beach  at  Patuisset  to  bathing  due  to  high  fecal 
coliform  counts  resulted  in  a  greater  public  awareness  of  the 
problem  the  Town  faces. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  May,  the  voters  appropriated 
funds  for  the  selectmen  to  engage  the  services  of  Gale 
Associates  to  undertake  a  detailed  analysis  of  storm  drainage 
systems  in  Pocasset  waterways.  In  the  meantime,  the  State  is 
performing  a  similar  analysis  in  Phinney's  Harbor.  Stormwater 
runoff  is  a  major  contributor  to  high  fecal  coliform  pollution  in 
coastal  waters. 

The  Town  expects  to  receive  a  grant  from  the  federal 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  install  an  experimental 
stormwater  runoff  treatment  system  at  the  Electric  Avenue 
Beach  in  Buzzards  Bay.  This  technology  may  be  one  means  of 
eliminating  pollution  from  street  drains  emptying  into  coastal 
waters. 

Open  space  acquisition  was  a  high  priority  in  fiscal  1988.  As  a 
result  of  efforts  of  this  office  and  the  Open  Space  Task  Force, 
the  Town  has  acquired  several  hundred  acres  of  open  space. 
The  voters  in  November  voted  to  override  Proposition  2M>  in 
order  to  exempt  the  principal  and  interest  payments  of  the 
bonds  issued  to  purchase  this  land.  The  Open  Space  Task  Force 
is  expected  to  continue  its  efforts  in  Fiscal  1989. 

The  Buzzards  Bay  sewerage  project  moved  into  the  design 
phase  at  the  end  of  Fiscal  1 988.  One  near  setback  did  occur.  The 
state  office  of  Coastal  Zone  Management  had  issued  a  ruling 
that  Taylor's  Point  and  portions  of  Hideaway  Village  could  not 
be  sewered  because  they  are  located  in  a  flood  velocity  zone.  As 
a  result  of  an  intensive  coordinated  effort  we  were  able  to  have 
this  ruling  set  aside  with  only  limited  restrictions  imposed. 
Negotiations  with  Wareham  for  an  intermunicipal  agreement  for 
sewerage  and  septage  treatment  have  proceeded  well.  It  is 
expected  that  an  agreement  will  be  executed  in  early  Fiscal 
1989.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Fiscal  1988  brought  some  changes  to  the  Assessors 
Department  personnel.  A  new  Account  Clerk  began  her  duties 
July  1 , 1987  and  in  August  a  new  Assistant  Assessor  was  hired  to 
replace  the  Assistant  Assessor  that  resigned  in  July.  A  new 
Assessor  was  elected  in  March  1988. 

Due  to  a  recertification  program  on-going  for  Fiscal  1988,  it  was 
necessary  to  send  estimated  bills  on  November  13,  1987. 

February  12,  1988  the  Notices  of  the  new  valuations,  as 
ascertained  by  United-Appraisal-Cole-Layer-Trumble 
Company,  were  mailed  to  every  Real  Property  Taxpayer  in 
Bourne.  The  Appraisal  Company  held  hearings  commencing 
February  18,  1988  to  discuss  any  grievance  a  taxpayer  had 
relative  to  the  assessed  value.  Notices  of  new  values  on 
Commercial  Personal  Property  were  mailed  February  17, 1988. 
Prior  to  the  notices  being  mailed,  the  Department  of  Revenue, 
Bureau  of  Local  Assessment  sent  staff  members  to  Bourne  to 
inspect  and  review  the  values  as  well  as  methods  used  in 
arriving  at  market  value.  All  final  certifications  for  town  and 
districts  were  received,  from  the  Department  of  Revenue,  on 
June  3, 1988.  All  tax  rates  for  Fiscal  1988  were  set  and  approval, 
by  Department  of  Revenue,  was  received  on  June  15, 1988.  The 
tax  bills  along  with  the  commitment  books  were  printed  during 
June;  however,  the  bills  were  not  mailed  for  Fiscal  1988  until 
after  June  30,  1988.  Therefore,  no  abatements  or  exemptions 
were  processed  for  Fiscal  1988  during  Fiscal  1988.  An  extra 
commitment  book  for  Fiscal  1988  was  printed  with  intent  of 
placing  it  in  the  new  Jonathan  Bourne  Library. 

The  Tax  rate  for  Fiscal  1988  was  set  at  $6.16  per  $1,000.  of 
assessed  valuation  with  total  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  for 
Fiscal  1988  of  $9,165,807.10  including  the  estimate  amount 
committed  in  November  1987. 

The  majority  of  Fiscal  1988  Boat  Excise  tax  bills  were  issued  in 
December  1987  with  $107,342.00  in  tax  and  1639  bills 
committed  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  collection. 
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430—1986  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  were  issued  during 
Fiscal  1 988  with  $1 6,839.91  in  tax  committed.  6976—1 987  Motor 
Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  were  issued  during  Fiscal  1988  with 
$430,703.72  in  tax  committed.  13,020—1988  Motor  Vehicle 
Excise  tax  bills  were  issued  during  Fiscal  1988  with  $746,666.00 
in  tax  committed  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  collection.  Again  we 
remind  you,  the  taxpayer,  to  contact  the  Assessors  Department 
if  you  have  any  errors  in  your  excise  tax  bills  or  if  you  sell,  trade 
or  junk  your  vehicle.  Absolutely  NO  adjustments  are  made 
automatically. 

Bourne  continues  to  grow  with  new  construction  as  well  as  new 
subdivisions,  consequently  increasing  the  volume  of  work  within 
this  department.  Considerable  time  has  been  spent  reviewing 
the  necessity  of  upgrading  the  current  computer  system  to 
assist  and  enhance  the  capabilities  of  the  revaluation  process, 
as  required  by  law,  in  a  mannerthat  will  expeditethe  bills  timely. 
Work  is  presently  in  progress  with  this  goal  as  priority. 

The  Assessors  office  continues  to  be  closed  to  the  public  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  afternoons  at  noon;  however,  valuation 
books  along  with  a  book  of  Maps  are  available  for  public  use  at 
all  times  located  in  the  main  lobby  of  the  Town  Hall,  as  well  as 
abatement  applications  for  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  taxes. 

The  Recapitulation  Sheet,  which  provides  information  as  to  how 
the  Fiscal  1988  tax  rate  was  set,  is  available  for  Inspection  at  the 
Assessors  Office  during  regular  business  hours.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Fiscal  1988  provided  many  interesting  opportunities  for  this 
office.  This  year  interest  income  earned  by  the  town  from  the 
various  funds  which  I  invested,  as  treasurer,  rose  96%  over 
interest  earnings  in  fiscal  1987.  Most  of  our  investable  funds 
were  placed  in  municipal  money  market  accounts.  These 
money  market  accounts  allow  maximum  fluidity  and  liquidity  of 
the  funds  at  interest  earnings  often  betterthan  those  obtainable 
for  thirty  to  ninety  day  Certificates  of  Deposit.  However,  I  did 
invest  in  CD's  if  the  treasury  had  large  enough  sums  of  money 
available  that  were  not  immediately  needed  to  keep  the  town 
solvent  (this  situation  can  occur  just  after  tax  bills  are  sentout), 
and  the  interest  rates  I  was  offered  for  large  dollar  amounts  was 
more  attractive  than  the  current  money  market  rates. 

At  some  point  during  thisfiscal  year,  almost  all  of  the  treasurer's 
trust  funds  —  perpetual  care  of  cemeteries,  scholarship  funds, 
etc.  were  invested  in  higher  yield  producing  vehicles.  This 
resulted  in  added  interest  to  these  accounts,  although  I  expect 
more  impressive  returns  to  be  apparent  in  fiscal  1989. 

Our  Conservation  Land  Purchase  Bond,  issued  in  December  of 
1987  and,  later,  our  Revenue  Anticipation  Note,  issued  in  April 
of  1988,  were  the  first  debts  issued  by  the  town  under  the  new 
Income  Tax  Reform  Act  of  1986.  Care  was  taken  to  insure  that 
these  bonds  and  notes  could  be  offered  as  tax  exempt 
obligations  to  interested  buyers,  making  them  more  saleable 
and  assuring  a  lower  interest  rate  to  the  town.  Care  was  also 
taken  to  avoid  allowing  these  obligations  to  fall  prey  to  IRS 
interest  rebate  requirements  which  would  cause  thetown  to  pay 
out  earned  interest,  according  to  a  particular  formula,  to  the 
IRS.  Future  bonds  —  high  school  renovation,  sewerage,  etc.  will 
be  processed  with  similar  concern,  which  should  assure  bidsfor 
the  notes  with  equally  attractive  and  low  interest  rates. 

While  the  dollar  amount  of  funds  returned  to  the  town  from 
property  owners  who  redeemed  properties  which  were  in  tax 
title  was  good,  a  serious  attempt  to  collect  these  back  tax  dollars 
will  occur  during  fiscal  1989.  As  treasurer,  in  perusing  tax  title 
accounts,  I  hope  to  encourage  property  owners  who  have  been 
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lax  in  paying  property  taxes  —  some  properties  have  been  in 
arrears  for  ten  years  or  more  —  to  bring  these  accounts  up  to 
date,  allowing  me  to  release  the  liens  which  the  town  holds  on 
the  parcels.  However,  after  all  attempts  to  collect  the  back  taxes 
due  the  town,  or  to  arrange  a  reasonable  payment  schedule  with 
the  property  owner  fail,  properties  will  be  sent  to  Land  Court 
with  the  eventual  commencement  of  foreclosure  proceedings. 
Property  owners  who  refuse  to  pay  their  taxes  place  an  unfair 
burden  on  the  vast  majority  of  property  owners,  the  rest  of  us, 
who  always  pay  our  taxes. 

Various  cost  saving  procedures  were  initiated  this  year.  The 
weekly  mailing  of  employee  paychecks  to  their  homes  (over600 
employee  checks  weekly)  was  changed  to  hand  delivery  by 
department  at  the  work  site.  Not  only  did  this  realize 
tremendous  savings  in  weekly  postage,  but  decreased  the 
number  of  complaints  about  delays  and  lost  checks  by  the 
postal  service  which  resulted  in  our  having  to  process  fewer 
stop-payments  and  reissue  fewer  checks.  The  passage  of  the 
direct  deposit  provision  at  May's  town  meeting,  which  hopefully 
will  be  in  place  for  many  departments  by  fall,  should  realize 
additional  savings  in  check  processing  fees  during  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

In  May,  the  treasury  and  the  accounting  office  decided  to  issue 
vender  payments  on  a  biweekly  rather  than  a  weekly  basis.  This 
simple  change  allows  me  to  keep  about  $500,000  invested, 
earning  interest,  for  an  additional  two  weeks  each  month,  plus  it 
saves  on  the  cost  of  checks  and  check  processing  fees,  and 
better  utilizes  personnel  time  in  several  departments. 

Following  this  report  are  the  Treasurer's  Cash  Summary,  and 
reports  on  Trust  Funds,  Scholarship  and  Other  Charitable 
Trusts,  Perpetual  Care  of  Cemetery  Funds,  Tax  Title  Account, 
and  Municipal  Bonds  and  Notes. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  staff:  Karen  Girouard  for  her  excellent 
handling  of  payroll,  tax  reports  and  related  financial  paperwork, 
and  Anne  Reardon  for  becoming  the  insurance,  retirement, 
deferred  compensation,  and  tax  title  expert.  I  also  wish  to  thank 
the  former  Town  Accountant,  Kay  Carlson,  for  helping  me  learn 
the  nuances  of  municipal  accounting  and  our  current  Town 
Accountant,  Barbara  Sylvia,  for  sharing  her  creativity,  and 
brainstorming  with  me. 
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This  fiscal  year  has  been  one  that  has  allowed  me  to  use  my 
skills  in  developing  a  host  of  new  approaches  to  finance  aimed 
at  strengthening  Bourne's  economic  base  and  therefore 
reducing  the  demand  on  the  taxpayers.

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The  statistics  compiled  and  presented  in  this  report  accurately 
reflect  the  reported  crime  in  the  community  as  well  as  the 
quantifiable  activity  of  the  police  department  in  carrying  out  its 
mission.  The  figures  are  a  management  tool  which  provide 
necessary  information  on  the  basis  of  which  decisions  are 
made.  They  are  "internal"  statistics,  representing 
measurements  of  policy  activity,  and  "external,"  representing 
crime  statistics.  These  statistics  are  a  body  of  methods  by  which 
a  body  of  knowledge  is  obtained,  not  the  body  of  knowledge 
itself. 

The  various  civic  associations'  priorities  for  police  services 
seem  to  be  well  established  by  the  number  and  types  of  offenses 
reported  to  the  police  department.  While  breaking  and  entering 
decreased  seventeen  percent  in  Buzzards  Bay  in  FY-88,  the 
problem  seems  to  have  been  relocated  to  other  villages  in  town 
as  shown  by  an  overall  six-percent  increase  in  this  category 
townwide.  The  increase  in  vandalism,  as  well  as  the  overall 
eighteen-percent  increase  in  Part  II  crimes,  further  justifies  the 
concerns  of  the  community  groups. 

Addressing  these  crime  problems  is  not  an  easy  task.  With  a 
limited  complement  of  patrol  officers,  a  directed  patrol  effort 
aimed  at  specific  offenses  may  result  in  an  increased  response 
time  for  lesser  priority  calls  for  service.  This  result  need  not 
necessarily  be  viewed  negatively,  but  rather,  with  an  effective 
influence  on  serious  crime,  may  become  an  acceptable  trade- 
off. Such  a  differential  response  to  crime  is  not  now  necessary 
but  may  be  a  consideration  if  we  are  unable  to  reduce  serious 
crime  by  more  conventional  methods. 

Clearly  articulated  goals  are  necessary  in  order  to  effectively 
guide  any  organization  in  accomplishing  its  mission.  This  is 
particularly  important  in  police  management.  For  instance,  a 
significant  reduction  in  traffic  injuries  and  fatalities  is  a  goal  for 
FY-89.  The  method  by  which  the  department  hopes  to 
accomplish  this  goal  is  continued  selective  enforcement  of 
hazardous  moving  violations  and  an  awareness  on  the  part  of 
the  patrol  force  of  the  relationship  between  these  violations  and 
the  accident/injury  rate.  A  particularly  striking  statistic  is  the 
increase  to  five  in  the  traffic  fatality  category.  If  there  were  five 
murders  in  the  Town  of  Bourne,  the  fear  and  public  outcry 
would  surely  justify  an  increase  in  patrols  and  the  resulting 
increase  in  overtime  expenditures.  Traffic  fatalities,  injuries, 
and  the  accompanying  property  losses  do  not  seem  to  generate 
the   same   emotion.    It   is  hoped  that  the  department's

enforcement  efforts  in  FY-89  have  a  significant  effect  in  this 
area.  I  believe  that  the  department's  SIERA  (Selective  Intensive 
Enforcement  Reducing  Accidents)  program,  an  individual 
patrol  dedicated  exclusively  to  detecting  drunk  drivers  and 
hazardous  moving  violations,  as  well  as  the  well-publicized 
tragedies  involving  drunk  drivers,  have  been  effective  in 
reducing  the  incidences  of  operating-under-the-influence 
violations. 

Accountability  for  police  actions  remains  in  the  forefront  in  the 
area  of  goal  setting  for  this  department.  Mechanisms  for  receipt, 
investigation,  and  review  of  citizens'  complaints  against  police 
officers  have  been  identified  and  are  being  used  to  handle 
citizen  grievances.  These  mechanisms  serve  the  department's 
management  by  documenting  incidents,  identifying  patterns  of 
misconduct,  providing  feedback  on  department  policies  and 
practices,  and  ensuring  credibility  in  handling  complaints  from 
within  the  department.  Complainants  are  assured  that  the 
incident  will  be  thoroughly  investigated,  and  they  are  notified,  in 
writing,  of  the  findings  of  the  investigation. 

The  crime  prevention  initiative  which  was  the  hallmark  of  the 
Bourne  Police  Department  from  the  mid-1970's  to  the  mid- 
1980's  has  slowed.  An  immediate  department  goal  is  to  re- 
emphasize  its  commitment  to  crime  prevention.  Residents  who 
have  not  yet  received  crime  prevention  packets  and  those  for 
whom  it  has  been  a  long  period  of  time  since  the  last  contact  will 
receive  the  packet  and  the  offers  for  services  contained  therein. 
Second  contacts  with  victims  of  crimes,  informing  them  of  the 
results  of  the  investigation  and  the  prospects  of  solvability  will 
be  re-emphasized  in  the  coming  year.  It  is  only  through 
personal  contact  that  the  patrol  officers  realize  the  legitimate 
concerns  of  the  citizenry.  I  ask  all  civic  association  executives  to 
inform  this  department  of  all  meetings  so  that  a  police  officer 
may  be  assigned  to  attend.  It  is  hoped  that  in  this  way  the  area 
officers  will  get  first-hand  feedback  from  the  residents  of  the 
problems  being  experienced.  Community  participation  is  the 
key  to  an  effective  crime  prevention  program.  We  at  the  police 
department  will  continue  to  keep  the  lines  of  communication 
open  between  us  and  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.  To 
this  end,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  been  instrumental  in 
coordinating  meetings  of  the  education  committee,  consisting 
of  representatives  of  the  Bourne  and  Sandwich  School 
Departments,  the  Bourne  Parent/Teacher  Association,  the 
Barnstable  County  Sheriff's  Department,  the  Department  of 
Defense  at  Otis,  and  the  Bourne  Police  Department.  Meetings 
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are  held  on  a  monthly  basis  and  a  forum  is  provided  for  idea 
exchanges  and  program  development.  Drug-abuse  prevention 
and  education  is  a  priority  of  the  committee. 

The  department's  new  radio  system,  with  the  correction  of  some 
technical  problems  in  installation,  is  providing  us  with  clear 
communication  channels  and  is  well  received  by  all  department 
members. 

With  the  addition  of  a  new  police  dispatcher  and  the  filling  of 
two  patrolman  vacancies  in  the  fall  of  this  year,  the  department 
will  be  able  to  field  more  patrols  to  address  the  law  enforcement 
needs  of  the  town. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town,  the 
Selectmen,  and  the  Finance  Committee  for  their  cooperation  in 
providing  the  necessary  appropriation  which  permits  essential 
training  for  members  of  the  department.  I  would  also  like  to 
extend  my  appreciation  to  the  officers  and  employees  of  the 
Bourne  Police  Department  for  their  efforts  in  providing  a 
professional  service  to  the  community.

Fiscal  year  1988  has  proven  to  be  another  busy  year  for  Fire 
Inspections,  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Structure  Fires. 
Even  though  there  is  an  increase  in  structure  fires,  the  total 
property  dollars  loss  is  down  by  over  $145,000. 1  attribute thisto 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  homes  that  are  now  equipped  with 
smoke  detectors  allowing  occupants  early  detection  of  fires. 
Secondly,  the  firefighters  are  constantly  availing  themselves  to 
new  techniques  of  firefighting  tactics,  either  taught  by  the 
department's  training  division  or  the  Massachusetts 
Firefighting  Academy.  This  increase  in  training  I  feel,  has 
helped  reduce  the  amount  of  property  loss  this  year.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  thatthere  was  no  lossof  life  this  yeardueto  fire  in 
the  Town  of  Bourne. 

As  we  are  all  aware,  the  Town  of  Bourne  is  exploding  with 
growth  in  commercial  and  residential  structures.  This  you  must 
be  aware,  taxes  the  resources  of  the  fire  department,  then  we 
too,  must  grow  at  the  same  pace  as  the  community,  or  public 
safety  will  be  compromised.  We  have  no  full-time  personnel  for 
the  fire  department  Inspection/Prevention  division.  To  keep  up 
with  all  the  mandated  inspections,  personnel  must  be  taken 
away  from  other  tasks.  If  we  are  to  comply  with  the  State  and 
Federal  laws,  and  provide  the  degree  of  fire  prevention  services 
that  the  town  needs,  then  a  full-time  fire  inspector  needs  to  be 
hired  in  the  very  near  future. 

The  challenge  for  the  fire  department  as  we  approach  the 
1 990's,  will  be  howto  handle  hazardous  materials.  A  newfederal 
law  enacted  in  October  1987,  called  S.A.R.A.  TITLE  III 
(Superfund  Amendment  and  Reauthorization  Act),  mandates 
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that  all  fire  departments  must  establish  guidelines,  training  and 
implement  a  full  Incident  Command  System  by  October  1988. 
The  Bourne  Fire  Department  has  complied  with  this  mandate 
and  is  currently  formulating  a  Hazardous  Materials  Response 
Team.  To  do  this  will  mean  time,  equipment,  and  a  vehicle.  Just 
stop  and  think,  Bourne  is  the  gateway  to  the  Cape.  Every  type  of 
hazardous  material  enroute  to  the  Cape  must  pass  through  the 
Town  of  Bourne,  either  by  land,  rail,  sea,  orair.  It  is  only  a  matter 
of  time  before  a  significant  hazardous  material  incident  takes 
place. 

The  Bourne  Fire  Department  was  chosen  this  year  to  participate 
in  the  making  of  a  movie  by  the  Discovery  Program  on  Channel 
2,  regarding  the  forensic  art  of  fire  investigation.  This  movie  will 
be  viewed  by  more  than  fourteen  million  people  across  the 
country  and  will  be  used  as  a  training  film  for  the  FBI  in 
Washington.  This  was  quite  an  honor  for  the  fire  department. 

The  Bourne  Fire  Department  is  responsible  for  protecting  54 
miles  of  tidal  coast  line,  and  having  this  in  mind,  the  department 
has  formed  the  Bourne  Fire  Department  Under-Water  Recovery 
Team.  This  was  done  at  no  cost  to  the  town,  and  the  recovery 
team  itself  refurbished  an  old  Civil  Defense  van  to  be  used  by  the 
team  for  recovery  operations.  All  members  of  the  team  are 
certified  divers.  In  its  first  year  of  existence  it  has  been  called 
upon  five  times. 

The  May  Town  Meeting  saw  the  purchase  of  a  new  self 
contained  breathing  apparatus  air  compressor  for  the 
department.  This  is  a  new  addition  to  the  equipment  inventory, 
and  replaced  a  borrowed  1953  portable  air  compressor.  A  new 
defibrillator/EKG  Monitor  was  approved  to  replace  the  current 
ten  year  old  model.  This  piece  of  equipment  is  used  by  the 
paramedics  to  monitor  the  patient's  heart  and  give  it  an 
electrical  shock  if  needed. 

At  this  time,  every  firefighter  on  the  department  has  been  issued 
a  complete  new  set  of  firefighting  gear,  consisting  of  coat, 
boots,  gloves,  nomex  hood  and  flashlight. 

During  this  past  fiscal  year,  the  fire  department  received  the 
largest  state  awarded  reimbursement  check  for  Emergency 
Medical  Service  in  the  amount  of  $31 ,750.00.  By  improving  the 
administrative  operation  of  the  department  we  were  able  to 
triple  the  previous  FY-87  reimbursement  to  the  town. 
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With  the  passage  of  the  False  Alarm  Town  By-Law  last  year,  the 
fire  department  this  year  billed  a  total  of  $4,500.00  in  fees  and  for 
the  first  time  we  nowshowa  reduction  in  responses  to  fire  alarm 
system  malfunctions. 

The  department  this  year  responded  to  the  annual  large  brush 
fire  at  the  Otis  Air  Force  Base.  This  year's  fire  started  in  Bourne 
at  the  Pave  Paws  Radar  Installation  and  burned  in  excess  of 
1600  acres.  The  military  credited  the  responding  departments 
with  protecting  and  saving  their  60  million  dollar  radar  site,  a 
definite  credit  to  the  firefighters. 

This  past  year  saw  two  members  of  the  department  retire, 
Frederick  A.  Loud  after  18  years,  and  Robert  J.  Best  after  17 
years.  We  all  wish  them  the  best  in  their  retirements. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  various 
departments,  boards,  committees  and  the  town's  people  for 
their  show  of  support  in  our  effort  to  deliver  the  best  fire  and 
emergency  medical  services  available. 

I  would  especially  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
all  the  officers,  firefighters,  paramedics  and  our  department 
secretary  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  support,  for 
without  this,  the  department  would  not  be  as  outstanding  as  it  is 
today.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  past  year  was  an  uneventful  one  for  the  Bourne  Civil 
Defense  Office.  The  town  was  spared  from  any  major  storms 
causing  the  loss  of  electrical  power  for  an  extended  period  of 
time  which  would  have  necessitated  the  opening  of  shelters. 

During  the  past  year,  time  and  money  were  expended  in  the 
continuing  program  of  upgrading  the  town's  readiness  for  a 
major  emergency,  whether  manmade  or  by  nature.  The 
Emergency  Operating  Center  stands  ready  for  use  as  Bourne's 
control  center.  Communications  equipment  has,  and  continues 
to  be  upgraded  to  insure  communications  during  an 
emergency.  Mr.  Clarke  Scammon,  Communications  Officer, 
maintains  the  readiness  of  the  two  meter  radio  equipment,  both 
physically  and  procedurally,  which  would  link  Bourne  to  the 
rest  of  the  state  during  emergency  operations. 

The  mobile  command  post  has  been  put  to  use  as  a  fire 
command  post  at  several  woods  fires  during  the  year.  The 
amphibious  vehicle  kept  at  the  ready  with  the  assistance  of  the 
highway  department.  This  vehicle,  although  approximately 
forty  years  old,  is  invaluable  in  terms  of  its  capabilities  in  the 
event  of  flooding  in  a  hurricane  or  storm  tides.  Mr.  George 
Eldridge,  Deputy  Civil  Defense  Director,  continues  to  look  after 
this  vehicle's  readiness. 

Again  thisyear,  I  would  like  tothank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Finance  Committee  for  their  support  of  this  office.  Also  a 
thank  you  to  Chief  Mannix,  Chief  Jordan,  and  Highway 
Surveyor  Pellegrini  for  their  support  and  assistance  through  the 
year.

A  portion  of  Shore  Road  was  resurfaced,  shoulders  were 
loamed  and  seeded  and  berms  were  installed. 

Snow  Plowing  and  Sanding  was  done  as  needed  to  keep  roads 
safe  and  passable. 

The  Maintenance  Department  continued  the  necessary  repairs 
of  floats. 

The  Sanitation  Department  continues  to  run  smoothly  and 
efficiently.  Any  thoughts  of  doing  away  with  the  Sanitation 
pickup  would  be  foolhardy  and  a  great  burden  to  all  residents, 
especially  the  elderly. 

It  was  with  regret  that  I  accepted  the  retirement  of  my  foreman, 
George  H.  Eldridge,  after  approximately  30  years  of  loyal  and 
dedicated  service  to  the  town.  It  is  also  with  regret  that  Stanley 
C.  Eldridge  retired  after  25  years  of  faithful  service  with  the 
Sanitation  Department.  I  hope  they  both  are  happy  in  their  new 
endeavors.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  MGL  CHAPTER  131,  SECTION  40 
and  TOWN  OF  BOURNE  BYLAW 

As  the  amount  of  development  townwide  has  increased,  the 
pressure  to  develop  in  and  around  the  wetland  resource  areas 
within  the  Conservation  Commission's  jurisdiction  has  also 
increased.  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number 
of  projects  reviewed  under  the  state  Wetlands  Protection  Act 
and  the  Town  of  Bourne  Natural  Resources  Bylaw  as  well  as  the 
scope  and  magnitude  of  those  proposals.  Large  subdivisions 
are  now  being  reviewed  on  a  regular  basis  in  addition  to  single 
home  projects,  additions,  docks  and  piers,  septic  systems, 
landscaping  plans,  and  seawalls. 

There  were  90  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  filed 
and  97  Notice  of  Intent  reviewed.  Two  Projects  were  denied. 
Thirty  enforcement  orders  were  issued  for  work  being  done 
without  valid  permits. 

It  has  been  the  Commission's  goal  over  the  past  year  to 
administer  the  existing  laws  for  the  maximum  protection  of  the 
Town's  natural  resources  and  to  support  changes  in  all  town, 
state  and  federal  regulations  that  would  increase  protection  of 
critical  areas. 

CONSERVATION  AREAS 

All  residents  of  the  Town  are  encouraged  to  become  familiar 
with  our  conservation  areas,  to  enjoy  them,  and  to  consider  a 
gift  of  time  to  help  maintain  and  improve  them. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Natural 
Resources  for  their  invaluable  assistance  to  us  and  the  support 
services  they  provide. 

Before  any  of  us  takes  an  action  that  impacts  our  environment 
we  need  to  ask  ourselves,  "Am  I  contributing  to  the  problem  or 
to  the  solution?"

Board,  feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  be  visionary  as  well  as  dealing 
with  the  problems  of  today.  The  Board  feels  that  it  is  important 
to  solve  the  problems  of  today,  but  also  be  prepared  for  how  the 
citizens  of  Bourne  would  like  our  Town  to  look  in  the  future. 

We  have  worked  on  planning  areas  such  as  Bournedale  to 
lessen  the  traffic  on  a  major  highway.  The  Board  has  gone  to 
Town  Meeting  to  try  to  address  the  need  for  affordable  housing 
in  Bourne  in  addition  to  any  other  zoning  changes  that  may  be 
necessary. 

Through  a  grant  from  ECOD,  the  Board  feels  fortunate  to  be 
aided  by  an  Environmental/Planner  Coordinator. 

It  is  with  regret  that  certain  long  standing  members  of  the 
Planning  Board  stepped  aside.  We  wish  to  express  our  sincere 
gratitude  and  best  wishes  to  members  John  Greene,  Maureen 
Jason  and  H.  Austin  Murray,  as  well  as  our  secretary,  Vicki 
Coates.  A  recent  member,  Thomas  Barlow,  is  now  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Planning  Board  encourages  and  isgrateful  for  public  input. 
We  continue  to  look  for  involvement  from  our  community  and 
civic  associations.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter 
40A  of  the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments,  have  acted 
upon  fifty-seven  requests  for  hearings.  Of  the  twenty-six 
requests  for  Variances,  nineteen  were  granted,  seven  were 
denied.  Of  the  nineteen  requests  for  Special  Permits,  four  were 
denied,  fifteen  were  granted,  one  request  was  not  heard,  and 
two  were  withdrawn  without  prejudice. 

There  were  five  Appeals  of  a  Decision  of  the  Building  Inspector. 
Three  decisions  were  upheld,  and  one  was  overturned.  Two 
appeals  were  withdrawn  without  prejudice. 

Applications,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  filing 
for  Special  Permits  or  Variances,  are  available  from  the  Bourne 
Town  Clerk.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  this 
year  ending  June  30,  1988. 

Once  again  the  Bourne  Board  of  Health  continued  in  its 
endeavor  to  protect  the  welfare  and  safety  of  the  townspeople  of 
Bourne,  with  its  main  thrust  aimed  at  protecting  our 
groundwater  and  marine  resources.  Average  days  consisted  of 
restaurant  and  motel  inspections,  septic  system  finals,  housing 
complaint  investigations,  subdivisions  and  septic  plan  reviews, 
and  in-house  consultations.  Over  1,000  inspections  were 
conducted  by  the  Health  Agent  and  Health  Inspector.  Seminars 
were  attended  regarding  package  wastewater  treatment  plants, 
lyme  disease,  lead  poisoning,  radon,  landfill  recovery  and  land 
use  law.  In  addition  the  Board  of  Health  added  a  year-round  part 
time  secretary  due  to  the  increased  work  load  in  regard  to 
permitting,  septage  ticket  recording,  and  landfill  ticket  sales.

There  were  21  animal  bites  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Dog 
bites— 18,  Racoon  bites— 2,  Cat  bites— 1. 

The  Board  of  Health's  water  quality  monitoring  program 
continued  in  full  force  with  a  second  report  being  completed  in 
January  of  1988.  Increased  testing  gave  us  early  warning  of 
problems  with  high  fecal  coliform  counts  in  the  area  of  Patuisset 
in  July  of  '87.  This  led  to  a  three  week  closure  of  Patuisset 
Beach,  much  to  the  dismay  of  area  residents,  but  it  ensured  the 
public's  health  until  the  re-opening,  after  which  counts 
remained  below  the  swimming  standard.  The  closures  also 
prompted  a  public  awareness  campaign  regarding  waterfowl 
feeding  and  dog  control  in  regards  to  their  possible  contribution 
to  water  contamination. 


Additional  supplies  and  some  innovative  changes  in  the  testing 
program  itself  have  resulted  in  a  three-fold  increase  in  number 
of  samples  run  and  areas  tested.  This  year  we  have  initiated  a 
wrack  line  testing  program  to  determine  the  correlation 
between  wrack  line  build-up  and  high  fecal  coliform  counts 
during  moon  tides.  We  are  also  working  in  cooperation  with  the 
consulting  firm  presently  engaged  in  the  stormwater  drainage 
system  study  for  Hen  Cove,  Barlows  Landing  and  the  Pocasset 
River;  and  are  continuing  in  our  support  of  the  EPA  Buttermilk 
Bay  Study  for  stormwater  abatement.  Hopefully  continued 
testing  will  assure  us  of  an  accurate  assessment  of  bathing 
water  quality  and  give  us  further  insight  into  methods  to  abate 
pollution  and  protect  our  water  resources  for  the  residents  of 
Bourne. 

On  the  development  front,  over  375  septic  permits  were  issued 
from  July  1,  1987  to  June  30,  1988,  with  roughly  120  of  these 
being  for  upgrade  of  septic  systems  to  Title  5  requirements. 
New  regulations  were  passed  regarding  wastewater  treatment 
facility  and  environmental  impact  report  requirements  for 
proposed  land  use.  The  Board  also  passed  a  regulation 
increasing  the  required  setbacks  of  leaching  facilities  from  a 
water-course  to  150  feet  in  order  to  better  protect  our  fragile 
resources-  .TJne  Board  continued  to  work  in  cooperation  with  the 
Conservat^.  Commission,  Planning  Board,  Appeals  Board  and 
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Building  Department  to  ensure  that  all  departments  try  to  work 
as  a  cohesive  unit,  for  the  good  of  the  general  public. 

In  regard  to  the  town's  landfill,  the  beginning  of  1988  saw  an 
increase  in  landfill  fees  in  order  to  bring  Bourne  in  line  with 
neighboring  landfills  and  discourage  illegal  dumping  from  out 
of  town  sources.  The  change  went  rather  smoothly,  and 
although  some  were  disconcerted,  most  people  realized  the 
necessity  of  the  increase.  Next  year,  it  is  the  Board's  desire  to  go 
before  the  Finance  Committee  again  in  hopes  of  acquiring 
funds  to  purchase  weight  scales  for  the  landfill,  which  would  be 
the  most  equitable  for  all  concerned.  The  future,  however,  looks 
good  for  our  landfill's  life  expectancy  and  we  hope  to  do 
everything  possible  to  ensure  its  continued  existence  and 
smooth  operation. 

The  townspeople  are  aware  of  the  Selectmen's  effort  to  enter 
into  an  intermunicipal  agreement  with  Wareham  for  the 
sewering  of  Main  Street  —  Buzzards  Bay,  Taylors  Point  and 
Hideaway  Village,  with  the  additional  acceptance  of  septage 
from  other  areas  of  Bourne.  To  date  no  contract  has  been 
officially  signed,  but  work  is  progressing  with  monitoring  well 
installation  and  continuing  dialogue  among  all  parties 
concerned.  If  all  things  proceed  as  hoped  the  project  may  see 
completion  within  two  years.  Until  that  time,  our  septage 
lagoons  at  the  town  landfill  will  continue  to  operate  to  service 
the  needs  of  the  residents  of  Bourne. 

June  of  1988  saw  the  residents  of  Bourne  participating  in  a  very 
successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program. 
Five  sites  were  available  for  Cape  towns  and  Bourne  residents 
took  advantage  of  the  site  at  the  Barnstable  County 
Fairgrounds.  It  is  hoped  that  next  year  towns  will  take  the 
initiative  and  hold  these  collections  on  an  individual  basis  to 
ensure  a  better  turn-out.  While  some  people  in  Bourne  took 
advantage  of  the  opportunity,  the  distance  to  travel  seemed  to 
be  a  deterrent  to  many.  It  is  hoped  that  next  years'  program,  if 
available,  will  have  an  even  larger  participation  from  the 
townspeople  of  Bourne. 

Also  in  1988,  the  Board  of  Health  started  a  more  rigorous 
restaurant,  pool,  and  motel  inspection  program.  More  frequent 
inspections  give  the  Board's  Inspector  a  greater  ability  to 
enforce  applicable  state  codes  and  local  Board  of  Health 
regulations  and  to  protect  the  health  and  safety  of  all 
concerned.  In  addition,  a  pool  seminar  was  given  by  the  Health 
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Inspector  to  semi-public  pool  owners  and  managers  and  was 
well  received.  A  lecture  on  food  sanitation  was  made  to  the 
Bourne  School  Cafeteria  Department  and  is  available  to  any 
interested  parties.  The  Board  also  began  the  registration  of 
underground  storage  tanks;  and  worked  in  cooperation  with  the 
Fire  Department  to  see  that  a  hardwire  system  for  smoke  and 
fire  detection  was  installed  in  all  licensed  motels. 

In  the  year  to  come  the  Board  of  Health  hopes  to  continue  as  a 
source  of  information  and  understanding  in  dealing  with  the 
public's  need,  while  at  the  same  time  fulfilling  its  obligation  of 
state  and  local  regulation  enforcement.  The  Board  is  presently 
coordinating  a  registration  of  generators  of  hazardous  material 
in  accordance  with  the  Right-To-Know  Law.  Later  in  1988,  we 
are  hoping  to  see  the  passage  of  new  regulations  concerning 
private  well  installation  and  sandblasting  to  protect  our  air  and 
water  quality.  With  the  continued  support  of  the  public  and 
other  Town  Hall  Departments,  we  at  the  Board  of  Health  are 
hopeful  that  thegeneral  welfare  of  the  publicandthe  integrity  of 
our  natural  resources  will  be  preserved  not  only  for  this 
generation,  but  for  generations  to  come.

The  Recreation  Authority  is  pleased  to  report  that  its  facility 
continues  to  be  a  pleasant  focal  area  of  numerous  local 
activities  at  the  John  Gallo  Ice  Arena  and  Bourne  Scenic  Park 
enjoys  growing  popularity  with  campground  enthusiasts. 

During  the  off  season  Bourne  Scenic  Park  roads  were  repaired 
and  repaved,  new  drains  installed,  and  restrooms  renovated. 
Extensive  improvements  were  made  on  the  swimming  pool,  a 
very  popular  facility  with  both  campers  and  Townspeople.  The 
Grove  Area  was  landscaped,  adding  to  the  beauty  of  this  park. 
Bourne  Scenic  Park  has  enjoyed  another  successful  year  and 
the  Recreation  Authority  is  proud  to  see  this  campground  is  one 
of  the  finest  in  our  area.  Park  Manager,  Andrew  Oliva,  has  been 
sorely  missed  during  this  interim  period  of  his  illness  and  the 
Recreation  Authority  wishes  Mr.  Oliva  a  speedy  recovery. 

Gallo  Ice  Arena  hosts  many  activities  such  as,  the  First  Annual 
High  School  Hockey  Jamboree,  Fifth  Annual  Jerry  Cahir 
Memorial  Hockey  Tournament  that  awarded  four  scholarships 
to  Bourne  High  School  students,  Sixth  Annual  Canal  Cup 
Tournament  and  M.I.A.A.  High  School  Hockey  playoff  games.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community  Building  are 
pleased  to  submit  their  report  for  1988. 

The  Community  Building  continues  to  bean  integral  part  of  the 
community  serving  many  groups  and  civic  organizations  needs. 

The  nutrition  site  at  the  community  building  continues  to 
flourish  affording  the  seniors  in  town  with  a  good  hot  meal 
Monday  through  Friday,  and  if  desired  the  option  of  a  home 
delivered  meal  for  those  who  cannot  get  to  the  community 
building.  Some  1600  meals  have  been  served  so  far  this  year. 

The  building  also  continues  to  serve  as  a  shelter  for  the 
residents  of  Buzzards  Bay  in  case  of  a  hurricane  or  some  other 
natural  disasters.  Trustee  Ed  Savage  is  the  shelter  manager. 

The  Council  on  Aging  for  Bourne  has  its  headquarters  in  the 
community  building.  It  is  under  the  leadership  of  Director 
Edward  J.  Kenny  and  his  fine  staff  of  women  who  help  him 
coordinate  his  work.  Minibus  transportation,  whist,  line 
dancing,  shine  program,  outreach  program,  audiology  tests, 
elder  law,  project  medicare  are  but  a  few  of  the  programs  made 
available  to  the  seniors  of  Bourne. 

One  of  the  high  points  of  the  year  for  the  community  building 
was  the  production  of  "Ruddigore"  by  Gilbert  and  Sullivan.  The 
play  was  put  on  by  Theatre  on  the  Bay,  Bournes  very  own 
theatre  group.  The  trustees  are  trying  to  encourage  the  theatre 
group  with  as  much  time  using  the  building  as  possible.  There 
have  been  some  renovations  done  to  the  stage  area,  but  more 
imporvements  are  needed  to  enhance  theatrical  feasibility  of 
the  building.  In  the  spring  we  had  another  play  by  Theatre  on  the 
Bay  —  "The  Real  Inspector  Hound"  by  Tom  Stoppard.  It  was  a 
one-act  comedy  whodunit,  attendance  improved  from  the  first 
play.  This  August  the  production  of  the  "Pirates  of  Penzance" 
also  by  Gilbert  and  Sullivan  will  be  presented.  The  plays  are  very 
good  with  "Ruddigore"  garnering  three  awards  by  the 
association  for  community  theatre  excellence  of  Cape  Cod. 
Two  awards  for  acting  and  one  for  musical  direction.  "Theatre 
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on  the  Bay"  was  having  its  plays  on  the  Otis  Base  but  the  central 
location  of  the  community  building  in  town  has  proven  to  be  an 
ideal  geographical  point  in  attracting  theatre  groups  from  all 
over. 

Other  organizations  currently  using  the  community  building 
are,  Barnstable  County  Probation  Department,  Bingo, 
Recovery  Inc.,  Appalachian  Mountain  Club,  Knitting  Program, 
Auctions,  Girl  Scouts,  Brownies,  Cub  Scouts,  Republican  and 
Democratic  Town  Committees,  Bourne  Mothers  Club,  Sons  of 
Italy,  Bourne  Civic  Association,  Little  League  Baseball  and 
Basketball,  Babe  Ruth,  Bridge  Club,  The  D.A.V.,  Men's 
Volleyball,  Co-ed  and  Recreational  Volleyball,  Norfee,  Karate 
Instruction,  Senior  Art  Classes  are  but  a  few  of  the  programs. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  stage  renovations  can  still  be  accomplished. 
Accoustical  improvements  remain. 

We  thank  all  the  Boards  and  Committees  and  the  individual 
citizens  for  the  help  they  have  extended  the  trustees  during  the 
past  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

April  12, 1988,  marked  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the 
new  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library.  This  first  year  of 
operation  has  been  both  exciting  and  challenging.  Circulation 
of  library  materials  has  increased  dramatically,  existing  services 
have  been  improved,  and  new  services  have  been  added. 
Indeed,  the  future  looks  bright  for  both  patrons  and  staff. 

TRUSTEES: 

In  March,  Penny  E.  Cartier  and  Sandra  Ryan  were  re-elected  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees.  Along  with  the  other 
members  of  the  board,  they  will  continue  their  efforts  to  keep 
the  library  program  responsive  to  the  informational  needs  of  the 
community. 

PERSONNEL: 

In  August,  Children's  Library  Assistant  Lois  C.  Cardalino 
resigned  to  accept  another  library  position.  She  has  been 
replaced  by  Janice  Desautels,  who  was  formerly  a  library 
assistant  with  the  Halifax  Public  Library. 

CHILDREN'S  AND  YOUNG  ADULT  DEPARTMENTS: 

Many  exciting  changes  took  place  in  the  children's  and  young 
adult  departments  this  year.  The  1 987  summer  reading  program 
"Discovering  Dinosaurs,"  was  a  great  success;  over  100 
children  participated.  Paulette  Moran  kicked  off  the  program 
with  a  multi-media  show  entitled  "Having  Fun  with  Fossils  and 
Dinosaurs."  During  the  summer,  the  children's  room  acquired 
an  inflatable  dinosaur,  and  a  contest  was  heid  to  name  the 
dinosaur.  Kim  and  Mark  Anderson  came  up  with  the  winning 
name  of  "Bourne-a-saurus."  The  program  concluded  with  atrip 
to  the  Dartmouth  Children's  Museum. 

A  gift  of  $500.00  from  the  Thorne  Foundation  was  received  by 
the  children's  room.  The  funds  went  toward  purchasing  a  globe, 
a  puppet  theater,  and  toys  for  a  circulating  toy  collection. 

In  September  of  1987,  Storytime  and  Storycraft  began. 
Storytime  was  held  on  Tuesday  mornings  from  10:00-10:30  and 
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was  for  four-year-olds.  Storycraft  was  held  on  Wednesday 
afternoons  from  4:00-4:45  and  was  for  five  to  seven-year-olds.  In 
Storycraft,  the  children  not  only  listened  to  stories  but  created  a 
craft  each  week.  The  programs  ran  from  September  to 
December  and  January  to  May.  Both  were  very  successful  and 
will  be  offered  again  next  year. 

A  grant  totaling  $13,550.00  titled  "Changing  Perspectives  in  the 
Young  Adults'  Collection"  was  awarded  to  the  young  adult 
department.  The  grant  was  designed  to  enhance  the  print  and 
non-print  materials  available  to  the  library's  young  adult 
patrons.  The  funds  from  this  grant  enabled  the  library  to 
purchase  $3,200.00  worth  of  new  books  for  young  adults.  In 
addition,  the  library  has  also  acquired  non-print  materials  for 
young  adults,  such  as  read-along  books  (books  with  cassettes), 
audio  music  cassettes,  videos,  compact  discs,  microfiche 
(college  catalogs  on  fiche),  and  language  videos.  Funds  were 
also  used  to  purchase  the  equipment  necessary  to  use  these 
items.  The  library  now  owns  cassette  players  (one  will 
circulate),  compact  disc  players  (one  portable  one  will 
circulate),  and  a  listening  center  with  headphones.  The 
listening  center  will  enable  patrons  to  listen  to  cassettes  and 
compact  discs  in  the  library.  Funds  from  the  grant  paid  for 
various  programs  for  young  adults  throughout  the  year  as  well. 

In  October,  storyteller  Tom  Lee  came  to  the  library  and  told 
Halloween  tales.  During  March  and  April,  the  library  sponsored 
a  CPR  course  open  to  young  adults.  Other  new  additions  to  the 
young  adult  department  include  a  teen  job  bank  (a  listing  of  job 
openings  for  teens  from  local  businesses)  and  a  small  (but 
growing)  paperback  book  collection.  Plans  also  call  for  the 
starting  of  a  publication  called  PICS  N'  PANS,  a  compilation  of 
book  reviews  by  teens  for  teens. 

It  has  been  an  exciting  year  in  the  children's  and  young  adult 
departments,  we  look  forward  to  an  even  more  promising  year 
to  come.

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HOMEBOUND  PROGRAM: 


Since  1972,  the  Jonathan  Bourne  Public  Library,  through  the 
Homebound  Program,  has  provided  library  services  to  Bourne 
residents  who  are  confined  to  their  homes  and  to  patients  at  the 
nursing  home  and  hospital  located  within  the  confines  of  the 
town.  In  addition,  recorded  discs,  cassettes,  and  playback 
equipment  are  supplied  to  all  residents  throughout  the  Cape 
and  Islands  who  are  unable  to  read  printed  materials. 

Since  moving  into  our  new,  accessible  library,  the  Homebound 
Program  has  further  expanded  library  services  to  the  disabled. 
A  $15,000  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  (LSCA)  grant 
has  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  sophisticated  equipmentforthe 
use  of  the  physically  and  visually  disabled,  as  well  as  for  the  deaf 
and  the  hard  of  hearing.  A  collection  of  fact  sheets,  catalogs, 
newsletters,  and  books  of  interest  has  also  been  obtained. 

To  publicize  Bourne's  library  services  for  the  disabled,  the 
Homebound  Department  held  several  workshops  and  an  open 
house  for  librarians,  service  providers,  teachers,  the  disabled 
and  their  family  members.  Over  sixty  people  from  the  Cape  and 
IslandscametotheOpen  House  held  in  October1987.  Members 
of  the  Library's  Handicap  Advisory  Council  hosted  the  Open 
House,  explaining  the  program  and  demonstrating  equipment. 
The  Friends  of  the  Library  provided  refreshments. 

Also  in  the  fall,  "Library  Services  Available  to  the  Disabled 
through  the  Bourne  Library"  was  the  topic  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Cape  library  directors.  In  January,  the  special  needs  directors  of 
the  Cape  Cod  Collaborative  met  at  the  Bourne  Library  to  learn 
about  services  and  equipment  available  for  the  disabled  at  the 
Bourne  Library. 

In  February,  Children's  Librarian  Wendy  Ward  and  I  conducted 
an  in-service  training  session  for  secondary  school  teachers 
entitled  "Overcoming  Barriers  to  Learning." 

Thank  you  to  the  Buzzards  Bay  Eagles  who  again  this  year  made 
a  substantial  donation  to  the  Homebound  Program  for  the 
purchase  of  large  print  books. 
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Thank  you  to  Director  Richard  Fitzgerald,  the  trustees,  and  the 
library  staff  for  their  continued  support  of  the  goals  of  the 
Homebound  Program.

The  Finance  Committee  conducted  twenty-one  meetings 
during  the  current  fiscal  year  forthe  purpose  of  reviewing  Town 
expenditures  and  preparing  recommendations  for  Town 
Meeting.  Members  participated  in  numerous  meetings  with 
department  heads  and  board  chairpersons  to  assist  in  their 
budget  analysis  and  preparation. 

The  Finance  Committee,  despite  the  fact  of  being  shorthanded 
this  year,  presented  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  a  complete  list 
of  article  recommendations  and  a  finalized  budget  several 
weeks  prior  to  Town  Meeting.  This  allowed  departments  and 
committees  to  analyze  our  recommendations  in  sufficient  time 
to  respond  for  Town  Meeting  action. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  again  sounding  the  alarm  on  the 
dependency  of  Federal  Funds  in  meeting  its  budgetobligations. 
With  the  classification  of  Bourne  as  a  Super  A  school  system 
additional  Federal  Funds  were  made  available.  In  preparing  the 
Fiscal  1989  budget,  one  third  of  this  money  was  appropriated  to 
offset  the  School  Department  request  leaving  allocations  for  the 
Fiscal  1990  Budget  short  of  aniticipated  needs. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  thank  department  heads, 
committee  chairpersons  and  the  Selectmen  for  their  continued 
cooperation.  We  welcome  the  citizens  of  Bourne  to  participate 
in  our  proceedings  at  its  meetings  conducted  at  the  Town  Hall.

There  were  a  number  of  revisions  made  this  year  in  the  Saiary 
Administration  Plan  and  Personnel  Bylaw.  Yarger  and 
Associates,  Inc.,  the  firm  instrumental  in  formulating  our 
present  plan  in  1980  has  been  rehired  to  assist  in  updating  the 
present  position  classification  and  pay  plans,  upgrading  of 
present  positions  and  related  matters.  There  is  much  work  and 
study  involved  in  this  process.  The  representative  from  Yarger 
Associates,  Inc.,  attended  several  Personnel  Board  meetings  to 
discuss  and  advise  in  regards  to  new  and  upgraded  positions  in 
the  Town.

Tree  Warden  and  Local  Superintendent 
of  Shade  Tree  Management 
and  Pest  Control 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  early  snowstorm  last  fall  did  severe  tree  damage  and  gave 
the  tree  department  a  lot  of  extra  work.  The  wood  of  the  small 
branches  and  trees  had  not  hardened  for  winter  and  bent  over 
quite  easily  with  the  wet  snow  on  them.  They  froze  to  the  ground 
and  hindered  traffic  for  at  least  two  weeks  after  the  storm  was 
over. 

Regular  roadside  pruning  is  done  all  year  round.  This  is  a  major 
part  of  our  work  and  leaves  little  time  for  regular  tree  care. 

Trees  were  planted  around  the  town  and  one  day  a  week  is  spent 
watering  them.  This  is  very  important  for  newly  planted  trees. 
Once  they  start  to  dry  out,  dieback  occurs  and  they  do  not 
survive  very  long. 

We  are  losing  maple  trees  steadily  along  the  roadsides.  Most  of 
this  is  environmental  pollution  from  trucks  and  automobiles. 
Roots  are  damaged  or  cut  off  due  to  excavation  for  utilities  and 
driveways,  road  chemicals,  and  compacting  of  the  soil.  In  some 
areas  the  ground  is  either  dug  away  or  filled  in  around  the  trunk. 
Accident  damage  also  occurs,  knocking  the  bark  away  from  the 
trunk,  and  a  tree  needs  bark  more  than  halfway  around  the  trunk 
to  survive.  All  of  these  things  can  weaken  or  kill  a  tree.  Hot,  dry 
summers,  insects  or  disease  will  finish  them.  They  may  die 
suddenly  or  graduallly  within  a  few  years. 

Verticillium  Wilt  is  a  fungus  that  works  its  way  up  from  the  roots. 
It  causes  plugging  of  the  vascular  system.  The  first  noticeable 
symptom  is  a  sudden  wilting  of  the  leaves  and  one  or  more 
branches,  usually  at  the  top  or  on  one  side.  A  large  tree  will  die  in 
a  few  years.  Pruning  out  the  dead  wood  or  dying  parts  and 
fertilizing  will  help,  but  usually  only  prolongs  the  life  of  the  tree. 

Verticillium  Wilt  is  only  one  of  several  diseases:  air  pollutants, 
girdling  roots,  maple  decline,  cankers,  sunscald,  frost  cracks, 
salts,  and  weed  killers  all  affect  the  health  of  a  tree. 
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Many  times  throughout  the  year  I  have  been  asked  about  tree 
laws  on  private  property.  Although  we  are  not  qualified  to  give  a 
legal  opinion,  I  try  to  point  outthe  laws  regarding  trees.  I  usually 
tell  people  to  talk  over  the  problems  with  their  neighbors  first 
and  try  to  settle  things  peaceably. 

Overhanging  branches  may  be  cut  off  at  the  property  line. 
Caution  should  be  used  not  to  cut  too  many  as  it  may  affect  the 
health  of  the  tree.  If  thetreetrunk  is  on  the  property  line,  the  tree 
belongs  to  both  and  one  person  cannot  cut  the  tree  down 
without  the  permission  of  the  other.  Fruit  trees  have  laws 
regarding  the  rights  to  pick  fruit.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  Town  of  Bourne  hereby 
submit  its  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1988. 

Your  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  has  been  providing 
services  and  benefits  to  veterans  and  to  the  dependents  of 
veterans,  in  one  form  or  another,  since  1861. 

From  the  date  of  that  commitment  by  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  that  insured  that  no  individual  who  served  his  or 
her  state  and  nation  with  honor  during  periods  of  war  or  other 
conflicts,  would  ever  by  "pauperized"  or  forced  to  turn  to  public 
welfare  for  assistance,  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  and 
the  Massachusetts  House  and  Senate  have  shown  their 
continued  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  veteran  and  his  or  her 
dependents  with  the  fullest  support  of  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive  programs  for  veterans  in  the  country— the 
Office  of  Commissioner  of  Veterans'  Services  and  the  local 
Department  of  Veterans'  Services. 

A  grateful  nation,  a  grateful  state,  and  a  grateful  town,  ready  to 
assist  and  provide  benefits  and  services  to  the  men  and  women 
who  answered  the  call  during  our  country's  most  urgent  and 
perilous  times.  We  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  have 
the  privilege  to  serve  veterans  and  their  dependents  by 
providing  benefits  and  services  to  which  they  are  entitled. 

State  benefits  which  are  mandated  by  Chapter  115, 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended,  are:  financial  aid, 
food,  clothing,  shelter  and  medical  benefits.  Payments  for  such 
benefits  are  made  through  this  office,  by  your  Veterans'  Agent, 
from  funds  authorized  in  the  Town's  Annual  Operating  Budget. 
The  State,  as  required  by  law,  reimburses  the  Town  75%  of  the 
approved  benefits  expenditure. 
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Veterans'  Services,  such  as  Veterans  Administration  Benefits 
are  covered  by  Title  38  of  the  Federal  Statue.  The  Director  of 
Veterans'  Services  provides  an  invaluable  service  to  Veterans 
and/or  their  dependents  by  acting  as  their  representative  in 
applying  for  VA  Benefits,  such  as  compensation,  pension, 
hospitalization,  education,  home  loans,  death  benefits, 
insurance,  and  more.  These  benefits  reflect  a  great  savings  to 
the  local  taxpayer.  For,  when  entitlements  are  secured  from  the 
Veterans  Administration  or  other  Federal,  State,  or  local 
agency,  such  entitlements  reduce,  in  many  instances,  the 
dollars  that  are  paid,  or  could  be  paid  to  veterans  and  their 
dependents,  or  their  survivors,  as  financial/medical  aid  by  the 
Department  of  Veterans'  Services.  For  example:  during  Fiscal 
Year  1987  VA  Expenditures  to  the  Veteran  Population  of 
Bourne— numbering  2,181— was  $1,798,164.  This  expenditure 
is  a  true  indication  that  veterans,  their  dependents  and  survivors 
are  receiving  VA  and  other  Federal,  State  and  Local 
entitlements— many  of  which  are  a  direct  result  of  service  work 
performed  by  your  Director  of  Veterans'  Services. 

The  assistance  rendered  by  your  Veterans'  Agent  and  Director 
of  Veterans'  Services  is  a  fiscally  responsible  management 
application  as  it  not  only  assists  the  applicant,  but  the  receipt  of 
the  entitlements  is  cost  savings  to  the  Department  of  Veterans' 
Services  and  ultimately  theTown  of  Bourne  itself,  indicating  the 
respect  for  an  accountability  to  the  taxpayers  of  Bourne  by  the 
Veterans'  Agent  and  Director  of  Veterans'  Services. 

We,  as  providers  of  such  benefits  and  services,  must  be 
prepared  to  offer  our  veterans  the  best  services  and  benefits 
possible.  We  can  do  this  by  arming  ourselves  with  training, 
education  and  knowledge  of  all  available  programs  which  can 
be  of  help  to  Veterans  and  their  dependents. 

Veterans  are  special  and  we  should  never  lose  sight  of  that. 
Without  them  we  would  not  be  living  in  a  free  country— a 
country  with  more  rights  and  freedoms  than  any  other  country 
in  the  world.  We  in  Massachusetts  offer  the  Veteran  a  benefits 
and  services  program  that  is  second  to  none  in  this  country.  We 
must  strive  to  maintain  and  improve  these  services.  Services 
and  benefits  to  our  veterans  can't  be  measured  only  in  dollars 
and  cents  however,  they  gave  much  more.  They  deserve  our 
respect,  gratitude,  acknowledgement  and  appreciation. 
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In  summary,  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  continues  to 
be  a  ONE  STOP  CENTER,  providing  benefits  and  services  to 
and  for  veterans  and  their  dependents  who  require  a  little  help  in 
a  time  of  need,  in  order  that  they  may  return  as  quickly  as 
possible  back  into  the  main  stream  of  our  society.  The

Two  grants  funded  through  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs 
were  awarded  the  Council  on  Aging  during  FY  1987. 

The  formula  grant  in  the  amount  of  $5,597  covers  the  services  of 
a  registered  nurse  whose  function  is  to  monitor  and  counsel  the 
frail  homebound  senior  and  an  office  assistant  to  deal  with  the 
on-going  reports  and  statistics  culminating  from  this  program. 
The  discretionary  grant  received  in  the  amount  of  $4,500  will 
cover  the  enrollment  of  a  coordinator  whose  responsibility  will 
be  to  recruit  and  supervise  chore  workers,  men  and  women 
alike,  for  the  small  maintenance  jobs  around  the  home  so 
essential  to  a  senior's  peace  of  mind. 

In  addition  to  the  above  services,  a  new  program  has  been 
added  —  that  of  maintaining  a  pantry  of  shelf  food  to  meet  the 
occasional  emergency  needs  of  any  resident  in  the  community. 

Space  has  been  provided  in  the  Memorial  Community  Building 
for  a  storage  cabinet  to  hold  the  food.  Contributions  from 
generous  donors  have  been  replenishing  the  food  bank 
periodically.  Again,  in  1987,  two  teams  of  registered  nurses 
studying  for  their  baccalaureates  at  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University  were  assigned  to  the  council  to 
provide  limited  nursing  services  to  the  at-risk  seniors  as  a  part  of 
their  geriartic  studies. 

Health  care  and  transportation  still  remain  our  top  priorities;  all 
our  efforts  are  focused  on  methods  to  improve  and  enhance 
both  services. 

Without  the  assistance  from  members  of  the  community, 
various  businesses  and  organizations,  we  could  not  have 
achieved  so  many  of  our  goals.  Our  gratitude  goes  out  to  each 
and  every  one.

The  Bourne  Historical  Commission  now  located  in  the  old 
Jonathan  Bourne  Library  is  enjoying  their  new  home  and  we 
now  have  plenty  of  room.  The  hours  are  the  same  every  Tuesday 
from  9:00-3:00  also  by  appointment. 

We  held  open  house  on  April  23  and  24  to  introduce  our  new 
book  from  "Pocasset  to  Cataumet".  The  book  has  L^-en  well 
received  and  of  the  1300  copies  printed  we  have  very  few  left. 
With  this  kind  of  response  we  all  feel  we  should  do  the  rest  of  the 
villages  now.  This  is  where  you  the  townspeople  can  help  us  to 
achieve  this  goal. 

The  Bourne  Historical  Commission  was  awarded  a  $17,000.00 
grant  to  complete  the  inventory  of  historic  houses  and 
landmarks.  The  Bourne  project  was  one  of  32  chosen  from  more 
than  100  applicants  to  receive  this  award.  This  involves  a  lot  of 
work  taking  pictures,  historic  names,  original  use,  source  of 
information  —  style,  architect,  etc.  Then  on  to  the  State 
Historical  Commission  and  if  accepted  it  would  go  to  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places. 

We  have  spent  many  hours  doing  research  and  answering 
questions  and  for  the  good  of  our  town  we  will  continue.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  responsibilities  of  the  Town  Clerk's  office  are  far  reaching. 
In  a  real  way,  the  Clerk's  office  is  a  local  extension  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  given  the  various  pieces  of  legislation  that 
the  town  clerk  is  required  to  administer.  This  year,  a  number  of 
pieces  of  legislation  were  modified,  requiring  changes  in  the 
Clerk's  office  procedure.  I  will  highlight  several  of  the  changes 
that  affected  many  local  people. 

Redistricting  of  voter  precincts,  which  was  anticipated  to  be  in 
effect  by  the  fall  of  1988,  was  added  as  a  rider  to  a  legislative  bill 
during  the  summer  of  1987,  resulting  in  a  much  earlier 
redistricting.  We  met  the  requirement  last  March.  We  were  aiso 
the  only  town  to  question  whether  the  early  redistricting  would 
be  considered  a  "mandate"  and  entitle  the  town  to  reimbursal  of 
the  additional  expenses.  As  a  result  of  persuing  this,  sixty  cities 
and  towns  throughout  the  Commonwealth  were  also  eligible  for 
reimbursements. 

Effective  July  1,  1987,  all  persons  doing  business  under  a 
business  name  that  were  not  incorporated  were  required  to  file 
new  Business  Certificates  with  the  Town  Clerk's  Office.  As  of 
that  date,  businesses  would  be  required  to  refile  those 
certificates  every  four  years  thereafter. 

As  of  February  1988,  Special  Permit  Applications  are  required  to 
be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  a  copy  with  the  date  and  time  of 
filing  is  filed  by  the  petitioner  with  the  specific  permit  granting 
board.  Prior  to  this,  only  a  copy  of  the  application  needed  to  be 
filed  with  the  Clerk.  Other  procedural  changes  in  the  Zoning 
Enabling  Act  involving  constructive  granting  of  permits,  etc. 
have  direct  ramifications  to  the  operation  of  the  Clerk's  office. 

The  major  change  in  the  election  procedure  involved  the  ability 
to  make  one  application  for  an  absentee  ballot  that  is  valid  for  all 
elections  in  a  calendar  year.  We  will  feel  the  effect  of  this  change 
for  the  September  and  November  elections.  Voting  procedures 
for  overseas  Americans  have  been  streamlined  this  year  with  the 
upcoming  presidential  election  in  mind. 
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A  totally  new  procedure  for  the  submission  of  by-laws,  both 
zoning  and  general  municipal  regulations,  developed  by  the 
Attorney  General's  office,  was  put  into  effect  this  spring.  By- 
laws voted  at  our  May  town  meeting,  which  I  submitted  to  the 
Attorney  General  on  May  25,  were  returned  to  me  approved  on 
August  1. 

In  addition  to  the  legislative  and  procedural  changes  required 
by  the  Commonwealth,  I  have  changed  some  of  our  internal 
procedures.  The  most  obvious  of  these  was  my  decision  to 
expand  the  number  of  people  who  were  competent  to  program 
our  Automatic  Voting  Machines  and  trouble-shoot  any 
problems  from  one  person  to  a  working  team  of  five.  Eight  of  us, 
five  precinct  wardens,  my  two  clerks  and  myself,  took  a  two  day 
training  leading  to  the  receipt  of  Mechanics  Certificates.  The 
team  approach  has  been  successful  for  the  last  two  elections. 
Since  most  of  the  precinct  wardens  are  completely  familiar  with 
the  workings  of  the  machines,  election  day  has  a  calmer,  more 
relaxed  feel  to  it,  and  several  people  can  collaborate  to  solve  a 
problem  or  determine  the  best  way  to  program  a  ballot  for  voter 
clarity  and  ease  of  operation. 

The  voting  machine  programming  team  this  year  consisted  of 
the  following  people:  Brian  Limeburner,  Sally  Parady,  Elaine 
Schlotterbeck,  Lewis  Schlotterbeck  and  myself.  I  wish  to  thank 
Herbert  Koehler,  who  retired  this  year  from  his  duties  of 
seventeen  years  as  Bourne's  only  AVM  Custodian.  His  was  a 
difficult  job  to  accomplish  alone  and  he  did  it  well. 

Another  very  important  accomplishment  this  year  was  a  1988 
town  census  and  street  listing.  Despite  the  problems  we 
encountered  due  to  the  large  number  of  Bourne  residents 
whose  street  address  and  mailing  address  are  radically 
different,  we  saw  an  80%  return  to  the  census.  For  the  last 
several  months,  the  regional  office  of  the  Postal  Service  has 
been  working  with  me  to  provide  Post  Office  Box  information  on 
all  Bourne  residents.  I  am  looking  forward  to  the  1989  census  to 
see  if  we  can  reach  an  even  higher  percentage  of  people. 

Due  to  the  special  town  meeting  and  several  elections,  the 
Board  of  Registrars  had  a  fairly  busy  year.  Fretta  Philbrick,  who 
has  served  on  the  board  for  many  years,  submitted  her 
resignation  mid-spring.  I  shall  miss  Fretta  and  all  of  her  insight 
to  Bourne,  and  thank  her  for  her  service  to  the  Board. 
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Since  the  Town  Clerk's  office  is  the  repository  for  so  many 
personal  documents  —  birth  certificates,  marriage  certificates, 
etc.  and  a  host  of  other  town  and  legal  documents,  it  is  probably 
visited  by  the  widest  variety  of  people.  I  have  endeavored,  this 
year,  to  make  this  office  a  pleasant  and  efficient  place  to 
conduct  business.  I  thank  my  staff,  Anne  Reardon  and  Karen 
Girouard,  for  their  ability  to  project  that  image  to  the  public  and 
for  their  sincere  sensitivity  to  the  public's  needs.

Employees  in  the 
permanent  classified  position  of  Police  Dispatcher 
working  shifts  assigned  to  police  patrolman  shall 
receive  a  night  shift  differential  payment  of  $2.75  per 
shift  for  the  4:00  P.M.  to  midnight  shift  and  $3.25  per 
shift  for  the  midnight  to  8:00  A.M.  shift."

identification  plate  authorized  by  Section  2  of 
Chapter  90,  or  for  any  vehicle  bearing  the 
official  identification  of  a  handicapped  person 
issued  by  any  other  state,  according  to  the 
following  formula:

b.  Sign  Requirements  for  and  Location  of 
Handicapped  Parking.  Each  parking  space 
designated  as  reserved  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  1  of  this  Article  shall  be  identified  by  a 
permanently  installed  above-grade  sign  located 
at  height  of  not  less  than  five  feet  and  not  more 
than  eight  feet  to  the  top  of  the  sign,  with  white 
lettering  against  a  blue  background  and  shall 
bear  the  words  "Handicapped  Parking,  Special 
Plate  Requirement,  Unauthorized  Parking 
Subject  To  Fine  &  Towing  at  Owner's  Expense", 
and  must  also  contain  the  International  Symbol 
of  Accessibility  which  is  a  person  in  a 
wheelchair.  Such  parking  spaces  shall  be  as 
near  as  possible  to  an  accessible  building 
entrance  or  walkway,  shall  be  adjacent  to  curb 
ramps  or  other  unobstructed  methods 
permitting  sidewalk  access  to  a  handicapped 
person,  shall  be  twelve  feet  wide  and/or  have 
two  eight-foot-wide  areas  with  four  feet  of 
cross-hatch  between  them  and  shall  contain  the 
International  Symbol  of  Accessibility  on  their 
surface.  However,  on  unpaved  lots,  parking 
spaces  shall  be  designated  only  by  the  sign  as 
defined  in  this  section.  Where  the  designated 
parking  space  cannot  be  located  within  two 
hundred  (200)  feet  of  an  entrance  accessible  to 
the  physically  handicapped,  a  drop  off  area 
accessible  to  the  physically  handicapped  shall 
be  provided  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of 
such  entrance.

Toxic  or  hazardous  materials' 
shall  be  defined  as  all  liquid  hydrocarbon  products 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  fuel  and  diesel  oil, 
and  any  other  toxic  or  corrosive  chemicals,  radioactive 
materials  or  other  substance  controlled  as  being  toxic 
or  hazardous  by  the  Division  of  Hazardous  Waste  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  underthe  provisions 
of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  21 C,  Section 
1,  et.  seq. 

Section  3.7.2  Installation  of  Underground  Storage 
Tanks  (UST). 

a.  Following  the  effective  date  of  this  regulation, 
the  installation  of  all  underground  fuel,  gasoline 
or  other  chemical  storage  tanks  shall  conform 
with  the  following  criteria: 
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b.  In  that  the  United  States  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  designated  the  Town  of 
Bourne  as  overlying  a  sole  source  acquifer, 
secondary  containment  and  an  approved  in- 
tank  or  interstitial  space  monitoring  system 
shall  be  required  for  new  or  replacement  tanks. 

Section  3.7.3  Tank  Registration.  The  following 
regulations  shall  apply  to  1)  all  underground  tanks 
containing  toxic  or  hazardous  materials  as  defined 
above  which  are  not  currently  regulated  under  527  CMR 
9.24  —  Tanks  and  Containers,  to  2)  all  underground 
tanks  containing  fuel  oil,  whose  contents  are  used 
exclusively  for  consumption  on  the  premises,  and  to  3) 
farm  and  residential  tanks  of  1,100  gallon  capacity,  or 
less,  used  for  storing  motor  fuel  for  non-commercial 
purposes. 

a.  Owners  shall  file  with  the  Board  of  Health,  which 
shall  in  turn  notify  the  Fire  Department,  on  or 
before  August  15,  1988  the  size,  type,  age  and 
location  of  each  tank,  and  type  of  fuel  or 
chemical  stored  in  them.  Evidence  of  date  of 
purchase  and  installation,  including  fire 
department  permit,  if  any,  shall  be  included 
along  with  a  sketch  map  showing  the  location  of 
such  tanks  on  the  property.  Upon  registering 
the  tank  with  the  Board  of  Health,  the  tank 
owner  will  receive  a  permanent  metal  or  plastic 
tag,  embossed  with  a  registration  number 
uniquetothattank.This  registration  tag  must  be 
affixed  to  the  fill  pipe  in  such  a  location  as  to  be 
visible  to  any  distributor  when  filling  the  tank 
and  to  any  inspector  authorized  by  the  Town. 

b.  Effective  August  15,  1988  every  petroleum  and 
other  chemical  distributor,  when  filling  an 
underground  storage  tank,  shall  note  on  the 
invoice  or  bill  for  the  product  delivered,  the 
registration  number  appearing  on  the  tag 
affixed  to  the  tank  which  was  filled.  Every 
petroleum  and  other  chemical  distributor  shall 
notify  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  existence  and 
location  of  any  unregistered  or  untagged  tank 
which  they  are  requested  to  fill.  Such 
notification  must  be  completed  within  two  (2) 
working   days  of  the  time  the  distributor 
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discovers  that  the  tank  registration  tag  is  not 
affixed  to  the  fill  pipe. 

c.  Prior  to  the  sale  of  a  property  containing  an 
underground  storage  tank,  the  fire  department 
must  receive  from  the  current  owner  a  change  of 
ownership  form  for  the  registration  of  the 
underground  storage  tank.  Such  form  can  be 
obtained  from  the  fire  department. 

Section  3.7.4  Testing.  The  tank  owner  shall  have  each 
tank  and  its  piping  tested  for  tightness  fifteen  (15)  years 
after  installation  and  annually  after  twenty  (20)  years.  A 
tank  shall  be  tested  by  any  final  or  precision  test,  not 
involving  air  pressure,  that  can  accurately  detect  a  leak 
of  0.05  gal/hr,  after  adjustment  for  relevant  variables, 
such  as  temperature  change  and  tank  end  deflection,  or 
by  any  other  testing  system  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health,  as  providing  equivalent  safety  and 
effectiveness.  Piping  shall  be  tested  hydrostatically  to 
150  percent  of  the  maximum  anticipated  pressureof  the 
system.  Certification  of  the  testing  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Health  by  the  owner,  at  the  owner's 
expense.  Those  tanks  subject  to  the  testing 
requirements  of  this  regulation  shall  submit  the 
certification  of  testing  to  the  Board  of  Health  by 
November  1,  1988.  Tanks  which  are  currently  tested 
under  the  provisions  of  527  CMR  9.18  are  exempt  from 
this  section. 

Section  3.7.5  Report  of  Leaks  or  Spills.  Any  person  who 
is  aware  of  a  spill,  loss  of  product,  or  unaccounted  for 
increase  in  consumption  which  may  indicate  a  leak  shall 
report  such  spill,  loss  or  increase  immediately  to  the 
head  of  the  fire  department  and  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Section  3.7.6  Tank  Removal.  Prior  to  the  removal  of  an 
underground  storage  tank  governed  by  this  regulation, 
the  owner  shall  first  obtain  a  permit  from  the  head  of  the 
fire  department,  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  C.  148. 

Any  person  granted  a  permit  by  the  Marshal  orthe  head 
of  a  local  fire  department  to  remove  a  tank  under  the 
provisions  of  M.G.L.,  C.  148  or  527  CMR  9.00,  shall 
within  72  hours  provide  the  permit  granting  authority 
with  a  receipt  for  delivery  of  said  tank  to  the  site 
designated  on  the  permit. 
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Before  any  person  is  granted  a  permit  by  the  Marshal  or 
the  head  of  a  local  fire  department  to  remove  a  tank 
under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.,  C.  148  or  527  CMR  9.00, 
and  said  tank  is  not  being  transported  to  an  approved 
tank  yard,  the  person  requesting  the  permit  shall 
provide  the  permit-granting  authority  with  written 
approval  from  the  owner/manager  of  the  disposal  site. 
(Reference:  502  CMR  3.00  for  tank  removal  and  disposal 
procedure). 

Section  3.7.7  Costs.  In  every  case,  the  owner  shall 
assume  the  responsibility  for  costs  incurred  necessary 
to  comply  with  this  regulation. 

Section  3.7.8  Variances.  Variances  from  this  regulation 
may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Health  after  a  hearing  at 
which  the  applicant  establishes  the  following:  (1)  the 
enforcement  thereof  would  do  manifest  injustice;  and 
(2)  installation  or  use  of  an  underground  storage  tank 
will  not  adversely  affect  public  or  private  water 
resources.  In  granting  a  variance,  the  Board  will  take 
into  consideration  the  direction  of  the  ground  water 
flow,  soil  conditions,  depth  to  ground  water,  size,  shape 
and  slope  of  the  lot,  and  existing  and  known  future  water 
supplies. 

Section  3.7.9  Severability.  Provisions  of  this  regulation 
are  severable  and  if  any  provision  there  shall  be  held 
invalid  under  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall 
not  affect  any  other  provisions  or  circumstances.

The  Committee  reorganized  at  its  June  1988  meeting.  RobertT. 
Joy  of  Wareham  was  elected  Chairperson;  Kim  Carman  of 
Wareham  was  elected  Vice-Chairperson;  David  P.  Sampson 
was  elected  Secretary;  and  Kim  Carman  of  Wareham  was  re- 
appointed as  Treasurer.  Lynda  Aveiro  of  Wareham  served  as  the 
Student  representative  to  the  School  Committee  for  1987-1988. 

In  April,  the  School  Committee  was  saddened  by  the  passing 
away  of  John  Pimental,  long-time  Falmouth  representative  to 
the  Committee.  John  Elliott  was  appointed  by  the  Falmouth 
Selectmen  and  Falmouth  School  Committee  to  fill  the 
remaining  term  of  office. 

The  final  payment  of  the  school's  construction  bond  issue 
occurred  in  November  1987.  The  school  is  now  debt  free. 
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A  fiscal  1986  financial  audit  was  conducted  during  the  summer 
of  1987  and  report  presented  to  the  School  Committee  in 
August.  A  Chapter  74  Monitoring  Visit  was  performed  in  March 
by  the  Department  of  Education,  as  well  as  an  Applied 
Mathematics  Review.  Recommendations  of  both  review  teams 
have  been  given  consideration  and  implemented  where 
appropriate. 

A  video  presentation,  funded  through  a  Carl  Perkins  Grant,  was 
completed  during  the  summer  months,  and  used  extensively 
throughout  the  year  as  an  informational  resource  in 
presentations  to  Grades  7  and  8  students,  and  for  various 
community  presentations  of  school  information. 

The  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  Alumni  Association  held  its  first 
reunion  in  July  1988.  Other  student  functions  included  the 
Travel  Club  trip  to  Europe  during  April  vacation;  Culinary  Arts 
Department  participation  in  the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
School  Committees  "Day  on  the  Hill"  buffet  luncheon;  "Open 
House"  in  February;  Career  Awareness  Day's  held  at  Old 
Rochester  Regional  School  and  Lawrence  School  in  Falmouth; 
the  newly  formed  VICA  Club  participation  at  the  State 
Competition;  and  expanded  extra  curricular,  athletic,  and 
cultural  awareness  programs  for  the  students  during  the  school 
year. 

Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  continued  to  offer  a  variety  of 
extended  day  programs  through  partnerships  with  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Boston,  Northeastern  University, 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  Migrant  Worker 
Program,  Department  of  Youth  Services,  and  the  Office  of  Job 
Partnerships.  Expanded  programs  will  include  offerings  with 
Cape  Cod  Community  College  and  Kinyon-Campbell  Business 
School  during  the  1988-1989  school  year. 

The  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  Workplace  program  has  been 
designated  as  a  model  program  in  the  state  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 

The  Science  Department  has  completed  the  second  year  phase- 
in  of  the  Principals  of  Technology  curriculum  and  the  school 
has  been  selected  to  pilot  test  an  Applied  Mathematics  Program 
as  well.  We  have  added  a  new  Health  Curriculum  incorporated 
with  the  Physical  Educational  Program. 
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The  primary  vocational  project  completed  this  school  year  was 
the  building  of  a  Golf  Club  House  for  Otis  ANG  Base. 

New  equipment  installed  includes  cutterhead  replacement  in 
the  Carpentry  Department  funded  through  a  Carl  Perkins  grant, 
Auto  Body  Frame  Measuring  Equipment,  a  call  fire  box  linking 
the  school  directly  to  the  Bourne  Fire  Department,  and 
extensive  refurbishing  of  assorted  existing  building  and 
instructional  equipment. 

Completion  of  the  widening  of  the  road  at  the  entrance  to 
school,  and  a  new  school  sign  constructed  by  Upper  Cape  Cod 
Regional  students  occurred  during  the  summer  of  1988.  These 
much  needed  improvements  will  help  to  alleviate  the  traffic 
congestion,  and  improve  safety  at  the  entrance  to  the  school. 

A  Net  Operating  Budget  for  1988-1989  of  $1,949,199.00  and  a 
Net  Capital  Budget  of  $125,000  was  adopted  by  the  school 
committee  and  approved  by  the  five  sending  towns. 

In  addition  to  local  funding,  the  school  has  received 
approximately  $148,900  through  Chapter  188  funding;  $77,991 
Car!  Perkins  P.L.  98-524  funding;  $49,160  in  Chapter  1  funding; 
$34,715  Special  Needs  P.L.  94-142;  and  other  miscellaneous 
state  grants  totaling  approximately  $63,900. 

We  welcome  input  from  the  community  at  large  regarding  the 
development  and  operation  of  the  schools'  programs  and 
services.  We  also  invite  you  to  visit  the  school  and  become 
aware  of  the  opportunities  it  offers. 

The  Regional  School  District  Committee  extends  its 
appreciation  to  the  several  advisory  boards  which  assist  us  in 
making  educational  decisions,  various  town  and  school  officials 
who  support  our  efforts,  and  the  Administration  and  other 
school  employees  who  continue  to  make  Upper  Cape  Cod 
Regional  a  successful  educational  institution.

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CERTIFICATE  OF  ACADEMIC  EXCELLENCE 


Four  years  ago  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  School 
Superintendents  created  a  program  wherein  superintendents 
may  award  a  Certificate  of  Academic  Excellence  to  an 
outstanding  senior  in  the  graduating  class  within  their  school 
system.  Such  an  award  actually  goes  beyond  academic 
performance  and  encompasses  areas  such  as  citizenship  and 
the  total  contribution  of  the  student  to  Bourne  High  School 
during  their  high  school  years. 

This  year's  most  deserving  recipient  was  Angela  Dadak, 
daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gregory  Dadak  of  Cataumet.  She  was 
an  outstanding  student  who  ranked  in  the  top  one  percent  of  her 
class  throughout  her  four  high  school  years.  She  participated  in 
many  extracurricular  activities:  ColorGuard,  Foreign  Language 
Club,  Math  Team,  and  Honor  Society.  She  was  a  member  of  the 
school  orchestra  throughout  her  high  school  career  and 
received  many  plaudits  and  recognitions  for  her  successful 
accomplishments.  She  had  an  outstanding  high  school  career 
and  I  have  no  doubt  will  be  most  successful  in  whatever  future 
endeavors  she  pursues. 

BOURNE  HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADUATES  AND  SCHOLARSHIPS 

There  were  143  seniors  in  the  graduating  class  of  1988  from 
Bourne  High  School.  Sixty  percent  of  these  graduates  are  going 
on  to  further  education.  Twenty  are  going  on  to  four  year  private 
colleges  and  thirty  six  are  going  on  to  four  year  state  colleges. 
Five  are  going  on  to  two  year  private  colleges  and  twenty  are 
going  on  to  two  year  state  colleges.  Five  students  are  going  on 
to  other  post  secondary  education. 

This  graduating  class  earned  a  total  of  $1 1 1 ,235  in  scholarships 
and  awards.  They  are  to  be  congratulated  fortheirachievement. 

874  FUNDS 

P.L.  874  funds  are  those  federal  funds  paid  to  this  school  district 
for  the  cost  of  educating  those  federally  connected  students 
who  are  enrolled  in  this  school  system  and  live  on  Otis  Air 
National  Guard  Base.  We  received  100%  in  payment  of  our 
entitlement  for  these  students  throughout  the  years  until  1985. 
In  that  year  Congress  changed  the  language  in  the 
Appropriation  Bill  which  made  payments  grossly  inequitable  for 
this  school  system.  Where  our  "A"  student  enrollment  was  less 
than  20%  of  our  total  student  enrollment,  our  payment  was 
reduced  to  some  40%  of  our  entitlement  for  fiscal  '85  and  '  86. 
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Over  that  two  year  period,  the  effort  was  made  which  resulted  in 
a  change  in  the  Congressional  legislation  and  our  dollar 
payment  increased  by  some  $300,000  for  fiscal  '87. 1  would  note 
that  this  was  no  small  accomplishment  on  the  part  of  all  who 
participated  in  that  effort.  As  stated  by  Congressman  Studds  in 
his  letter,  "It  is  not  an  easy  task  to  change  Federal  law." 

For  fiscal  '88  our  "A"  student  enrollment  at  the  time  of  our 
federal  count  was  at  20.4%.  This  will  result  in  the  payment  of 
some  $400,000  more  to  this  school  system  during  the  current 
year.  This  federal  count  will  be  challenged  at  some  point  by 
federal  aditors  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  it  can  be  substantiated.  If 
this  federal  count  of  "A"  student  enrollment  can  be  sustained  in 
future  years,  it  will  result  in  the  payment  of  large  sums  of 
additional  federal  dollars  to  this  town. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS 

In  past  town  reports,  I  have  repeatedly  emphasized  the  high  and 
increasing  costs  of  766  programs.  For  the  next  school  year, 
Chapter  766  will  have  a  budget  of  $1 ,091 ,977  or  1 2%  of  the  total 
school  budget.  The  cost  of  this  budget  has  increased  by 
$324,095  or  29.6%  over  the  past  three  years. 

There  are  state  and  federal  laws  that  mandate  the  providing  of 
programs  and  services  for  handicapped  children.  The  state  has 
never  provided  funding  to  offset  the  cost  of  its  mandate.  The 
federal  government  has  provided  only  very  modest  and 
insignificant  funding.  While  no  one  can  quarrel  with  the 
philosophical  thrust  of  766,  the  cost  of  these  programs  has 
created  severe  financial  distress  for  the  school  budgets  in  all 
local  education  agencies. 

With  the  limited  amount  of  fiscal  resources  available  to  school 
systems  today,  the  dollars  for  paying  for  the  costs  of  766  come 
at  the  expense  of  programs  and  services  that  would  otherwise 
be  provided  to  the  remainder  of  the  students  in  this  school 
system.  That's  grossly  unfair  to  those  students  but  that  is  the 
fiscal  reality  that  school  systems  are  now  forced  to  operate 
under. 

The  scope  of  student  coverage  under  these  laws  has  been 
constantly  broadened  and  expanded  over  the  years  through 
regulatory  and  judicial  decisions.  It  now  goes  far  beyond  the 
intent  of  its  original  progenitors.  There  is  a  need  for  a  review  of 
this  law,  its  financial  impact  on  local  school  systems,  and  at 
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what  expense  has  its  implementation  resulted  in  reduced 
programs  and  services  for  the  other  students. 

SCHOOL  IMPROVEMENT  ACT 

With  great  fanfare  the  state  legislature  passed  the  School 
Improvement  Act.  This  was  the  educational  reform  bill  that  was 
going  to  improve  education  throughout  this  state.  As  far  as  this 
town  is  concerned,  its  impact  has  been  virtually  meaningless. 

We  have  received  no  additional  funding  to  pay  for  the  costs  of 
our  school  operation.  All  such  new  funding  has  been  assigned 
to  cities  and  towns  with  a  lesser  financial  ability  to  pay  such 
educational  costs.  This  town  was  not  eligible  for  any  of  the 
major  new  funding  provisions  of  this  bill. 

Two  year  funds  were  made  available  to  raise  teachers  minimum 
salaries  to  $1 8,000  and  then  $20,000.  This  has  had  not  impact  on 
this  school  system  as  at  the  end  of  each  two  year  period  our 
minimum  salary  has  and  will  be  above  those  levels. 

Funds  were  made  available  to  each  school  building  through  the 
establishment  of  local  School  Improvement  Councils.  $10  per 
student  was  allocated  in  the  first  years;  $15  per  student  in  the 
past  year.  Such  funds  were  to  be  expended  for  purposes  outside 
of  the  regular  school  budget.  They  did  nothing  to  provide 
additional  state  funding  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  the  cost  of 
education  in  this  era  of  tightened  fiscal  constraints  that  is  being 
experienced  by  local  towns  and  cities. 

There  is  a  Horace  Mann  provision  in  this  act  under  which  we 
received  some  $19,400  in  funding  for  the  last  fiscal  year.  We 
have  utilized  these  funds  to  provide  for  the  development  of 
projects  submitted  by  staff  members  and  they  have  proven  to  be 
the  most  worthwhile  provision  of  the  School  Improvement  Act 
for  this  school  system.  The  accomplishment  of  these  projects 
has  significantly  enhanced  the  educational  programs  within 
this  school  system.  This  program  has  been  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Rose  Merritt,  our  Chapter  I  director.  She  has  done  a  most 
superior  job  in  its  administration  and  is  to  be  commended  for  its 
accomplishments. 

CURRICULUM  SUBCOMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  substantial  positive  work  was 
accomplished  by  the  Curriculum  Subcommittee  of  the  School 
Committee  under  the  direction  of  its  chairperson,  Mrs.  Mary-Jo 
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Coggeshall.  Also  serving  on  this  Committee  was  Mrs. 
Jacqueline  Loring,  School  Committee  member.  Their  efforts 
were  focused  on  the  health  curriculum,  gifted  and  talented 
programs,  guidance,  middle  school  curriculum,  and  the 
business  department  in  Bourne  High  School.  Clarification, 
structure,  guidelines,  and  written  materials  were  produced  for 
these  areas.  A  very  successful  evening  program  was  held  for  the 
public  regarding  Sex  and  AIDS  education. 

Mrs.  Coggeshall  is  to  be  congratulated  for  her  leadership  of  this 
subcommittee.  It  has  made  a  significant  contribution  to  the 
educational  programs  in  this  school  system  during  the  past 
years. 

EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAMS 

We  continue  to  make  the  effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
educational  vitality  of  this  school  system.  An  in-service  program 
was  conducted  throughout  the  year  for  staff  members 
regarding  gifted  and  talented  programs.  This  was  one  of  the 
better  in-service  programs  that  we  have  ever  had  and  has 
heightened  the  quality  of  our  educational  programs. 

A  math  workshop  was  offered  for  elementary  teachers  this  past 
fall.  It  was  very  enthusiastically  received  by  all  staff  members 
who  participated  in  the  program.  There  will  be  a  followup 
workshop  in  August  of  this  year.  A  social  studies  workshop  to 
revise  and  update  the  third  grade  social  studies  curriculum  will 
be  conducted  this  summer.  After  lengthy  study,  a  new  social 
studies  text  was  approved  and  purchased  for  grades  5  and  6 
during  this  past  year. 

The  foregoing  are  but  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  curriculum 
work  in  this  school  system  during  the  past  year.  Curriculum 
review  has  always  been  emphasized  and  significant 
accomplishments  have  been  made  due  to  the  efforts  of  many 
staff  members. 

STURBRIDGE  VILLAGE 

A  second  trip  to  Sturbridge  Village  was  made  by  24  students 
from  the  Stone  School  and  10  senior  citizens  from  the  Bourne 
Council  on  Aging.  Again,  this  was  a  most  successful  venture, 
very  much  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  the  students  and  senior 
citizens  alike.  This  is  an  exemplary  model  of  an 
intergenerational  educational  experience  that  I  would  hope 
would  be  continued  and  expanded  upon  in  the  future.  Mrs.  Mary 
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Crook,  Mr.  Joseph  Sullivan,  and  Mr.  Edward  Kenney  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  their  efforts  in  initiating  this  program. 

LATCH  KEY  PROGRAM 

During  the  past  year,  an  afterschool  child  care  program  was 
initiated  in  the  Peebles  School.  This  program  ran  from  3:00  to 
5:30  p.m.  daily  at  the  Peebles  School.  There  was  an  average 
weekly  participation  of  some  78  children  in  this  program. 

This  program  operated  most  effectively  and  efficiently 
throughout  the  school  year  under  the  direction  of  Donald 
Morrissey,  Principal  of  the  Peebles  School.  This  program 
responded  directly  to  an  obvious  need  in  this  town-the  need  for 
after  school  child  care  by  many  families  within  this  town.  This 
program  should  be  extended  to  include  another  school  building 
for  the  next  school  year. 

I  would  particularly  cite  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Mary  Crook, 
President  of  the  Bourne  Council  for  School  Volunteer  Services. 
It  was  her  initiative  and  interest  that  led  to  the  establishment  of 
this  program  and  she  is  to  be  commended  for  the  contribution 
that  she  had  made  to  this  town. 

FINANCIAL  SITUATION 

In  fiscal  '88,  the  school  budget  was  reduced  by  $143,000  at  the 
annual  town  meeting.  For  fiscal  '89,  the  School  Committee  had 
to  reduce  its  budget  request  by  $200,000.  Both  of  these 
budgetary  requests  were  reasonable  and  in  response  to  the 
basic  educational  needs  of  this  school  system.  While  I  have 
heard  exception  taken  to  the  amount  of  the  school  budget,  I 
have  never  heard  any  valid  suggestion  as  to  where  specific  cuts 
should  be  made  in  the  school  budget.  There  could  be  no  such 
objection  because  these  budgets  were  responsible  financial 
requests  to  provide  the  necessary  programs  and  services  to  the 
students  in  this  school  system  but  still  those  budgets  were  cut. 

Public  education  is  an  investment  byacommunity  inthequality 
of  life  that  if  wants  within  its  boundaries.  Public  education  is  not 
a  cost.  It  is  an  investment  by  a  community  in  itself  which  has  a 
direct  affect  on  every  member  of  the  community  whether  they 
do  or  do  not  have  a  child  within  the  school  system.  The  value  of 
home  properties  has  a  direct  line  relationship  with  thequality  of 
public  education  within  a  town. 
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I  happen  to  believe  totally  and  fervently  in  public  education.  I 
don't  offer  that  statement  as  a  Superintendent  of  Schools  but 
rather  as  a  private  individual.  I  have  known  what  public 
education  has  done  for  myself  and  for  my  family;  I  have  seen 
what  it  has  done  for  others.  It  has  provided  the  opportunity  for  a 
better  life,  an  opportunity  that  otherwise  would  not  have  been 
there. 

We  were  given  that  opportunity;  it's  now  our  responsibility  to 
provide  that  same  opportunity  for  this  generation  of  our  youth 
and  those  that  follow.  There  is  a  need  for  additional  funding  for 
the  school  budget.  Such  additional  funding  can  only  be 
obtained  through  an  override  of  Proposition  2-1/2  and  that  is  an 
issue  that  this  town  is  going  to  have  to  face  in  the  immediate 
future.  How  this  town  responds  to  that  issue  will  be  a  test  of  its 
character. 

My  congratulations  to  Dr.  John  O'Brien  on  his  election  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  this  school  system.  I  would  offer 
him  my  very  best  personal  wishes  for  every  success  in  the 
future.

REFERENDUM  QUESTION  ON  BALLOT 

Local  aid  to  cities  and  towns  from  the  State  has  been  drastically 
reduced,  causing  many  towns  to  consider  Proposition  2Vi 
overrides.  The  Town  of  Bourne  followed  the  path  of  many  other 
communities  state-wide  in  overriding  Proposition  21/2  in  orderto 
maintain  essential  services.  After  months  of  deliberation 
between  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee,  School  Committee, 
and  many  town  departments,  an  override  question  was  placed 
on  the  ballot  in  the  amount  of  $2,285,000  on  Wednesday,  May 
31,  1989. 

The  override  was  necessary  in  orderto  retain  existing  services, 
in  addition  to  needed  capital  expenditures.  A  private  group, 
Coalition  to  Save  Bourne's  Community  Services,  worked 
vigorously  for  the  referendum's  passage.  Without  the  override  a 
serious  reduction  in  services  including  layoffs  would  have 
occurred.  Fortunately,  the  override  passed  by  91  votes,  allowing 
the  town  to  retain  existing  services.  The  Board  extends  its 
sincere  gratitude  to  the  Coalition  to  Save  Bourne's  Community 
Services,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  School  Committee,  and 
many  other  citizens  who  helped  participate  in  the  successful 
override. 
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Notwithstanding  the  successful  override,  however,  further 
reductions  in  local  aid  will  continue,  thus  making  the  task  of 
balancing  our  town  budgets  in  future  years  more  difficult.  We 
were  especially  surprised  when  the  State  reduced  our  local  aid 
by  approximately  $751,000  after  the  town  already  balanced  its 
budget  at  the  June  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  State  had  assured  local  officials  that  local  aid  would  be 
level-funded  from  the  previous  fiscal  year.  Every  city  and  town 
balanced  its  budget  predicated  on  the  level-funding  of  local  aid. 
Although  the  legislature  voted  to  retain  local  aid,  the  Governor 
impounded  the  funds  and  developed  a  different  formula  for 
disbursing  local  aid  to  communities.  Cherry  sheets  were  finally 
released  in  August  indicating  a  significant  reduction  in  local  aid. 
All  cities  and  towns  are  now  scrambling  for  additional  revenue 
to  re-balance  their  budgets  and  issue  tax  bills  for  fiscal  year 
1990. 

The  Town  is  now  preparing  for  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  the 
Fall  to  re-balance  the  budget.  It  should  be  noted  that  any 
revenue  sources  used  in  this  fiscal  year  to  offset  the  reduction  in 
local  aid  will  impact  local  revenue  sources  for  fiscal  year  1991 . 

We  continue  to  do  our  utmost  within  the  limitations  imposed  on 
municipal  financial  management  by  state  law  to  institute  sound 
and  professional  financial  management  practices  in  order  to 
prevent  waste,  and  to  provide  the  best  municipal  services 
available  at  the  most  limited  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Town  officials  are  still  pursuing  the  Route  28  South  Connector 
project.  State  funds  have  been  appropriated  to  update  the 
environmental  impact  statement  on  the  project.  Although 
progress  has  been  extremely  slow,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will 
continue  to  work  diligently  in  keeping  this  issue  in  the  forefront. 
Although  no  commitment  has  been  made  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Works,  we  remain  optimistic  about  the 
project's  approval. 

As  a  result  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Route  25  extension,  traffic 
congestion  at  the  Sagamore  Rotary  this  summer  has  improved 
somewhat,  at  least  to  the  point  where  the  State  has  not 
implemented  the  use  of  barricades  to  block  east/west  traffic 
circulation.  The  M.D.P.W.  is  preparing  plans  for  a  proposed 
structural  change  which  will  eliminate  the  rotary  entirely.  We 
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are  anxiously  awaiting  the  opportunity  to  review  these 
proposed  plans  with  input  from  local  residents  and 
businessmen. 

State  officials  proposed  a  frontage  road  on  Route  28,  MacArthur 
Boulevard,  which  was  vigorously  opposed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  and  Southside  Connector/Traffic 
Task  Force.  Community  residents  and  business  people  were 
consulted  and  a  consensus  was  reached  between  State  and 
town  officials  that  a  frontage  road  would  only  serve  to 
undermine  the  proposed  Route  28  Southside  Connector.  The 
state  has  decided  not  to  go  forward  with  the  proposed  frontage 
road;  however,  plans  are  underway  to  review  proposed  changes 
to  the  turnarounds  on  MacArthur  Boulevard.  The  Town  has  also 
initiated  action  to  meet  with  state  officials  regarding  proposed 
development  on  Scenic  Highway  and  the  impact  on  traffic 
congestion  on  the  highway. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  MATTERS 

At  the  May,  1988  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  appropriated 
funds  for  the  selectmen  to  engage  the  services  of  Gale 
Associates  to  undertake  a  detailed  analysis  of  storm  drainage 
systems  in  Pocasset  waterways.  The  final  report  was  completed 
in  June  of  1989  with  specific  recommendations  for  remedying 
our  storm  water  drainage  systems  at  Pocasset  River,  Hen  Cove, 
and  Barlow's  Landing  watershed  areas.  The  objectives  of  the 
study  were  to  locate  and  document  storm  drain  systems, 
determine  which  drainage  discharges  are  contributing  to  the 
closure  of  shellfishing  waters,  and  to  recommend  measures  to 
reduce  fecal  coliform  loading. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  consider  the  proposed  structural 
recommendations  a  high  priority  as  our  effort  continues  in 
abating  pollution  problems. 

Upon  receipt  of  a  grant  from  the  Federal  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  to  install  an  experimental  stormwater  runoff 
treatment  system  at  the  Electric  Avenue  Beach  in  Buzzards  Bay, 
we  are  most  pleased  to  report  that  the  project  is  now  completed 
and  will  be  monitored  during  the  next  several  months.  Hopefully 
this  new  technology  will  eliminate  pollution  from  street  drains 
emptying  into  coastal  waters. 
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Dedication  of  the  innovative  project  took  place  in  July  and 
included  officials  from  the  federal  Envrionmental  Protection 
Agency,  Buzzards  Bay  Coalition,  Bourne  Highway  department 
and  other  various  state  and  town  officials.  The  site  was  also 
visited  by  U.S.  Senator  John  Kerry  and  actor  Ted  Danson  as  a 
focal  point  for  announcing  environmental  legislation.  We  wish 
to  thank  our  Bourne  Highway  Department  for  constructing  this 
innovative  drainage  system. 

The  Town  of  Bourne,  specifically  Buzzards  Bay,  is  included  in  a 
project  outlined  by  the  New  England  Interstate  Water  Pollution 
Control  Commission.  The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  assess 
nitrogen  loading  to  the  Buttermilk  Bay  Watershed  based  upon 
total  buildout  analysis,  and  develop  specific  town  bylaws  and 
regulations  for  Buttermilk  Bay.  The  $25,000  study  is  being 
funded  by  the  EPA  Buzzards  Bay  Project. 

Phinney's  Harbor  and  Back  River  are  included  in  a  DEQE  study 
being  performed  by  Metcalf  &  Eddy.  The  objection  of  this  study 
is  to  reduce  non-point  pollution  sources  and  is  funded  by  the 
EPA  Buzzards  Bay  Project  at  a  cost  of  $130,000. 

Back  River  was  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  an 
Area  of  Critical  Environmental  concern.  We  are  most  happy  to 
report  that  Secretary  DeVillas  of  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Management  approved  the  dsesignation  and 
celebrated  the  occasion  at  the  Back  River  site  on  April  24, 1 989. 

The  Conservation  Commission  and  Engineering  Department 
shepherded  this  matter  through  the  bureaucratic  maze  of  state 
public  hearings.  Our  efforts  proved  successful  and  Bourne  is 
quite  fortunate  to  now  have  two  ACEC  designations  in  our  town: 
Pocasset  River  and  Back  River.  We  are  also  pursuing  another 
ACEC  designation,  Herring  Run  River,  as  we  continue  to  take 
steps  to  preserve  our  wetlands  and  waterways. 

The  Buzzards  Bay  sewerage  project  has  finally  received  a  green 
light.  All  Federal  and  state  grants  have  now  been  secured  and  an 
intermunicipal  agreement  for  sewerage  and  septage  treatment 
has  been  reached  with  the  Town  of  Wareham.  A  successful  bid 
opening  was  held  in  July  for  Contract  1 ,  consisting  of  the  force 
main  on  Main  Street,  Buzzards  Bay.  Construction  is  expected  to 
begin  in  the  fall  and  will  take  approximately  18  months  to 
complete. 
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Contract  2,  consisting  of  lateral  sewers  is  expected  to  go  out  for 
bid  late  fall  or  early  winter. 

The  Board  expresses  a  sigh  of  relief  that  Bourne  was  able  to 
benefit  from  both  federal  and  state  funding.  Without  such 
funding,  the  costs  to  the  users  of  the  sewerage  system  would 
have  been  substantially  higher.  This  critical  project  will  notonly 
help  alleviate  pollution  problems  in  Buttermilk  Bay,  but  also 
allow  the  septage  lagoons  at  the  landfill  to  close  permanently. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  accompanied  by  the  Cape  Cod 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission,  the 
Association  for  the  Preservation  of  Cape  Cod,  the  Buzzards  Bay 
Advisory  Committee,  the  Buzzards  Bay  Coalition  and  several 
local  and  state  officials  in  vociferously  opposing  a  proposal  by 
the  Otis  Air  National  Guard  to  pump  treated  effluent  from  their 
Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  through  a  pipeline  to  an  area 
near  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  This  proposal  is  one  of  five  different 
alternatives  cited  in  a  draft  Environmental  Impact  Statement 
released  for  public  comment.  Although  the  Board  appreciates 
the  need  for  the  Otis  Air  National  Guard  to  upgrade  their 
Wastewater  Treatment  Facility,  we  will  not  support  any 
proposal  which  will  further  degrade  our  waterways. 

OTHER  MATTERS 

The  Board  extends  its  most  sincere  thanks  to  Senator  Edward 
Kirby  for  his  supportive  efforts  in  matters  affecting  our 
community.  Our  most  gracious  thanks  goes  to  representative 
Thomas  Cahir  who  has  truly  been  an  advocate  for  our  town  on 
Beacon  Hill. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  extends  its  best  wishes  to  Roland 
Brown,  Michael  Butler,  Burke  Limeburner,  Donald  Lonergan 
and  Marilyn  Spates  on  their  retirements  this  year. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  Armand  Barbeau,  Donald  S.  Campbell, 
Thomas  A.  Gagnon,  Sr.,  Herbert  Koehler,  Mildred  LaCarte, 
Andrew  T.  Oliva,  James  J.  Rovatti  and  Esther  Smith  and  extend 
to  their  families  our  deepest  condolences.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Fiscal  1989  started  off  with  review  of  computer  values  on  all  new 
construction  in  readiness  for  the  next  billing.  10,252  parcels  of 
taxable  Real  Estate  were  assessed  at  a  total  of  $1,543,738,700. 
as  of  January  1,  1988.  Also  3,171  Personal  Property  accounts 
were  assessed  at  a  total  valuation  of  $36,505,110.  The  tax  rate 
for  Fiscal  1989  was  set  at  $6.88  per  $1 ,000  of  assessed  valuation 
with  total  amount  raised  by  taxation  for  Fiscal  1989  of 
$10,872,077.41.  Real  Estateand  Personal  Property  tax  bills  were 
issued  on  January  20,  1989. 

The  Assessors  received  380  applications  for  statutory 
exemptions  for  disabled  veterans,  blind  persons,  widows  and 
elderly  over  70  years  of  age.  A  total  of  $95,805.69  in  exemptions 
were  granted.  Real  Estate  and  Personal  Property  abatement 
applications  for  fiscal  1989  were  abated  in  the  amount  of 
$172,153.64. 

The  majority  of  Fiscal  1989  Boat  Excise  tax  bills  were  issued  on 
March  3, 1989,  with  $1 19,844  in  tax  and  1 ,813  bills  committed  to 
the  Tax  Collector  for  collection.  The  total  of  Fiscal  1989  baot 
bills  was  $121,224  with  1,828  bills  being  issued. 

Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  for  1986  were  issed  during  Fiscal 
1989  with  $727.93  in  tax  committed.  1987  Motor  Vehicle  Excise 
tax  bills  were  issued  during  Fiscal  1989  with  $782.14  committed. 
1988  Motor  Vehicle  bills  were  issued  during  Fiscal  1989  with 
3431  bills  for  a  total  of  $217,398.33.  The  1989  Motor  Vehicle 
Excise  tax  bills  through  June  30,  1989  were  sent  out  in  two 
commitments,  the  first  being  for  11,160  bills  in  the  amount  of 
$609,063.75.  The  second  commitment  issued  1689  bills  for  a 
total  of  $74,129.09.  The  grand  total  being  $683,192.84.  TO  YOU 
THE  TAXPAYER,  please  contact  the  Assessors  Department  if 
you  have  any  errors  in  your  excise  tax  bills  or  if  you  sell,  trade  or 
junk  your  vehicle.  NO  adjustments  are  made  automatically. 

Bourne  had  one  of  the  largest  growing  years  consequently 
increasing  the  volume  of  work  within  this  department  in  new 
construction  to  be  viewed;  over  1 ,105  deeds  to  be  processed  as 
well  as  90  plans.  Building  permits  were  issued  for  155  new 
dwellings. 
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The  Fiscal  1991  Revaluation  started  on  July  1,  1988.  The 
revaluation  requires  that  each  home  be  visited.  The  primary 
work  will  involve  an  interior  inspection  where  the  staff  will 
conduct  a  review  of  the  premises  noting  any  changes  on  the 
data  card.  The  staff  will  also  be  measuring  dwellings,  garages, 
sheds,  pools  and  taking  pictures.  These  measurements  will  then 
be  compared  to  current  records  to  determine  the  quality  of  the 
data  and  to  enhance  the  accuracy  of  the  valuation  system.  To 
accomplish  this  task,  the  Board  has  implemented  a  three  year 
program  where  one-third  of  the  parcels  will  be  inspected  each 
year.  The  first  year  of  this  program  has  been  completed.  It  is 
being  entered  into  a  new  computer  system  that  allows  us  to  do 
an  in-house  revaluation,  all  values  will  be  generated  by  the 
Assessors  Office. 

The  Recapitulation  Sheet,  which  provides  information  as  to  how 
the  Fiscal  1989  tax  rate  was  set,  is  available  for  inspection  at  the 
Assessors  Office  during  regular  business  hours.

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Report  of  the 
Town  Treasurer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Treasurer's  Office  has  reached  several  remarkable  financial 
heights  during  Fiscal  1 989  in  the  areas  of  Tax  Title  redemptions 
and  Investment  earning. 

The  money  brought  into  the  Town  of  Bourne  accounts  from  the 
redemption  of  Tax  Title  properties  —  properties  with  tax  liens 
on  them  for  non-payment  of  property  taxes  —  increased  from 
$61 ,683  in  Fiscal  1988  to  $257,781  in  Fiscal  1989,  a  total  of  418% 
above  the  prior  year.  This  increase  in  redemptions  was 
singularly  due  to  an  active  and  aggressive  posture  by  the 
Treasurer's  Office. 

I  established  a  notification  system  consisting  of  several  letters. 
The  first  notifies  the  property  owner  that  the  property  is  now  in 
Tax  Title  and  will  be  ready  for  foreclosure  within  six  months,  as 
well  as  indicating  payment'arrangements  that  are  required  to 
prevent  foreclosure.  The  second  letter  reminds  the  owner  that 
he  has  several  more  weeks  until  the  six  month  mandatory 
waiting  period  has  ended.  As  soon  after  the  six  month  period 
ends  as  is  practical,  a  package  of  the  necessary  materials  is  sent 
to  counsel  specializing  in  Land  Court  proceedings.  A  third  letter 
to  the  land  owner  is  sent  by  counsel  prior  to  preparing  the 
Petition  for  Foreclosure  to  the  Land  Court. 

Well  timed  press  releases  on  the  subject  of  Tax  Titles  and 
foreclosures  helped  to  publicize  the  seriousness  of  my  attempt 
to  collect  these  overdue  funds. 

Despite  the  25  new  parcels  which  the  Tax  Collector  certified  to 
the  Treasurer's  Office  during  Fiscal  1989  as  having  tax  liens  on 
them,  our  overall  Tax  Title  liability  as  of  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
was  25%  less  than  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

Investment  Revenue 

Investment  earnings  for  the  town  jumped  40%  over  fiscal  1988. 
This  year  we  earned  $464,674  in  interest  from  accounts  and 
investments  as  compared  to  $333,400  last  year.  I  purchased 
several  fourteen,  thirty  and  sixty  day  Certificates  of  Deposit  in 
late  December  when  the  banking  community  usually  offers 
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especially  high  rates  for  short  term  investments,  and  continued 
to  roll-over  those  CD's  short  term  through  the  early  winter  while 
interest  rates  for  the  long  term  buys  and  municipal  money 
market  funds  were  still  lagging  behind  the  shorter  investments. 

Treasurer's  trust  funds  —  perpetual  care  and  scholarship  funds 
—  showed  a  20%  increase  in  interest  earnings.  Pooling  these 
funds  into  a  municipal  money  market  account  earns  a  higher 
rate  of  interest  based  on  the  total  investment.  This  higher  rate 
would  not  have  been  possible  if  the  funds  were  kept  in  individual 
accounts. 

Payroll 

Although  it  took  almost  an  entire  year,  by  June  of  1989  we 
accomplished  the  first  direct  deposit  of  payroll  for  employees  of 
the  Town  of  Bourne.  This  was  an  option  which  we  accepted  at 
Town  Meeting  in  1988.  Clearly  it  benefits  the  employee  by 
removing  the  need  to  make  a  bank  trip  to  deposit  a  paycheck 
and  it  benefits  the  town  by  eliminating  the  check  processing 
bank  charge  and  replacing  it  with  the  less  expensive  cost  of 
wiring  the  funds. 

Issuance  of  Debt 

This  year  we  issued  both  short  term  and  long  term  debt.  Due  to 
the  lateness  of  the  tax  bills,  I  was  obligated  to  sell  Revenue 
Anticipation  Notes  (RAN)  in  November  in  the  amount  of 
$5,000,000.  Four  million  of  those  dollars  were  used  to  repay  a 
prior  RAN  which  I  issued  in  the  last  fiscal  year  when  the  spring 
tax  bills  were  also  late.  In  December  I  bonded  $3,456,000  as  the 
first  of  the  high  school  project  funds  we  appropriated  at  earlier 
town  meetings,  and  $244,000  for  various  municipal  purposes. 
By  combining  these  two  bonds  into  one  issue,  I  saved  the  added 
costs  of  an  additional  bond  sale:  that  is,  preparation  of  an 
official  statement,  legal  fees  to  bond  counsel,  certification  fees, 
etc.  In  fact,  the  "wrap-up"  bond  approach  worked  so  well  this 
year  that  I  plan  to  use  it  as  a  strategy  in  the  future.  Finally,  in 
June  I  issued  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  (BAN)  to  provide 
additional  funding  for  the  high  school  project  ($3,000,000)  and 
for  sewer  design  fees  ($373,000).  These  BANs  will  be  paid  off  in 
December  of  1 989  after  I  have  issued  a  "wrap-up"  bond  for  these 
projects.

PRESENT  APPARATUS 
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Fiscal  year  1989  was  a  record  breaking  year  for  the  Fire 
Prevention  Division  with  2,489  Inspections  or  Permits  issued. 
Far  more  inspections  could  have  been  done  if  the  fire 
department  had  a  full-time  Fire  Inspector.  There  are  many  State 
and  Town  required  inspections  that  must  be  done  by  law,  and  it 
is  next  to  imposssible  to  fulfill  them  correctly  under  the  present 
system.  My  biggest  fear  will  be  liability  if  we  do  not  provide  the 
inspection  services  that  are  required. 

Structure  fires  and  property  loss  were  down  this  year  due  to  the 
increased  awareness  of  the  need  for  smoke  detectors,  and  the 
new  commercial  buildings  installing  sprinkler  systems.  The 
national  wide  trend  is  for  the  installation  of  Residential  Sprinkler 
Systems,  where  the  majority  of  fires  and  fatalities  occur.  I  think 
you  will  see  this  as  a  State  law  in  the  early  1990's.  This  year 
again,  I  am  pleased  to  report  there  was  no  loss  of  life  due  to  fire 
in  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  District  Two  (Monument  Beach)  had 
the  second  highest  response  in  the  town.  It  is  through  these 
statistics  that  the  fire  department  must  address  the  problem  of 
an  unmanned  station  in  this  district  in  order  to  more  adequately 
provide  the  coverage  that  is  needed. 

The  problems  facing  the  fire  department  in  the  1990's  will 
include  Hazardous  Materials  and  how  we  handle  them.  It  is 
because  of  this  that  I  petitioned  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  for  a  fully  equipped  Hazardous  Material  Truck. 
With  the  Town  of  Bourne  truly  being  the  gateway  to  Cape  Cod, 
every  type  of  hazardous  material  regardless  of  how  it  is 
transported,  must  pass  through  Bourne.  The  department  of 
Public  Safety  acted  favorably  upon  my  request  and  the  Town  of 
Bourne  Fire  Department  will  soon  take  delivery  of  a  brand  new, 
fully  equipped,  Hazardous  Material  Unit  valued  at  $110,000, 
with  no  cost  to  the  Town  of  Bourne,  other  than  routine 
matintenance.  This  will  significantly  assist  the  fire  department 
in  its  handling  of  hazardous  material  incidents. 

This  year  every  fire  department  officer,  both  permanent  and 
call,  attended  a  certification  course  in  the  use  and  application  of 
Incident  Command.  This  enabled  the  fire  department  to  fully 
implement  the  Barnstable  County  Incident  Command  System, 
January  1 ,  1989.  This  system  has  significantly  helped  us  in  fire 
ground  control  during  major  incidents. 
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The  state  allowed  Otis  Air  Force  Base  to  conduct  controlled 
burns  in  conjunction  with  the  Bourne  Fire  Department.  The 
result,  as  we  told  them,  was  no  major  brush  fires  this  year. 

Last  September  the  fire  department  responded  to  the 
devastating  tractor-trailer  accident  on  the  Bourne  Bridge 
approach.  It  is  through  response  to  calls  like  this,  that  we  realize 
Bourne  is  not  immune  from  such  catastrophic  incidents.  The 
Fire  Department  demonstrated  its  capability  of  handling  such 
an  incident. 

This  year,  May  Town  Meeting  saw  approval  of  Articles  for  a  new 
Rescue  to  replace  a  1 982  unit,  monies  to  refurbish  Ladder  1 ,  and 
Squad  1.  Also  approved  was  a  three  year  program  to  replace 
obsolete  vehicles,  two  way  radios  and  the  purchase  of  portable 
radios. 

The  Fire  Station  Advisory  Committee  worked  diligently  this  past 
year  with  the  architects  to  bring  a  proposal  to  town  meeting  for 
the  replacement  of  Station  2  (Monument  Beach).  This 
unfortunately  was  postponed  due  to  the  financial  plight  of  the 
town. 

FY-89  saw  a  drastic  cut  back  in  services  due  to  severe  financial 
constraints  of  the  department.  FY-90  with  the  fortunate  override 
of  Proposition  2Vi  is  strictly  a  level  funded  budget.  The  Bourne 
Fire  Department  will  continue  to  offer  the  best  possible  service 
that  it  can,  with  the  amount  of  funds  provided. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  various 
departments,  boards,  committees  and  the  town's  people  for 
their  show  of  support  in  our  effort  to  provide  the  best  Fire  and 
Rescue  services  available. 

I  would  especially  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
all  the  officers,  firefighters,  paramedics  and  the  department 
secretary  for  their  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the 
year.  Most  notibly  your  understanding  during  the  financial 
dilemma  this  past  year.  You  are  truly  commendable!

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Report  of  the 
Office  of  Civil  Defense 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  Bourne  Civil  Defense  and 
Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness  has  continued  a  program  of 
upgrading  equipment  needed  for  emergency  use.  Two  portable 
generators  were  purchased  for  use  during  power  outages.  Also 
a  new  two  way  radio  (low  band)  was  purchased  that  will  replace 
a  twenty-five  year  old  radio.  The  new  radio  is  easily 
programable  to  accommodate  any  changes  in  radio 
frequencies.  The  new  radio  will  enable  direct  communication 
with  any  surrounding  town  on  the  fire  band  frequencies. 

Also  this  past  year,  this  office  along  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  has  worked  towards  having  the  Town  of  Bourne 
included  in  the  Emergency  Planning  Zone  (EPZ)  for  Boston 
Edison's  Pilgrim  Station  nuclear  power  plant.  The  town  has  not 
taken  a  position  either  for  or  against  the  nuclear  power  plant 
issue,  but  rather  has  worked  for  the  inclusion  of  Bourne  in  the 
EPZ  planning  process  so  that  the  residents  of  Bourne  can  be 
informed  and  educated  as  to  what  can  be  expected  and  should 
be  done  in  case  of  an  incident  at  the  Pilgrim  Station.  Until 
Bourne  is  designated  an  EPZ  community,  we  will  not  receive 
any  assistance  either  in  the  form  of  notification  or  planning  from 
Boston  Edison  or  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  in  the 
development  of  plans  for  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

Whereas  this  office  is  part  time  with  a  small  budget,  the 
cooperation  of  other  town  departments  has  always  been 
essential  for  support  and  assistance.  Thank  you  to  the 
personnel  of  the  police,  fire,  public  works,  and  school 
departments  for  their  valuable  aid  during  this  past  year.  Also  the 
support  and  assistance  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  greatly 
appreciated.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Highway  Surveyor  for  the 
Town  of  Bourne  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1988  to  June  30, 
1989. 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Country  Way  and  Washburn  Street  in 
Sagamore,  Crows  Nest  Drive  in  Buzzards  Bay,  Pine  Street  and 
Midway  Road  in  Monument  Beach  and  Red  Brook  Harbor  Road 
in  Cataumet. 

We  completed  the  resurfacing  of  Old  Plymouth  Road  with 
Chapter  90  funds.  For  the  safety  of  the  public;  guard  rails  were 
installed  along  the  entire  length  of  this  road. 

The  plowing  and  sanding  of  roads  was  done  as  needed  to  keep 
roads  safe  and  passable. 

After  much  talk  about  polluting  Buzzards  Bay  Beach;  we 
received  a  grant  to  install  drainage  to  decontaminate  the  area  so 
that  we  could  restore  Buttermilk  Bay  to  its  original  unpolluted 
state.  With  this  grant  we  installed  extensive  drainage  at  the 
Buzzards  Bay  Beach  Parking  Lot,  at  the  corner  of  Nick  Vedder 
Road  and  Rip  Van  Winkle  Way  and  at  Electric  Avenue.  Hopefully 
this  will  improve  the  shellfishing  and  the  swimming  inthisarea.  I 
wish  to  thank  Mr.  Sharp  (owner  of  the  Inn  at  Buttermilk  Bay)  for 
granting  an  easement  to  the  Town  of  Bourne  so  that  we  could 
complete  a  most  important  step  of  this  project.  Other  areas  in 
the  Town  of  Bourne  will  require  similar  projects.  Hopefully  we 
will  succeed  in  getting  grants  to  complete  this  work.  This  will 
enable  us  to  help  improve  the  shellfishing  and  swimming  in 
these  areas.  If  grants  are  not  forthcoming;  the  town  will  have  to 
come  up  with  the  money  to  complete  these  projects. 
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All  D.P.W.  personnel  should  be  commmended  for  their  all-out 
effort  in  working  together  to  accomplish  theirassigned  tasks;  in 
spite  of  the  manpower  shortage. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Bourne,  all  Town 
Department  Heads  and  their  employees  and  the  employees 
under  my  supervision  for  their  continued  support  and 
cooperation.

Also  we  rely  on  contributions  of  historical  writings  from  the 
public  to  keep  our  collection  of  archival  materials  growing.

That  rather  ancient 
manuscript  that  has  been  in  your  family  for  years  could  be  a 
treasure  trove.

TOWN  OF  BOURNE  WETLANDS  BYLAW

Enforcement  Orders  Issued  27 

Filings  this  year  continue  to  follow  a  trend  toward  larger 
subdivision  proposals  and  major  renovations  and  expansions  of 
existing  dwellings.  When  these  proposals  occur  within  already 
stressed  coastal  and  inland  ecosystems,  it  is  the  Conservation 
Commissions  obligation  to  protect  those  resource  areas 
subject  to  our  jurisdiction  by  conditioning  the  way  work  can  go 
forward  or  when  necessary  by  denying  the  project.  It  is  never 
easy  to  say  no  and  to  the  applicant,  the  procedural  requirements 
may  seem  frustrating  and  complicated.  However  it  is  important 
to  remember  that  these  laws  protect  resources  which  are 
important  to  everyone  —  clean  drinking  water,  viable  fish  and 
shellfish  habitat,  clean  beaches,  protection  from  storm  damage. 
No  one  has  the  right  to  jeopardize  the  Town's  resources  for 
personal  gain. 

In  an  effort  to  enhance  protection  available  through  existing 
laws  and  regulations,  a  variety  of  amendments  to  the  Bourne 
Wetlands  Bylaw  were  proposed  at  Town  Meeting  this  year.  One 
that  was  adopted  by  Town  Meeting  vote  will  clarify  certain  key 
definitions.  Another  will  assure  proper  completion  of  a  project 
once  begun  by  giving  the  Commission  the  authority  to  require 
the  developer  to  post  a  bond  or  deposit  money  or  securities 
sufficient  to  cover  costs  of  restoring  an  area  or  finishing  work 
left  undone.  A  third  will  allow  the  Commission  to  pass  on  the 
costs  of  technical  review  of  the  most  critical  projects  back  to  the 
project  proponent.  These  last  two  amendments  were  designed 
as  cost-saving  measures  for  the  Town  by  placing  the  financial 
burden  for  technical  review  and  the  cost  of  restoration  and 
completion  of  improperly  done  projects  on  the  proponents 
instead  of  the  taxpayers  of  Bourne. 
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The  recent  designation  of  Back  River  and  surrounding  areas  as 
a  Massachusetts  Area  of  Critical  Environmental  Concern  is  yet 
another  vehicle  that  will  assist  the  Commission  in  protecting 
especially  important  resources  in  that  area  of  Town. 

ENFORCEMENT  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE  SUPPORT 

As  a  volunteer  board  we  rely  heavily  on  the  Town's  Natural 
Resource  Officers  who  serve  as  our  enforcement  and 
inspections  officers  while  on  regular  patrol  around  Town  and  on 
the  DNR  secretaries.  Since  most  other  Towns  pay  separately  for 
these  services,  we  think  Bourne  is  getting  a  good  deal  with  this 
arrangement  and  that  it  deserves  recognition  here. 

CONSERVATION  AREAS 

For  several  years  now  there  has  been  no  money  set  aside  in 
town  budgets  for  maintenance  of  conservation  areas.  Yet 
almost  all  of  the  properties  held  for  the  town  by  the 
Conservation  Commission  need  some  work  on  a  regular  basis, 
some  more  critically  than  others.  Litter  pick  up,  trail 
maintenance,  and  planting  for  wildlife  habitat  improvement  are 
some  examples  of  jobs  which  are  currently  being  done  by 
volunteer  groups  and  individuals  to  whom  we  are  very  grateful. 
The  Bourne  Lions  Club  has  made  major  contributions  both 
financially  and  in  manpower  to  maintain  and  enhance  the  Four 
Ponds  Conservation  Area.  We  are  also  grateful  to  the  Aptucxet 
Garden  Club  of  Bourne,  also  working  at  Four  Ponds,  the 
Monument  Beach  Sportsmens  Club,  working  at  the  Leary 
Conservation  Area,  Miss  Bourne's  4-H'ers  who  are  inclined  to 
be  almost  anywhere  and  all  the  unnamed  individuals  who  have 
taken  time  to  help.  It  does  make  a  difference.  Please  call  us  at 
759-8145  to  find  out  what  needs  doing  and  where  your  help  will 
do  the  most  good.

The  slowdown  in  the  economy  and  housing  starts  has 
decreased  the  filings  of  subdivision  applications  and  afforded 
the  Planning  Board  the  time  to  do  a  lot  of  constructive  planning. 

The  Planning  Board  brought  twenty-six  Zoning  articles  to  the 
May  Town  Meeting  and  we  thank  the  Citizens  of  Bourne  for 
supporting  the  majority  of  them.  Much  of  our  effort  in  planning 
this  year  was  devoted  to  the  village  centers.  The  Planning  Board 
held  numerous  meetings  in  each  village  and  supported  the 
continuous  concept  of  small  business  that  is  compatible  with 
the  adjacent  residences  for  these  pedestrian  oriented  areas. 

The  town  has  also  experienced  larger  commercial  projects  and 
many  articles  and  concerns  were  focused  so  that  they  would  be 
in  harmony  with  the  towns  image  of  a  rural  Cape  Cod  town. 
State,  County  and  Town  officials  work  diligently  to  improve  the 
future  traffic  concerns  for  MacArthur  Boulevard  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  throughout  the  coming  year. 

Much  more  needs  to  be  done  and  we  ask  for  the  support  of  the 
Citizens  in  the  year  ahead.

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Report  of  the 
Board  of  Appeals 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter 
40A  of  the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments,  have  acted 
upon  fifty-two  requests  for  hearings.  Of  the  fifteen  requests  for 
Variances,  six  were  granted,  four  were  denied  and  five  were 
withdrawn  without  prejudice.  Of  the  thirty-one  requests  for 
Special  Permits,  twenty-seven  were  granted,  six  were 
withdrawn  without  prejudice. 

There  were  five  Appeals  of  a  Decision  of  the  Building  Inspector. 
Three  decisions  were  upheld,  two  were  overturned  and  one  was 
withdrawn  without  prejudice. 

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter 
40B,  of  the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments,  acted  upon 
two  Comprehensive  Permits  for  affordable  housing.  The  first 
Comprehensive  Permit  hearing  was  held  at  the  Bourne 
Community  Building  in  July  1988  and  continued  through 
January  of  1989.  Five  hearings  were  held  and  on  January  5, 
1989,  a  decision  was  made  to  grant  the  permit  with  conditions. 
Another  Comprehensive  Permit  was  filed  in  February  1989, 
meetings  were  once  again  held  at  the  same  location  and  a  total 
of  four  hearings  were  held.  The  granting  of  the  permit  came  at 
the  April  hearing  with  conditions. 

Applications  and  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  filing 
for  Special  Permits,  Variances,  Appealing  the  Decision  of  the 
Building  Inspector,  and  Comprehensive  Permits,  are  available 
from  the  Bourne  Town  Clerk.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  this 
year  ending  June  30,  1989. 

Fiscal  year  1989  found  the  Board  of  Health  continuing  to 
enforce  state  and  local  health  regulations  protecting  the  welfare 
and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Bourne.  Daily  routines 
continued  much  the  same  as  in  past  years  with  inspections  of 
restaurants,  pools,  hotels,  septic  systems,  housing  and  general 
complaints.  In-house  duties  included  septic  plan  and 
subdivision  review,  in-house  consultations,  permit  and  license 
issuance,  landfill  ticket  sales,  septage  pump-out  recordings, 
and  general  public  education  concerning  various  related  health 
issues.  The  Health  Inspector  conducted  her  yearly  seminar  on 
semi-public  pool  operation  for  owners  and  her  yearly  Food 
Sanitation  Seminar  for  the  schools.  The  Board  of  Health  began 
a  mini  public  information  campaign  making  literature  on  Lyme 
disease,  Asbestos,  Aids,  Radon  and  related  topics  easily 
available  to  the  public.  Bourne  is  becoming  a  more  aware  and 
conscientious  town  and  the  townspeople  should  be  applauded 
for  their  concerns  and  interest.

There  were  10  animal  bites  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health.  Dog 
bites— 8,  Cat  bites— 1,  Racoon  bites— 1. 

A  Flu  Clinic  was  held  on  November  21  and  November  22, 1988. 
582  immunizations  were  given. 

Due  to  increased  literature  and  publicity  regarding  hazardous 
waste,  the  Board  of  Health  received  many  calls  regarding  the 
disposal  of  unwanted  materials  such  as  waste  oil,  lead  paint, 
and  other  chemicals.  While  the  town  was  unable  to  partake  in  or 
fund  its  own  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  in  fiscal  1989  it 
appears  that  the  public  is  becoming  more  aware  of  its  role  in 
preserving  our  environment.  People  are  disposing  of  waste  oil  at 
the  drop  off  site  at  the  landfill  or  are  returning  it  to  the  retailer 
where  they  purchased  their  new  oil;  paint  cans  are  being  dried 
out  so  they  can  be  landfilled,  and  people  are  even  calling 
licensed  waste  haulers  to  remove  other  toxic  and  hazardous 
materials.  Hopefully  the  old  way  of  thinking,  that  dumping 
everything  down  the  septic  system  or  pouring  it  out  in  the 
backyard,  is  being  replaced  by  a  more  knowledgeable  and 
responsible  one. 

In  line  with  public  awareness  and  responsibility,  the  Board  of 
Health  has  been  involved  with  supporting  the  work  of  Bourne's 
Recycling  and  Composting  Committee  in  getting  a  new  leaf 
composting  program  underway.  The  program  will  not  get 
underway  until  FY  1990  —  fall  of  1989  —  but  the  committee 
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began  its  work  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1989.  Diligence  and  hard 
work  have  resulted  in  a  leaf  composting  site  with  a  projected 
opening  of  September  11,  1989.  The  recycling  committee  in 
conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Health  and  other  town  Boards  will 
work  for  establishing  markets  for,  and  educating  the  public  in, 
the  recycling  of  waste  materials  to  preserve  the  life  of  our  landfill 
and  to  protect  our  groundwater  resources.  The  Bourne  landfill 
also  began  taking  used  tires  at  a  small  fee  to  offer  the  residents  a 
means  of  disposal.  It  was  hoped  that  this  would  eliminate  the 
illegal  dumping  of  tires,  and  while  it  has  helped,  it  has  not 
eliminated  the  problem. 

The  Bourne  Water  Quality  Program  continued  in  full  force  in 
1988,  with  beaches  receiving  weekly  testing  and  outfall  pipes 
and  catch  basins  receiving  major  attention.  It  is  hoped  that  all 
data  compiled  will  lead  to  abatement  measures  in  the  coming 
years.  This  town  program  together  with  research  done  by  Gale 
Associates,  a  private  firm  hired  by  the  town  to  study  the  Hen's 
Cove,  Barlows  Landing  area  and  by  Metcalf  &  Eddy  in  Phinney's 
Harbor,  will  lead  to  future  stormwater abatement  projects  which 
will  help  to  clean  up  our  waters  and  minimize  shellfish  bed  and 
bathing  beach  closures.  The  Board  of  Health  was  forced  to 
close  only  one  beach  in  1988,  Barlows  Landing  Beach,  for  a 
period  of  about  5  days  and  no  further  problems  were 
encountered.  In  general,  beaches  remained  relatively  clean  with 
higher  counts  being  registered  after  heavy  rains,  in  conjunction 
with  heavy  waterflow  populations,  and  in  areas  of  low  elevation 
due  to  septic  leachate  infiltration.  Hopefully,  with  time  and 
money  all  these  problems  will  be  adequately  addressed. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  thank  Tracy  Warncke  for  her  3 
years  of  dedicated  work  with  the  Water  Quality  Program. 
Hopefully  the  new  Water  Quality  Assistant  will  continue  to  serve 
the  town  as  diligently.  The  work  done  by  the  Water  Quality 
Assistant  in  past  years  enabled  the  Town  of  Bourne  to  become 
one  of  the  first  to  receive  reclassification  status  in  regard  to  its 
shellfish  areas.  The  Department  of  Marine  Fisheries  was  able  to 
use  the  data  generated  by  the  Water  Quality  Program  to  assist 
them  in  the  resurveying  and  reclassification  of  shellfish  areas  as 
is  required  by  state  law.  Without  the  past  work  done,  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  all  of  our  areas  would  not  be  able  to  be  shellfished 
today.  Towns  without  the  reclassification  are  only  able  to  have 
two  or  three  areas  resurveyed  at  this  time.  This  water  quality 
program  has  been  invaluable  for  this  reason,  but  also  to  inform 
the  public  about  the  quality  of  the  water  in  which  they  enjoy 
recreational  activities. 
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The  Electric  Avenue  Beach  stormwater  abatement  project 
began  in  early  1989  and  hopefully  results  will  indicate  that 
projects  such  as  this  one  can  be  used  to  adequately  treat 
stormwater  run-off  before  it  enters  our  ponds  and  coastal 
waters.  Similar  projects  will  hopefully  be  initiated  in  areas  of 
Phinney's  Harbor,  and  Hen's  Cove  and  Barlows  Landing,  to 
further  minimize  our  pollution  problem. 

In  addition,  progress  continued,  if  slowly,  with  planning,  grant 
application,  and  bidding,  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer 
mains  and  pump  stations  for  the  tie-in  to  the  Wareham  Sewage 
Treatment  Plant.  Details  have  been  handled  by  the  Bourne 
Selectmen  and  it  is  hoped  that  construction  and  tie-in  will  come 
within  the  next  2  years.  It  is  hoped  that  the  sewering  of 
environmentally  critical  areas  of  Buzzards  Bay,  Taylors  Point 
and  Hideaway  Village,  with  their  extremely  high  water  tables, 
will  aid  in  cleaning  up  Bourne's  pollution  problems.  Every  step, 
though  costly,  in  cleaning  up  pollution  sources  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  Hopefully,  with  monies  available  from  the  state, 
the  project  will  see  completion. 

In  general  the  Board  has  continued  its  efforts  to  adopt 
necessary  regulations  dealing  with  public  health  and  sanitation 
issues.  Work  was  begun  on  a  regulation  to  ban  the  use  of 
hazardous  materials  as  septic  system  additives.  This  was  done 
to  protect  not  only  our  groundwater,  but  to  minimize  the  health 
threat  due  to  the  use  of  toxic  cleaners.  The  regulation  was 
begun  in  1988  but  was  not  finally  approved  until  FY  1990.  In 
addition  the  Board  of  Health  initiated  a  disposal  installers  test  to 
ensure  that  people  doing  work  in  the  Town  of  Bourne  had 
adequate  knowledge  of  state  and  local  regulations  in  order  to 
protect  the  best  interests  of  the  townspeople  of  Bourne.  Well 
drillers  were  required  to  obtain  a  certificate  for  the  installation  of 
any  wells,  new  or  replacement,  within  the  town.  This  was  a  re- 
application  of  an  existing  regulation  which  seemed  to  be 
overlooked.  The  regulation  hopefully  will  preclude  anyone  from 
installing  a  well  too  close  to  a  septic  system  which  could  result 
in  future  contamination.  In  addition,  the  Board  started  on  a 
campaign  in  1988  to  make  private  well  owners  aware  of  their 
responsibility  and  rights  concerning  the  spraying  of  herbicides 
along  rights  of  ways.  Unfortunately  no  one  to  date  has 
contacted  this  office  regarding  location  of  wells  along  rights  of 
ways,  but  they  are  encouraged  to  do  so.  Sandblasting 
regulations  were  also  passed  in  1988  to  further  protect  our  air 
quality.  The  regulation  is  a  notification  requirement  which 
enables  the  Board  to  check  out  complaints  and  makes  the 
applicant  aware  of  state  regulations  governing  the  work. 
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The  Board  of  Health  found  itself  involved  with  a  great  deal  of 
work  involving  illegal  dumping  in  FY  1989.  Although,  or  maybe 
because,  the  town  of  Bourne  continues  to  have  some  of  the 
lowest  landfill  rates  around,  illegal  dumping  continues  to  be  on 
the  increase.  Fortunately  many  landowners,  on  whose  property 
the  illegal  dumping  is  taking  place,  are  taking  the  responsibility 
for  the  clean-up  and  for  trying  to  block-off  the  accesses.  We 
acknowledge  the  work  of  the  Commonwealth  Electric  Company 
in  Bournedaleof  the  Buzzards  Bay  Water  District  in  Bournedale, 
and  of  numerous  other  residents  who  have  cleaned  up 
improperly  disposed  of  materials.  We  further  ask  that  those 
people  doing  the  dumping  cease  their  illegal  actions.  They  may 
feel  that  they  are  getting  away  with  something  but  in  the  end 
they  are  only  hurting  themselves  by  harming  the  environment 
with  water  pollution  from  waste  oil,  asphalt  leachate,  soil 
acidification  from  rotting  trees,  or  PCB's  from  discarded 
appliances  and  motors.  If  we  want  the  land,  water,  and  air  to 
continue  to  support  our  existence  we've  got  to  start  acting 
responsibly  like  the  intelligent  creatures  we  are  supposed  to  be. 

We  want  to  close  this  report  by  stating  that  while  the  public 
health  field  is  an  acknowledged  and  growing  one,  the  problems 
facing  us  are  growing  as  well.  Marginal  and  environmentally 
critical  areas  are  feeling  the  pressure  of  development  and  it 
becomes  the  Board's  responsibility  to  try  and  protect  these  land 
and  water  resources.  Only  by  conscientious  enforcement  of 
existing  regulations,  and  further  adoption  of  regulations 
regarding  nitrates,  private  wells,  hazardous  materials  and  the 
like  will  we  be  able  to  ensure  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  Bourne  and  preserve  our  natural  resources  as  they 
presently  exist.  It  is  a  large  project  and  one  which  requires  the 
help  of  an  involved  and  caring  town.  No  longer  can  we  turn  away 
and  say  "someone  else  will  take  care  of  it"  or,  "it's  someone 
else's  problem."  The  buck  has  been  passed  long  enough  and  its 
time  for  us  to  make  a  stand  to  right  the  wrong  done  to  the 
environment  and  to  protect  what  we  have  while  its  still  here  to 
protect.  The  Board  of  Health  will  continue  its  efforts  to  preserve 
the  health  and  safety  of  Bourne's  residents  and  we  wish  to  thank 
the  townspeople  for  their  support  in  this  endeavor.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  trustees  of  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community  Building  are 
pleased  to  submit  their  report  for  1989. 

The  Community  Building  continues  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the 
community  serving  many  groups  and  civic  organizations. 
Currently  there  are  sixty  (60)  groups  and  organizations  using 
the  facility. 

As  in  the  past  the  building  serves  as  a  shelter  for  the  residents  of 
Bourne  in  case  of  a  hurricane  or  some  other  natural  disaster.  Mr. 
Edward  Savage,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  the  shelter 
manager. 

The  nutrition  site  at  the  community  building  continues  to  do 
well  under  the  able  leadership  of  Pearl  Matto,  affording  seniors 
in  town  with  a  good  hot  meal  Monday  thru  Friday.  There  is  also 
Meals  on  Wheels  for  those  who  cannot  make  it  to  the  meal  site. 
Some  1400  meals  have  been  served  so  far  this  year. 

The  Council  on  Aging  for  Bourne  has  its  headquarters  in  the 
community  building.  It  is  run  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Edward  Kenny  and  his  fine  staff  of  women,  who  help  him 
coordinate  his  work.  The  council  offers  many  services  and 
programs  to  seniors  who  live  in  Bourne  and  want  to  take  part. 
Minibus  whist,  bridge,  line  dancing,  audiology  tests  are  but  a 
few  of  the  programs  offered  to  the  seniors  in  Bourne. 

Other  organizations  currently  using  the  community  building 
are:  Babe  Ruth,  Little  League,  Swish  Basketball,  Pop  Warner, 
football,  bingo,  men's  volleyball,  co-ed  recreation  volleyball, 
Brownies,  Girl  Scouts,  Theatre  on  the  Bay,  Boy  Scouts,  Bourne 
Cheerleaders,  Sons  of  Italy,  Bourne  Mothers  Club,  heart 
support,  Power  Squadron  Auction,  Appalachian  Mountain 
Club,  Sagamore  Rifle  Club,  Republican  and  Democratic  Town 
Committees,  knitting  program,  alcoholics  anonymous, 
recovery  incorporated,  and  karate  are  but  a  few. 
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The  game  room  is  now  a  combination  meeting  room  and 
television  room  with  a  V.C.R.  The  trustees  felt  the  games  were 
not  being  used  enough  and  often  in  disrepair  so  the  decision 
was  made  to  make  it  into  a  T.V.  room.  It  gets  a  lot  more  use  now 
with  the  added  feature  of  the  TV  and  VCR  which  some  programs 
can  use  to  better  present  their  subject  matter. 

We  thank  all  the  boards  and  committees  and  the  individual 
citizens  for  the  help  they  have  extended  the  trustees  and 
director  during  the  past  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  report  this  year  that  many  of  the  goals  and 
objectives  of  the  library  department  have  been  accomplished 
and  that  current  needs  are  being  addressed  in  a  very  positive 
manner.  Dramatic  increases  in  the  number  of  items  circulated 
and  strong  interest  in  the  upgrading  and  addition  of  new 
services  are  most  encouraging  to  observe.  The  goal  to 
professionalize  and  to  improve  upon  the  staff's  ability  to  better 
serve  the  public  continues.  This  is  most  evident  in  the 
children's/young  adult  department.  Bourne's  first  professional 
children's  librarian  has  significantly  improved  upon  this 
important  facet  of  the  library  operation.  To  better  serve  adult 
patrons  and  to  better  satisfy  the  ever  increasing  demands  on  our 
reference  department,  it  is  expected  that  a  professional 
reference  librarian  will  be  added  to  the  staff  next  year.  Funding 
to  automate  various  library  functions  has  been  secured,  and  this 
important  project  will  begin  soon. 

TRUSTEES: 

In  March,  Clayton  E.  Campbell  and  Jacquelyn  A.  Bourne  were 
re-elected  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees.  In 
June,  Trustee  William  R.  Sullivan  resigned  from  the  board.  A 
new  member  will  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in 
conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  July  to  complete  the 
unexpired  term.  Trustee  Sullivan's  contributions  toward 
improving  the  quality  of  public  library  service  to  the  town  were 
many  and  he  will  be  missed. 

PERSONNEL: 

In  October,  M.  Susan  Cobb  resigned  from  the  position  of 
Assistant  Library  Director  to  begin  a  well  earned  retirement.  For 
over  thirteen  years  she  contributed  significantly  to  the  effective 
operation  of  the  library  and  she  will  be  greatly  missed.  In 
November,  Christine  P.  Rose  was  hired  as  the  new  Assistant 
Library  Director  and  is  a  very  welcome  addition  to  the  staff.

CHILDREN'S  AND  YOUNG  ADULT  DEPARTMENTS: 


In  1988  the  children's  and  young  adult  departments  continued 
to  change  and  grow.  The  1988  summer  reading  program, 
"Olympic  Readers:  Catch  the  Spirit,"  was  very  successful.  Over 
one-hundred  children  participated.  Fantasy  puppets  opened 
the  program  with  a  puppet  show.  Some  changes  were  made  in 
this  year's  program  to  make  it  even  more  enjoyable  for  the 
participants.  Children  were  no  longer  required  to  write  reports 
about  the  books  they  had  read.  The  honor  system  was  used  for 
reporting  and  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  top  readers  at  the 
completion  of  the  program.  A  gold,  silver,  and  bronze  medal, 
along  with  gift  certificates  to  Eight  Cousins  Bookstore  in 
Falmouth,  were  given  out.  A  runner-up  prize  of  a  bunch  of 
helium  balloons  was  also  awarded.  In  addition,  all  children  who 
participated  in  the  program  were  invited  to  attend  a  "make- 
your-own  sundae"  day  held  outside  the  library  on  the  final  day 
of  the  program. 

The  toy  collection  began  circulating  this  year  and  has  been  an 
extremely  popular  addition  to  the  library.  We  hope  to  continue 
this  service  and  add  to  our  current  collection  of  toys. 

Storycraft  and  Storytime  continued  this  year.  Both  groups  have 
continued  to  be  very  popular  and  had  waiting  lists  each  time 
they  were  offered.  Plans  call  for  an  additional  Storytime  for  2  to 
3  year-olds  next  year. 

Fantasy  Puppets  of  Sandwich  returned  to  give  a  puppet  show 
for  Halloween  which  was  free  and  open  to  children  of  all  ages. 

A  cooperative  program  between  the  library,  public  schools,  and 
the  Bourne  Courier  newspaper  called  "Youth  Reviews"  began 
this  year.  Children  submitted  book  reviews  to  the  library  either 
on  their  own  or  through  their  school  class,  and  the  reviews  were 
printed  in  the  Bourne  Courier.  In  addition,  reviews  were  copied 
and  placed  in  a  notebook  in  the  library  sochildren  could  referto 
them  when  choosing  a  book.  The  program  has  been  very 
popular  and  will  continue  if  space  can  be  made  available  in  the 
newspaper. 
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The  book  collection  has  continued  to  be  updated  and  improved 
in  both  areas.  Many  more  paperbacks,  picture  books,  books  for 
the  very  young,  and  read-along  book  and  cassette  packages 
have  been  added  to  the  collection,  along  with  new,  up-to-date 
non-fiction  books  and  biographies.  The  response  to  these 
additions  has  been  very  positive,  and  these  areas  will  be 
increased  over  the  next  year.

Thank  you  to  the  Bourne  Lions  Club  for  their 
donation  which  has  enabled  us  to  increase  our  very  popular 
collection  of  audio  cassettes. 

Thank  you  to  Richard  Fitzgerald,  the  trustees,  the  staff  and  the 
Friends  of  the  Library  fortheircontinued  interest  in  and  support 
of  the  Homebound  Program.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

In  order  to  review  budgetary  expenditures  and  requests  for 
funding,  the  Finance  Committee  met  numerous  times  with 
department  heads  and  board  chairpersons  as  well  as  with 
petitioners  of  town  meeting  articles. 

The  Finance  Committee,  aware  that  services  and  finances  were 
on  a  collision  course,  developed  two  budgets  for  presentation. 
One  budget  utilized  existing  funding  and  made 
recommendations  for  its  distribution  to  town  departments.  This 
budget  was  presented  to  departments  and  its  effect  was 
analyzed  by  department  heads,  elected  officials,  and  the  public 
at  large. 

A  second  budget  was  also  prepared  for  presentation.  This 
budget  provided  level  services  as  they  had  been  known  but 
would  require  an  override  of  the  constraints  of  Proposition  21/2. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  prepared  by  town  meeting  time  to 
make  recommendations  for  whichever  level  of  spending  the 
Town  Meeting  members  chose  for  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

The  Committee  was  pleased  that  Town  Meeting  members  and 
the  citizens  of  Bourne  chose  to  override  Proposition  21/2  in  order 
to  fund  services  at  a  level  enabling  a  quality  conducive  to 
community  safety,  pride,  and  convenience. 

The  Finance  Committee  is  grateful  to  the  department  heads, 
committee  chairpersons,  board  members,  and  the  Selectmen 
for  their  support  and  cooperation  in  the  many  meetings  and 
consultations  that  produced  a  fair  and  equitable  budget  for 
town  meeting  deliberation  and  action.  With  this  continued 
support  and  cooperation,  the  increasingly  difficult  challenge  of 
delivering  services  despite  shrinking  resources  can  be  met.

Bourne. 

New  Employees  under  the  Plan  were:  Floyd  Forman,  Town 
Planner;  Betsy  Anderson,  Secretary  II,  Selectmen's  Office; 
Edith  Nelson,  Police  Dispatcher  I;  Donna  Barakauskas, 
Assistant  Assessor;  Christine  Rose,  Assistant  Library  Director; 
William  Hodge,  Head  Mechanic;  and  AlcottTobey,  DNR  Officer. 

Employee  Promotions  under  the  Plan  were:  James  Rimoshytus, 
to  Director  of  Assessing;  Wendy  Lumbert,  to  Secretary  II  in  the 
Inspections  Department;  Joan  Perry,  to  Secretary  II  in 
Inspections/Appeals  Board;  Ernest  Alden,  to  Maintenance 
Foreman  I;  Irene  Sundquist  to  Computer  Operator;  Clarence 
Merritt  to  DNR  Director;  and  Joyce  Cabral,  who  was  hired  on  a 
temporary  basis,  into  the  permanent  position  of  Account  Clerk 
III. 

Also  approved  this  year  was  the  reinstatement  of  the  titles  of 
Assistant  Clerk  and  Assistant  Treasurer  in  the  Town  Clerk's 
Office.  Anne  Reardon's  title  changed  from  Account  Clerk  II  to 
Assistant  Clerk  and  Karen  Girouard's  title  changed  from 
Account  Clerk  II  to  Assistant  Treasurer.

Council  on  Aging  Director  from  Grade  19,  Step  B  to  Grade  20, 
Step  C. 

The  part-time  employee  wage  scale  increase  was  approved,  as 
well  as  a  4%  cost  of  living  increase  for  full-time  employees  under 
the  Salary  Administration  Plan,  both  effective  July  1,  1989.

Tree  Warden  and  Local  Superintendent 
of  Shade  Tree  Management 
and  Pest  Control 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Tree  Department  receives  many  calls  from  the  public 
regarding  dangerous  trees  or  branches,  blind  corners,  unable  to 
see  coming  out  of  driveways  and  other  problems  involving 
public  shade  trees. 

Prior  to  tree  trimming,  notification  is  made  to  the  utility 
companies,  telephone  company,  gas,  cable  t.v.  and  water 
districts.  The  cutting  of  public  shade  trees  by  developers  and 
property  owners  is  prohibited.  The  law  enforcement  of  this 
department  could  almost  be  full  time,  in  itself.  The  Town  of 
Bourne  has  a  large  area  to  cover  from  North  and  South 
Sagamore  and  Buzzards  Bay  to  the  Falmouth  line. 

Roads  are  constantly  being  checked  for  hanging  branches, 
usually  caused  by  large  trucks  traveling  on  some  of  our  narrow 
roads  and  vehicular  accidents.  Roads  such  as  Shore  Road  in 
Pocasset  were  not  meant  for  this  kind  of  traffic. 

Our  regular  work  of  roadside  trimming  is  done  year  round.  The 
heaviest  part  is  in  the  summer  when  the  leaves  come  out  and  the 
branches  drop  down. 

A  few  trees  were  planted  around  town.  It  is  not  always  possible 
to  replace  large  trees  that  have  been  taken  down.  On  many 
roads  trees  were  planted  back  on  private  property  as  the  law 
allows.  These  are  called  easement  trees  and  belong  to  the  town. 
Permission  of  the  property  owner  is  needed  for  this  and  is  not 
always  given  as  property  has  changed  hands  through  the  years. 
Driveways  and  wider  roads  do  not  make  it  practical  sometimes. 

Bourne  does  not  have  many  roads  with  planting  strips  between 
the  sidewalk  and  road.  Trees  have  to  be  planted  back-away  from 
the  roads  and  wires  today  and  not  on  the  edge  as  in  the  horse 
and  buggy  days. 
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One  of  the  main  problems  of  the  Tree  Warden  years  ago  were 
horses  stripping  the  bark  from  trees.  Today  it  is  automobiles 
and  lawnmowers.  The  stunted  Linden  tree  in  front  of  the  School 
Administration  Building  on  Sandwich  Road  in  Bourne  isagood 
example  of  horses  eating  the  top  of  a  tree. 

The  large  old  Locust  trees  in  front  of  the  Library  in  Bourne 
Village  had  large  branches  removed  in  preparation  for  the 
moving  of  the  Methodist  Church  Parsonage.  They  had  large 
cracks  at  the  trunk  and  were  in  dangerous  condition.  The  trees 
were  on  Town  property  at  the  library  so  I  was  involved,  even 
though  it  was  a  State  Road.  These  branches  should  have  been 
removed  long  ago. 

All  of  this  work  was  done  by  the  contractor  at  no  cost  to  the 
town.  No  trees  were  removed.  These  trees  are  very  old  and  are  of 
historical  value. 

Climbing  rose  bushes  were  planted  in  the  empty  spaces  along 
the  roadside  of  the  fence  at  Buzzards  Bay  Park.  They  were 
watered  well  during  the  hot,  dry  summer.  Flowering  trees  and 
bushes  do  not  last  long  near  the  roadside  with  people  picking 
and  pulling  at  them. 

Many  years  ago  we  had  a  tree  planting  article  in  the  warrant  for 
Main  Street,  Buzzards  Bay.  Main  Street  is  a  very  wide  street  with 
very  little  town  land  away  from  the  sidewalk.  Permission  to  plant 
on  private  property  was  needed.  Businesses  did  not  want  their 
signs  blocked  and  people  did  not  want  trees  planted  near  their 
homes. 

Twenty-two  trees  were  planted  from  circle  to  circle.  Most  of 
these  small  flowering  trees.  The  planting  program  was  not  what 
you  could  visualize  with  trees  lining  Main  Street. 

Streets  look  bare  without  trees.  In  the  early  part  of  the  century, 
people  planted  trees  along  the  streets  privately.  Funds  were 
raised  to  help  the  towns.  As  early  as  1635  an  ordinance  was 
passed  to  preserve  trees.  People  recognized  the  benefits  of 
trees  and  placed  their  care  under  the  governing  board  of  the 
community. 
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In  1785,  Massachusetts  passed  an  act  regarding  the  cutting  of 
trees  on  the  property  of  another.  Trees  improve  the  appearance 
of  a  neighborhood.  They  absorb  air  pollutants,  muffle  sound, 
give  cooling  shade  and  increase  real  estate  values.  One  of  the 
first  things  people  do  after  purchasng  a  house  in  a  treeless 
development  is  to  plant  trees  to  beautify  the  area. 

In  1898,  Massachusetts  passed  a  law  mandating  that  every  city 
or  town  shall  have  a  public  shade  tree  officer  to  protect  and  care 
for  public  shade  trees.  Massachusetts  set  a  high  standard  for  all 
States  by  its  early  laws  protecting  trees.  Today  these  laws 
should  be  strictly  enforced  in  view  of  the  predicted  climate 
changes  of  the  earth.

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  Town  of  Bourne  hereby 
submit  its  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1989. 

The  mission  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  is  to  serve 
veterans  and  their  families  efficiently  and  with  compassion.  It 
continues  to  be  a  ONE  STOP  CENTER  for  the  delivery  of 
benefits  and  services  to  and  for  veterans  and  their  dependents. 

BENEFITS,  in  the  form  of  monetary  allowances,  room  and 
board,  food,  shelter,  fuel,  clothing,  utilities,  household  supplies, 
personal  needs,  life  insurance,  medical  expenses,  etc.  are 
provided  to  eligible  veterans  and/or  their  authorized 
dependents  who  require  a  little  help  in  a  time  of  need,  in  order 
that  they  may  return  as  quickly  as  possible  back  into  the  main 
stream  of  our  society. 

SERVICES,  in  the  form  of  assistance  to  veterans  and  their 
dependents  in  processing  claims  under  various  federal,  state, 
and  local  programs  are  also  provided. 

The  question  is  sometimes  asked,  "Why  is  it  necessary  for  some 
agency  outside  the  Federal  or  State  Government  to  do  service 
work  for  Veterans?" 

The  laws  under  which  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs 
operates,  restrict  it  from  developing,  presenting  and 
prosecuting  claims  against  itself.  It  is  likewise  restricted  from 
procuring  such  needed  evidence  as  statements  from  doctors, 
affidavits,  birth  records  and  the  like,  and  will  proceed  to 
adjudicate  claims  in  the  absence  of  such  evidence.  It  is 
therefore  incumbent  upon  the  Veteran  himself/herself  to 
furnish  all  necessary  evidence,  and  in  most  instances  the 
veteran  needs  the  services  of  a  Veterans'  Services  Officer  to 
whom  he/she  can  turn  to  for  assistance,  advise  and  counsel. 

Benefits  for  Veterans  are  not  automatic  in  any  sense  of  the  word. 
They  must  be  applied  for  in  accordance  with  federal,  state  or 
local  laws,  rules,  and  regulations. 
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The  Director  of  Veterans' Services  has  the  special  responsibility 
of  serving  as  the  veteran's  principal  advocate  with  Department 
of  Veterans  Affairs  procedures,  working  to  ensure  he  or  she 
receives  the  care,  support  and  recognition  earned  by  military 
service.  He  has  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  Department  of 
Veterans  Affairs  benefits  programs,  he  is  able  to  explain 
eligibility  criteria,  understand  policy  and  procedures  in 
administration  of  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  programs  and 
is  able  to  resolve  inquiries  and  problem  areas. 

The  services  frequently  called  upon  of  the  Veterans'  Service 
Office  is  to  provide  information  and  guidance  as  to  the  laws 
governing  hospitalization  and  domicilary  care  for  veterans,  and 
compensation  and  pension  laws  that  provide  monetary  benefits 
for  veterans  and  their  dependents  or  beneficiaries.  These 
benefits  are  referred  to  as,  education  and  training,  vocational 
rehabilitation,  loan  guarantee,  re-employment  rights,  insurance 
reinstatement,  burial  and  grave  marker  allowances, 
compensation  and  pensions  for  veterans  with  service- 
connected  war-time  and  peace-time  disabilities  and  service 
connected  death  compensation  and  pensions  for  widows, 
dependent  parents  and  dependent  children  of  deceased 
veterans. 

In  adequately  providing  guidance  and  assistance  on  the 
foregoing,  the  Veterans'  Services  Office  must  be  conversant 
with  the  laws  and  regulations  from  which  these  benefits 
originate.  For  practical  purposes,  the  Veterans'  Services  Office 
must  know  and  advise  as  to  the  type  of  evidence  required  to 
demonstrate  eligibility  before  the  rating  board  and  adjudication 
division  of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  and  the  most 
likely  sources  from  which  this  evidence  may  be  acquired  by  the 
veteran  and/or  claimant. 

This  knowledge  is  achieved  through  study,  inquiry  and 
experience. 

The  Veterans'  Services  Office  is  given  authorization  by  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  to  act  as  representative  for  the 
veteran  and  his/her  dependents  with  their  powerof  attorney  and 
to  represent  them  before  the  rating  board;  to  check  essential 
folders,  file  claims,  affidavits,  etc.  The  Veterans'  Services  Office 
carefully  prepares  all  details  for  the  case  and  comes  to  the 
hearing  equipped  to  ask  and  answer  any  questions  pertinent  to 
the  case  involved. 
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For  guidance  in  its  work,  the  Veterans'  Services  Office  depends 
upon  numerous  sources  of  information  and  references, 
including:  pamphlets  issued  by  House  Committees,  VA 
circulars;  Bulletins  and  administrative  decisions;  and  copies  of 
laws  and  amendments  issued.  It  is  sometimes  advisable  to 
consult  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Department  of  Veterans 
Affairs  for  details  on  medical  problems.  Recently,  it  has  become 
more  necessary  to  seek  information  from  the  VA  Rehabilitation 
section  on  problems  of  training  and  education.  Department  of 
Veterans  Affairs  finance  division  is  the  outlet  that  the  Veterans' 
Service  Office  makes  use  of  in  the  event  of  overrdue  checks  and 
other  irregularities  in  payments.  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs 
adjudication  section  is  solicited  for  answers  concerning  legal 
aspects  on  claims  and  denied  benefits. 

Many  times,  Veterans  and  their  dependents  or  beneficiaries 
come  to  the  Veterans'  Services  Office  seeking  information  and 
guidance  on  matters  from  the  State  and/or  local  level.  These 
matters  include  such  topics  as  State  Bonus,  Social  Security, 
SSI,  MEDICARE/MEDICAID,  employment,  legal  difficulties, 
eviction,  inability  to  obtain  loans  from  banks,  desire  to  return  to 
some  foreign  country,  financial  straits,  non-supporters,  etc. 

On  these  contacts,  the  office  must  weigh  the  facts  presented 
and  if  conditions  warrant,  make  telephone  inquiries  from  likely 
sources,  and  arrange  where  possible  for  the  veteran  or  his 
dependents  to  personally  discuss  their  problems  with  someone 
in  the  agency  concerned. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  Veterans'  Services  Office  devotes  65%  of 
its  time  to  personal  contacts  with  the  veteran/dependent  in 
social,  economic,  medical,  and  psychological  problems  and 
needs  affecting  financial  security,  20%  of  its  time  to  phone  calls 
(answering  inquiries  and  gathering  general  information),  and 
15%  of  its  time  to  correspondence  and  other  administrative 
duties  and  assigned  responsibilities. 

A  good  rapport,  a  good  working  knowledge  of  the  subject 
matter,  and  a  good  working  relationship  with  others  are 
paramount. 
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In  order  to  properly  perform  the  duties  required  of  the  Veterans' 
Services  Office,  it  is  essential  that  the  staff  have  a  sound 
working  knowledge  of  all  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs, 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  and  Town  of 
Bourne  Laws  and  Regulations  pertaining  to  Veterans,  as-well- 
as  a  good  rapport  with  key  personnel  within  these  organizations 
to  be  kept  informed  of  all  amendments  and  changes  in  said  laws 
and  regulations.  It  is  imperative  that  this  office  work  closely  with 
other  departments  and  the  personnel  therein,  on  all  three  levels 
—  Federal,  State,  and  Local  —  to  assure  the  smooth  delivery  of 
benefits  and  Services  to  and  for  our  Veterans. 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services'  office  is  open  from  8:30 
a.m.  until  4:30  p.m.,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  can  be  reached 
by  phone  by  dialing  759-3027.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  bleak  outlook  on  state  funding  and  the  town  fiscal 
budgetary  restrictions  forced  the  Council  to  review  their 
priorities  in  the  services  and  programs  provided  the  residents, 
both  young  and  old.  The  impact  on  seniors  due  to  the  shortfall  in 
state  funding  was  overwhelming.  Termination  and  reduction  of 
services  to  seniors  at-risk  is  of  great  concern  to  the  Council. 
Delivery  of  hot  meals  to  the  homebound  was  eased  in  part  by  a 
generous  donation  from  the  Sandwich  Cooperative  Bank  and 
Friends  of  Bourne  Concil  on  Aging,  Inc.  The  Council  is 
prepared  to  fill  in  some  of  the  gaps  resulting  from  cutbacks. 

Again,  as  in  the  past  years,  the  services  of  two  groups  of  ten 
students,  registered  nurses,  studying  for  their  baccalaureates, 
were  assigned  to  Bourne  from  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
University.  This  experience  with  our  elders  will  be  a  part  of  their 
geriatric  studies. 

The  Council  is  no  longer  dependent  on  grant  funding  for  the 
services  of  a  part-time  nurse.  The  Personnel  Board  approved 
the  slot  and  the  FY  1989-90  Council  budget  reflected  funding  for 
a  town-appointed  registered  nurse. 

William  Parady,  memberof  the  Council  Board  of  Directors  these 
past  18  years  —  from  the  very  inception  of  the  Council  on  Aging 
—  tendered  his  resignation  to  the  regret  of  all  the  members.  His 
knowledge  of  town  affairs,  his  wisdom  and  his  invaluable  help 
contributed,  in  a  very  large  measure,  to  the  success  the  Council 
has  achieved  during  his  years  of  tenure. 

Edward  J.  Kenny  has  accepted  additional  responsibilities  and 
his  title,  to  better  reflectthe  new  responsibilities,  is  now  Director 
of  Council  on  Aging/Social  Services  Administrator. 
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The  Council  extends  its  gratitude  to  the  private  and  public 
sectors,  the  dedicated  volunteers  and  the  many  generous 
donors  whose  contributions,  support  and  encouragement  have 
made  our  many  successes  possible.

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Report  of  the 
Cable  Advisory  Committee 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Your  Cable  Advisory  Committee  has  held  many  meetings  to 
discuss  various  aspects  of  the  services  provided  by  Harron 
Cable  Company.  The  most  recent  rate  increase  was  the  subject 
of  one  of  these  meetings.  Following  a  careful  examination  of  the 
changes  in  service  and  the  charges  for  the  service  the 
committee  voted  unanimously  to  communicate  to  the 
selectmen  whoarethe  license  granting  authorityforthetown  its 
opposition  to  the  rate  increase.  The  committee  was  particularly 
chagrined  to  note  that  Harron  Cable  Company,  contrary  to  its 
agreement  with  the  town  to  provide  a  15%  discount  on  the 
charge  for  basic  service  for  senior  citizens,  revoked  this 
discount  and  substituted  in  its  place  a  5%  discount. 

The  contract  between  Harron  Cable  Company  and  the  Town  of 
Bourne  is  about  half  way  through  its  time  period.  Because  of 
this,  your  Cable  Advisory  Committee  is  undertaking  a  complete 
review  of  the  operations  of  Harron  Cable  Company  in  order  to 
give  its  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  whether 
the  contract  with  Harron  should  be  renewed  after  it  expires.  This 
should  allow  sufficient  time  for  the  town  to  look  at  alternatives  if 
it  becomes  necessary. 

The  committee  also  met  to  discuss  the  future  move  of  the  public 
studio  provided  by  contract  to  the  town  to  the  new  High  School 
Facility.  The  committee  voted  unanimously  to  support  the 
move,  contingent  that  public  access  to  the  studio  is  retained  to 
the  same  degree  as  before  the  move.  It  is  believed  that  better  use 
of  the  studio  will  result  and  that  the  students  of  the  town  will 
benefit  by  the  move. 

As  a  committee  we  welcome  comments  and  help  from  the 
public.  We  urge  you  to  attend  and  speak  atour  meetings  in  order 
that  we  may  best  serve  you.  The  time  and  agenda  of  our 
meetings  is  posted  at  town  hall  in  the  foyer  as  well  as  with  the 
Town  Clerk's  Office.

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Report  of  the 
Fire  Station  Advisory  Committee 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Fire  Station  Advisory  Committee  is  pleased  to  submit 
herewith  its  report  for  the  period  ending  June  30,  1989. 

Funds  were  appropriated  at  the  1988  annual  town  meeting  for 
architect  services  for  preliminary  design  services  for  the 
construction  of  a  new  fire  station  forthe  Monument  Beach  area. 
The  Cataumet  firm  of  Keenan  &  Kenny  was  engaged  for  this 
purpose. 

The  Committee  concluded  that  the  present  fire  station  structure 
is  beyond  rehabilitation.  In  addition,  the  station  is  inadequate  to 
house  any  Class  I  pumper  now  owned  by  the  Town  when  the 
present  pumper  housed  there  is  traded  in  the  future.  The  station 
therefore  is  obsolete. 

Several  options  were  carefully  evaluated,  including  moving  the 
location  of  the  fire  station.  The  Committee  unanimously 
concluded  that  the  present  site  is  the  best  possible  location,  and 
recommended  that  a  new  station  be  constructed  on  this  site. 

The  Committee  reviewed  several  proposed  plans  for  a  new 
station.  Estimated  costs  ranged  from  a  high  of  $1 .2  million  to  a 
low  of  $990,000.00.  The  Committee  opted  for  the  lower  cost 
facility.  This  cost  includes  architect/engineering  fees, 
contingencies,  and  furnishings,  and  assumes  construction  in 
the  spring  of  1990.  The  project  was  transmitted  to  the  Capital 
Outlay  Committee,  which  approved  and  recommended  funding 
in  fiscal  1990.  Due  to  the  financial  situation  facing  the  Town  in 
fiscal  1990,  the  finance  committee  recommended 
postponement  of  theprojectforfurtherconsideration  nextyear. 

The  Committee,  while  disappointed  that  the  project  will  not 
move  forward,  understands  the  financial  considerations. 
However,  it  is  imperative  that  this  project  move  forward  in  the 
next  fiscal  year  before  it  becomes  necessary  to  close  down  the 
present  facility  due  to  its  physical  condition  and  its  inability  to 
house  apparatus.

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Report  of  the 
Composting  and  Recycling  Study  Committee 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Composting  and  Recycling  Committee  began  meeting  in 
April  1989.  The  committee  is  comprised  of  the  following 
members:  Louis  Pellegrini,  Highway  Surveyor;  Cynthia  Coffin, 
Board  of  Health  agent;  Haydon  Coggeshall,  Chairman  Board  of 
Health;  Susan  Weston,  member  of  the  Conservation 
Commission;  Paul  Lamarre,  Pamela  Olson,  Kurt  Teichert, 
Susan  Carpenter,  and  Alan  MacKay. 

The  committee  is  authorized  and  directed  to  advise  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  specific  recommendations.  The  Committee  has 
the  following  functions  and  responsibilities  toward  this  end: 

A.  To  provide  alternative  solutions  which  can  contribute  to 
resolving  the  waste  disposal  problems  affecting  Bourne. 

B.  To  study  the  process  known  as  composting  and  further  to 
define  future  goals  for  establihsing  a  step-by-step  process  to 
implement  composting  at  the  landfill  site. 

The  Committee  has  studied  the  composting  process  and 
worked  with  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental 
Protection  (formerly  DEQE)  to  plan  and  implement  a  leaf 
composting  site  at  the  landfill.  We  felt  this  portion  of  the  waste 
stream  was  the  easiest  and  least  expensive  to  divert  from  the 
landfill  and  thereby  save  on  landfill  capacity.  The  composting 
site  will  open  September  1 1 ,  1989.  The  residents  of  Bourne  are 
urged  to  participate  in  this  year's  voluntary  drop-off  program. 

The  Committee  organized  the  reinitiation  of  voluntary  glass 
recycling  at  the  landfill.  This  was  helped  along  through  the 
donation  of  a  container  from  Waste  Knott  Recovery  Services  of 
Sandwich. 

The  Committee  looks  to  the  future  with  goals  of  researching 
methods  by  which  theTown  of  Bourne  can  conserve  its  valuable 
landfill  space.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

This  year  could  well  be  coined  "The  Never  Ending  Election". 
The  Clerk's  Office  orchestrated  four  separate  elections  during 
fiscal  1989:  the  State  Primary  in  September,  the  State  Election  in 
November,  our  annual  Town  Election  in  March  and  a  Special 
Election  in  late  May. 

While  each  election  has  a  score  of  its  own,  the  November 
election,  which  included  choices  for  the  office  of  President, 
was,  by  far,  the  most  challenging  to  orchestrate.  I  don't  believe 
any  of  us  in  the  Clerk's  office  expected  the  hundreds  of  requests 
for  absentee  ballots.  During  an  average  election  we  process 
about  50  to  60  absentee  ballots.  For  the  November  election  we 
processed  over  600  absentee  ballots.  Similarly,  we  were 
surprised  on  the  final  day  to  register  to  vote  for  that  election  by 
the  constant  line  of  people  who  registered.  We  held  registration 
on  that  day  from  8:30  a.m.  to  10:00  p.m.  and  registered  hundreds 
of  people. 

As  the  election's  conductor,  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  didn't  ask  the 
various  sections  of  my  orchestra  to  take  a  bow.  My  deepest 
thanks  to  my  Board  of  Registrars:  Barbara  Jacobs,  Dorothy 
Foley  and  Dorothy  Wilson  for  keeping  a  sense  of  humor  despite 
the  hours  of  registration  sessions.  I  am  also  grateful  to  my  office 
staff,  who  served  as  Assistant  Registrars,  for  all  their  efforts  both 
during  the  various  registrations  and  in  later  creating  the  voting 
lists  needed  for  each  election.  Finally,  before  I  leave  the  subject 
of  elections,  I  must  recognize  the  efforts  of  all  my  election 
officers  who  performed  with  expertise,  under  the  able  direction 
of  their  election  wardens.  And,  of  course,  I  am  appreciative  of 
the  efforts  of  my  election  wardens,  whose  cooperation  and 
professionalism  make  Election  Day  happen. 
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Census  and  Street  Lists 


Since  being  asked  to  make  a  presentation  on  the  subject  of 
Street  Lists  at  a  Town  Clerk's  Conference  this  fall,  I  have  spent 
some  time  reflecting  on  the  subject.  The  experience  of 
producing  the  last  two  Street  Listings  has  given  metheability  to 
evaluate  seriously  the  process.  It  appears  to  me,  at  this  point, 
that  the  census  taking  process,  which  terminates  in  a  public 
Street  Listing,  has  sacrificed  accuracy  for  the  speed  of 
technology. 

Up  until  1984,  the  census  was  obtained  by  the  physical  visit  of  a 
census  taker  to  the  home.  To  say  the  least,  this  was  a  labor  and 
time  intensive  process.  However,  with  the  town's  investment  in  a 
main  frame  and  the  associated  computer  software  for  it,  the 
Clerk's  Office  was  strongly  encouraged  to  put  many  of  its 
previously  manual  systems  on  computer.  Thus,  in  1985,  the  first 
computer  aided  census  was  attempted.  All  the  names  and 
addresses  from  the  street  list  were  entered  into  the  main  frame's 
memory,  and  a  mailing  list,  based  on  this  information  was 
generated  from  which  to  mail  the  census  forms. 

For  the  last  two  years  I  have  used  the  street  listing  data  base  to 
generate  all  the  family  information  as  well  as  the  name  and 
residence  address  which  was  on  file  from  the  prior  listing,  in 
preparation  for  mailing  the  census  forms.  This  method  is  quick 
and  requires  only  annual  updating.  However,  using  this  method 
has  presented  two  problems:  the  reliance  on  the  postal  system 
for  delivery  of  the  document  and  the  reliance  on  the  residentfor 
the  return  of  the  document. 

After  the  1988  Street  Listing  experience  I  made  a  concerted 
attempt  to  obtain  mailing  addresses  (postal  box  numbers)  to  go 
along  with  the  street  addresses  in  hopes  of  decreasing  the  first 
variable  —  delivery  by  the  postal  service.  We  were  reasonably 
successful  in  obtaining  mailing  addresses  from  any  resident 
who  purchased  a  dog  license,  registered  to  vote,  etc.  Using  the 
street  listing  book,  the  postal  service  provided  me  some 
indication  of  postal  box  holders.  And,  I  redesigned  the  1989 
census  form  to  indicate  a  place  in  which  a  mailing  address  could 
be  written  by  the  respondent.  In  both  1988  and  1989 1  included  a 
self-addressed  stamped  return  envelope  in  hope  of  decreasing 
the  second  variable  —  return  of  the  form  by  the  respondent. 
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My  efforts  to  decrease  both  variables  have  had  some  success, 
yet  there  remains  a  significant  number  of  people  living  in  the 
town  who  have  either  never  been  listed  or  who  have  been 
dropped  this  year  for  not  responding.  In  order  to  catch  up  with 
some  of  the  non-respondents  I  will  be  including  the  direct  door- 
to-door  approach,  on  a  selective  basis,  in  the  fall.  From  this  new 
information  I  hope  to  re-establish  some  of  the  households 
which  I  feel  we  have  lost  on  the  street  listing  since  we 
abandoned  the  direct  census  method  forthetechnological  one. 
This  is  important  since  if  someone  is  not  listed  as  a  town 
resident  he  or  she  is  unable  to  remain  on  the  voter  list,  and  may 
wish  to  prove  residency  in  Massachusetts  and  be  unable  to  do 
so.

The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
may  refer  such  documentation  to  the  Planning  Board, 
Conservation  Commission,  Engineering  Department,  or  other 
authorities,  as  appropriate,  for  technical  review  and  comment."

No  habitable  dwelling  or  accessories  thereto  or 
roadway/driveway  shall  be  allowed  any  closer  than  50'  from  the 
boundary  of  a  Wetland  Resource  Area  unless  permitted  under 
this  By-law. 

'Adverse  Effect'  shall  mean  any  change  in  the  quality  of  a 
Wetland  Resource  Area  that  causes  a  diminishment  in  itsability 
to  provide  the  Wetland  Resource  Values  protected  by  this  By- 
law. 

'Wetland  Resource  Values'  shall  mean  but  not  be  limited  to  the 
following; 

a)  Public  and  Private  Water  Supplies  means  any  surface  water 
or  groundwater  supply  that  has,  is  or  could  be  used  for 
consumption  by  humans  or  livestock. 

b)  Groundwater  Supplies  means  any  water  below  the  earth's 
surface  in  the  zone  of  saturation  below  the  Wetland 
Resource  Area  or  below  the  Buffer  Zone. 

c)  Flood  Control  means  the  ability  of  the  Wetland  Resource 
Area  to  prevent  and/or  reduce  flooding  and  flood  damage. 

d)  Storm  Damage  Prevention  means  the  project  must  be 
designed  in  a  manner  that  ensures  the  prevention  of 
damage  to  the  Wetland  Resource  Area  and  abutting 
properties  caused  by,  but  not  limited  to,  erosion  and 
sedimentation,  damage  to  vegetation,  damage  to  property 
or  buildings,  or  damage  caused  by  the  displacement  of 
water,  water-borne  debris  or  water-borne  ice. 

e)  Pollution  Prevention  means  a  project  must  be  designed  in  a 
manner  as  to  not  cause  pollution  to  the  ground  or  surface 
waters  and  that  will  not  in  any  way  result  in  the  degradation 
to  the  Wetland  Resource  Area. 

f)  Fisheries  and  Shellfisheries  means  all  fish  and  shellfish 
found  in  fresh,  salt  or  brackish  waters  and  any  organisms 
(including  plants)  that  make  up  part  of  the  food  chain/web 
of  such  animals  regardless  of  their  commercial  value.  This 
By-law  requires  that  a  project  be  designed  so  as  not  to 
contaminate  or  damage  the  fish/shellfish,  its  food  supply, 
habitat,  or  water  supply. 
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g)  Wildlife  Habitat  means  the  place  within  each  Wetland 
Resource  Area  or  Buffer  Zone  thereto,  where  animal  life 
(vertebrates/invertebrates)  live.  This  habitat  shall  consist  of 
the  plants,  soil  and  physical  features  and/or  water  which 
provides  for  the  animal  specie.  All  state  rare  species  (plant 
and/or  animal)  officially  listed  as  endangered,  threatened, 
or  of  special  concern  by  the  Massachusetts  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Wildlife  under  321  CMR  8.00  et.seq.,  and  from 
time  to  time  amended,  and  those  species  of  local 
significance  which  live  within  the  wildlife  habitat  shall  be 
fully  protected  by  this  By-law  and  their  habitat  must  not  be 
impaired  in  any  way  by  a  proposed  project. 

h)  Erosion  and  Sedimentation  control  means  both  the  ability

2)  Permits  will  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  with  a 
fee  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

3)  Permit  applications  shall  be  accompanied  by  two  prints 
of  scale  drawings  of  the  sign,  supporting  structure  and 
location. 

4)  Every  sign  shall  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  owner 
and  dated. 

c)  All  signs  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and  neat  condition. 

d)  All  signs  shall  state  street  number,  name  and/or  logo  of 
business  space  is  devoted  to  that  product. 

e)  Signs,  whether  permanent  or  temporary,  shall  be 
illuminated  only  by  external  white  stationary  light,  shielded 
and  directed  solely  at  the  sign,  except  that  internally 
illuminated  signs  are  allowed  for  medical  and  other 
emergency  facilities. 

f)  No  sign  or  part  of  any  sign  may  flash,  move,  be  animated, 
use  traveling  lights,  or  contain  reflective  elements  which 
sparkle  or  twinkle.  No  sign  or  part  thereof  shall  have 
changeable  letters  or  numbers  with  the  exception  of 
theater,  church,  or  municipal  uses. 

g)  One  open  banner  up  to  3  feet  by  5  feet  is  allowed  per 
business. 
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h)  Any  sign  which  has  been  ordered  removed  by  the  sign 
committee  or  is  abandoned  or  discontinued  shall  be 
removed  by  the  responsible  party  within  15  days  of  written 
notice  to  remove.  Failure tocomply  with  thisorderwill  result 
in  a  $50  per  day  fine  and  sign  removal  by  the  Town. 

i)  All  non-conforming  signs  lawfully  existing  at  the  time  of 
adoption  or  subsequent  amendment  of  this  Bylaw  may 
continue  properly  maintined  for  a  period  of  up  to  five  (5) 
years  although  such  sign  does  not  conform  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

3220.  Residence  or  Government  Districts. 

a)  One  sign  up  to  2  square  feet  designating  occupancy  to 
permitted  use.  (No  permit  required). 

b)  One  sign  up  to  6  square  feet  designating  permitted  use  or 
multiple  tenancy.  (No  permit  required). 

c)  One  sign  relating  to  the  sale,  rental,  lease  of  the  property  not 
to  exceed  6  square  feet.  (No  permit  required). 

d)  Directional  signs  up  to  one  square  foot.  (No  permit 
required). 

e)  In  open  space  communities  with  extensive  resort 
development,  signs  may  total  up  to  50%  of  the  area  allowed 
in  a  business  district. 

3230.  Scenic  Development  Districts. 

Residence  district  regulations  apply  ...  except  for  special 
permit  uses  under  section  2232  (page  1 1  Zoning  Bylaw).  Signs 
up  to  50%  of  the  area  allowed  in  business  districts  shall  be 
allowed. 

3240.  Business  Districts. 

a)  Number  of  signs:  Each  business  may  have  up  to  two  signs. 

b)  Wall  signs  may  project  up  to  12  inches  from  the  wall  of  the 
building.  Double  face  projecting  signs  may  project  up  to  24 
inches  from  the  wall  of  the  building. 

c)  Size,  character,  and  placement  of  signs. 

1)  Roof  signs  shall  be  linear  and  erected  just  above  the 
eave  on  the  lower  third  of  the  roof,  and  shall  be 
contained  within  the  dimensions  of  the  roof  face  to 
which  they  are  attached  and  may  total  up  to  15%  of  the 
roof  face  to  which  they  are  attached. 
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2)  Wall  signs  shall  be  contained  with  the  dimensions  of  the 
wall  face  to  which  they  are  attached  and  may  total  up  to 
15%  of  that  wall  face. 

3)  Whenever  possible,  the  wall  or  roof  signs  shall  utilize 
but  not  cover  the  architectural  details  of  the  building. 

4)  Maximum  height  of  free  standing  signs  is  15  feet,  and 
the  maximum  square  footage  is  48  square  feet. 

5)  Total  sign  area  of  all  signs  per  business  is  not  to  exceed 
80  square  feet  (except  for  groups  of  two  or  more 
businesses  on  the  same  or  contiguous  lots.)  See  3260. 

6)  Signs  inside  display  windows  may  cover  no  more  than 
10%  of  the  window  area  and  may  be  illuminated  by 
building  illumination  only. 

3250.  Off-premises  directional  sign.  An  off-premise  directional 
sign  6  feet  by  6  inches  or6feet  by  1  foot  designating  the  route  to 
an  establishment  and  containing  no  advertising  matter  is 
allowed  only  on  a  ladder  sign  erected  and  maintained  by  the 
town  of  Bourne. 

3260.  Sites  containing  multiple  businesses  architecturally 
coordinated.  Two  or  more  businesses  on  a  lot  or  abutting  lots  in 
the  same  ownership  (malls,  plazas,  office  complexes,  shopping 
centers,  etc.)  may  have  one  free  standing  sign  containing  the 
name  of  the  complex,  and  in  ladder  format,  the  names  of  each 
business  within  the  complex.  The  total  area  of  all  signs  on  the 
sturcture  is  not  to  exceed  64  square  feet.  In  addition,  each 
business  within  the  complex  may  have  one  sign  up  to  24  square 
feet  designed  within  the  prescribed  format  of  the  complex,  and 
in  conformity  with  sections  321 0  and  3270.  The  Sign  Committee 
shall  make  recommendaitons  to  the  Planning  Board,  upon 
review  of  the  applications,  for  site  plan  review.

3270.  Materials,  colors,  and  design. 

a)  Materials:  wood  or  simulated  wood  (indistinguishable  from 
wood),  and  wrought  iron. 

b)  Color:  Good  contrast  is  required.  Flourescent  paint  is 
prohibited. 

c)  Design:  Not  more  than  40%  of  the  sign  face  shall  be  used  for 
letter  area.  Signs  shall  be  legible  at  50  feet.

"3510.  Parking  Lot  and  Buffer  Plantings 

"3511.  Applicability. 

Street,  sideline,  parking  area,  and  district  boundary  plantings 
shall  be  provided  as  specified  below  when  any  new  building, 
addition,  or  change  of  use  requires  a  parking  increase  of  ten  or 
more  spaces.  In  performing  Site  Plan  Review,  the  Planning 
Board  may  authorize  alternatives  to  the  following 
specifications,  taking  into  consideration  existing  vegetation, 
topography,  soils,  and  other  site  conditions,  provided  that 
equivalent  screening,  shading,  and  articulation  are  achieved. 

"3512.  Plants. 

(i)  Type  of  materials.  Required  plants  shall  include  both  trees 
and  shrubs,  and  may  include  ones  existing  on  the  site.  To  be 
credited  towards  meeting  these  requirements,  trees  must  be  at 
least  3"  caliper,  be  of  a  species  common  in  the  area,  and  be  ones 
which  reach  an  ultimate  height  of  at  least  30  feet.  To  be  credited 
towards  meeting  these  requirements,  shrubs  must  be  at  least 
24"  in  height  at  the  time  of  building  occupancy,  reach  an 
ultimate  height  of  at  least  36",  and  be  of  a  species  common  in 
the  area. 

(ii)  Number  of  Plants.  The  minimum  number  of  trees  in  the 
planting  areas  equals  planting  area  length  (in  feet)  divided  by 
30,  and  the  number  of  shrubs  equals  planting  area  length  (in 
feet)  divided  by  three.  Plants  preferably  will  be  grouped,  not 
evenly  spaced,  and  shall  be  located  or  trimmed  to  avoid 
blocking  egress  visibility.  The  planting  area  shall  be  unpaved 
except  for  access  drives  and  walks  essentially  perpendicular  to 
the  area. 

"3513.  Planting  Areas. 

(i)  Street  planting  area.  Street  planting  is  required  for  premises 
abutting  any  arterial  street,  except  within  the  B-1  district,  which 
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is  exempted  from  this  requirement.  The  required  number  of 
plantings  shall  be  located  within  15  feet  of  the  street  property 
line  along  the  entire  street  frontage  except  at  drives. 

(ii)  Sideline  planting  area.  Sideline  planting  is  required  for 
premises  abutting  any  arterial  street.  The  required  number  of 
plantings  shall  be  provided  within  five  feet  of  the  side  lot  line 
between  the  front  lot  line  and  the  building  setback  (as  actually 
proposed,  not  as  minimally  required)  except  at  openings  for 
shared  access  with  adjacent  premises. 

(iii)  District  boundary  planting  area*.  District  Boundary  planting 
is  required  on  any  premises  along  the  full  length  of  any 
boundary  abutting  or  extending  into  a  Residential  District  and 
being  developed  for  a  use  not  allowed  in  that  Residential 
District,  unless  in  performing  Site  Plan  Review  the  Planning 
Board  determines  that  abutting  property  is  unbuildable  or 
visually  separated  by  topographic  features.  The  required 
number  of  plantings  shall  be  located  within  ten  feet  of  the 
boundary. 

(iv)  Parking  area  plantings.  Parking  lots  containing  30  or  more 
spaces  must  be  provided  with  plantings,  as  follows:  A  minimum 
of  2%  of  the  interior  area  of  the  lot  shall  be  unpaved  planting 
area.  A  minimum  of  one  tree  and  four  shrubs  exclusive  of 
perimeter  plantings  must  be  planted  for  every  1 ,500  square  feet 
of  parking  lot.  Planting  areas  must  each  contain  not  less  than  30 
square  feet  of  unpaved  soil  area.  Trees  and  soil  plots  shall  be  so 
located  as  to  provide  visual  relief  and  wind  interruption  within 
the  parking  area,  and  to  assure  safe  patterns  of  internal 
circulation. 

"3514.  Existing  Vegetation. 

Wherever  possible,  the  above  requirements  shall  be  met  by 
retention  of  existing  plants.  If  located  within  25  feet  of  a  street, 
no  existing  tree  of  6"  or  greater  caliper,  dense  hedgerow  of  four 
or  more  feet  in  both  depth  and  height,  or  existing  earth  berm 
providing  similar  visual  screening  shall  be  removed  or  have 
grade  change  more  than  one  foot  unless  dictated  by  plant 
health,  access  safety,  or  identification  of  the  premises. 

"3515.  Exceptions. 

Where  plant  materials  as  required  would  harmfully  obstruct  a 
scenic  view,  substitution  of  additional  low  level  plantings  which 
will  visually  define  the  street  edge  or  property  line  may  be 
authorized,  provided  that  proposed  buildings  area  also 
designed  and  located  to  preserve  that  scenic  view. 
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"3516.  Maintenance. 


All  plant  materials  required  by  this  bylaw  shall  be  maintained  in 
a  healthful  condition.  Dead  limbs  shall  be  promptly  removed, 
and  dead  plants  shall  be  replaced  at  the  earliest  appropriate 
season."

QUESTION  1 

REFERENDUM  PETITION  ON  AN  EXISTING  LAW 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was 
approved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  May  20, 1 987  by  a 
vote  of  93-58,  and  approved  by  the  Senate  on  May  20, 1 987,  by  a 
vote  of  31-8? 

SUMMARY 

The  law  provides  a  salary  increase,  effective  January  7, 1987,  for 
the  members  of  the  legislature  and  certain  constitutional 
officers  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Beginning  at  a  base  salary  of  $30,000,  each  member  of  the 
legislature  will  receive  a  salary  increase  under  the  law  equal  to 
the  compounded  percentage  increase  in  the  salaries  of  full  time 
employees  who  are  subject  to  collective  bargaining  agreements 
between  the  Commonwealth  and  the  ALLIANCE,  AFSCME  - 
SEIU,  AFL  —  CIO  in  effect  between  January  5,  1983  and 
January  7,  1987;  Thereafter  the  salaries  of  each  member  of  the 
legislature  will  be  increased  by  the  same  percentages  as  the 
salaries  of  full  time  state  employees  subject  to  the  collective 
bargaining  agreements. 
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The  law  further  provides  that  members  of  the  legislature  holding 
leadership  positions  and  committee  chairmanships  will  receive 
an  annual  sum  in  addition  totheirsalary.Thisadditional  amount 
will  vary  from  $7,500  to  $35,000  depending  upon  the  particular 
position  the  member  holds. 

The  law  also  increases  the  salaries  of  certain  constitutional 
officers.  Under  the  law  the  salary  of  the  governor  is  set  at 
$85,000;  the  salaries  of  the  lieutenant  governor,  state  secretary, 
state  treasurer  and  the  state  auditor  are  set  at  $70,000;  and  the 
salary  of  the  attorney  general  is  set  at  $75,000. 

Any  individual  may  waive  his  or  her  salary  increase  under  this 
law.  Any  amount  so  waived  shall  not  be  deemed  regular 
compensation  for  the  purposes  of  computing  any  such  person's 
benefits  and  shall  be  exempt  from  state  taxation.

The  proposed  law  would  repeal  state  law  requiring  that  the 
wages,  including  payments  to  health  and  welfare  plans,  paid  to 
persons  employed  in  the  construction  of  public  works  be  no  less 
than  the  wages  paid  locally  underexisting  collective  bargaining 
agreements  and  understandings,  or  by  the  municipality,  for  the 
same  kind  of  work.  Under  the  proposed  law,  the  Commissioner 
of  Labor  and  Industries  would  no  longer  set  wage  rates  for  such 
work  or  classify  jobs. 

The  proposed  law  would  also  remove  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor  and  Industries'  authority  to  set  the  wage  rates  of 
employees  of  contractors  who  move  office  furniture  and 
fixtures  for  the  state  or  a  county,  city,  town  or  district,  and 
remove  the  Commissioner's  authority  to  set  the  wage  rates  of 
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operators  of  vehicles  and  other  equipment  engaged  in  public 
works. 

The  proposed  law  would  not  change  the  way  wages  are  set  for 
laborers  employed  by  the  state  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission.

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  which  was 
disapproved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  on  May  2, 1988,  by 
a  vote  of  2-1 50,  and  disapproved  by  the  Senate  on  May  3, 1 988, 
by  a  vote  of  0-34? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  require  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  to  issue  regulations  to 
ensure  that  farm  animals  are  maintained  in  good  health  and  that 
cruel  or  inhumane  practices  are  not  used  in  the  raising, 
handling  or  transportation  of  farm  animals. 

The  Commissioner  would  issue  regulations,  effective  within 
four  years  after  passage  of  the  proposed  law,  about  the  surgical 
procedures  used  on  farm  animals,  the  transportation  and 
slaughter  of  farm  animals,  and  the  diet  and  housing  of  those 
animals.  The  Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  could 
issue  exemption  permits  for  a  period  of  time  up  to  one  year  and 
one  half  to  any  farmer. 

Under  the  proposed  measure,  an  unpaid  Scientific  Advisory 
Board  on  Farm  Animal  Welfare  comprised  of  veterinarians  and 
animal  scientists  would  also  be  established  within  the 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture.  The  Board  would  examine 
animal  agricultural  practices,  issue  for  publication  certain 
reports  on  farm  practices,  and  make  non-binding 
recommendations  to  the  Commissioner  about  specific 
regulations.  If  approporiated  by  the  legislature,  the  Board  may 
allocate  an  annual  sum  of  not  more  than  ten  cents  per 
Massachusetts  citizen  to  assist  farmers  in  adopting  methods 
which  are  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  law. 
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The  Director  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Health  would  be 
responsible  for  enforcing  regulations  issued  as  a  result  of  this 
proposed  law.  Persons  who  violate  the  new  law  would  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000.

Shall  an  act  be  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighty-eight,  entitled  "An  Act  relative  to  a  charter 
for  the  county  of  Barnstable',  be  accepted? 

SUMMARY 

Acceptance  of  the  proposed  Home  Rule  plan  by  a  majority  of 
the  voters  of  Barnstable  County  will  create  a  new  form  of  county 
government  under  which  Barnstable  County  will  be  governed 
by  an  elected  fifteen  member  Assembly  of  Delegates  and  an 
elected  three  member  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

The  Assembly  of  Delegates  will  consist  of  one  member  elected 
for  a  two  year  term  by  and  from  the  voters  of  fifteen 
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municipalities  of  the  County.  The  legislative  powers  of  the 
County  as  exercised  by  resolution  or  ordinance  will  be  vested 
the  Assembly.  Votes  of  the  delegates  to  the  Assembly  will  be 
weighted  according  to  the  population  of  the  municipality  they 
represent.  The  delegates  shall  elect  from  its  own  number  a 
Speaker  and  Deputy  Speaker  and  shall  also  elect  a  person  not  a 
member  of  the  Assembly  to  serve  as  clerk.  Approval  authority 
over  the  annual  operating  and  capital  outlay  budgets  of  the 
County  is  vested  in  the  Assembly  of  Delegates. 

The  executive  powers  of  Barnstable  County  will  be  exercised  by 
a  three  member  Board  of  County  Commissioners  elected  at 
large  for  staggered  four  year  terms.  Such  powers  include 
preparation  of  annual  operating  and  capital  outlay  budgets  for 
submission  to  the  Assembly  of  Delegates  and  the  Advisory 
Board  on  County  Expenditures,  supervision  of  the  care  and 
custody  of  all  county  property,  institutions  and  agencies  and 
oversight  of  the  collection  and  expenditure  of  county  funds.  The 
Board  shall  have  appointive  powers  over  generally  all  county 
departments  and  shall  appoint  a  County  Administrator  to  serve 
as  chief  administrative  officer  of  the  county  to  exercise  general 
day  to  day  supervision  of  all  county  agencies. 

The  County  Sheriff  will  continue  to  be  elected  at  large  as 
provided  by  law.  The  positions  of  County  Treasurer  and 
Registrar  of  Deeds  will  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  County 
Commissioners  after  each  position  is  filled  by  election  one  more 
time.  Municipal  petition,  citizen  initiative  and  referendum 
procedures  shall  be  available  to  the  voters  of  the  County. 

The  County  shall  have  authority  by  interlocal  contract,  upon  the 
request  of  any  unit  or  units  of  local  government,  to  provide  local 
service  functions  including,  but  not  limited  to,  public  works, 
refuse  disposal,  public  health  services,  water  distribution, 
police,  fire  and  public  safety  services,  sewage  treatment  and 
disposal,  real  property  assessment  and  transportation  services. 

The  County  may  adopt,  in  addition  to  the  tax  imposed  by  state 
statute,  an  additional  tax  to  be  retained  by  the  County  on  deeds 
and  other  instruments  filed  with  the  Registrar  of  Deeds  at  a  rate 
up  to  but  not  exceeding  the  rate  imposed  by  the  Commonwealth 
under  statue.

The  Committee  reorganized  at  its  May  1989  meeting.  Robert  T. 
Joy  of  Wareham  was  re-elected  Chairperson;  Kenneth  Pereira 
of  Bourne  was  elected  Vice-Chairperson;  Kim  Carman  of 
Wareham  was  re-appointed  as  Treasurer;  and  David  P. 
Sampson  was  elected  Secretary.  Lisa  Doherty  of  Wareham 
served  as  the  Student  Representative  to  the  School  Committee 
for  1988-1989. 


The  School  Committee  and  Superintendent-Director  have 
concluded  an  administration  reorganization  which  eliminates 
the  positions  of  Shop  Coordinator  and  Academic  Coordinator 
and  creates  five  Lead  Teacher  positions  and  a  Dean  of  Students. 
It  is  intended  that  this  administrative  format  will  create  a  more 
effective  organizational  structure  while  reducing  administrative 
costs  by  one  full-time  staff  member. 

The  school  has  been  awarded  a  Carl  Perkins  Vocational  Grant 
of  $49,529  and  will  be  working  to  develop  Competency  Based 
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Vocational  Education  (CBVE)  curricula  during  the  1989-1990 
school  year.  The  grant  provides  for  a  full-time  Curriculum 
Resource  person  who  will  work  with  existing  teaching  staff  to 
improve  and  update  curriculum. 

An  additional  grant  of  $23,256.00  will  be  utilized  to  install  a 
down-draft  spray  booth  in  the  Auto  Body  Department  during 
the  coming  school  year. 

In  addition  to  high  school  course  offerings,  the  school  is 
offering  courses  for  non-high  school  populations  in 
cooperation  with  the  following  institutions:  Cape  Cod 
Community  College;  Northeastern  University;  University  of 
Massachusetts/Boston  Campus;  and  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Youth  Services. 

Through  the  Extended  Program  offerings  at  Upper  Cape  Cod 
Regional,  Apprenticeship  Courses  are  offered  for  Electrical  and 
Plumbing  and  Heating  apprentices,  Master  Electricians,  and 
Electrical  Code  Review  for  licensed  electricians. 

The  committee  has  voted  to  phase  out  the  Upholstery  Program 
over  a  two-year  period,  thereby  permitting  all  presently  enrolled 
students  to  complete  their  education.  This  decision  was  based 
upon  insufficent  student  enrollment  to  justify  program 
continuation. 

A  fiscal  audit  of  1986-1987  and  1987-1988  financial  records  has 
been  conducted  by  Daniel  Dennis  and  Company,  Inc.  of  Boston 
and  a  final  report  presented  to  the  Committee  and  Selectmen  in 
June  1989.  A  fiscal  1988-1989  audit  is  scheduled  for  the  fall  of 
1989. 

A  revised  Collective  Bargaining  Agreement  between  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Teachers  Association  was  finalized  in  June 
1989.  The  new  contract  will  extend  from  September  1988 
through  August  1991. 

A  Technical  Energy  Audit  Grant  for  $6,570  was  awarded  to  the 
school.  Crowley  Engineering  of  Middleboro  was  contracted  to 
perform  the  energy  audit.  A  subsequent  grant  application  has 
resulted  in  a  second  grant  of  $42,573  to  replace  lighting,  doors 
and  windows,  and  to  calibrate  the  pneumatic  control  system. 

Universal  Engineering  of  Boston  was  contracted  to  provide  test 
samplings  of  asbestos  and  present  a  management  report  of  the 
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building  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Asbestos  Hazard 
Emergency  Response  Act  (AHERA).  Asbestos  was  found  to  be 
present  in  four  areas,  all  of  which  are  in  the  main  corridors 
between  suspended  ceilings  and  the  roof  in  an  area  which  is 
classified  as  dead  air  space.  The  removal  of  this  asbestos 
substance  is  estimated  to  cost  $200,000. 

A  Net  Operating  Budget  for  1989-1990  of  $2,147,709.25  and  a 
Net  Capital  Budget  of  $125,000  was  adopted  by  the  School 
Committee  and  approved  by  the  five  sending  towns. 

In  addition  to  local  funding,  the  school  received  approximately 
$190,000  through  the  following  grant  programs:  Chapter  188; 
Carl  Perkins  P.L.  98-524;  Chapter  1 ;  Special  Needs  P.L.  94-142; 
Federally  Affected  P.L.  98-874  and  other  miscellaneous  grants. 

The  graduating  class  of  1989  included  eleven  students  from 
Bourne;  twenty-nine  students  from  Falmouth;  four  students 
each  from  Marion  and  Sandwich;  and  forty-five  students  from 
Wareham.  Our  graduates  continue  to  be  in  great  demand  with 
85%  employed;  5%  military;  and  10%  schooling  beyond  Upper 
Cape  Regional. 

Student  successes  have  included  two  students  earning  Bronze 
Medals  and  one  student  a  Silver  Medal  in  the  Regional  VICA 
State  Competition;  the  Upper  /Cape  Cod  Regional  Soccer 
Team  received  the  Mayflower  League  Sportsmanship  Trophy 
for  the  second  consecutive  year. 

Carpentry  students  constructed  a  parsonage  for  the  Forestdale 
Baptist  Church  in  Sandwich,  as  well  as  several  smaller  building 
projects  for  municipal  and  non-profit  organizations. 

Academic  services  to  students  have  been  improved  by 
enhancement  of  the  Drop-Out  Prevention  Program  providing 
remedial  and  support  services  to  students  who  are  at  risk  of 
dropping  out  of  school,  and  the  implementation  of  the 
Principles  of  Technology,  Applied  Mathematics,  and  Applied 
Communications  curricula. 

Staff  In-Service  sessions  were  conducted  for  the  Teachers 
regarding  Drop-out  Prevention;  Prejudice;  Learning  Styles;  and 
the  Right  to  Know  Law. 

The  Regional  School  District  Committee  extends  its 
appreciation  to  the  many  advisory  boards  which  assist  us  in 
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developing  and  maintaining  educational  programs,  various 
town  and  school  officials  who  support  our  efforts,  and  the 
Administration  and  other  school  employees  who  continue  to 
contribute  to  the  success  of  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional. 

A  special  note  of  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  taxpayers  of 
our  five-town  district  who  have  consistently  supported  our 
fiscal  requests  at  town  meeting.  Your  continuted  support  of 
vocational-technical  education  for  the  students  of  our  district, 
often  in  the  face  of  significant  financial  difficulty,  is  both 
acknowledged  and  appreciated.

School  Committee 

This  past  year  many  changes  have  taken  place  with  Robert 
Ford,  Gary  Janulewicz,  and  Irene  Lynch  leaving  the  School 
Committee  —  their  many  hours  of  dedicated  service  are 
appreciated.  Nancy  Aborn,  Elizabeth  Connolly,  and  John 
Greene  have  joined  the  School  Committee  and  they  are  busy 
contributing  their  unique  talents  to  the  provision  of  a  quality 
education  in  Bourne. 

The  Committee  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  formulating  and 
adopting  a  Mission  Statement  designed  to  provide  di  rection  and 
inspiration  for  citizens,  employees,  and  students.  The  Mission 
Statement  is: 

"The  Bourne  School  Committee's  mission  is  to 
ensure  that  the  educaiton  provided  by  the  Bourne 
Schools  is  of  the  highest  quality,  while  assuring  the 
community  we  represent  that  its  resources  are  wisely 
utilized." 

RETIREMENTS 

Over  eighty  years  of  service  to  the  young  people  of  Bourne  were 
celebrated  with  the  retirements  of  the  following  staff  members: 

Howard  Gregory,  Dorothy  Prince,  Frances  Daley, 
Geraldine  Eischeid,  Donald  Cunningham,  and  Arthur 
Fournier 

Generations  of  Bourne's  youth  owe  a  great  debt  to  these 
outstanding  people. 

874  FUNDS 

Following  a  very  encouraging  year  last  year  the  federal 
government  changed  the  rules  again  on  874  funds.  The  new 
regulations,  known  as  the  Hawkins-Stafford  Bill,  mean  Bourne's 
hard  won  increases  were  stopped  after  one  year.  The  first 
figures  received  from  Washington  indicated  approximately  one 
half  million  dollars  less  than  the  previous  year.  About  one  half  of 
this  loss  should  be  recovered  in  the  next  fiscal  year  as  a  result  of 
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the  hard  work  of  many  people  and  the  continued  outstanding 
support  of  our  Congressional  delegation  and  their 
understanding  aides. 

For  fiscal  '89,  our  "A"  student  enrollment  remains  at  about  20% 
which  should  have  resulted  in  100%  federal  reimbursement. 
Should  the  day  come  when  the874  program  iseverfully  funded, 
it  will  mean  additional  aid  for  Bourne,  but  this  does  not  appear  to 
be  in  the  cards  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

POLICY  SUBCOMMITTEE 

The  Policy  Subcommittee  has  labored  for  many  long  evenings 
to  make  progress  towards  a  complete  and  comprehensive 
policy  handbook  for  the  school  system.  The  development  of 
new  policies  and  keeping  present  policies  up-to-date  is  a  task  of 
unending  complexity.  The  Committee  meets  at  least  once  a 
month  and  public  input  is  welcome. 

PERSONNEL  SUBCOMMITTEE 

The  Personnel  Subcommittee  has  concentrated  its  efforts  on 
the  development  and  adoption  of  job  descriptions  for  the  many 
positions  for  which  none  exists.  These  efforts  have  been 
towards  developing  job  descriptions  that  use  a  standard  form 
that  spells  out  the  expectation.  An  organizational  chart  has 
been  developed  and  refined  and  its  adoption  will  give  all 
interested  parties  direction  for  the  future. 

CURRICULUM  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Curriculum  Subcommittee  has  been  active  in  working  to 
review  the  voluminous  production  of  the  newly  created 
Curriculum  Council  and  the  Curriculum  Committees.  A  new 
process  has  been  organized  in  the  school  system  this  year  and 
teachers  and  administrators  have  enthusiastically  spent 
hundreds  of  hours  after  school  putting  the  pieces  of  an 
excellent  curriculum  into  motion.  We  now  have  a  five-year  plan 
to  address  all  aspects  of  the  curriculum  and  to  establish  a  five- 
year  cycle  of  review  and  renewal. 

IN-SERVICE 

A  comprehensive  program  of  in-service  for  teaching  staff  has 
taken  shape  with  emphasis  on  those  areas  of  the  curriculum  and 
instruction  identified  to  be  targeted  first.  All  staff  will  have 
available  a  complete  listing  of  in-service  offerings  at  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year.  Many  teachers  have  had  the 
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pleasure  of  exposure  to  new  ideas  in  the  areas  of  whole 
language,  math  manipulatives,  writing,  reading,  and  others.  The 
excitement  of  learning  new  ideas  is  evident  at  many  levels. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

Many  efforts  have  been  started  to  improve  public  relations 
between  the  schools  and  our  public  during  the  past  year.  Some 
of  these  are:  a  Public  Relations  Subcommittee,  Cable  T.V. 
productions,  a  Superintendent's  column,  School  Committee 
meetings  in  all  schools,  a  School  Committee  Welcome 
Brochure,  and  a  system  information  pamphlet.  I  have  taken 
many  opportunities  to  talk  to  local  groups  during  this  year  and  I 
am  ready  to  accept  any  invitations  from  groups  to  talk  about 
education  locally  and/or  from  a  wider  perspective. 

REACHING  OUT  FROM  BOURNE 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  establish  the  Bourne  Public  Schools 
in  its  place  as  a  leading  system  in  the  area.  This  summer  we  are 
offering  a  workshop  for  Bourne  and  some  of  our  neighbors  in 
whole  language  instruction  and  a  college  course  in  school  law  is 
being  hosted  at  Peebles  School.  Both  of  these  programs  were 
oversubscribed  very  early  in  the  year.  We  will  continue  to  take  a 
leadership  position  in  our  area  to  the  benefit  of  all  education. 

FINANCIAL  SITUATION 

The  budget  season  for  the  FY'90  budget  has  been  one  of 
unprecedented  concern  to  all  of  those  in  our  schools.  The 
concern  created  by  the  possible  loss  of  many  programs  through 
budget  cuts  dominated  the  first  five  months  of  1 989.  The  unrest 
and  apprehension  of  layoffs  and  uncertainty  of  the  possible  lack 
of  continuation  of  valuable  educational  programs  set  a  tone  of 
high  pressure.  The  vote  of  the  Bourne  citizens  to  override 
Proposition  21/2  has  been  met  with  great  appreciation  for  the 
support  and  confidence  it  gives  our  school  population.  We  go 
into  the  new  school  year  with  a  renewed  attitude  of  positive 
thinking.  John  F.  Kennedy  once  said,  "Our  progress  as  a  nation 
can  be  no  swifter  than  our  progress  in  education."

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  submit  herewith  its  report  for 
Fiscal  Year  1990. 

Tax  Title  properties  total  307  with  payments  due  $488,369.28. 

PENDING  LITIGATION  OF  BOURNE  CASES  AS  OF  JUNE  30, 
1990. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  provide  municipal  services 
with  the  limited  funds  available  to  the  Town  each  year.  We  have  in- 
stituted numerous  economies  and  efficiences  in  the  past  several 
years.  Municipal  government  provides  services  which  are  highly  labor 
intensive.  Over  80%  of  the  cost  of  municipal  services  is  related  to  per- 
sonnel costs.  Although  the  Town  continues  to  grow,  municipal  ser- 
vices levels  have  actually  decreased  in  many  areas  in  the  past  few 
years.  We  will  continue  to  strive  to  provide  cost  efficient  and  quality 
municipal  services  despite  ever-decreasing  available  funds. 

Our  weekly  administrative  and  financial  staff  meetings  have  been 
very  successful  due  to  the  participation  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
School  Committee,  Town  Clerk  &  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Asses- 
sor's Department,  Town  Accountant  and  Data  Processing  Depart- 
ment. Maintaining  open  lines  of  communication  have  led  to  a  better 
decision  making  process.  Cooperation  assists  development  of  prob- 
lem solving  procedures  which  complete  the  tasks  faster  and  with 
fewer  errors. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Town  officials  are  still  pursuing  the  Route  28  South  Connector  pro- 
ject. State  funds  have  been  appropriated  to  update  the  environmental 
impact  statement  on  the  project.  Although  progress  has  been  ex- 
tremely slow,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  continue  to  work  dili- 
gently in  keeping  this  issue  in  the  forefront.  Although  no  commit- 
ment has  been  made  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Works,  we  remain  optimistic  about  the  project's  approval. 

As  a  result  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Route  25  extension,  traffic 
congestion  at  the  Sagamore  Rotary  this  summer  has  improved  some- 
what, at  least  to  the  point  where  the  State  has  not  implemented  the 
use  of  barricades  to  block  east/west  traffic  circulation.  The  M.D.P.W. 
is  preparing  plans  for  a  proposed  structural  change  which  will  elimi 
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nate  the  rotary  entirely.  We  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  opportunity 
to  review  these  proposed  plans  with  input  from  local  residents  and 
businessmen. 

ENVIRONMENTAL  MATTERS 

Construction  Contracts  1  and  2  for  the  Buzzards  Bay  Sewerage  Pro- 
ject are  underway  with  Contracts  3  and  4  for  Hideaway  Village  sche- 
duled to  begin  construction  this  fall  after  8  years  of  study  and  plan- 
ning. With  a  total  project  cost  of  approximately  $9,500,000,  the 
Town  will  receive  Federal  and  State  Grants  totalling  $6,630,000.  The 
Board  is  extremely  pleased  that  it  was  able  to  take  advantage  of  and 
receive  the  last  of  the  Federal  (EPA)  and  State  (557  Program)  Grants 
available  for  public  sewerage  abatement  projects,  and  especially  the 
Farmers  Home  Administration  Grant  of  $2,586,300.  Without  this 
funding,  the  cost  to  the  residential  users  of  the  sewer  system  would 
have  resulted  in  very  costly  residential  property  betterment  charges; 
but  because  of  these  grants  the  need  for  residential  betterment 
charges  has  been  eliminated.  Special  thanks  to  Representative  Cahir 
and  Congressman  Studds  for  their  tireless  efforts  and  assistance  in 
helping  the  Board  obtain  the  maximum  grant  funding  available.  As  a 
result,  this  project  will  not  only  help  alleviate  some  of  the  pollution 
problems  of  Buzzards  and  Buttermilk  Bays,  but  when  completed  will 
allow  for  the  septage  lagoons  to  be  closed  with  all  septage  being 
transported  to  Wareham  for  treatment. 

Approximately  $4,569,000  of  the  estimated  project  cost  has  been 
expended  through  June  30,  1990.  Contract  1,  which  began  con- 
struction in  September  1989,  is  approximately  70%  complete  with 
all  the  interceptor  sewer  work  in  Main  Street  complete  with  the 
exception  of  the  final  curb  to  curb  paving.  Construction  of  the  main 
pumping  station  behind  the  Fire  Station  will  begin  in  July  with  com- 
pletion scheduled  for  November,  one  month  ahead  of  the  required 
contract  completion  date.  Final  paving  of  Main  Street  will  take  place 
this  fall. 

Contract  2,  which  began  construction  in  May,  is  approximately  17% 
complete  with  over  6,500  feet  of  8-inch  gravity  sewer  installed  in 
Holt  Road;  Speranza  and  Academy  Drives;  Perry  and  Harrison  Ave- 
nues; and  Sumer,  Wallace,  Washington  and  St.  Margarets  Streets.  The 
remaining  gravity  and  low  pressure  sewers  are  scheduled  to  be  in- 
stalled by  November.  Installation  of  the  203  grinder  pump  units  will 
begin  in  August  and  be  completed  in  March  1991. 

Contracts  3  and  4  will  be  advertised  for  bids  in  October  of  this  year 
with  construction  scheduled  to  commence  in  December.  A  Septem- 
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ber  1991  completion  date  for  Contract  3  is  anticipated  with  Contract 
4  estimated  to  be  completed  by  December  1991. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  accompanied  by  the  Association  for  the 
Preservation  of  Cape  Cod,  the  Buzzards  Bay  Advisory  Committee, 
the  Buzzards  Bay  Coalition  and  several  local  and  state  officials  in 
vociferously  opposing  a  proposal  by  the  Otis  Air  National  Guard  to 
pump  treated  effluent  from  their  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility 
through  a  pipeline  to  an  area  near  the  Cape  Cod  Canal.  This  proposal 
is  one  of  five  different  alternatives  cited  in  a  draft  Environmental  Im- 
pact Statement  released  for  public  comment.  Although  the  Board 
appreciates  the  need  for  the  Otis  Air  National  Guard  to  upgrade  their 
Wastewater  Treatment  Facility,  we  will  not  support  any  proposal 
which  will  further  degrade  our  waterways. 

OTHER  MATTERS 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  extends  its  best  wishes  to  Julie  FitzGerald, 
Daniel  Shalkauskas,  Oliver  Watka,  Donald  Cunningham,  Arthur  For- 
mer, Marian  Riha,  Kay  O'Reilly,  Howard  Gregory,  Thomas  Hanley 
and  Phil  Norton  on  their  retirement  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectman 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Fiscal  1990  commenced  with  review  of  computer  values  on  all  new 
construction  in  readiness  for  the  tax  billing.  10,703  parcels  of  tax- 
able Real  Estate  were  assessed  at  a  total  of  $1,595,741,680.  as  of 
January  1,  1989.  Also  3130  Personal  Property  accounts  were 
assessed  at  a  total  valuation  of  $38,210,580.  The  tax  rate  for  Fiscal 
1990  was  set  at  $8.78  per  $1,000.  of  assessed  valuation  with  total 
amount  raised  by  taxation  for  Fiscal  1990  of  $14,021,018.00.  Real 
Estate  and  Personal  Property  tax  bills  were  issued  on  March  19 
1990. 

The  Assessors  received  391  applications  for  statutory  exemptions  for 
disabled  veterans,  blind  persons  and  elderly  over  70  years  of  age.  A 
total  of  $105,140.22  in  exemptions  were  granted.  Real  Estate  and 
Personal  Property  abatement  applications  for  fiscal  year  1990  were 
abated  in  the  amount  of  $105,941.04. 

The  majority  of  Fiscal  1990  Boat  Excise  tax  bills  were  issued  on  Jan- 
uary 18,  1990  with  $124,852  in  tax  and  1900  bills  committed  to  the 
Tax  Collector  for  collection.  The  total  of  Fiscal  1990  boat  bills  was 
$127,097  with  1926  bills  being  issued. 

Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  for  1988  were  issued  during  Fiscal 
1990  with  $23,833.40  in  tax  committed.  1989  Motor  Vehicle  Ex- 
cise tax  bills  were  issued  during  Fiscal  1990  with  $284,912.52  com- 
mitted. The  1990  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  through  June  30, 
1990  were  sent  out  in  two  commitments,  the  first  being  for  11075 
bills  in  the  amount  of  $562,182.50.  The  second  commitment  is- 
sued 1840  bills  for  a  total  of  $96,241.52.  The  grand  total  being 
$658,429.02.  TO  YOU  THE  TAXPAYER,  Please  contact  the  Asses- 
sors Department  if  you  have  any  errors  in  your  excise  tax  bills  or  if 
you  sell,  trade  or  junk  your  vehicle.  NO  adjustments  are  made  auto- 
matically. 

The  amount  of  work  within  the  Assessors  Department  increased  in 
new  construction  to  be  viewed,  over  906  deeds  to  be  processed,  and 
49  subdivision  plans.  Building  permits  were  reviewed  for  102  new 
dwellings. 

The  second  phase  of  Revaluation  of  the  Town  is  now  completed. 
We  move  onto  the  third  an  final  phase,  establishing  new  values.  The 
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expected  end  of  Revaluation  will  be  sometime  in  November  or 
December  after  final  certification  by  the  Department  of  Revenue. 


We  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  our  first  in-house  revaluation 
with  anticipated  eagerness.  Doing  the  property  revaluation  in  house 
has  saved  the  taxpayers  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

The  Recapitulation  Sheet,  which  provides  information  as  to  how  the 
Fiscal  1990  tax  rate  was  set,  is  available  for  inspection  at  the  Asses- 
sors Office  during  regular  business  hours.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN  TREASURER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

We  might  label  Fiscal  90  as  the  year  in  which  "the  best  laid  plans 
.  .  ."  were  undermined.  Clearly  the  Commonwealth  did  not  make  life 
very  easy  for  anyone  in  a  municipal  financial  management  position. 
It  appeared  that  no  matter  how  well  each  of  us  performed  out  duties, 
the  Commonwealth  managed  to  add  difficulty  to  the  execution  of 
those  duties.  Even  your  support  via  the  Proposition  2  1/2  Override 
vote  to  fully  fund  Fiscal  90,  was  jeopardized  by  the  Governor  and 
many  of  our  state  legislators. 

For  me,  much  of  the  year  was  spent  continually  evaluating  our  week- 
ly cash  flow  positions  to  insure  that  the  treasury  would  be  able  to 
fund  payroll  and  bill  warrants.  The  Governor's  decision  to  illegally 
revert  to  payment  of  state  aid  on  a  semi-annual  basis  rather  than 
quarterly  exacerbated  an  already  tender  cash  flow  situation  caused 
by  the  large  numbers  of  property  owners  who  either  paid  their  tax 
bills  late  or  not  at  all.  These  two  factors  led  to  the  need  for  the 
treasury  to  issue  $2.2  million  in  short  term  Revenue  Anticipation 
Notes  by  August.  I  believe  that  much  of  this  borrowing  in  anticipa- 
tion of  revenue,  and  the  several  other  issuances  of  revenue  notes, 
could  have  been  avoided  if  state  aid  payments  had  been  made  accord- 
ing the  General  Laws  of  this  state. 

In  addition  to  issuing  revenue  notes,  I  took  issues  to  market  in  anti- 
cipation of  receipt  of  Federal  Grants  and  in  anticipation  of  issuing 
General  Obligation  Bonds  to  fund  the  various  projects  authorized  by 
Town  Meeting.  During  this  fiscal  year,  we  continued  work  on  the 
renovation  and  expansion  of  the  high  school,  began  the  capping  of 
the  landfill,  began  the  actual  construction  of  sewers  in  Buzzards  Bay 
and  purchased  several  pieces  of  equipment  for  the  DPW,  all  funded 
by  issuing  debt.  I  sold  one  General  Obligation,  multi-purpose  bond  in 
December,  which  consolidated  the  short  term  debt  issued  to  that 
point. 

On  the  bright  side,  Fiscal  90  was  the  year  in  which  I  developed  com- 
puter expertise  for  the  Treasurer's  office.  Thanks  to  the  successful 
vote  at  town  meeting,  we  purchased  several  Personal  Computers  for 
the  various  departments  at  town  hall.  While  the  Treasurer's  Office 
has  been  tied  into  the  town's  mainframe  for  payroll  and  vender  func- 
tions, the  mainframe  did  not  provide  any  spreadsheet  software  so 
necessary  for  a  variety  of  cash  management  functions.

During  this  year  I  have  studied  and  taught  myself  how  to  design  a 
computer  spreadsheet  tailored  to  the  needs  of  the  Treasurer's  Office. 
I  have  now  created  a  variety  of  such  spreadsheet  programs.  The 
official  monthly  Treasurer's  Report  of  Receipts  to  the  Town  Ac- 
countant is  now  created  by  computer.  Various  reconciliation  reports 
of  the  Treasurer's  Cash  are  generated  on  the  PC,  and  can  provide  me 
with  our  cash  balance  daily.  I  also  generate  the  quarterly  and  annual 
cash  management  reports  required  of  me  by  the  Bureau  of  Accounts, 
Department  of  Revenue.  We  now  calculate  on  the  PC  the  interest  due 
on  Tax  Title  properties  from  the  date  of  certification  by  the  Tax  Col- 
lector to  the  date  of  redemption.  (I  obtained  a  copy  of  this  program 
and  modified  it  to  better  fit  our  needs.) 

As  this  fiscal  year  draws  to  a  close,  I  have  begun  to  create  a  data  base 
of  all  our  Tax  Title  accounts.  The  acquisition  of  Formbase  (a  soft- 
ware package  from  Xerox)  has  allowed  me  to  attempt  to  design  this 
data  base.  Once  complete,  the  307  parcels  in  tax  title  will  be  access- 
able  by  map  and  parcel,  owner's  name,  year  the  tax  lein  was  initi- 
ated, water  district,  and  many  other  sorting  criteria.  Although  this  is 
a  very  time-intensive  project,  the  ability  to  manage  the  tax  title  ac- 
counts so  quickly  and  easily  will  improve  the  processing  of  these 
accounts  and  bring  in  additional  delinquent  tax  revenues. 

I  wish  to  thank  Ogden  Hammond  of  Monument  Beach  for  all  his 
support  and  encouragement  of  my  computer  endeavors.  Mr.  Ham- 
mond designs  computers  and  has  helped  facilitate  computer  literacy 
in  many  municipal  departments,  i  also  wish  to  thank  my  son  Joseph, 
10,  who  forced  me  to  become  computer  literate  in  order  to  keep  up 
with  him. 

Finally,  the  Treasurer's  Office  has  successfully  administered  a  system 
of  direct  deposit  of  payroll  for  all  town  employees  who  elect  to  par- 
ticipate as  authorized  by  Town  Meeting  vote  of  May  1988.  We  were 
providing  this  service  for  149  employees  by  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  Fiscal  ! 
Year  1990,  which  began  on  July  1,  1989  and  ended  on  June  30, 
1990. 

RETIREMENTS 

Lt.  Oliver  E.  Watka  retired  July  29,  1989  after  thirty-eight  years  of 
service  to  the  Department  and  Ptl.  Daniel  J.  Shalkauskas  retired  July  ; 
27,  1989  after  serving  the  Department  for  twenty-seven  years. 

Mrs.  Julie  S.  FitzGerald  who  was  the  Administrative  Secretary  under 
Chief's  Maiolini  and  Mannix  served  the  Department  for  nineteen  t 
years  before  her  retirement  on  August  31 ,  1989. 

APPOINTMENTS 

On  September  10,  1989,  Ptl.  Christopher  J.  Farrell  and  Ptl.  Richard 
E.  Tavares  were  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant.  Sgt.  Farrell  has  ! 
been  on  the  Department  since  1977  and  Sgt.  Tavares  has  been  with 
the  Department  since  1978. 

Upon  the  promotion  of  the  two  new  Sergeants,  the  Department  ! 
gained  two  new  Patrolmen,  Jeffrey  A.  Lanoie  a  resident  of  Monu- 
ment  Beach  and  Kim  M.  Young  as  resident  of  Pocasset. 

Mrs.  Susan  Gould  who  has  been  employed  by  the  Police  Department 
for  eleven  years  was  promoted  to  Administrative  Secretary  upon  the 
retirement  of  Mrs.  Julie  FitzGerald. 

Mrs.  Lillian  A.  Norkus  was  promoted  from  Secretary  I  to  Account 
Clerk  II.  Mrs.  Norkus  has  been  with  the  Department  for  a  little  over  I 
two  years. 

Mrs.  Kelly  O'Leary  was  hired  in  September  of  1989  to  fill  the  posi- 
tion of  Secretary  I  which  was  vacated  with  the  promotion  of  Mrs. 
Norkus. 

NARCOTICS  INVESTIGATIONS 

In  October  of  1989,  a  procedure  was  implemented  within  the  Bourne 
Police  Department  that  utilizes  members  of  the  patrol  force  as  rep- 
resentatives to  the  Barnstable  County  Task  Force.  These  officers 
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were  selected,  one  from  each  of  the  three  basic  shifts,  to  act  as  a 
means  of  developing  and  gathering  drug  related  information  and  to 
relay  this  information  back  and  forth  within  the  Department.  Once 
a  week,  one  of  the  representatives  attends  the  meeting  of  the  Barn- 
stable County  Drug  Task  Force,  armed  with  the  information  ga- 
thered by  all  of  the  other  members  of  the  Bourne  Police  Department. 
This  process  is  working  well  in  the  developing  of  drug  conspiracy 
cases  and  undercover  operations. 


In  May  1990,  one  member  of  this  group  was  released  from  his  nor- 
mal patrol  duties  for  half  of  his  work  week  to  conduct  narcotic  inves- 
tigations. This  officer  concentrated  his  efforts  on  drug  activity  within 
Bourne,  along  with  working  with  the  County  Drug  Task  Force. 

|    D.A.R.E.  PROGRAM 

This  past  school  year  saw  the  D.A.R.E.  (Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Edu- 
cation) Program  taught  in  the  Bourne  School  System.  Students  in  the 
sixth  grade  of  the  Peebles  and  Otis  Memorial  Schools  were  involved 
in  the  Program.  D.A.R.E.  involves  sixteen  lessons  aimed  at  teaching 
I  the  students  that  it  is  all  right  to  say  no  to  drugs  and  instructing  in 
ways  to  say  no  and  resist  the  temptation  of  peer  pressure. 


At  the  end  of  the  sixteen  lessons,  the  students  received  diplomas 
from  the  D.A.R.E.  Program  and  later  received  D.A.R.E.  tee-shirts. 
The  approximately  225  students  that  participated  in  the  Program, 
and  their  parents,  can  be  proud  of  the  work  and  effort  they  put  into 
the  lessons. 

The  Bourne  Police  Department  and  the  Bourne  School  Department 
will  again  provide  the  D.A.R.E.  Program  to  the  sixth  grade  this  com- 
ing school  year.

The  Fiscal  Year  of  1990  recorded  the  highest  number  of  calls  for  ser- 
vices in  the  history  of  the  Bourne  Police  Department.  The  Police 
Department  is  the  only  organization  open  for  service  twenty-four 
hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week  with  patrol  cruisers  responding  to 
every  emergency  in  the  Town  whether  ambulance,  fire,  health  or 
crimes  in  progress. 

Each  year,  the  Police  Department  has  been  asked  to  provide  more 
and  more  services  with  less  resources  but  the  Department  has  finally 
reached  the  saturation  point.  Since  the  mid  70's,  no  personnel  have 
been  added  to  the  Department  and  at  the  same  time,  reductions  in 
the  Budget  have  reduced  manning  levels  in  a  period  when  our  calls 
for  service  and  crime  rates  are  reaching  an  all  time  high. 

This  trend  to  higher  crime  rates  and  calls  for  services  can  be  clearly 
seen  by  reviewing  the  following  statistics  showing  the  last  four  years 
and  the  mid  70's  when  we  were  authorized  our  current  compliment 
of  department  personnel:

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The  demand  for  police  services  as  you  can  see  has  doubled  and  we 
have  stretched  our  resources  to  accommodate  this  demand  but  we 
have  had  to  set  priorities  which  meant,  follow  up  investigations  were 
not  completed  because  of  budgetary  considerations.  This  has  caused 
our  clearance  rates  to  fall  to  an  all  time  low  of  .07%  the  last  two 
years.  The  Department  clearance  rate  was  as  high  as  24.9%  with  three 
Detectives  in  1976  but  now  we  have  been  operating  with  only  one 
Detective. 

The  Towns  biggest  enforcement  problem  is  the  same  as  every  other 
community,  the  war  against  drugs.  The  majority  of  crimes  or  calls  for 
service  are  drug  related  and  because  of  this,  the  Department  has 
assigned  an  officer  on  a  part-time  basis  to  work  with  other  Towns, 
State  and  Federal  units  to  help  correlate  information  for  the  fight 
I  against  drugs  in  Bourne. 

We  have  all  heard  enough  rhetoric  on  the  war  on  drugs  but  what  the 
Police  really  need  is  community  support  both  for  information  and 
resources  to  accomplish  our  mission. 

The  cooperation  extended  to  the  Police  Department  by  other  Town 
Departments,  Boards  and  Officials  during  1990  was  of  great  assist- 
;  ance.  I  want  to  especially  thank  my  staff  and  every  patrol  officer 
j  who  have  assisted  the  Department  in  trying  times,  with  limited  re- 
I  sources  and  who  have  increased  their  productivity  to  answer  the 
j  demands  placed  on  the  Department  this  fiscal  year.

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FY-90  was  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Bourne  Fire  Department.  Total 
reponses  increased  by  5.7%  over  FY-89.  Bourne  was  plagued  this 
year  with  a  rash  of  suspicious  fires,  most  requiring  multiple  alarms 
to  extinguish.  Property  loss  due  to  this  increase  in  arson  fires  was  al- 
most one  million  dollars  or  a  50%  increase  over  FY-89's  total  poper- 
ty  loss. 

This  factor  is  most  distressing  to  the  fire  department  and  extensive 
investigations  are  still  on-going  between  the  department's  fire  investi- 
gation team  and  the  State  Fire  Marshall's  Office.  It  is  evident  that 
Bourne  is  not  exempt  from  the  perils  that  are  most  often  associated 
with  city  life.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  was  again  no  loss  of  life 
due  to  fire  nor  any  serious  injuries  resulting  from  fire  to  either  civi- 
lians or  fire  fighting  personnel  during  the  year. 

I  ask  that  you  take  a  close  look  at  the  department  responses  by  dis- 
tricts to  show  just  how  busy  the  fire  department  has  been.  Again  for 
the  fifth  year  in  a  row,  District  Two  (Monument  Beach)  is  the  second 
busiest  district  in  town.  District  Two  had  a  15%  increase  in  responses 
over  FY-89.  This  is  a  significant  factor  in  trying  to  provide  proper 
coverage  for  all  districts.  Monument  Beach  had  140  more  responses 
than  District  Three  (Sagamore),  and  District  Four  (Pocasset).  The 
issues  of  an  unmanned  Monument  Beach  Station  and  the  deplorable 
condition  of  the  station  itself  must  be  addressed. 

The  regional  Hazardous  Material's  Vehicle  has  been  received  and  will 
be  placed  in  service  on  September  1,  1990.  Four  members  of  the 
Bourne  Fire  Department,  Lt.  Newell,  FF's  Greene,  Eldridge  and 
Braley  were  certified  by  the  Mass.  Fire  Academy  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Safety  as  Hazardous  Material  Technicians  in  June  1990. 
They  will  join  twenty  other  technicians  from  South  Eastern  Mass.  in 
manning  and  responding  with  the  Regional  Haz-Mat  truck  that  is 
housed  in  Bourne.  This  regional  team  approach  is  truly  a  cost  effec- 
tive way  in  dealing  with  hazardous  materials  incidents  rather  than  a 
local  community  supporting  the  whole  bill  for  a  local  team.  I  congra- 
tulate our  four  team  members  on  obtaining  their  certifications. 

Deputy  Chief  Stuart  B.  Small  retired  from  the  department  after 
thirty  four  years  of  fire  service.  Firefighter  Sean  Greene  was  then 
appointed  to  the  department  and  graduated  from  the  Mass.  Fire 
Academy's  seven  week  Recruit  Program  with  a  96%  average.  Lieu- 
tenant Robert  J.  Berry  was  promoted  to  Deputy  Chief  and  Fire- 
fighter Charles  J.  Perry  was  promoted  to  Lieutenant.  I  wish  all  the 
above  men  the  best  of  luck. 

The  Underwater  Search  and  Recovery  Team  has  reached  a  milestone 
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under  the  direction  of  Dive  Master  Joseph  Goulart.  The  team  is  now 
comprised  of  eight  members  of  the  department,  all  certified  by  the 
Professional  Association  of  Diving  Instructors  (PADI). 

The  Headquarters  Station  received  a  much  needed  fresh  coat  of  paint 
in  the  Apparatus  Room.  This  was  done  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Upper  Cape  Regional  Vocational  School. 

FY-90  Capital  Outlay  projects  for  the  fire  department  that  were 
completed  were  the  purchase  of  a  new  Rescue- 1,  the  refurbishing  of 
Squad-1,  and  the  refurbishment  of  Ladder-1.  The  Ladder  Truck  was 
completely  overhauled  and  recertified  and  should  give  the  fire  de- 
partment 10-15  additional  years  of  front  line  use. 

The  May  Town  Meeting  through  the  efforts  of  the  Citizens  of  Bourne 
voted  to  retain  the  four  personnel  that  were  to  be  laid-off  from  the 
fire  department  due  to  financial  shortfall.  Speaking  for  myself  and 
every  other  member  of  the  department,  we  thank  you  for  your  con- 
cern and  support  for  public  safety  in  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  various  departments, 
boards  and  committees  for  their  show  of  support  in  our  efforts  to 
continue  to  provide  the  best  Fire  and  Rescue  services  available. 

I  would  especially  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all 
the  officers,  firefighters,  paramedics,  Master  Mechanic  and  department 
secretary  for  their  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year. 
Your  understanding  during  these  trying  financial  times  is  appreci- 
\  ated!

This  office  participated  in  training  exercises  through  the  Massachu- 
setts Civil  Defense  Agency,  that  tested  the  Town's  emergency 
management  capabilities.  Training  was  received  in  the  monitoring 
of  nuclear  radiation,  emergency  management,  and  post-disaster 
recovery  of  the  Town's  resources. 

Planning  continues  to  be  a  priority  item  within  Civil  Defense  with 
plans  under  development  and  revision  for  Hurricane  Preparedness, 
Hazardous  Materials,  and  the  traffic  evaculation  plan  for  the  Pilgrim 
power  plant  in  Plymouth. 

The  Office  of  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency  Preparedness  again 
thanks  the  department  heads  of  the  Town  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance  they  have  provided.  A  special  thank-you  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  their  continued  support  of  this  office  and  their  work 
in  preparing  the  Town  for  whatever  emergency  may  befall  it.

HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Highway  Surveyor  for  the  Town 
of  Bourne  for  the  period  from  July  1  1989  to  June  30,  1990. 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Tecumseh  Road,  Country  Way,  Washburn 
Street  and  Canal  Road  in  Sagamore,  Harrison  Avenue,  Puritan  Road, 
St.  Margaret's  Street  and  Crows  Nest  Drive  in  Buzzards  Bay,  County 
Road  in  Monument  Beach,  and  Marjorie  Avenue,  Enterprise  Road, 
Roberta  Avenue  and  County  Road  in  Pocasset. 

As  usual,  the  plowing  and  sanding  of  roads  were  done  as  needed  to 
i    keep  roads  safe  and  passable. 

Over  the  years,  the  Town  of  Bourne  has  spent  millions  of  dollars  to 
bring  our  roads  up  to  the  point  where  only  routine  maintenance  was 
necessary.  With  insufficient  funds  and  continued  cutback  of  person- 
nel, we  can  no  longer  maintain  our  roads,  roadsides  and  guard  rails 
with  efficiency.  This  constant  budget  cutting  is  leaving  the  Highway 
Department  with  very  little  manpower  to  do  the  work  necessary  to 
■    maintain  our  roads. 

The  schedule  for  replacement  of  vehicles  and  equipment,  that  was 
set  up  by  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  several  years  ago  has  not 
been  kept  up  to  date.  Now  we  find  ourselves  with  equipment  that  is 
very  old  and  in  need  of  replacement  or  costly  repairs. 

With  this  constant  postponement  of  purchasing  new  equipment,  it 
won't  be  long  before  this  department  will  be  in  the  same  state  it  was 
in  when  I  was  elected  Highway  Surveyor  in  1962. 

In  spite  of  the  manpower  shortage,  our  D.P.W.  personnel  continue  to 
take  over  other  duties  when  necessary  (sickness  and  vacations). 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Bourne,  all  Town  Depart- 
ment Heads  and  their  employees  and  the  employees  under  my  super- 
vision for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  this  year  ! 
ending  June  30,  1990. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1990,  the  Bourne  Board  of  Health  consisting 
of  a  Health  Agent,  Inspector,  Full-time  Secretary,  Part-time  Secre- 
tary and  Water  Quality  Assistant,  continued  in  its  role  as  enforcing 
agent  of  state  and  local  regulations  designed  to  protect  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  Bourne.  As  in  the  past,  the  Board  of 
Health  was  responsible  for  the  inspections  of  restaurants,  motels,  I 
semi-public  and  public  pools;  follow-up  on  general  complaints  and 
investigation  into  housing  complaints  involving  situations  where 
housing  conditions  do  not  meet  the  minimum  requirements  of  the  I 
State  Sanitary  Code;  and  inspection  of  new  or  repair  septic  systems  I 
and  certifications  of  existing  systems  for  buiiding  additions  or 
seasonal  conversions.  While  the  building  boom  evident  in  past  years 
was  not  in  existence  for  FY  1990,  there  was  still  a  large  amount  of 
septic  upgrade  work  being  done  as  homeowners  chose  to  upgrade  and 
renovate  their  existing  properties  rather  than  take  a  chance  on  the  j 
housing  market.  , 

In  addition,  general  office  work  continued  with  licensing  of  disposal 
installers,  septage  haulers,  restaurants,  pools,  motels,  commercial  rub- 
bish  haulers,  and  barns;  landfill  ticket  sales;  septage  pump-out  record- 
ing  and  notifications;  and  complying  with  general  requests  to  provide  ! 
information  on  various  health  issues.  In-house  reviews  of  subdivision 
plans,  septic  permits,  comprehensive  permits  and  requests  for  special 
permits  continued  on  a  weekly  basis.  The  Health  Inspector  con- 
ducted the  yearly  seminar  on  poo!  operation  on  May  31,  1990  and 
began  work  on  a  program  to  offer  a  food  sanitation  film  to  interested 
restaurants.  We  at  the  Board  of  Health  found  a  very  concerned  and 
interested  public,  as  much  literature  on  AIDS,  radon,  lyme  disease, 
and  septic  maintenance  was  disseminated  throughout  the  year.

There  were  12  animal  bites  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health.  There 
were  1 1  dog  bites  and  1  cat  bite. 

Once  again,  the  yearly  flu  clinic  was  held  on  October  23  and  October 
24  of  1989.  There  was  an  excellent  turn-out  of  town  residents  with 
609  immunizations  being  administered.  The  Board  of  Health  was  on 
site  both  days  to  help  with  the  administration  and  two  very  qualified 
nurses  from  All  Cape  Health  Care  were  hired  by  the  Board  of  Health 
to  administer  the  vaccines  with  the  help  of  the  Barnstable  County 
Hospital  staff.  The  Board  of  Health  also  had  excellent  assistance 
from  volunteers  from  the  Council  on  Aging  who  really  helped  things 
run  smoothly. 

Once  again,  due  to  fiscal  constraints  the  Town  of  Bourne  was  unable 
to  fund  a  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  for  the  resi- 
dents of  the  Town  of  Bourne.  The  Board  of  Health  had  put  in  a 
request  at  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year,  1990,  so  that  we  might  be  able 
to  offer  the  residents  an  option  for  disposal  of  hazardous  material. 
It  is  continually  frustrating  to  have  a  public  that  is  concerned  with 
health  issues  and  water  quality,  who  chooses  not  to  dispose  of  ma- 
|  terials  improperly,  and  yet  be  unable  to  offer  them  a  cost  effective 
t  method  for  disposal.  At  present,  without  our  own  hazardous  waste 
collection  day,  the  only  alternative  is  stockpiling  or  calling  a  hazar- 
dous waste  removal  company,  which  can  be  a  costly  venture.  Perhaps 
with  public  concern  at  the  next  town  meeting  and,  of  course,  avail- 
able funds,  this  town  may  be  able  to  hold  it  own  collection  day  and 
finally  be  able  to  address  a  very  real  and  very  costly  problem. 

While  the  Board  of  Health  cannot  take  credit  for  it,  we  were  ex- 
tremely excited  to  see  the  opening  of  the  Bourne  composting  site 
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on  September  11,  1989.  With  only  a  few  complaints  regarding  un-  ■ 
wanted  garbage  bags  left  at  the  site,  the  leaf  and  yardwaste  compost- 
ing site  has  been  a  tremendous  success  as  homeowners  and  yard  and 
lawn  maintenance  companies  dispose  of  their  waste  at  the  compost- 
ing piles  rather  than  at  the  working  landfill,  thereby  saving  valuable 
landfill  space  for  future  uses.  In  addition,  although  it  is  not  quite 
ready  at  this  moment,  the  compost  material  should  be  available  to  ! 
the  town  residents  in  the  future,  but  more  information  should  be 
available  from  the  Highway  Department. 

This  town  meeting  in  May  of  1990  also  resulted  in  unanimous  sup- 
port from  the  residents  of  Bourne  for  mandatory  recycling  in  the  fall  j'j 
of  1990.  Materials  such  as  glass,  aluminum,  cardboard,  and  plastics  j 
are  hoped  to  be  collected  at  curbside  in  the  near  future  and  the  town  j  I 
has  the  work  out  to  bid  at  present.  Successful  operation  of  such  a  j 
program  will  save  valuable  landfill  space,  help  protect  bur  ground-  1 
water  resources,  protect  the  environment  through  re-use  of  valuable  j 
materials,  and  get  the  town  moving  on  the  forefront  of  an  issue  that 
will  soon  surely  be  something  mandated  by  the  State.  ; 

The  Board  of  Health  Water  Quality  Program  saw  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  samples  taken  for  water  testing  as  emphasis  was  placed  on 
monitoring  of  the  public  bathing  beaches  since  the  problems  with 
storm  drains  had  been  previously  documented  and  studies  like  the 
Gale  Report  and  the  Phinney's  Harbor  Study  by  Metcalf  and  Eddy  , 
were  hopefully  addressing  these  stormwater  run-off  concerns.  In 
addition  a  shoreline  survey  of  the  Sagamore  Beach  area  was  con-  , 
ducted  since  the  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries  had  found  several  high 
counts  in  this  area  and  asked  that  the  situation  be  monitored.  The 
drainage  area  at  Chester  Park  in  Monument  Beach  was  also  investi- 
gated to  try  and  ascertain  the  drainage  system  that  actually  exists. 
This  is  one  area  that  the  town  is  hoping  to  look  at  for  the  installa- 
tion of  a  stormwater  collection  system  similar  to  the  one  installed 
at  Electric  Avenue  in  Buzzards  Bay.  The  Engineering  Department, 
Selectmen,  and  Highway  Department  worked  diligently  to  prepare 
documentation  for  an  application  for  a  grant  to  do  a  stormwater 
abatement  project  in  the  Hen's  Cove  area  and  hopefully  this  will  be 
something  the  town  will  be  able  to  see  completed  in  the  near  future 
if  we  are  lucky  enough  to  be  awarded  grant  money. 

In  fiscal  year  1990,  the  Board  of  Health  in  conjunction  with  the 
Barnstable  County  Health  Department  was  able  to  offer  radon  test- 
ing kits  to  the  residents  of  Bourne.  Articles  were  placed  in  the  town 
newspapers  to  make  people  aware  of  the  availability  of  the  kits.  In- 
formation from  these  testings  are  confidential  and  are  sent  to  the 
County  with  coded  numbers  to  allow  a  mapping  of  radon  levels  to 
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see  if  any  trends  exist  as  to  location  of  radon  sources  and  resultant 
high  air  sample  values.  Concern  about  radon  has  increased  in  the  last 
couple  of  years  as  it  has  become  known  that  radon  is  one  of  the  lead- 
ing causes  of  lung  cancer,  especially  among  non-smokers.  While  sandy 
soils,  such  as  those  on  the  Cape,  do  not  seem  to  predispose  any  radon 
problems,  the  potential  is  there  for  radon  exposure  especially  if  you 
have  old  rock  or  boulder  foundations,  foundations  with  cracks  or 
homes  built  above  rock  formations.  For  those  concerned,  kits  are 
still  available  at  the  Board  of  Health  and  more  information  is  avail- 
able from  us  and  the  Barnstable  County  Health  Department. 

The  Board  of  Health  continued  to  upgrade  its  regulations  to  try  and 
protect  the  groundwater  with  regulations  banning  the  use  of  septic 
additives  and  increasing  septic  system  sizes  with  increased  number 
of  bedrooms;  and  are  looking  to  the  future  to  further  amend  its  regu- 
lations on  setback  and  hydrogeologic  studies  to  make  them  more 
easily  defensible  in  court.  New  regulations  may  appear  more  burden- 
some to  an  applicant,  but  tighter  regulations  are  necessary  to  stand 
up  to  the  tough  scrutiny  of  today's  lawyers  and  professional  engin- 
eers. Unfortunately,  it  now  appears  that  many  people  are  trying  to 
develop  marginal  land  and  our  Board  of  Health  regulations  and  the 
Board's  dedication  to  the  protection  of  our  environment  is  being 
tested  before  the  legal  system  in  a  number  of  cases. 

Although  this  Board,  as  others,  may  occasionally  face  setbacks  in  its 
best  efforts  to  enforce  state  and  local  regulations,  and  to  protect  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  Bourne,  while  at  the  same  time 
trying  to  look  at  the  overall  picture  and  protect  our  resources  and 
environment  as  well,  we  hope  to  continue  in  this  necessary  and  re- 
warding endeavor.  Whether  it  be  participation  in  ongoing  discussions 
to  see  that  the  Cape  Code  Canal  does  not  become  a  dumping  ground 
for  untreated  wastewater  from  an  Otis  treatment  plant,  or  working 
with  the  Conservation  Commission  and  other  towns  to  restrict  or 
limit  the  use  of  herbicides  in  spraying  along  rights-of-way  (recent 
work  has  actually  changed  the  herbicide  used  to  a  more  acceptable 
one),  or  just  working  to  get  numerous  failing  or  polluting  septic  sys- 
tems repaired  and  upgraded,  or  seeing  a  substandard  rental  house 
or  an  unclean  kitchen  brought  up  to  state  codes  reflecting  cleanliness 
and  safety,  the  Bourne  Board  of  Health  will  continue  to  do  its  best 
to  serve  this  town.  Fiscal  constraints  have  continued  to  effect  this 
and  other  town  departments  and  last  year's  town  meeting  saw  cutt- 
ing of  our  part-time  secretary  and  our  water  quality  assistant  from 
our  budget.  Water  quality  testing  continues  on  a  volunteer  basis  by 
Board  of  Health  members,  Haydon  Coggeshall  and  Steven  MacNally, 
and  it  is  hoped  in  the  future  that  the  economic  situation  does  not 
deteriorate  to  such  an  extent  that  public  health  and  water  quality  is 
further  jeopardized.  The  job  of  enforcing  state  and  local  health  regu- 
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lations  is  not  an  easy  one  and  obviously  is  a  never-ending  one;  and 
we  hope  that  with  support  from  the  townspeople  of  Bourne,  with 
continuing  awareness  of  environmental  issues,  and  with  septic  system 
maintenance  and  repairs,  the  Town  of  Bourne  will  continue  to  be  a 
leader  in  environmental  and  water  quality  protection.  This  March, 
the  Coalition  for  Buzzards  Bay  saw  fit  to  award  Bourne  an  A  on  its 
environmental  report  card  for  its  work  in  groundwater  protection, 
surface  and  coastal  water  protection,  and  growth  management  and 
planning.  Let  us  hope  that  next  year  the  Town  of  Bourne  can  con- 
tinue to  make  strides  in  the  right  direction  and  work  toward  pre- 
serving our  environmental  resources  and  protecting  the  public  health 
of  the  residents  of  Bourne.

App- 
roval of  new  employees,  promotions,  upgrading  of  present  positions, 
and  any  other  related  matters  were  conducted  as  instructed  under 
the  Salary  Administration  Plan  and  Personnel  Bylaws  of  the  Yarger 
and  Associates,  Inc.  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

New  Employees  under  the  Plan  were:  Joan  Downs,  Secretary  II, 
Planning  Board;  Madeline  Kelly  O'Leary,  Secretary  I,  Police  De- 
partment; Lise  Novak,  Health  Inspector,  Board  of  Health;  Cheryl 
Fernandes,  Computer  Operator,  Data  Processing;  HanneloreSimonds, 
Assistant  Assessor,  Assessor's  Office. 
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Employee  Promotions  under  the  Plan  were:  Susan  Gould,  Police 
Department,  from  Account  Clerk  II  to  Administrative  Secretary;

CAPITAL  OUTLAY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Capital  Outaly  Committee  received  funding  requests  from  town 
agencies  which  totaled  $4,227,676.00.  The  Committee  recom- 
mended funding  of  projects  in  the  amount  of  $824,850.00,  of  which 
$126,275.00  was  from  the  Stabilization  Fund,  $111,474.00  raised 
from  the  tax  levy,  $10,321,00  transferred  from  prior  appropriations, 
$87,800.00  transferred  from  the  waterways  improvement  account, 
and  $488,980.00  from  borrowing. 

The  Stabilization  Fund  has  for  nearly  a  decade  played  an  important 
role  in  funding  capital  projects  and  acquisitions.  In  fiscal  1982  there 
was  a  balance  in  this  fund  of  $785,182.00.  Funds  expended  were 
regularly  replaced  in  order  to  maintain  a  reasonable  balance.  Bor- 
rowing was  rarely  utilized  except  for  major  projects.  In  the  past  few 
years  the  Stabilization  Fund  has  been  depleted  severely.  Financial 
constraints  have  prohibited  appropriations  into  the  Fund.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  will  be  only  about  $97,000.00  remaining  in  the 
Fund  next  year.  As  the  Fund  has  been  depleted,  short-term  borrow- 
ing has  been  resorted  to  in  order  to  fund  capital  outlay  items.  This 
increases  the  town's  principal  and  interest  payments,  leaving  less 
money  for  operating  budgets. 

The  Town  has  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  in  capital  assets  such  as 
buildings,  vehicles,  roads,  sidewalks,  and  equipment.  Budget  cutbacks 
in  building  and  equipment  maintenance,  and  highway  maintenance, 
are  leading  to  the  rapid  deterioration  of  many  of  these  capital  assets. 
Major  work  is  needed  on  a  number  of  town  buildings.  To  put  off  this 
work  is  financially  foolhardy  as  the  cost  of  the  work  continues  to 
increase  dramatically  each  year.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the  voters  to 
pass  referanda  excluding  a  number  of  major  capital  projects  from  the 
property  tax  limitations  if  this  work  is  to  be  accomplished. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  finance  committee,  selectmen, 
and  department  heads  and  personnel  for  their  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion during  these  very  trying  financial  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN  GOVERNMENT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Town  Government  Study  Committee  (the  "Committee")  was 
established  under  authority  of  Article  1  of  the  1989  annual  town 
meeting.  The  vote  directed  the  Committee  to  ".  .  .  look  at  the  overall 
structure  of  the  town  government  and  in  its  study,  cover  but  not 
limit  its  study  to  the  following  topics:  the  form  of  Town  Meeting 
and  town  manager  vs.  town  administrator."  The  Committee  was  in- 
structed to  make  its  report  and  recommendations  at  the  1990  annual 
town  meeting.  In  accordance  with  the  vote,  the  Moderator  appointed 
a  committee  of  seven  members. 

The  Committee  found  itself  confronted  with  the  monumental  task 
of  examining  the  overall  structure  of  town  government,  as  well  as  the 
form  of  town  meeting,  and  town  manager  vs.  town  administrator 
chief  executives,  all  in  a  relatively  short  time  period.  Early  on  it  be- 
came quite  clear  to  the  Committee  that  the  town  government  struc- 
ture was  extremely  complex.  The  first  task  was  to  assemble  a  com- 
plete legal  base  for  all  aspects  of  Bourne's  government  structure,  and 
to  prepare  a  detailed  organizational  chart.  There  are  nearly  one  hun- 
dred different  departments,  agencies,  committees,  commissions,  and 
task  forces  in  the  government  structure.  Some  town  departments  are 
established  by  state  statute.  Others  are  the  result  of  town  bylaws, 
town  meeting  articles,  and  executive  orders  of  the  Selectmen.  Some 
even  have  their  legal  base  in  the  federal  law.  A  number  of  department 
heads  and  committee  members  are  elected  officials.  Many  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  selectmen  or  by  the  moderator.  It  is  a  structure  that 
requires  a  large  number  of  people  in  order  to  function,  many  of 
whom  serve  without  compensation,  and  who  have  responsibilities 
covering  a  wide  range  of  diverse  functions. 

The  Town  Government  Study  Committee  submitted  an  Interim  Re- 
port to  the  1990  Annual  Town  Meeting.  This  interim  report  fur- 
nished a  brief  analysis  of  the  current  structure  of  town  government 
and  provided  interim  recommendations  concerning  more  appropriate 
organization  of  certain  local  government  committees  and  agencies, 
and  continuing  the  open  town  meeting  as  the  local  legislative  body. 
The  primary  finding  of  the  interim  Report  is  that  Bourne  has  a  de- 
centralized open  town  meeting  form  of  local  government  with  a 
number  of  elected  positions  answerable  for  the  most  part  only  to  the 
electorate  and  not  to  the  executive  branch.  This  suggested  to  the 
Committee  that  there  is  a  need  to  fine  tune  the  town  government  or- 
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ganization  and  offer  more  flexibility  as  future  service  delivery  de- 
mands and  roles  change. 

The  interim  Report  recommends  that  the  town  maintain  its  current 
open  town  meeting  as  the  legislative  body.  Despite  the  drawbacks 
sometimes  associated  with  the  open  town  meeting,  the  Committee- 
feels  that  the  town  has  not  yet  outgrown  this  purest  form  of  local 
democracy  associated  with  New  England  tradition.  Instead  of  chang- 
ing to  a  representative  town  meeting,  or  a  town  council,  the  Com- 
mittee is  proposing  that  the  town  adopt  a  "zero  quorum"  and  other 
minor  changes  to  enhance  and  streamline  the  functioning  of  the  open 
town  meeting. 

The  Committee  is  also  making  recommendations  to  improve  the 
current  structure  of  committees  and  boards,  such  as  elimination  of 
committees  whose  purpose  has  been  satisfied  or  assumed  by  other 
committees  or  agencies,  elimination  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and 
providing  for  the  election  at  large  of  an  additional  member  to  the 
Recreation  Authority  to  replace  the  chairman  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners, and  defining  the  role  of  the  town  Recreation  Committee. 

The  Committee  recommends  placing  the  position  of  Tree  Warden 
under  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  an  appointed  position 
and  abolishing  the  elected  Highway  Surveyor  position  in  favor  of 
an  appointed  superintendent  of  public  works. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  various  town  officials  and  em- 
ployees who  gave  freely  of  their  time  and  expertise  and  promptly 
furnished  the  Committee  with  any  information  and  assistance  it 
desired.  Despite  meeting  twice  monthly  the  Committee  was  unable 
to  conclude  its  work  by  the  annual  town  meeting,  and  received  ap- 
proval of  an  article  extending  the  Committee  until  October  of  1990 
so  that  it  may  issue  a  final  report  and  recommendations  the  next 
I     special  or  annual  town  meeting. 

The  Committee  is  presently  deeply  involved  in  the  administration 
and  financial  end  of  the  local  government  management,  and  has  also 
begun  to  examine  executive  secretary  and  town  manager  options  for 
the  executive  branch.  The  Committee  is  also  discussing  the  possibil- 
ity of  more  thoroughly  examining  the  role  of  the  School  Department 
in  the  overall  management  of  the  town  government.  We  are  confident 
that  we  can  complete  our  work  and  present  a  final  report  by  October 
of  1990.

REPORT  OF  THE 
BOURNE  MEMORIAL  COMMUNITY  BUILDING 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Bourne  Memorial  Community  Building  are 
pleased  to  submit  their  report  for  1990. 

The  Community  Building  is  a  busy  place  serving  many  groups  and 
civic  organizations,  utilizing  the  facility  for  their  activities. 

We  have  installed  two  new  steel  doors  in  the  rear  of  the  gym,  replac- 
ing the  two  old  doors  that  were  in  disrepair  and  badly  rusted.  A 
steam  pipe  burst  and  had  to  be  replaced  last  winter.  The  plumbing 
for  the  shower  room  and  men's  and  women's  rest  rooms  had  to  be 
replaced.  Much  of  the  materials  that  had  to  be  replaced  was  so  old 
and  had  been  here  since  the  building  was  turned  over  to  the  town  in 
the  early  1940's. 

The  Council  on  Aging  for  Bourne  has  its  headquarters  in  the  Com- 
munity Building.  It  is  under  the  able  leadership  of  Director  Edward 
Kenny  and  his  fine  staff  of  women,  who  help  him  serve  the  senior 
population  of  Bourne.  The  Council  offers  many  services  and  pro- 
grams to  seniors  who  live  in  Bourne.  Legal  assistance,  art  classes, 
food  distribution  for  the  needy,  outreach  program  are  but  a  few  of 
the  services  offered  to  the  citizens  of  Bourne. 

The  nutrition  site  at  the  Community  Building  continues  to  thrive 
under  Pearl  Matko,  the  site  coordinator.  We  also  have  meals  on  wheels 
for  those  who  cannot  make  it  to  the  site.  Some  1474  meals  have 
been  served  this  year. 

The  Community  Building  also  serves  as  a  shelter  for  the  residents  of 
Bourne  in  case  of  flood,  hurricane  or  some  other  natural  disaster. 
Mr.  Edward  Savage,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  appoin- 
ted shelter  manager. 

Other  organizations  currently  utilizing  the  community  building  are 
childrens  festival,  Massachusetts  Adoption  Agency,  aerobics,  guitar 
and  keyboard  lessons,  bridge  club,  men's  volleyball  (both  recrea- 
tional co-ed  and  league),  bingo,  medicare,  National  Association  of 
Federal  Retirees,  line  dancing,  karate,  Babe  Ruth  Little  League  Base- 
ball, Bourne  Mothers  Club,  knitting  program,  square  dancing  tape, 
Sagamore  Rifle  Club,  Disabled  American  Veterans,  Little  League  Bas- 
ketball, Income  Tax  Program,  Men's  Basketball  (open  freetime),  Pop 
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Warner  Football,  Theatre  on  the  Bay  (Drama  Club),  Republican  and 
Democratic  Town  Committees,  and  Recovery  Incorporated  are  but 
a  few. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  the  Boards  and  Committees  and  individual  citi- 
zens for  the  help  they  have  extended  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Director  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN'S  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 
ON  CABLE  TELEVISION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

Again  the  time  has  come  for  the  Committee  to  make  its  report  to  the 
•  town  concerning  the  activities  of  the  Cable  Advisory  Committee. 
This  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  frustration  and  concern  for  your 
cable  committee.  Many  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the 
two  substantial  rate  increases  that  have  occurred.  The  committee 
should  inform  the  residents  that  the  Town  of  Bourne,  including  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  as  well  as  this  advisory  committee,  has  no  con- 
trol whatsoever  regarding  the  rates  that  Harron  Cable  Television  can 
charge  our  residents  for  the  cable  services  they  render.  The  control 
of  rates  by  communities  served  by  cable  companies  was  taken  away 
from  the  local  communities  by  the  Federal  Government.  Congress 
has,  however,  recently  given  some  indication  that  this  action  by  them 
was  not  in  the  best  interests  of  local  communities  and  action  to 
correct  this  may  take  place  this  year.  Hopefully,  it  will  restore  to 
local  communities  the  right  to  review  rates  that  companies  set  and 
see  if  they  meet  a  test  of  reasonableness. 
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Harron  Cable  Television,  when  setting  their  new  rates,  reduced  the  - 
special  discount  on  the  basic  service  rate  from  a  thirty  (30%)  percent 
discount  to  a  ten  (10%)  percent  discount.  Your  committee  disagrees 
with  Harron's  right  to  do  so.  We  believe  that  while  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment can  abrogate  local  community's  ability  to  set  rates,  it  can- 
not cancel  our  contract  provision  to  give  a  discount  on  a  rate  to  our 
senior  citizens.   We  have,  therefore,  requested  the  Board  of  Select-  ' 
men  to  take  legal  action  against  Harron  Cable  Television  seeking  a 
restoration  of  the  thirty  (30%)  discount  and  a  rebate  of  all  monies  ■ 
collected  from  senior  citizens  in  excess  of  the  contract  discount. 

While  the  cable  company's  public  studio  has  not  yet  been  moved  to  ) 
the  High  School,  we  fully  expect  that  it  will  take  place  shortly.  I 
When  it  does  we  expect  that  the  use  of  the  facility  by  the  commu- 
nity  will  be  greatly  expanded.  Harron  Cable  Television  has  recently  ] 
updated  some  of  the  equipment  in  the  studio  and  is  presently  con-  \ 
sidering  the  purchase  of  additional  equipment  for  the  studio.  f 

This  committee  has  taken  very  seriously  its  charge  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  whether  the  contract  with  Harron  Cable 
Television  to  supply  our  town  with  cable  services  should  be  renewed. 

With  this  in  mind,  we  urge  the  citizens  of  Bourne  to  attend  our  meet- 
ings to  voice  their  concerns  regarding  the  services  they  are  now  re- 
ceiving,  as  well  as  the  rates  for  those  services.  Please  come  to  our 
meetings.  You  will  be  heard. 


Your  committee  wishes  to  express  their  thanks  to  all  persons  who 
have  helped  us  in  our  efforts.  We  particularly  thank  our  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Library  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  cooperation 
in  the  use  of  the  library  meeting  room.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

; 

'  The  face  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  has  changed  dramatically  as  a  result 
of  construction,  development  and  increased  commercialization. 
Throughout  the  Town,  new  construction,  particularly  of  commercial 

j  and  warehouse  space  is  being  added  at  an  unprecedented  rate.  All  of 
the  Boards,  not  only  the  Planning  Board  have  had  to  continue  to 
work  at  trying  to  maintain  and  update  reviews  of  these  ever  changing 
projects. 

The  projects  our  Town  has  faced  in  recent  years  have  been  further 
I  evolved  by  the  individual  developers  in  an  effort  to  meet  a  conti- 
nuously changing  real  estate  market.  To  compound  the  problem  the 
economy  continues  to  soften  and  many  of  these  projects  fail  before 
being  started  or  worse,  when  only  partially  completed. 

Many  of  the  Board's  regulations  and  controls  are  not  prepared  to 
address  these  types  of  problems.  Our  By-Laws  and  Use  Regulations 
have  had  to  address  slow  downs  in  the  past,  but  not  to  the  scale  and 
intensity  that  we  and  all  the  other  Towns  on  the  Cape  are  now  see- 
ing. The  result  has  been  an  effort  to  address  these  problems  with 
existing  laws  and  improve  or  add  to  those  existing  laws.  At  the  last 
two  Town  meetings  you  have  seen  this  Board's  attempts  at  trying  to 
put  into  place  regulations  and  modifications  to  existing  laws  to  pro- 
vide the  means  to  control  the  type  of  growth  and  change  we  are  see- 

|  ing.  We  have  been  only  marginally  successful,  as  little  was  accomp- 
lished this  last  spring  at  a  miserable  Town  Meeting  which  ended  with 
little  but  the  Town's  Budget  addressed.  This  compares  to  the  pre- 

j  vious  Annual  Town  Meeting  when  twenty-six  amendments  primarily 
addressing  Village  Centers  were  successfully  presented,  discussed  and 
adopted  by  the  Town. 

A  major  portion  of  our  review  work  this  past  year  has  been  with  the 
conversion  of  approved  plans  and  projects.  Residential  developments 
have  been  changed  to  commercial  use,  where  allowed.  Condominium 
units  have  changed  to  single  family  homes.  Through  the  first  half  of 
1990,  there  have  been  15  site  plans  filed,  5  special  permits,  1  prelimi- 
nary plan  and  14  Approval  Not  Required  Plans.  For  fiscal  1990  there 
have  also  been  8  applications  for  Definitive  Subdivision  Plans,  4  of 
which  were  for  amendments  to  original  plans.  In  Bournedale  where  a 
number  of  developments  were  approved  in  the  latter  part  of  the  80's, 
no  development  has  started.  However,  there  is  sits,  waiting  for  a 
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better  economic  time,  fully  approved  and  protected  to  the  latter  part 
of  this  decade.  Large  approved  developments,  both  residential  and 
commercial  exist  in  every  Village  of  our  Town,  waiting.  These  pro- 
jects are  often  sold  to  other  developers  or  worse,  taken  over  by  the 
mortgage  holders;  people  who  no  longer  have  the  desire  perhaps  to 
see  the  development  "done  right";  people  who  live  far  away  from 
Bourne  who  are  concerned  with  green  return  not  green  space. 

The  past  year  and  the  past  decade  has  been  a  rude  awakening  to  the 
Town  of  Bourne  relative  to  the  development  of  it's  remaining  avail- 
able land.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  population  of  the  Town  will 
exceed  50,000  people  when  all  of  the  land  is  finally  developed.  The 
Town's  annual  population  is  now  reported  at  15,365  in  our  last 
Annual  Town  Report.  Even  looking  at  the  summer  population  es- 
timated at  30,000  one  can  imagine  what  our  Town  will  be  like  when 
even  that  population  almost  doubles. 

We,  the  citizens  of  the  Town,  must  look  at  the  upcoming  decade  of 
the  90' s  as  a  period  to  plan  for  the  remaining  maturity  of  Bourne.  In 
the  next  twenty  years  we  can  expect  to  see  almost  all  of  the  remain- 
ing available  land  developed  in  some  way  whether  it  be  commercial, 
residential  or  maintained  as  open  space.  We  the  citizens  will  not  stop 
this  growth,  nor  must  you  expect  the  various  Boards  to  stop  the  rise. 
However,  we  can  attempt  to  put  into  place  the  rules  and  regulations, 
whether  new  or  modifications,  to  control  and  shape  this  inevitable 
tide  to  best  meet  the  needs  of  our  Town. 

To  accomplish  this  we  need  the  help  of  more  people  not  just  with 
the  Planning  Board,  but  with  all  the  Boards;  Health,  Conservation, 
Finance,  and  others.  We  need  the  civic  groups  to  continuously  moni- 
tor these  Boards  and  attend  the  meetings,  bringing  the  concerned 
residents  in  on  a  detail  level  to  voice  their  concerns.  We  need  voters 
who  care  about  all  of  the  business  of  the  Town  to  attend  and  stay 
at  the  Town  Meetings,  until  all  of  the  business  has  been  transacted. 

The  Planning  Board's  elected  members  will  continue  to  work  at  the 
day-to-day  business  of  the  Town's  growth.  It  is  unfortunate  that  at 
such  a  critical  period  in  the  Town's  lifeline  it  would  lose  the  position 
of  Town  Planner  due  to  financial  restraints.  This  position,  be  it  a 
Planner  or  a  Town  Engineer,  would  greatly  enhance  the  planning  of 
your  Town's  future.  You  as  a  voter  can  require  that  priorities  be  add- 
ressed to  fund  such  a  position  if  you  believe  it  is  important.  The 
Cape  Cod  Commission,  while  not  supported  at  the  voting  booths  in 
Bourne  is  now  law.  We  must  start  to  prepare  to  work  with  the  Com- 
mission in  the  preparation  of  Areas  of  Critical  Environmental  Con- 
cern as  well  as  participate  in  the  Commission's  public  hearings 
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regarding  the  development  not  only  in  Bourne  but  in  the  neighboring 
towns.  We  must  review  and  bring  our  Master  Plan  up  to  date.  This  is, 
historically,  a  long  and  expensive  process.  It  can  be  addressed  with 
the  help  of  responsible  talent  from  the  community  and  existing  pro- 
fessional consultants  to  the  Board.  It  will  require  more  involvement 
and  time  than  your  elected  members  .can  provide  but  it  could  be  ac- 
complished. Our  Zoning  By-Law  has  received  a  continuous  evalua- 
tion and  amendment  (the  dry  Town  Meeting  Zoning  Articles)  and 
will  continue  to  require  attention  in  the  years  ahead.  The  Board  how- 
ever is  now  seeing  amendments  being  proposed  by  individuals  and 
civic  groups.  This  is  clearly  an  indication  where  the  individual  can 
bring  about  change  and  have  an  impact,  even  if  not  an  elected  mem- 
ber of  the  Board.  The  members  of  the  Board  are  appreciative  of  such 
involvement  and  would  ask  more  people  to  become  familiar  with 
their  Zoning  By-Law,  although  we  are  not  suggesting  a  one-evening 
cover-to-cover  read. 

As  always,  much  more  needs  to  be  addressed.  As  new  development  is 
added  to  the  approved  subdivision  rolls  within  the  Planning  Board's 
office,  new  challenges  face  the  control  of  this  swell  in  population. 
Should  the  zoning  in  the  villages  now  under  B-1  be  changed  in  the 
villages  to  require  more  open  space  than  is  presently  required?  Are 
there  villages  interested  in  restructuring  their  individual  zoning  re- 
quirements? Pocasset  has  raised  this  proposal  and  we  hope  to  prepare 
amendments  to  allow  the  villages  to  change  their  own  requirements, 
individually.  Are  new  controls  needed  in  our  Water  Resource  Dis- 
tricts; not  to  prevent  all  uses  in  these  areas  but  to  require  more  fas- 
tidious control  on  the  types  of  materials  and  use  allowed?  In  view  of 
the  ever  increasing  demand  on  our  limited  water  sources,  citizens 
have  requested  the  Board  examine  this  part  of  our  By-Law. 

The  future  will  continue  to  bring  challenges  to  all  of  us,  whether  it 
be  a  Planning  Board  member,  Selectman,  Teacher,  or  other  member 
of  the  work  force  which  serves  the  community.  Only  with  the 
voluntary  support  that  these  people  receive  from  the  community  will 
we  be  able  to  continue  to  address  these  new  and  larger  problems. 

The  Board  welcomes  help  from  all  members  of  the  community  and 
appreciates  both  the  concerns  and  critiques  offered.  We,  as  a  Board, 
would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  Thomas  E.  Donovan  our  past 
Chairman  for  his  help  and  dedication.  Additionally,  for  the  on-going 
professional  work  from  Mr.  Philip  E.  Herr  and  Associates  in  aiding 
the  Board's  structuring  and  review  of  our  By-Laws,  as  well  as  sup- 
porting the  Town's  needs  of  a  Town  Planner.  As  Chairman  I  would 
like  to  thank  the  elected  and  associate  members  of  the  Board  for  the 
long  and  many  times  unrewarded  hours  they  continue  to  provide  the 
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Town  on  a  voluntary  basis.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Ms.  Joan 
Downs,  the  Boards  secretary  for  her  continuous  and  devout  support. 
Joan's  knowledge  of  the  Town,  the  By-Law  and  Regulations  enable 
the  Board  to  provide  a  perceptive  individual  to  help  the  citizens  on  a 
full-time  basis.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  40A  of 
the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments,  held  fifty  hearings  of 
which  nine  were  continued  hearings  and  two  were  the  reviewing  of  a 
Special  Permit  granted  with  conditions.  The  Board  of  Appeals  acted 
upon  seven  requests  for  Variances  of  which  five  were  granted,  one 
was  denied  and  one  withdrawn  without  prejudice.  Of  the  fifteen  re- 
quests for  Special  Permits,  twelve  were  granted,  one  was  denied  and 
two  were  withdrawn  without  prejudice.  There  were  three  Appeals  of 
a  Decision  of  the  Building  Inspector.  One  decision  was  upheld,  one 
withdrawn  without  prejudice  and  one  request  overturned. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  40B  of 
the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments,  acted  upon  one  Compre- 
hensive Permit  for  affordable  housing.  Three  scheduled  hearings  have 
been  held  in  the  Bourne  Town  Hall  that  began  March  20,  1990  and 
are  sill  ongoing. 

In  February  of  1990,  Michael  Bradley,  Chairman,  stepped-down  and 
an  election  of  new  officers  was  held.  John  Priestley  was  elected  chair- 
man and  Linda  Zuern  resumed  her  position  as  vice-chairman.  Regular 
board  members  are  Michael  Bradley,  George  Stewart  and  Marc 
Solomon.

REPORT  OF  THE 
JONATHAN  BOURNE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  report  that  this  past  year  has  been  the  most 
active  year  in  the  history  of  the  library.  Use  of  all  library  depart-  - 
ments  increased  significantly,  and  the  number  of  programs  offered 
to  patrons  of  all  ages  rose  to  a  level  never  before  experienced.  Efforts 
to  upgrade  and  further  professionalize  various  library  services  con- 
tinues, and  the  tremendous  challenge  of  automating  the  facility  has  I 
been  initiated  by  the  staff. 

ADULT  DEPARTMENT:  I 

With  a  grant  of  $1,175.00  and  free  paperback  books  from  the  Massa- 
chu setts  Foundation  for  Humanities  and  Public  Policy,  the  Bourne  ; 
Library  offered  a  book  discussion  series  for  adults  called  "Not  for 
Children  Only."  About  ten  enthusiastic  and  dedicated  participants 
read  Little  Women,  Wind  in  the  Willows,  Charlotte's  Web,  Bridge  to 
Terabithia,  Roll  of  Thunder  Hear  My  Cry,  and  I  am  the  Cheese,  and 
participated  in  discussions  led  by  local  community  college  scholars. 
Discussion  programs  were  held  on  October  4  and  18,  November  1, 
15,  and  29  and  December  13. 

In  December,  the  trustees  of  the  library  sponsored  "Food  for 
Thought,"  when  library  patrons  could  return  materials  fine-free  with 
a  donation  of  canned  goods  for  the  local  food  bank.  Hundreds  of 
cans  of  food  were  turned  over  to  the  Council  on  Aging  for  distri- 
bution to  those  in  need. 

On  January  24,  the  1935  film  Roberta  was  shown  to  an  audience  of 
about  20,  singing  and  swinging  with  Fred  Astaire  and  Ginger  Rogers 
to  chase  the  mid-winter  blues  away. 

The  Family  Folk  Tales  series  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
began  on  February  7  with  Stephen  Rose  telling  Afro-American  folk 
tales  for  Black  History  Month.  Twenty-five  adults  and  children  en- 
joyed the  performance.  On  March  14,  in  anticipation  of  St.  Patrick's 
Day,  the  Family  Folk  Tales  series  continued  with  Tim  Van  Egmond 
performing  Irish  songs  and  stories.  Almost  100  adults  and  children 
filled  the  program  room  and  listened  from  the  hallways  to  Mr.  Van 
Egmond's  performance.  The  series  concluded  on  April  25  with  New 
England  Sea  Songs  and  Stories  performed  by  Davis  Bates  with  an  en- 
thusiastic group  of  about  50  adults  and  children.  Mr.  Bates  and  Mr. 
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Van  Egmond  are  members  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Folklore  Society 
|  Folk  Traditions  program. 

April  brought  the  first  "Quilt  Month''  to  the  Bourne  Library.  On 
opening  day,  April  2nd,  about  40  people  viewed  the  film  Quilts  in 
Women's  Lives  and  then  toured  the  main  reading  room  of  the  library, 

I  viewing  the  wide  variety  of  handmade  quilts  displayed  on  the  mez- 

I  zanine  railing  by  local  quilters.  Four  hand-on  quilting  workshops 
were  offered  for  free  during  the  month,  on  April  4,  11,  23,  and  30, 

!  by  the  local  quilting  shop  Quilts  'N  Things,  which  also  made  arrange- 
ments for  and  hung  all  the  quilts  on  display.  On  April  9,  interna- 
tionally-known quilter  Nancy  Halpern  presented  her  slide  lecture 
"Northern  Comfort"  on  the  350-year  history  of  quilts  in  New  Eng- 
land. Quilts  'N  Things  provided  limousine  service  between  the  library 
and  their  shop  on  April  24  to  view  a  special  traveling  exhibit  showing 

'  quilts  featured  in  the  book  Quilts!  Quilts!  Quilts!  April  was  also  the 
month  when  we  celebrated  National  Library  Week  by  providing  a 
fine-free  period. 

To  celebrate  National  Bike  Month,  a  bike  workshop  was  offered  by 
Chris  Ranney  on  May  15.  This  date  coincided  with  the  continuation 
of  town  meeting;  a  repeat  of  the  workshop  will  be  offered  at  another 
date.  May  is  also  Senior  Citizen  Month,  and  Homebound  Services 
Librarian  Marie  Meier  showed  the  1949  Fred  Astaire  and  Ginger 
Rogers  film  The  Barkleys  of  Broadway  to  a  small  group  on  May  23. 

On  June  6,  the  Cape  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  offered  a  slide  lecture  on 
their  collection  of  artwork,  "Cape  Artists,"  to  a  group  of  art  enthusi- 
asts. About  30  women  came  to  the  color  analysis  program  on  June 
;  23  to  learn  about  using  the  most  flattering  colors  in  clothing  and 
make-up. 

In  cooperation  with  libraries  in  CI  I  LA,  the  Bourne  Library  partici- 
pated in  CAP,  the  Collection  Assessment  Project.  Library  patrons 
were  surveyed  to  determine  their  interests  in  the  library's  adult  non- 
fiction  collection.  A  six-month  study  followed,  assessing  the  library's 
.  adult  non-fiction  collection  in  terms  of  quantity,  quality  and  age  of 
the  subject  collections.  Circulation,  interlibrary  loan,  and  acquisition 
|  statistics  were  also  kept  for  a  five-month  period  on  specific  subjects: 
i  agriculture,  anthropology,  art  &  architecture,  business  &  economics, 
|  education,  engineering  &  technology,  geography  &  earth  sciences, 
history  &  auxiliary  sciences,  law,  medicine,  music,  performing  arts, 
physical  education  &  recreation,  political  science  and  sociology  (the 
I  Dewey  decimal  system  numbers  300,  600,  700  and  900).  A  detailed 
analysis  of  Cape-wide  collections  will  be  produced  at  the  end  of  this 
grant-funded  process. 
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Interlibrary  loan  continues  to  provide  access  to  materials  unavail-  - 
able  at  the  Bourne  Library.  Increasing  demands  for  items  resulted  in  ' 
440  items  borrowed  from  other  libraries  and  49  items  sent  to  Bourne 
to  other  libraries  in  FY90.  This  compares  with  397  items  borrowed 
in  FY  89  and  286  borrowed  in  FY88.  Interlibrary  loan  procedures 
wilj  change  as  the  Cape  Automated  Materials  Sharing  (CLAMS)  sys- 
tem is  implemented,  but  demand  for  materials  is  likely  to  increase  1 
as  additional  information  on  materials  available  through  other  libra- 
ries  becomes  accessible  to  the  public. 

The  state  grant  of  $5,234.00  to  'Improve  and  Develop  the  Library's 
Non-Print  Collection"  was  completed  in  December  1989.  The  li-  j 
brary  created  a  core  collection  of  videocassettes,  purchasing  195 
VHS  video  titles  along  with  a  locking  display  and  storage  case.  Grant  j 
funds  were  also  used  to  purchase  a  FAX  machine  for  the  library.  The  j 
FAX  machine  has  expanded  reference  searches  by  providing  im- 
proved  access  to  subscriptions  and  reference  material  in  local,  re- 
gional,  and  state-wide  library  collections,  including  the  subregional 
Falmouth  Library  and  the  Boston  Public  Library.  In  December  1989, 
with  approximately  70%  of  the  grant-funded  videos  processed  for 
circulation,  the  library  circulated  354  videos  during  the  month,  an 
increase  of  44%  over  the  previous  month  and  56%  over  December 
1988. 

The  process  of  inputting  the  Bourne  Library  collection  records  and  » 
patron  records  in  to  the  CLAMS  database  began  in  March  1990=  By 
the  end  of  June,  over  2,800  book  records  and  100  patron  records 
were  in  the  Cape-wide  shared  database,  using  just  a  small  number  of  I 
staff  scheduled  for  CLAMS  data  entry.  All  staff  will  be  participat- 
ing  in  this  process  during  FY  '90  -  '91.

In  1989,  the  children's  department  continued  to  be  a  vital  and  very 
active  section  of  the  library.

Our  summer  reading  program,  "Hats  Off  to  Young  Readers,"  was  a 
tremendous  success.  The  materials  for  the  program  were  produced 
by  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System.  We  received 
progressive  sheets,  stickers,  bookmarks,  and  posters  from  the  Eastern  i 
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Region  Office  in  Boston.  We  also  received  funding  from  the  Friends 
of  the  Library  to  cover  the  cost  of  everything  except  the  performer 
'  for  the  opening  program. 

We  opened  the  program  with  the  Suspenders  Juggling  Troupe  and 
continued  programming  on  a  weekly  basis  throughout  the  summer. 

!Our  weekly  programming  included  movies,  button  making,  chalking 

ithe  walks  around  the  library,  designing  tee-shirts,  creating  a  giant 
spider  out  of  newspaper  with  the  help  of  Schaeffer's  Schenanigans, 

:and  a  performance  by  magician  David  Oliver.  The  final  program  was 
a  Mad  Hatter  Tea  Party.  Ice  cream  was  served  to  the  children  at  the 
party.  Anyone  who  registered  for  the  program  could  attend  the  Mad 
Hatter  Tea  Party.  In  addition,  we  held  two  contests  for  the  children 
to  participate  in:  the  Hat  Pix  Photo  Contest  and  a  weekly  Cat  in  the 

!Hat  Riddle  Contest. 

j 

This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we  included  "almost  readers"  in  the  pro- 
gram. "Almost  readers"  were  classified  as  children  entering  kinder- 
garten in  the  fall  who  could  not  yet  read  on  their  own.  These  chil- 
dren received  credit  for  books  read  to  them  by  parents,  grand- 
parents, and  other  caring  adults. 

The  241  participants  in  the  summer  reading  program  read  a  total  of 
3,514  books  over  the  summer.

This  year,  we  added  a  2-to-3  year-old  story  time  on  a  permanent 
basis.  The  group  met  on  Tuesday  mornings,  9:30  A.M.  -  10:00  A.M. 
Mothers,  fathers  or  guardians  attended  the  program  with  their  2-  or 
;3-year-old  child.  Due  to  the  tremendous  response  to  this  program, 
we  decided  to  register  children  for  the  next  group  using  a  lottery 
method.  This  was  the  most  equitable  way  to  handle  the  problem  of 
having  many  more  people  interesed  in  the  group  than  we  were  able 
to  accomodate. 

in  the  young  adult  room,  we  added  a  swap  box  for  books  such  as  the 
Sweet  Valley  High  series,  the  Babysitters  Club  series,  and  other 
oaperback  books.  The  yound  adults  could  take  a  book,  read  it,  and 
Either  return  the  book  or  replace  it  with  a  paperback  book  from  their 
own  collection. 

In  addition,  we  have  increased  and  updated  our  toy  collection, 
which  has  remained  very  popular.  We  have  continued  to  expand  our 
)ook  and  periodical  collections  and,  at  the  same  time,  have  done 
;ome  retrospective  collection  building,  trying  to  fill  gaps  in  our  col- 
ection. 
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In  the  coming  year,  we  hope  to  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
patrons  in  creative  and  dynamic  ways.

HOMEBOUND  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT: 

The  past  year  has  been  a  year  of  transition  for  this  department  with 
the  departure  of  its  creator,  Leslie  Morrissey.  Though  the  program's 
many  patrons  miss  Leslie,  the  change  has  gone  smoothly.  Our. 
circulation  of  large  print  books,  recordings  and  equipment  for  the 
blind  and  physically  handicapped  has  continued  to  climb.  One; 
reason  for  this  is  our  many  referrals  from  Sight  Loss  Services  located 
in  West  Dennis.  These  referrals  are  due  to  a  cutback  in  staffing  at 
Perkins  Institute  that  causes  a  slowdown  in  the  mailing  of  recorded 
books*  Our  patrons  have  found  the  services  in  Bourne  to  be  more 
reliable. 

In  May,  I  was  asked  to  speak  at  the  Massachusetts  Library  Associ- 1 
ation  Annual  Conference  held  at  the  Sheraton  Tara  in  Danvers.  The  ■ 
topic  was  serving  the  blind,  deaf,  and  hard-of-hearing.  My  portion  of 
the  program  was  to  raise  the  awareness  of  the  role  the  public  library 
can  play  in  better  serving  disabled  patrons  in  their  communities.  The 
evaluations  on  our  program  were  terrific,  and  two  libraries  have 
shown  an  interest  in  starting  programs  in  their  communities. 

Also  in  May,  we  sponsored  a  senior  citizens  afternoon  matinee,  Fred 
Astaire  and  Ginger  Rogers  in  The  Barkleys  of  Broadway.  The  audi- 
ence was  enthusiastic  and  even  ate  all  the  popcorn.  We  hope  to  do 
more  of  these  in  the  future. 

In  June,  the  bidding  process  to  replace  our  1979  Ford  delivery  van 
was  completed,  and  the  apparant  low  bidder  is  Heritage  Chevrolet/ 
Mayflower  Chrysler  Plymouth.  The  bid  was  submitted  for  a  Ply- 
mouth  Voyager  mini-van.  We're  looking  forward  to  acquiring  this 
vehicle  in  July. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  serving  the  community  of  Bourne  in  the 
next  year.  I  hope  the  growth  that  we  experienced  over  the  past  year 
will  continue  in  the  year  ahead.

PERSONNEL: 

In  September,  Leslie  A.  Morrissey  resigned  from  the  position  of 
Homebound  Services  Librarian  to  accept  a  new  position  as  Director 
of  the  Halifax  Public  Library.  For  over  17  years  she  developed  a 
homebound  library  program  that  has  become  a  model  for  the  state  of 
Massachusetts  and  was  chairman  of  the  highly  successful  fund  raising 
drive  that  furnished  and  equipped  the  new  library.  She  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  all  of  us.  In  October,  former  Library  Cataloging  Assistant, 
Marie  C.  Meier,  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  Homebound  Ser- 
vices Librarian,  and  she  has  been  replaced  by  Carlah  Kramer.  At  this 
time,  the  professional  position  of  Reference  Librarian  which  has 
been  accepted  by  the  town,  awaits  funding  prior  to  appointment  of 
an  individual. 


FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY: 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continue  to  play  a  vital  role  in  the  suc- 
cessful operation  of  the  library  program.  Grants  this  year  from  the 
friends  have  continued  to  enhance  and  supplement  the  library  opera- 
tion in  a  most  positive  manner  by  enabling  the  library  to  purchase  an 
Apple  II  GS  computer  for  use  by  all  library  patrons;  to  sponsor 
passes  for  the  Museum  of  Science,  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  Chil- 
dren's Museum  in  Boston,  and  to  provide  a  highly  successful  series  of 
programs  for  adults  and  children.  Membership  in  this  important  or- 
ganization is  open  to  all  and  information  can  be  obtained  by  calling 
the  library. 

CONCLUSION: 

The  library  has  been  moving  ahead  in  a  most  positive  manner.  How- 
ever, the  fiscal  problems  at  the  state  level  will  soon  be  filtering  down 
to  local  cities  and  towns,  and  it  is  becoming  more  apparent  each  day 
that  Bourne  will  not  escape  the  budget  crisis.  In  the  near  future,  the 
trustees  and  staff  will  be  faced  with  agonizing  decisions.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  primary  objective  of  the  Council  on  Aging  is  to  keep  our  elderly 
citizens  in  their  own  home  for  as  long  as  possible.  To  this  end,  the 
Council's  Elder  Service  Corps  Outreach  volunteers  made  1,007  visits 
to  our  seniors  this  year.  Our  Medicare  consultant  made  124  visits  and 
154  telephone  calls,  and  our  hospital  discharge  support  team  made 
144  visits.  In  addition,  1,313  reassurance  calls  were  made.  These  are 
all  volunteer  hours. 

The  integration  of  health  care  and  social  services  is  of  prime  import- 
ance to  our  program.  In  a  cooperative  effort  with  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University,  two  groups  of  registered  student  nurses 
completed  a  field  placement  in  Bourne.  These  nursing  students  made 
463  home  visits  to  our  seniors.  This  highly  successful  program  has 
been  ongoing  since  1984. 

The  Council  continues  to  provide  social  and  community  activities 
which  are  very  beneficial  to  the  senior  population.  These  activities 
and  programs  include  a  swim  program,  for  which  we  thank  Mass. 
Maritime  Academy,  a  "Bourne  to  Walk"  walking  group,  line  dancing, 
whist,  weekly  blood  pressure,  income  tax  preparation,  audiology, 
and  Eider  Law. 

Another  vital  need  of  our  seniors  is  transportation,  primarily  to 
medical  appointments.  Once  again,  the  friends  of  the  Bourne  Council 
on  Aging  have  helped  to  fill  that  need.  Through  donations,  we  have 
been  able  to  maintain  the  mini-bus  and  provide  over  2,000  rides, 
door  to  door. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year.  On  February  1, 
Emily  Gaykan,  senior  clerk,  retired  after  15  years  with  the  Council. 
The  Council  received  a  Formula  Grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Elder  Affairs.  This  grant  made  possible  a  Support 
Trauma  program— for  seniors  and  their  families  coping  with  terminal 
illness.  In  October  of  '89,  we  received  nine  month  funding  from  the 
state  for  a  gerontologist,  who  served  as  a  consultant  to  our  SMU 
nurses. 

In  our  first  full  year  of  being  the  Human  Services  Agency  for  the 
town,  the  Council  provided  130  holiday  food  baskets.  Due  to  the 
generosity  of  the  Bourne  Sandwich  Rotary  Club,  we  received  a  large 
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freezer  for  our  food  pantry  program.  The  Council  also  distributed 
surplus  food,  and  helped  with  fuel  assistance  applications  for  all  age 
groups. 

The  St.  John's  55  and  Over  program  and  the  Swift  Memorial  Church 
meal  site  have  been  extremely  successful  this  year  and  we  applaud 
their  efforts. 

We  would  be  remiss  however  if  we  did  not  perceive  an  even  greater 
need  for  all  age  groups  in  the  coming  year.  With  the  continued  reduc- 
tion in  federal,  state,  and  local  funding,  we  will  need  to  look  to  the 
community.  There  must  be  a  sharing  of  efforts  to  help  those  in  need. 

We  wish  to  thank  our  many  volunteers,  public  and  private  benefac- 
tors, our  Selectmen,  and  Directors  of  the  Boards  of  both  the  Council 
on  Aging  and  the  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging.

BOURNE  RECREATION  AUTHORITY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  hereby  submits  their  Annual  Re- 
port for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1990. 

At  the  John  Gallo  Ice  Arena  many  improvements  were  accomplished. 
Main  beams  were  repainted,  roof  repaired,  new  and  more  efficient 
lighting  installed,  cooling  towers  replaced  and  glycol  pumps  were 
replaced  with  pumps  of  an  increased  size.  Possibly  the  most  notice- 
able renovation  is  the  new  low  emissivity  ceiling  installed  inside  the 
Arena  to  help  save  energy  and  reduce  moisture  during  Summer 
months  of  operation.  The  John  Gallo  Ice  Arena  continues  to  host 
many  activities.  Seven  (7)  MIAA  tournament  games  were  played  at 
Gallo,  one  of  the  most  notable  being  the  Bourne  High  School  win 
over  Nauset  High  School  with  a  score  of  9  to  0,  allowing  the  Canal- 
men  to  go  on  to  win  the  Eastern  Mass.  Division  III  Championship. 
The  Sixth  Annual  Jerry  Cahir  Memorial  Tournament  was  financially 
successful,  allowing  seven  scholarships  to  be  awarded  this  year.  In- 
creased inventory  has  been  added  to  our  Skate  Shop;  figure  skating 
apparel  and  more  hockey  equipment  are  now  available.  Once  again 
the  Annual  Canal  Cup  hockey  game  and  the  Christmas  Party  for 
Town  of  Bourne  children  were  a  huge  success.  The  Toys  for  Tots 
donation  distributed  by  U.S.  Marine  Corps  made  less  fortunate  child- 
ren happy  on  Christmas  Day.  It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  John  Gallo 
Ice  Arena  as  a  facility  that  all  persons  in  the  local  area  are  enjoying. 

Bourne  Scenic  Park  continues  to  be  a  focal  attraction  in  this  area. 
Improvements  are  made  each  year;  new  children's  play  area  was  built 
in  C-Area  and  plans  for  a  new  addition  to  the  C-Area  rest  room  are 
completed  with  work  to  start  after  Labor  Day.  The  James  McQuade 
drive  was  dedicated  with  over  fifty  people  attending  this  occasion. 
The  Alex  Consoni  Pavilion  is  in  constant  use  by  numerous  Town  and 
local  Civic  groups.  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  are  encouraged  to  use 
our  camping  facilities  at  no  charge. 

In  this  time  of  financial  crisis,  the  Authority  has  endeavored  to  assist 
recreational  programs  under  our  affiliation  in  a  continuing  associa- 
tion with  the  Town  of  Bourne.  We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  State  Representative,  Highway  Department  Superinten- 
dent, Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief,  and  the  Corps  of  Engineers  for  assis- 
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tance  and  cooperation  given.  To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne 
we  thank  you  for  your  support.

REPORT  OF  THE 
HANDICAP  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  j 
and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Handicap  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  period  July  1,  1989  to  June  30,  1990: 

The  Handicap  Advisory  Committee  was  inactive  for  the  first  part  of 
the  fiscal  year  having  lost  several  of  the  active  members  including  the 
chairperson,  The  Selectmen  appointed  three  new  members  in  Janu- 
ary of  1990  and  recently  a  fourth  member  was  added.  Together  with  • 
the  building  inspector  and  council-on-aging  director  the  Committee  is  ? 
now  poised  to  make  significant  contributions  to  the  Town's  Handi- 
cap population. 

As  its  first  major  project,  the  Committee  surveyed  all  businesses  in 
the  Town  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  handicap  parking  bylaw. 
Approximately  300  letters,  with  a  copy  of  the  bylaw,  was  sent  to 
area  establishments  requesting  compliance  with  the  bylaw.  Handicap 
parking  spaces,  in  conformance  with  the  bylaw,  have  increased 
dramatically  throughout  the  Town  as  a  result  of  the  mailing.  The 
Committee  will  survey  the  Town  again  in  September  and  will  issue 
one  final  notice  before  enforcement  action  is  taken. 

The  Committee  intends  to  aggressively  pursue  handicap  parking  by- 
law compliance  this  fiscal  year  and  expects  to  achieve  accessibility  to 
all  public  and  private  facilities  for  the  handicapped  in  the  Town  of 
Bourne.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
VETERANS'  SERVICES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  Town  of  Bourne  hereby 
submit  its  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1990. 

The  mission  of  the  Department  of  Veterans'  Services  is  to  serve  vete- 
rans and  their  families  efficiently  and  with  compassion.  It  continues 
to  be  a  ONE  STOP  CENTER  for  the  delivery  of  BENEFITS  and 
SERVICES  to  and  for  veterans  and  their  dependents. 

BENEFITS,  in  the  form  of  monetary  allowances,  room  and  board, 
food,  shelter,  fuel,  clothing,  utilities,  household  supplies,  personal 
needs,  life  insurance,  medical  expenses,  etc.  are  provided  to  eligible 
veterans  and/or  their  authorized  dependents  who  require  a  little  help 
in  a  time  of  need,  in  order  that  they  may  return  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible back  into  the  main  stream  of  our  society. 

This  program  is  not  charity  nor  is  it  a  pension.  It  is  a  privilege  avail- 
able to  those  who  meet  three  major  requirements;  honorable  service 
in  time  of  war,  worthiness,  and  need.  Veterans  and/or  their  author- 
ized dependents,  who  are  residents  of  the  Town  of  Bourne,  can  apply 
for  financial,  medical  and/or  miscellaneous  assistance  under  the 
!  Veterans'  Benefits  Program.  If  that  applicant  is  approved,  the  assist- 
I  ance  is  provided.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  said  assistance 
is  reimbursed  to  the  Town  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

SERVICES,  in  the  form  of  assistance  to  veterans  and  their  depen- 
dents in  processing  claims  under  various  federal,  state,  and  local  pro- 
;  grams  are  also  provided. 

;  Although  no  veteran/dependent  who  apply  and  meet  the  qualifica- 
j  tions  will  be  denied  help,  there  are  some  borderline  cases  that  force 
the  incumbent  to  "wear  two  hats"  —  one  as  an  employee  of  the  tax- 
payers of  the  Town,  the  other  as  the  veteran's  agent.  I  am  under  pres- 
sure from  town  government  to  keep  an  eye  on  expenditures,  but  at 
the  same  time  I  am  required  by  the  laws  and  regulations  establishing 
and  governing  the  Veterans'  Benefits  Program  to  provide  the  assist- 
ance due  the  veteran  and  his  dependents,  whatever  the  cost.  This  is 
where  the  department's  second  function  as  a  services  referral  agency 
becomes  important. 

If  it  appears  that  an  applicant  for  Veterans'  Benefits  is  entitled  to  en- 
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roll  in  any  federal,  state  or  local  program  of  which  he  may  not  be 
aware  (Social  Security,  Social  Security  Disability,  Supplemental 
Security  Income,  Unemployment  Compensation,  Workman's  Com- 
pensation, Private  Pensions,  Medicare,  Medicaid,  Job  Finding  Assist-  • 
ance,  Job  Training,  etc.)  this  department  will  assist  him  in  making 
applications  for  these  benefits.  j 

If  he  is  entitled  to  assistance  from  the  Department  of  Veterans  Af- 
fairs (VA)  which  is  not  forthcoming,  (Compensation  or  Pension, 
Health  Care,  Nursing  Home  Care,  Educational  Benefits,  Review  of 
Discharges,  Correction  of  Military  Records,  Copies  of  Military  Dis- 
charges,  Death  Gratuity,  Home  and  Small  Business  Loans,  etc.)  this 
department  can  assume  the  Power  of  Attorney,  gather  information 
and  present  his  case  to  the  VA.  This  function  is  particularly  impor- 
tant  in  cases  such  as  compensation  appeals,  because  the  VA,  having 
rejected  the  case,  can't  help  the  veteran  to  gather  evidence  against 
itself. 

The  laws  under  which  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  oper-  * 
ates,  restricts  it  from  developing,  presenting  and  prosecuting  claims  I 
against  itself.  It  is  likewise  restricted  from  procuring  such  needed 
evidence  as  statements  from  Doctors,  affidavits,  marriage/birth/  : 
death/medical  records  and  the  like,  and  will  proceed  to  adjudicate 
claims  in  the  absence  of  such  documentation.  It  is  therefore  incum- 
bent  upon  the  Veteran  himself  to  furnish  all  necessary  informa- 
tion,  and  in  most  instances  he  needs  the  services  of  a  Veterans'  Ser- 
vices Officer  to  whom  he  can  turn  to  for  assistance,  advise  and 
counsel. 

This  department's  services  referral  is  available  to  assist  veterans  and 
their  dependents  and  can  often  steer  them  towards  benefits  which 
are  not  widely  known  to  be  available.  Dependents  in  particular  are 
not  generally  aware  of  burial  assistance  funds  available  through  the  j 
VA  and  in  some  cases  through  Social  Security,  or  the  National  Ce-  ; 
metery  here  in  Bourne  where  veterans  and  their  authorized  depen- 
dents can  be  buried  without  charge,  or  of  the  free  plaque  or  head- 
stone  available  for  the  grave  of  any  veteran.  As  people  get  older  they 
may  have  lost  touch  with  the  VA  and  forgotten  what  they  are  en- 
titled to.  The  VA  cannot  do  much  outreach,  so  we,  the  Department 
of  Veterans'  Services,  fill  the  gap  for  them. 

The  Veterans'  Services  Department  works  closely  with  the  VA  and 
other  federal,  state,  and  local  agencies  in  searching  out  any  additional 
aid  available  to  and  for  the  veteran.  For  example:  during  Fiscal  Year 
1989  the  VA  Expenditures  to  the  Veteran  Population  of  Bourne 
amounted  to  $1,933,531.  These  payments  were  made  for  such  en- 
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titlements  as  Compensations  and  Pensions,  Education  and  Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation,  Long  Term  Care,  Insurance  and  Indemnities, 
etc.  These  expenditures  are  a  direct  result  of  this  Department's  Ser- 
vices Referral  Activities. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  Veterans'  Services  Office  devotes  25%  of  its 
time  to  personal  contacts  with  veteran/dependents  who  are  experi- 
encing social,  economic,  medical,  and/or  psychological  problems  and 
needs  affecting  financial  security;  40%  of  its  time  is  spent  conducting 
field  investigations  and  data  collection,  while  30%  of  its  time  goes  to 
correspondence  (completing  forms  and  reports  and  providing  suppor- 
tive documentation)  and  other  administrative  duties  and  assigned 
responsibilities;  leaving  5%  of  its  time  for  phone  calls  (answering  in- 
quiries and  soliciting/gathering  general  information). 

A  good  rapport,  a  good  working  knowledge  of  the  subject  matter, 
and  a  good  working  relationship  with  others  are  paramount. 

In  order  to  properly  perform  the  duties  required  of  the  Veterans' 
Services  Department,  it  is  essential  that  the  staff  have  a  sound  work- 
ing knowledge  of  all  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Veterans'  Services,  and  Town  of  Bourne  Laws  and 
Regulations  pertaining  to  Veterans,  as-well-as  a  good  rapport  with 
key  personnel  within  these  organizations  to  be  kept  informed  of  all 
amendments  and  changes  in  said  laws  and  regulations.  It  is  impera- 
tive that  this  office  work  closely  with  other  departments  and  the  per- 
sonnel therein,  on  all  three  levels— Federal,  State,  and  Local— to 
assure  the  smooth  delivery  of  Benefits  and  Services  to  and  for  our 
Veterans.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1990. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  CHAPTER  131,  SECTION  40  AND 
TOWN  OF  BOURNE  WETLANDS  BYLAW 

The  Commission  reviewed  158  proposals  for  work  in  or  near  wet- 
lands  resource  areas,  (104  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicabil-  f 
ity  and  54  Notices  of  Intent).  Orders  of  Conditions  were  issued  for 
all  Notices.  Five  projects  were  denied.  There  were  13  enforcement 
orders  issued  for  work  done  without  benefit  of  necessary  permits  or 
violations  of  existing  Orders  of  Conditions. 

The  trend  toward  renovations  of  existing  homes  and  large  additions 
rather  than  new  home  construction  continued  this  year  and  we  con- 
tinue to  worry  about  the  long  term  affects  of  these  projects  on  al- 
ready stressed  coastal  and  inland  wetland  systems. 

ENFORCEMENT  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE  SUPPORT 

Recent  changes  in  state  regulations  now  allow  the  Commission  to 
retain  a  portion  of  all  state  wetland  permit  application  fees  to  be 
used  to  offset  administrative  costs.  These  changes  combined  with 
our  ability  under  the  Town  Wetland  Bylaw  to  recover  some  of  the 
cost  of  reviewing  a  major  project  from  its  developer,  has  shifted 
some  of  the  financial  burden  of  review  away  from  the  Town.  Ad- 
ministrative and  enforcement  support  was  provided  by  the  De- 
partment  of  Natural  Resources  for  which  we  are  grateful. 

CONSERVATION  AREAS 

The  Commission  relies  almost  totally  on  volunteers  to  help  clean  up 
and  maintain  land  held  by  the  Town  for  conservation  purposes.  We 
thank  all  those  who  have  assisted  us  in  that  regard  this  year  and  wel- 
come the  opportunity  to  work  with  neighborhood  associations,  clubs 
and  youth  groups  on  a  project  of  interest  to  them.  The  Town  is  for- 
tunate to  own  several  important  and  unique  conservation  areas  as 
well  as  some  small  but  special  pieces  of  land  scattered  throughout 
Bourne.  We  encourage  the  sensitive  use  of  these  areas  and  remind  all 
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visitors  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  use  regulations  that  have 
been  adopted  for  all  conservation  areas.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
COMPOSTING  AND  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne 

The  Composting  and  Recycling  Study  Committee  hereby  submits  its 
annual  report  for  this  year  ending  June  30,  1990. 

The  Committee  consists  of  the  following  members:  Louis  Pellegrini, 
Highway  Surveyor;  Cynthia  Coffin,  Board  of  Health  agent;  Haydon 
Coggeshall,  Board  of  Health;  Susan  Weston,  member  of  the  Conserva- 
tion Commission;  Alan  MacKay;  Susan  Carpenter;  Phillip  Goddard; 
Pamela  Olson;  and  Kurt  Teichert. 

The  Committee  focused  on  two  areas  of  concern:  conservation  of 
landfill  space  and  public  education.  The  following  programs  and  ac- 
tivities were  carried  out: 

The  leaf  composting  site  was  opened  on  September  11,  1989.  The 
residents  of  Bourne  have  utilized  this  site  and  consequently  valuable 
landfill  space  has  been  conserved. 

In  December,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Highway  Surveyor  and  his 
staff,  the  Committee  initiated  a  Christmas  tree  mulch  program. 
Christmas  trees  were  collected  at  curbside  or  dropped  off  at  the  com- 
post site  at  the  landfill,  chipped  and  left  to  compost  into  mulch.  This 
program  diverted  this  bulky  material  from  the  landfill. 

The  volunteer  recycling  drop  off  area  for  glass  and  aluminum  at  the 
landfill  has  seen  increased  participation  this  year.  The  Committee  or- 
ganized a  Glass  Drive  on  Earth  Day  weekend  in  April  1989. 

A  pilot  office  paper  recycling  program  began  in  June  1990  at  Town 
Hall  utilizing  the  service  of  South  Shore  Recycling. 

The  Committee's  public  education  efforts  were  directed  at  increasing 
Bourne  residents'  understanding  of  composting,  recycling,  and  the 
importance  of  conserving  our  landfill  space.  In  order  to  involve  more 
residents  in  the  public  education  effort,  we  started  a  Village  Volun- 
teer Program.  Over  fifty  Bourne  residents  have  volunteered  their  time 
and  and  efforts  to  assist  with  our  public  education  program. 

Ned  and  Cathy  Harrington  of  Sagamore  Beach  volunteered  to  assist 
the  Committee  with  the  making  of  a  public  education  video.  Susan 
Carpenter,  Phillip  Goddard  and  Pamela  Olson  assisted  the  Harring- 
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tons  in  the  production  of  the  video,  entitled  "Introduction  to  Solid 
Waste  Management".  The  video  is  available  through  the  Public  Li- 
brary. 

In  May  1990,  the  Committee  organized  and  sponsored  a  public 
education  evening  called  "Treasure  in  Our  Trash".  There  were  four 
speakers,  displays  and  informational  handouts.  Ned  and  Cathy  Harring- 
ton, with  the  assistance  of  Harron  Cable  Company,  filmed  the  event. 
This  video  has  been  shown  on  the  Harron  Cable  station  and  is  avail- 
able at  the  Public  Library. 

The  Committee  assisted  the  Highway  Surveyor  with  the  drafting  of 
a  solid  waste  management  bylaw,  which  was  passed  at  annual  Town 
Meeting  in  May  1990.  Included  in  the  bylaw  are  provisions  for  man- 
datory recycling,  to  commence  in  October  1990.  Town  meeting  also 
voted  funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  curbside  recycling  truck. 

The  Composting  and  Recycling  Study  Committee  looks  forward  to 
furthering  its  public  education  efforts  and  continuing  to  study  and 
recommend  methods  to  conserve  our  landfill  space.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
TREE  WARDEN  AND  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SHADE  TREE  MANAGEMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Hemlock  Woolly  Adelgid  is  approaching  our  area.  This  insect  is 
doing  heavy  damage  to  the  Eastern  Hemlocks. 

It  is  found  on  Hemlocks  so  far,  but  it  is  possible  that  it  may  attack 
the  Spruce  trees  too.  In  spring,  waxy  white  egg  masses  appear  on 
branches  near  each  needle  base.  Needles  on  infested  branches  fall 
early.  Lower  limbs  die  and  sometimes  the  whole  tree  may  die  in  one 
year. 

These  may  be  sprayed  in  the  spring  with  a  light  spray  oil  or  later  with 
pesticide.  The  tree  must  be  drenched  all  the  way  around  it.  A 
second  spray  in  April  may  be  necessary. 

The  Nantucket  Pine  Trip  Moth  is  building  up  again.  Small  orna- 
mental pines  should  be  sprayed  in  mid-May  and  June.  Two  or  three 
sprays  are  necessary  to  control  these  insects  that  bore  into  the  tips 
of  the  pine  trees. 

Always  read  the  label  on  the  container  for  directions  and  safety  pre- 
cautions. 

The  usual  Tree  Department  work  of  trimming  of  branches  and  brush 
along  the  roadsides  was  done  throughout  the  year.  It  is  a  job  that 
never  ends,  as  there  are  a  lot  of  roads  in  the  town,  and  brush  is  con- 
stantly growing. 

Years  ago  this  part  of  our  work  involved  ten  percent  of  our  time  and 
today,  we  spend  about  eighty  percent  of  our  time  keeping  the  roads 
clear. 

When  the  position  of  Tree  Warden  was  first  established,  in  the  early 
part  of  the  century,  it  was  more  to  care  for  and  protect  the  shade 
trees,  rather  than  trim  roadsides. 

Since  the  budget  custs  of  Proposition  Two  and  One  Half  and  recent- 
ly, I  consider  the  safety  of  highways  the  most  important  phase  of 
work  that  we  used  to  do.  This  work  is  all  done  with  handtools. 

School  bus  routes  are  checked  and  trimmed  in  the  areas  that  we  re- 
ceive complaints  from. 
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Roadsides  are  always  checked  for  broken  branches.  Storms  and  large 
truck  traffic  on  small  narrow  roads  make  this  necessary  We  receive  " 
many  after  hours  calls  from  the  Police  and  Fire  Department,  and 
private  citizens,  for  this  problem. 

Very  few  elm  trees  remain  in  the  town.  We  are  losing  one  on  Keene 
Street  that  seemed  to  have  survived  dutch  elm  disease.  A  tree  that 
has  a  few  infected  branches  can  be  trimmed  and  injected  with  a 
fungicide  in  an  attempt  to  save  it. 

We  don't  have  funds  for  this  anymore,  nor  do  we  have  funds  for  con- 
tracting equipment  to  remove  large  trees. 

I  am  afraid  that  any  attempt  of  caring  for  shade  trees  are  gone,  both  I 
now  and  in  the  future  for  this  Town.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  recording  of  vital  statistics  and  the  issuance  of  certified  copies  of 
same  and  other  certified  documents  is  a  function  of  the  Town  Clerk, 
prescribed  by  law,  which  often  receives  little  comment.  In  fact,  the 
creation  of  any  public  record  or  document  and  its  official  dissemina- 
tion to  the  public  is  a  function  which  requires  exceptional  care  and 
accuracy. 

The  Town  Clerk  creates  and  records  all  the  marriage  records  of 
couples  who  file  their  intentions  to  marry  in  Bourne.  We  are  the  oc- 
curance  community  for  most  of  the  deaths  we  record  and  as  such 
have  the  responsibility  of  insuring  that  the  death  record  created  by 
the  funeral  director  is  done  correctly  Since  we  do  not  have  a  hos- 
pital in  town,  we  are  rarely  the  occurance  community  for  births  and 
therefore  also  must  record  the  residence  copy  of  the  birth  record. 
Whether  we  are  creating  a  record,  recording  a  vital  or  creating  a  certi- 
fied copy,  accuracy  is  essential. 

The  following  is  a  listing  of  the  number  of  documents  relating  to 
vital  statistics,  by  category,  which  have  been  created,  recorded  or  cer- 
tified by  the  Town  Clerk's  office  this  year: 


Creation  of  Marriage  Licenses  105 

Recording  of  Death  Certificates  312 

Recording  of  Birth  Certificates  190 

Recording  Marriage  Intentions  113 

Issuing  Birth  Certificates  456 

Issuing  Death  Certificates  591 

Issuing  Marriage  Certificates  154 


This  short  list,  totaling  1,921  vitals,  only  indicates  the  proverbial 
tip  of  the  records  management  iceberg  for  which  the  Town  Clerk's 
Office  is  responsible.  The  office  has  processed  336  individual  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code  filings,  182  Business  Certificate  filings  and 
numerous  filings  of  Pole  Locations,  Income  Tax  Liens,  Legal  Opin- 
ions, Court  Findings,  Decisions  of  both  the  Planning  Board  and 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  just  to  name  a  few. 

The  January  1990  annual  town  census  was  the  most  successful 
census  to  date.  We  were  able  to  combine  some  door-to-door  and  tele- 
phone canvassing  with  the  direct  mail  response.  As  a  result,  we  in- 
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creased  the  number  of  persons  who  appear  on  the  street  listing  by 
almost  2,000  people.  A  special  thanks  to  Dorothy  Wilson,  member  of 
the  Bourne  Board  of  Registrars,  for  all  her  efforts  in  accomplishing 
the  canvas. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  suffered  a  loss  of  one  of  its  members, 
Dorothy  Foley,  who  died  on  March  10,  1990.  Dorothy  served  on  the 
Board  of  Registrars  since  1979,  and  had  been  active  in  election 
affairs,  as  an  election  worker'  prior  to  her  appointment  to  the  Board 
of  Registrars.  She  was  a  competent  and  wonderful  person  to  work 
with  and  I  shall  miss  her  special  kind  of  humor.  She  is  truly  someone 
who  cannot  be  replaced.

It  is  the  intent  of  these  regulations  to  pro- 
tect, conserve  and  improve  the  unique  visual  quality  and 
character  of  the  Town  of  Bourne  through  regulating  all 
signs,  billboards,  advertising  devices  and  any  other  devices 
for  visual  communication.  The  following  regulations  have

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which  identify  the  use  or  occupancy  of  land  and  struc- 
tures, doing  so  through  carefully  controlling  the  size, 
placement,  content,  and  other  characteristics  of  all  signs. 

"3220.  General  Sign  Regulations. 

"3221.  Basic  Requirements. 

a)  No  signs  shall  be  erected,  and  no  existing  sign 
shall  be  enlarged,  reworded,  redesigned,  or  other- 
wise altered  in  any  way  unless  it  conforms  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

b)  All  signs  shall  be  maintained  in  a  safe  and  neat 
condition  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Building 
Inspector  and  in  accordance  with  the  State  Build- 
ing Code. 

c)  Any  sign  which  has  been  destroyed  or  damaged 
to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  repair  or  restora- 
tion will  exceed  one-third  of  the  replacement 
value  as  to  the  date  of  destruction  shall  not  be 
repaired,  rebuilt,  restored,  or  altered  unless  in 
conformity  with  this  Bylaw. 

"3222.  Sign  Content. 

a)  An  off-premise  direction  sign  6  feet  by  6  inches 
or  6  feet  by  1  foot  designating  the  route  to  an 
establishment  and  containing  no  advertising 
matter  is  allowed  in  all  districts,  but  only  on  a 
ladder  sign  erected  and  maintained  by  the  Town 
of  Bourne. 

Except  for  such  directional  signs,  no  billboard  or 
other  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  unless 
its  subject  matter  relates  exclusively  to  the  prem- 
ises on  which  it  is  located,  or  to  products,  accom- 
modations, services,  or  activities  on  those  premises. 
When  a  sign  no  longer  complies  with  this  para- 
graph because  of  a  change  in  the  use  or  structural 
condition  of  the  premises,  the  owner  shall  bring 
the  sign  into  compliance  or  remove  it. 

b)  No  more  than  25%  of  the  area  of  a  sign  shall  be 
occupied  by  a  registered  product  brand  name  or 
trademark  unless  the  majority  of  the  floor  or  lot 
area  on  the  premises  is  devoted  to  manufacturing, 
sale,  or  other  processing  of  that  product  or  service. 
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"3223.  Sign  Location  and  Extension. 


a)  No  signs  shall  be  placed  within  a  public  way 
except  as  required  for  public  safety  or  for  the 
announcement  of  civic  events.  Such  signs  require 
a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  which  shall 
not  be  granted  in  violation  of  Section  3.1.5  or 
3.1.6  of  the  Town  Bylaws.  Signs  placed  on  shade 
trees  are  subject  to  approval  by  the  Tree  Warden 
(Sec.  9,  Ch.  37,  G.L.). 

b)  No  sign  shall  project  from  a  building  or  over 
any  pedestrian  or  vehicular  way  more  than  24 
inches,  nor  over  any  public  right-of-way  or  other 
public  property. 

c)  No  part  of  any  attached  sign  shall  extend  above 
the  highest  point  on  the  wall  or  roof  of  the  build- 
ing to  which  it  is  attached.  No  free-standing  sign 
shall  exceed  fifteen  feet  in  height  unless  autho- 
rized by  special  permit  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  which  may  grant  approval  only  upon 
determining  the  following: 

(1)  the  increase  in  height  is  necessitated  by 
unusual  site  circumstances;  and 

(2)  the  resulting  sign  will  not  intrude  into  any 
scenic  views;  and 

(3)  the  design  and  illumination  avoid  creation 
of  hazardous  distraction  for  motorists;  and 

(4)  the  proposed  sign  height  has  precedents  in 
the  height  of  signs  on  nearby  properties  or 
in  the  height  of  building  on  the  same  prem- 
ises; and 

(5)  compensatory  scenic  enhancements  are  to  be 
made,  such  as  landscaping  beyond  that 
otherwise  required. 

In  no  event  shall  a  free-standing  sign  exceed 
35  feet  in  height. 

d)  No  attached  sign  shall  be  so  located  as  to  visually 
interrupt  a  roof  eave  or  ridge  line,  a  wall  parapet 
or  cornice  line,  unless  such  interruption  is  clearly 
intended  in  the  basic  design  of  the  structure. 
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"2224.  Sign  Illumination  and  Motion. 

a)  No  sign  or  part  of  any  sign  shall  flash,  move, 
be  animated,  use  traveling  lights,  or  contain  reflec- 
tive elements  which  sparkle  or  twinkle.  Signs 
whose  message  alternates  between  time  and  tem- 
perature shall  not  for  that  reason  be  considered 
"animated". 

b)  No  flags,  banners,  streamers,  whirligigs,  pennants, 
pieces  of  material,  balloons,  or  other  material  of 
any  kind  which  moves  in  the  breeze  are  allowed. 

c)  Sign  illumination  shall  be  only  by  steady,  sta- 
tionary light,  either  internal  to  the  sign  or  shielded 
and  directed  solely  at  the  sign  without  direct  bulb 
exposure  to  motorists  or  adjoining  premises. 

d)  All  signs  shall  be  permanently  installed  rather 
than  being  portable,  with  the  exception  of  tempo- 
rary signs  as  allowed  below. 

e)  Sign  elements  designed  for  changeable  messages 
with  replaceable  letters  or  other  means  shall  be 
allowed  only  if  attached  to  a  building  or  if  com- 
prising less  than  half  of  the  sign  area  of  a  permitted 
permanent  free-standing  sign  and  authorized  with  a 
special  permit  from  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

"3230.  Signs  Allowed  in  All  Districts.  The  following  signs 
are  allowed  in  all  districts  without  necessity  of  obtaining 
a  permit.  All  temporary  signs  shall  be  removed  forthwith 
when  the  reason  for  installation  no  longer  exists. 

a)  A  temporary  sign  of  not  more  than  12  square  feet 
in  area,  to  be  removed  within  30  days  of  erection. 
The  Building  Inspector  shall  be  notified  in  writing 
at  the  time  of  erection,  which  shall  begin  the  30- 
day  period.  Any  sign  found  to  have  been  erected 
without  such  notice  shall  be  presumed  to  have 
been  erected  more  than  thirty  days  prior  to  that 
finding. 

b)  One  temporary  unlighted  sign  not  over  six  square 
feet  in  area  pertaining  to  the  sale,  rental  or  lease 
of  the  premises. 

c)  Temporary  signs  inside  display  windows,  covering 
not  more  than  30%  of  window  area,  illuminated  by 
building  illumination  only. 
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d)  Other  temporary  signs  if  erected  for  a  charitable 
or  religious  cause. 

e)  Unlighted  on-premise  signs  not  exceeding  two 
square  feet  each  in  area,  if  only  guiding  and  direct- 
ing traffic  and  parking.  These  signs  will  not  be 
included  in  limits  on  sign  area  and  number. 

f)  Signs  bearing  only  property  numbers,  post  office 
box  numbers,  names  of  occupants  of  premises  or 
activities  thereon,  if  not  exceeding  two  square  feet 
in  area. 

g)  Legal  notices  or  informational  signs  erected  or 
required  by  government  bodies. 

"3240.  Residence  or  Government  Districts.  In  Residence 
or  Government  Districts,  only  the  following  signs  are 
allowed  under  Section  3230. 

a)  One  sign  not  over  nine  square  feet  in  area  pertain- 
ing to  permitted  (or  pre-existing  non-conforming) 
buildings  and  uses  of  the  premises  other  than 
dwellings  and  their  accessory  use,  or  identifying  a 
residential  development. 

b)  Signs  totaling  not  more  than  50%  of  the  area 
allowed  in  a  Business  District  B-G,  for  an  Open 
Space  Community  with  extensive  resort  develop- 
ment under  Section  4642b. 

"3250.  Scenic  Development  Districts.  In  Scenic  Develop- 
ment Districts,  regulations  for  Residence  Districts  shall 
apply,  except  that  for  uses  allowed  on  Special  Permit 
under  Section  2232  signs  up  to  50%  of  the  area  allowed  in 
Business  District  B-G  shall  be  allowed. 

"3260.  Business  Districts. 

"3261.  Business  Sign  Overlay  Districts.  The  following 
sign  districts  are  hereby  established  as  overlay  districts, 
superimposed  over  any  other  district  created  under 
this  Bylaw: 

B-V  (Village) 
B-H  (Highway) 
B-G  (General) 
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Such  districts  are  defined  and  bounded  on  the  map 
entitled  "Business  Sign  Districts",  Bourne,  Mass.,  dated 
March  1,  1990,  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

"3262.  Allowed  Signs.  In  Business  Districts,  only  the 
following  signs  are  allowed  in  addition  to  those  al- 
lowed under  Section  3230: 

a)  Signs  attached  to  a  building,  provided  that  there 
are  not  more  than  two  such  signs  per  separate 
enterprise,  and  that  they  aggregate  not  more  than 
the  following  percentages  of  the  area  of  the  wall  or 
the  horizontally  projected  area  of  the  roof  (length 
times  eave-to-ridge  height)  to  which  they  are 
attached: 

B-V  District:  5% 
B-G  District:  10% 
B-H  District:  10% 

b)  One  free-standing  sign  with  total  area  of  not  more 
than  48  square  feet  if  in  the  B-G  or  B-H  Districts 
or  16  square  feet  if  in  the  B-V  District.  For  prem- 
ises having  frontage  on  more  than  one  street,  a 
second  free-standing  sign  may  be  allowed,  with  the 
allowed  area  divided  between  the  signs. 

c)  The  total  area  of  all  signs  on  the  premises,  both 
attached  to  a  building  and  free-standing,  shall 
total  not  more  than  80  square  feet  if  in  the  B-G  or 
B-H  Districts  or  40  square  feet  if  in  the  B-V  Dis- 
trict. 

However,  each  occupant  having  separately  secured 
facilities  within  a  shopping  center,  office  complex, 
or  other  integrated  premises  on  one  or  more 
adjacent  lots  having  more  than  one  occupant,  may 
have  an  attached  sign  of  up  to  the  larger  of  16 
square  feet  or  5%  of  the  wall  area  related  to  that 
occupant,  even  though  the  total  of  sign  areas  on 
the  premises  exceeds  the  area  limits  established 
elsewhere.  In  such  cases,  a  sign  management  plan 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Building  Inspector  prior  to 
the  first  sign  installation  subsequent  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  provision.  Such  plan  shall  assure 
that  for  as  long  as  those  limits  are  exceeded,  all 
of  the  attached  signs  on  the  premises,  including 
any  pre-existing  signs  to  be  retained,  will  be 
coordinated  to  provide  consistency  with  regard 
to  no  fewer  than  five  of  the  following: 
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(1)  dimensions  of  width  and  height; 

(2)  location  of  placement  on  the  building; 

(3)  colors; 

(4)  materials; 

(5)  illumination; 

(6)  use  of  symbols  or  non-verbal  devices 

(7)  lettering  styles  and  sizes. 

Where  such  a  management  plan  is  on  file,  and  the 
premises  are  divided  between  two  Business  Sign 
Districts,  the  entire  premises  shall  be  regulated 
by  the  provisions  of  the  less  restrictive  district. 

d)  In  the  B-H  District  either  freestanding  or  attached 
signs  (but  not  both)  on  any  premises  may  have 
50%  more  sign  area  than  allowed  above,  provided 
that  each  sign  involved  meets  all  of  the  following: 

(1)  The  sign  displays  not  more  than  12  items  of 
information  ('items'  being  a  syllable  of  a  word, 
an  abbreviation,  a  number,  a  symbol,  or  a 
geometric  shape,  but  not  including  items 
lettered  less  than  3  inches  high). 

(2)  Sign  content,  measured  within  a  single  con- 
tinuous perimeter,  occupies  not  more  than  40% 
of  sign  area. 

(3)  The  sign  is  dedicated  to  identification  of  the 
specific  premises,  displaying  registered  product 
brand  names  or  trademarks  only  if  the  majority 
of  the  floor  or  lot  area  on  the  premises  is  de- 
voted to  manufacturing,  sale,  or  other  proces- 
sing of  that  product  or  service. 

"3270.  Administration. 

"3271.  Sign  Permits.  No  sign  other  than  those  exemp- 
ted elsewhere  in  this  Bylaw  shall  be  erected,  enlarged, 
or  structurally  altered  without  a  sign  permit  issued  by 
the  Building  Inspector,  which  shall  only  be  issued  for 
signs  in  conformance  with  this  Bylaw.  Permit  applica- 
tions shall  be  accompanied  by  two  prints  of  scale 
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drawings  of  the  sign,  supporting  structure,  and  loca- 
tion. If  the  owner  of  the  premises  is  not  the  applicant, 
a  copy  of  his  written  authorization  to  apply  shall 
accompany  the  application.  Any  related  variance  or 
Special  Permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall 
also  accompany  the  application. 

"3272.  Enforcement.  The  Building  Inspector  shall 
enforce  these  provisions.  Signs  shall  be  brought  into 
compliance  or  removed  within  30  days  of  written 
notice  to  the  responsible  party  from  the  Building 
Inspector.  If  within  30  days  the  order  is  not  complied 
with,  the  Building  Inspector  shall,  under  due  process  of 
law,  cause  the  sign  to  be  removed  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  of  the  premises. 

"3273.  Town  Responsibility.  Compliance  with  these 
requirements  shall  not  make  the  Town  liable  in  the 
event  of  claims  for  damages  from  events  involving 
signs." 

2.  Amend  Section  V  by  deleting  the  present  definitions 
of  "Sign"  and  "Sign  Area"  and  replacing  them  with  the 
following: 

"Sign  —  Any  device  designed  to  inform  or  attract  the 
attention  of  persons  not  on  the  premises  on  which  the 
device  is  located.  The  following,  however,  shall  not  be 
considered  signs  within  the  context  of  the  Bylaw: 

a)  flags  and  insignia  of  any  government  except  when 
displayed  in  connection  with  commercial  promotion; 

b)  standard  gasoline  pumps  bearing  thereon  in  usual 
size  and  form  the  name,  type,  and  price  of  gasoline; 

c)  integral  decorative  or  architectural  features  of  building, 
except  letters,  logos,  trademarks,  moving  parts,  or  parts 
internally  illuminated  or  decorated  with  gaseous  tube  or 
other  lights." 

"Sign  Area  —  The  area  of  the  smallest  rectangle  or  circle 
within  which  the  entire  sign  can  fit  at  its  most  extensive 
orientation;  including  any  portion  of  the  structural  sup- 
ports which  contribute  through  shape,  color,  or  otherwise 
to  the  sign's  message;  and  including  any  separate  surface, 
board,  frame  or  shape  on  or  within  which  the  sign  is 
displayed.  For  signs  the  components  of  which  are  applied 
directly  to  a  building  or  other  structure,  the  sign  area  shall 
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include  any  background  of  a  different  color,  material, 
or  appearance  from  the  remainder  of  the  wall  or  struc- 
ture, and  shall  in  any  event  enclose  all  letters,  figures, 
or  representations  related  to  the  sign.  One  side  only  of 
flat  back-to-back  signs  shall  be  counted." 

3.  Amend  the  first  sentence  of  Section  1231.  Required  In- 
formation, so  that  it  reads  as  follows: 

"For  proposals  subject  to  Site  Plan  Review,  in  addition 
to  the  information  required  under  Section  1210,  informa- 
tion shall  also  be  submitted  showing  existing  and  pro- 
posed topography  and  vegetation,  drives,  parking,  free- 
standing sign  size  and  location,  any  sign  management  plan 
being  proposed,  park  or  recreation  areas,  use  of  structures 
and  land,  screening,  water  supply,  sanitary  sewerage, 
storm  drainage,  and  outlining  methods  of  preventing 
erosion,  silting  or  other  instability  during  and  after  con- 
struction." 

The  Planning  Board  moves  the  Town  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Bylaws  as  stated  in  Article  27  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting.

Request  of  the  Highway  Surveyor. 
Article  3.10.  Solid  Waste  Management. 

Section  3.10.1.  This  Bylaw  establishes  a  solid  waste  manage- 
ment plan  for  the  Town  of  Bourne  which  includes,  but  is 
not  limited  to  source  reduction  of  waste,  reuse  rather 
than  waste,  recycling,  composting  of  leaf  and  yard  waste, 
and  landfilling. 

The  purpose  of  this  Bylaw  is  to  protect  and  preserve  the 
environment,  conserve  natural  resources,  and  reduce  the 
volume  of  waste  entering  the  landfill,  thereby  extending 
the  life  of  the  landfill. 

Any  person  using  the  Town  of  Bourne  landfill  is  hereby 
subject  to  this  Bylaw.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Bylaw,  the 
word  "person"  shall  include  any  individual,  business,  or 
governmental  department  in  the  Town  of  Bourne,  and  any 
commercial  trash  hauling  business  serving  clients  in  the 
Town  of  Bourne. 

This  Bylaw  shall  be  administered  and  supervised  by  the 
Town  of  Bourne  Highway  Surveyor.  The  Highway  Sur- 
veyor is  hereby  directed  to  hold  a  public  hearing  to  estab- 
lish and  promulgate  regulations  pertaining  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  this  Bylaw. 

There  shall  be  a  Composting  and  Recycling  Committee 
authorized  and  directed  to: 
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A)  provide  alternative  solutions  which  can  contribute 
to  the  waste  disposal  problems  affecting  Bourne; 

B)  assist  the  Highway  Surveyor  with  public  educa- 
tion concerning  recycling  and  composting.  The 
terms  of  the  members  will  be  three  years  and  they 
will  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  3.10.2.  DEFINITIONS. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Bylaw,  the  following  words  and 
phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  to  them  by  this 
section. 

Solid  Waste  —  garbage  and  rubbish  normally  collected  for 
disposal  in  the  landfill. 

Source  Reduction  —  reduction  in  the  quality  of  waste  by 
such  methods  as  reducing  packaging  and  extending  a 
product's  useful  life. 

Recycling  —  collection  and  treatment  of  a  waste  product 
for  use  as  a  raw  material  that  can  be  recycled.  For  the 
purpose  of  this  Bylaw,  recyclables  are  considered  to 
include: 

Glass  —  food  and  beverage  containers.  Excluded  are 
blue  glass,  flat  glass,  plate  glass,  and  glass  commonly 
known  as  window  glass. 

Paper  —  corrugated  cardboard  boxes,  newspaper,  office 
paper. 

Metal  Food  Containers  —  aluminum,  tin  cans,  (tin 
plated  steel  containers). 

Plastics  —  HDPE  (high  density  polyethylene  containers 
such  as  milk  jugs),  PET  (polyethylene  terpthalate 
containers  such  as  soda  bottles). 

Leaves  —  seasonal  deposition  from  deciduous  and 
coniferous  plants  and  trees. 

Garden  Waste  —  organic  plant  matter. 

Yard  Waste  —  lawn  clippings,  garden  wastes,  weeds, 
and  hedge  clippings. 
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Section  3.10.3.  RECYCLING  PROGRAM. 


There  is  hereby  established  a  mandatory  recycling  program 
for  the  purpose  of  recycling  any  type  of  solid  waste  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  glass,  plastics,  paper,  and  metal 
food  containers. 

Any  person  using  the  Town  of  Bourne  landfill  for  solid 
waste  disposal  is  required  to  separate  recyclables. 

The  Highway  Surveyor  has  the  authority  to  add,  delete, 
or  delay  collection  of  recyclables  after  giving  public  notice 
or  public  hearing  of  such  changes. 

This  program  will  become  effective  on  or  before  October 
1,  1990. 

From  the  time  of  placement  at  the  curbside  for  collection, 
the  Town  of  Bourne  or  its  designated  agent  becomes 
owner  of  the  recyclables. 

Section  3.10.4.  LEAF  AND  YARD  WASTE  COMPOSTING 
PROGRAM. 

All  leaves  and  yard  waste  that  are  set  out  for  curbside 
collection  will  be  composted  at  the  Town  landfill  and 
shall  not  be  landfilled. 

A  schedule  for  leaf  collection  will  be  determined  by  the 
Highway  Surveyor  and  public  notice  will  be  given. 

Any  person  may  bring  leaf  and  yard  waste  into  the  com- 
posting area  free  of  charge. 

Section  3.10.5.  ENFORCEMENT. 

The  Highway  Surveyor  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to 
collect  or  allow  disposal  of  solid  waste  if  recyclables  have 
not  been  separated.  This  Bylaw  is  exempt  from  the  Town 
of  Bourne  Bylaws,  Article  6.1,  Section  6.1.1. 

Section  3.10.6.  SEVERABI  LITY. 

Provisions  of  this  Bylaw  are  severable,  and  if  any  pro- 
vision shall  be  held  invalid  under  any  circumstances,  such 
invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  or  circum- 
stances. 
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Section  3.10.7.  EFFECTIVE  DATE. 

This  Bylaw  will  become  effective  after  final  passage  and 
publication  as  required  by  law.

3.  4700.  Water  Resource  District 

"4710.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  the  Water  Resource 
District  is  to  protect,  preserve  and  maintain  the  exist- 
ing and  potential  ground  and  surface  water  resources 
providing  water  supply  for  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

"4720.  Use  Regulations.  The  Water  Resource  District 
shall  be  considered  to  be  superimposed  over  any  other 
district  established  by  this  Bylaw.  Land  in  the  Water 
Resource  District  may  be  used  for  any  use  otherwise 
permitted  in  the  underlying  district,  subject  to  the 
following  limitations. 

"4721.  Prohibitations.  The  following  are  prohibited 
on  any  lot  or  portion  of  a  lot  within  a  Water  Re- 
source District. 

(a)  As  a  principal  use,  manufacturing,  processing, 
mixing,  storage,  transport,  or  disposal  of 
hazardous  materials  in  excess  of  quantities 
which,  as  wastes,  are  allowed  small  quantity 
generators  as  defined  in  DEP  Regulations  310 
CMR  30  1. 

(b)  Junkyard,  other  solid  waste  disposal,  or  salt 
stockpile. 

(c)  Motor  vehicle  service,  washing,  or  repair. 


1.  Section  310  CMR  30.351  is  the  exact  reference  as  of

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(d)  Underground  storage  of  more  than  500  gallons 
of  fuel  oil  or  gasoline,  or  any  amount  of  other 
hazardous  materials. 

(e)  Disposal  of  snow  that  contains  de-icing  chemi- 
cals and  that  has  been  brought  in  from  outside 
the  District. 

(f)  Storage  of  more  than  100  tons  of  coal. 

(g)  Dry  cleaners,  laundromats. 

"4722.  Uses  Requiring  Special  Permits.  Within  the 
Water  Resource  District,  the  following  shall  be 
allowed  only  if  granted  a  Special  Permit  from  the 
Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  (see  Section  4740) 
and  if  the  use  is  not  otherwise  prohibited. 

(a)  Waste  generation  requiring  the  obtaining  of 
an  EPA  identification  number,  except  as  de- 
fined under  DEP  regulations,  310  CMR  30  2 . 

(b)  Except  for  single-family  dwellings,  on-site 
sewage  disposal  systems  having  an  estimated 
sewage  flow  per  Title  V  exceeding  110  gallons 
per  day  per  10,000  sq.  ft.  of  lot  area  within 
the  Water  Resource  District. 

(c)  Any  use  having  on-site  disposal  of  industrial 
waste  as  defined  in  Title  V. 

(d)  On-site  sewage  disposal  having  an  estimated 
sewage  flow  greater  than  15,000  gallons  per 
day  per  Title  V,  regardless  of  waste  constitu- 
ents or  lot  size. 

(e)  Covering  with  impervious  construction  more 
than  40%  of  the  portion  of  lot  area  within  the 
Water  Resource  District. 

(f)  Removal  of  existing  groundcover  vegetation 
from  more  than  70%  of  lot  area. 

(g)  Discharge  to  surface  water  requiring  a  permit 
under  314  CMR  3.00  ('NPDES'  permit). 

(h)  Stable,  barn,  or  similar  confinement  for  four  or 
more  horses,  cows,  goats,  and/or  sheep,  or

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more  than  fifty  poultry,  or  a  number  of  other 
animals  equivalent  to  the  above  in  waste  pro- 
duction. 

(i)  Contractor's  yard. 

(j)  Any  use  having  on-site  above  ground  storage  of 
hazardous  materials  in  excess  of  quantities 
which,  as  wastes,  are  allowed  small  quantity 
generators. 

"4723.  Change  of  Use.  Change  in  activity  resulting 
in  exceeding  any  limitations  established  in  a  special 
permit,  or  crossing  the  thresholds  of  paragraphs 
4721  or  4722,  shall  constitute  change  of  use  and  is 
allowed  but  only  on  approval  of  a  special  permit, 
regardless  of  whether  classified  under  4721  or  4722. 

"4730.  Design  and  Operation  Guidelines.  Within 
the  Water  Resource  District,  the  following  design 
and  operations  guidelines  shall  be  observed  in  all 
new  construction  except  for  single-family  dwellings. 

"4731.  Safeguards.  Provisions  shall  be  made  to  pro- 
tect against  hazardous  materials  discharge  or  loss 
through  corrosion,  accidental  damage,  spillage,  or 
vandalism  through  such  measures  as  provision  for  spill 
control  in  the  vicinity  of  chemical  or  fuel  delivery 
points,  secure  storage  areas  for  hazardous  materials, 
and  indoor  storage  provisions  for  corrodible  or 
dissolvable  materials. 

"4732.  Location.  Where  the  premises  are  partially 
outside  of  the  Water  Resource  District,  such  potential 
pollution  sources  as  on-site  waste  disposal  systems 
shall,  to  the  degree  feasible,  be  located  outside  the 
District. 

"4733.  Disposal.  Provisions  shall  be  made  to  assure 
that  any  waste  disposed  on  the  site  shall  contain  no 
hazardous  materials,  or  shall  be  disposed  in  strict 
accordance  with  310  CMR  30,  Hazardous  Waste 
Regulations. 

"4734.  Drainage.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  on- 
site  recharge  of  all  stormwater  runoff  from  imper- 
vious surfaces  unless,  following  consultation  with 
the  Conservation  Commission,  the  Planning  Board  in 
conducting  Site  Plan  Review  determines  that  either 
recharge  is  infeasible  because  of  site  conditions 
or  is  undesirable  because  of  uncontrollable  risks  to

by  surface  infiltration  through  vegetative  surfaces 
unless  otherwise  approved  by  the  Planning  Board 
following  consultation  with  the  Conservation  Com- 
mission.

"4735.  Sewerage.  Sanitary  sewers  within  the  Water 
Resource  District  shall  be  designed  and  constructed 
in  a  manner  such  that  groundwater  levels,  flows, 
and/or  recharge  will  not  be  significantly  lowered, 
diverted,  or  otherwise  altered  by  such  construction, 
and  that  risk  of  leakage  is  minimized. 

"4740.  Special  Permits. 

"4741.  Authority  and  Procedure.  The  Special  Permit 
Granting  Authority  shall  be  the  Planning  Board, 
except  that  where  a  Special  Permit  is  required  by 
Section  2200  Use  Regulations,  the  SPGA  authorized 
by  that  Section  shall  also  be  the  SPGA  for  Water 
Resource  Protection.  Upon  receipt  of  the  Special 
Permit  application,  the  SPGA  shall  transmit  one  copy 
each  to  the  Planning  Board  (if  not  the  SPGA),  Con- 
servation Commission,  Board  of  Health,  and  the 
Building  Inspector  for  their  written  recommenda- 
tions. Failure  to  respond  within  35  days  of  trans- 
mittal shall  indicate  approval  by  said  agencies. 

"4742.  Submittals.  In  applying  for  a  Special  Permit 
under  this  Section,  the  information  listed  below  shall 
be  submitted,  unless  the  SPGA,  prior  to  formal 
application,  determines  that  certain  of  these  items 
are  not  germane: 

(a)  A  complete  list  of  all  hazardous  materials  to 
be  used  or  stored  on  the  premises,  accom- 
panied by  a  description  of  the  measures  pro- 
posed to  protect  all  storage  containers  or 
facilities  from  vandalism,  corrosion,  and  leak- 
age, and  to  provide  for  control  of  spills. 

(b)  A  description  of  potentially  hazardous  wastes 
to  be  generated,  including  storage  and  dispo- 
sal methods. 
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(c)  Evidence  of  qualified  professional  supervision 
of  design  and  installation  of  any  proposed 
storage  facilities  or  containers  for  hazardous 
materials  or  waste. 

(d)  For  disposal  on-site  of  domestic  wastewater 
with  an  estimated  sewage  flow  greater  than 
15,000  gpd  per  Title  V,  evidence  of  qualified 
professional  supervision  of  design  and  installa- 
tion, including  an  assessment  of  nitrate  or  con- 
form bacteria  impact  on  groundwater  quality.

or  other  figures  approved  for  the  specific  project: 

—  Sewage  volume  based  on  realistic  estimate 
(not  simply  design  volume  as  required 
under  Title  V). 

—  Rainfall  =  44" 

—  Fertilizer  adds  0.6  pounds  of  nitrates  per 
1000  square  feet  of  lawn  or  garden 

—  Nitrate  concentrations: 

—  leachate  effluent  =  40  ppm 

—  pavement  runoff  =  3.0  ppm 

—  roof  runoff  =  0.75  ppm 

—  natural  area  recharge  =  0.05  ppm 

—  Recharge  percentages: 

—  leachate  effluent  =  95% 

—  pavement  and  roof  =  95% 

—  natural  and  fertilized  areas  =  45% 

and  also  that  for  other  contaminants,  similar 
analysis  would  indicate  groundwater  meeting  all 
standards  for  drinking  water  (310  CM  R  22.00) . 

(b)  that  no  public  or  private  well  located  off-site  will 
be  degraded  below  State  drinking  water  standards 
as  a  result  of  development  on  this  site,  for  which 
delineation  of  water  table  contours  and  future 
contaminant  plumes  may  be  required; 
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(c)  that  proposed  control  and  response  measures 
adequately  and  reliably  mitigate  risk  to  ground- 
water quality  resulting  from  accident  or  system 
failure. 

In  its  written  decision  the  SPGA  shall  explain  any 
departures  from  the  recommendations  of  other 
Town  agencies. 

The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  retain 
qualified  experts  at  the  reasonable  expense  of  the 
applicant  if  necessary  in  order  to  evaluate  the 
application. 

"4744.  Conditions.  Special  permits  shall  be  granted 
only  subject  to  such  conditions  as  necessary  to  assure 
adequate  safeguarding  of  water  quality,  which  may 
include  the  following,  among  others: 

(a)  Monitoring  wells  to  be  located  downgradient 
of  potential  pollution  sources,  with  periodic 
sampling  to  be  provided  to  the  Board  of  Health 
at  the  owner's  expense.

It  is  hereby  declared  that 
smoking  in  public  places  is  a  public  nuisance,  dangerous 
and  hazardous  to  the  public  health,  and  violatives  of  the 
right  of  non-smokers  to  breathe  air  which  is  free  from 
smoke  contamination. 

As  used  herein,  'smoking'  shall  include  carrying  a  lighted 
cigarette,  cigar,  pipe  or  other  tobacco  product. 

No  person  shall  smoke  in  any  room  to  which  the  public  is 
invited  or  in  which  the  public  is  permitted,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  any  health  care  facility,  classroom,  lecture 
hall,  theater,  motion  picture  theater,  library,  school,  audi- 
torium, retail  store,  restroom  or  lavatory,  waiting  room, 
or  public  area  of  a  bank,  but  not  including  any  private 
residence  or  other  place  mentioned  in  subsection  nor 
any  party,  beano  game,  social  reception  or  fraternal  or 
veteran's  organizations. 

This  sub-section  shall  not  apply  to  any  area  which  is  used 
primarily  for  selling  alcoholic  beverages  for  consumption 
on  the  premises  and  in  which  any  sale  of  food  or  presen- 
tation of  entertainment  is  incidental  to  the  sale  of  such 
beverages. 

No  persons  shall  smoke  in  any  restaurant  consisting  of  a 
single  room.  This  prohibitation  does  not  apply  in  cases  in 
which  the  entire  room  is  used  for  a  private  social  function 
and  not  by  the  proprietor  or  person  in  charge  of  the 
restaurant. 

In  restaurants  consisting  of  more  than  one  room,  smoking 
rooms  may  be  designated  by  the  proprietor  or  other 
person  in  charge  of  the  restaurant.  Smoking  rooms  so 
designated  shall  comprise  no  more  than  50%  of  the  seating 
capacity  of  the  restaurant.  Where  smoking  rooms  are  so 
designated,  physical  barriers  and  ventilation  systems  must 
be  used  to  minimize  the  toxic  effect  of  smoke  on  persons 
in  adjacent  no  smoking  rooms. 

In  addition  said  smoking  room  must  be  inspected  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Health  prior  to  any  smoking  being 
allowed.  Unless  a  duly  inspected  room  is  provided,  it 
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shall  be  assumed  the  entire  restaurant  is  no  smoking  and 
it  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  as  such. 

In  addition  to  the  remedies  provided  by  subsections 
and  ,  the  Board  of  Health  or  any  person  aggrieved 

by  the  willful  failure  of  the  proprietor  or  other  person  in 
charge  of  a  restaurant,  to  comply  with  any  provision  of 
this  subsection  may  apply  for  injunctive  relief  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  subsection  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

The  Board  of  Health  shall  enforce  this  subsection  and 
for  this  purpose  shall  have  the  assistance  of  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Police. 

Every  person  having  control  of  premises  upon  which  smok- 
ing is  prohibited  by  this  bylaw,  or  his  or  her  agent  or 
designee,  shall  conspicuously  display  upon  the  premises 
a  sign  reading  'smoking  prohibited  by  law'. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  having  control  of  any 
premises  or  place  in  which  smoking  is  prohibited  by  this 
bylaw  to  knowingly  permit  a  violation  of  this  bylaw. 
Any  licenses  issued  by  this  Town  to  such  person  shall  be 
subject  to  suspension  for  up  to  fifteen  (15)  days  for  a 
single  violation,  and  shall  be  subject  to  suspension  for  up 
to  one  year,  or  to  revocation,  for  any  successive  violation.

School  Committee 

The  School  Committee  this  past  year  has  had  a  very  busy  year. 
Michael  Bradley  was  elected  to  the  Committee  during  the  spring  elec- 
tion and  Alvin  Kolodziejski  was  appointed  to  replace  John  Greene 
who  resigned. 

The  Committee  set  goals  for  the  1989-90  school  year  and  they  are 
evaluating  their  progress  toward  these  goals  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year.  The  subcommittee  work,  budget  work,  and  regular  School 
Committee  meetings  demanded  great  dedication  to  the  education  of 
Bourne's  young  people. 

Retirements 

The  Bourne  Schools  have  seen  the  retirement  of  three  individuals 
who  are  well  known  in  town  for  their  contributions  and  interest 
in  our  students.  These  fine  individuals  are: 

Thomas  Haneley,  Art  Director  and  teacher 

Phillip  Norton,  Director  of  Physical  Education  and  Athletics 

Kay  O'Reilly,  Cafeteria  Manager  at  Coady 

874  Funds 

The  federal  government  has  again  this  year  frozen  the  amount  of 
their  support  towards  the  education  of  military  students  at  the  1987 
level.  This  support  is  equal  to  about  one-half  of  what  the  law  entitles 
Bourne  to  receive. 

Our  Congressional  delegation  continues  to  be  supportive  and  they 
speak  on  our  behalf  when  appropriations  are  discussed.  The  Wash- 
ington staff  members  are  very  concerned  and  diligent  in  their  efforts 
to  be  of  assistance. 

Unfortunately,  the  allocation  of  limited  federal  funds  does  not  seem 
to  always  favor  the  support  of  local  districts  that  have  an  impact  aid 
entitlement.  Our  efforts  continue  to  attempt  to  influence  greater 
understanding  of  the  local  situation. 

Policy  Subcommittee 

The  Policy  Subcommittee  continues  to  progress  towards  a  compre- 
hensive policy  handbook  for  the  school  system.  Many  new  areas  have 
been  addressed  this  year  with  a  great  deal  of  time  spent  on  the  poli- 
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cies  relating  to  personnel.  This  Subcommittee  meets  regularly  at  least 
once  a  month  and  these  meetings  are  posted  and  open  to  the  public. 

Curriculum  Development 

Much  progress  has  taken  place  over  this  past  year  in  the  area  of  curri- 
culum development  and  implementation.  The  Curriculum  Commit- 
tees have  worked  very  hard  to  develop  curriculum  to  be  presented  to 
the  Curriculum  Council  and  to  the  School  Committee  for  approval. 
There  have  been  exciting  pilot  programs  in  whole  language  in  grades 
kindergarten  through  eight.  The  teachers  and  administrators  have 
been  looking  at  the  latest  research  in  education  and  making  plans  to 
relate  this  research  to  improved  instruction  in  Bourne. 

In-Service 

All  staff  have  had  a  variety  of  opportunities  this  year  to  experience 
some  programs  given  by  top  notch  educators  in  their  field  of  exper- 
tise. Providing  in-service  in  our  system  of  multiple  buildings  with  a 
variety  of  starting  and  ending  times  is  very  difficult.  The  quality  of 
the  programs  this  year  has  been  outstanding  and  it  is  hoped  these 
efforts  can  continue  with  our  limited  resources. 

Public  Relations 

This  Subcommittee  has  been  active  in  getting  into  some  issues  that 
relate  to  communications  with  students,  parents,  and  community. 
I  have  participated  in  local  meetings  and  on  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Education  and  Business  Panel.  The  second  year  of  the  Out- 
standing Education  Person  of  the  year  was  a  great  success  with  Vesta 
Braley  being  chosen  for  a  well-deserved  recognition. 

Reaching  Out  from  Bourne 

Bourne  has  made  a  name  for  itself  in  education  circles  this  past  year. 
Bourne  co-sponsored  a  Whole  Language  Conference  that  drew  people 
from  all  over  New  England.  Our  leadership  in  the  March  effort  to 
bring  a  message  to  Boston  about  the  need  to  support  education 
called  attention  to  Bourne  as  leaders  in  the  field.  The  Bourne  sum- 
mer workshops  are  becoming  known  area-wide  for  their  quality  and 
ability  to  involve  people  in  what  is  new  and  exciting  in  schools. 

Financial  Situation 

The  budget  year  has  been  extremely  rough  as  the  problems  at  the 
state  and  federal  levels  get  reflected  locally.  Competition  for  limited 
funds  never  makes  things  go  smoothly.  The  challenges  of  1989-90 
were  increased  by  the  unforeseen  fuel  and  power  costs  plus  a  shift  in 
special  programs.  It  was  necessary  to  freeze  spending  in  most  areas 
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from  February  on  and  to  cut  out  many  necessary  supplies,  equip- 
ment, and  program  enrichments.  Through  the  sacrifices  of  many 
people  we  were  able  to  avoid  any  cost  overruns  or  expenditures  from 
the  reserve  fund.  The  1990-91  budget  has  been  approved  and  it  will 
reflect  substantial  changes  in  services  and  supplies  because  of  cuts  in 
funds.  We  all  hope  the  future  will  soon  bring  about  a  positive  change 
for  the  funding  of  education.

The  Committee  reorganized  at  its  May  1989  meeting  for  the  1989- 
1990  school  year.  Robert  T.  Joy  of  Wareham  was  re-elected  as 
Chairperson,  Kenneth  Pereira  of  Bourne  was  elected  as  Vice  Chair- 
person, Kim  Carman  of  Wareham  was  re-appointed  as  Treasurer, 
and  David  P.  Sampson  was  elected  as  Secretary.  Tammy  Morani  of 
Wareham  served  as  the  Student  Representative  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee. 

The  enrollment,  as  of  October  1,  1989,  consisted  of  seventy-seven 
(77)  students  from  Bourne,  one  hundred  eleven  (111)  from  Fal- 
mouth, nineteen  (19)  from  Marion,  thirty-seven  (37)  from  Sand- 
wich, and  one  hundred  ninety-seven  (197)  from  Wareham,  for  a 
total  enrollment  of  four  hundred  forty-one  (441)  students.  An 
additional  eight  tuition  students  also  attended  Upper  Cape  Cod 
Regional. 
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The  driveway  entrance  to  the  school  has  been  enhanced  by  the  com- 
pletion of  a  new  school  sign  through  the  talents  of  the  Carpentry, 
Masonry,  Electrical  and  Painting  and  Decorating  Departments. 

The  addition  of  a  vehicle  storage  building  on  the  school  property  was 
completed,  through  funding  set  aside  in  the  School  Contruction 
Account,  utilizing  the  building  trades  departments;  Carpentry, 
Electrical,  Plumbing  and  Heating,  Masonry,  and  Painting  and  Decor- 
ating. A  second  storage  building,  smaller  in  size,  is  in  the  planning 
stages,  to  house  boats  and  marine  equipment  being  repaired  by  the 
Marine  Services  Department.  This  building  is  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted by  the  Spring  of  1991. 

With  partial  funding  from  a  Carl  Perkins  Federal  Grant,  the  Licensed 
Practical  Nurse  Program  has  been  reinstated  with  the  opening  class  of 
twenty  students  to  begin  September  1990. 

The  Regional  School  District  Committee  has  voted  to  implement,  as 
of  September  1990,  a  Vocational  Skills  Transition  Shop  to  provide 
individualized  instruction  to  Special  Needs  and  Non-Special  Needs 
students.  This  is  a  behavioral  management  program  and  does  not 
require  Chapter  74  program  approval. 

A  survey  of  the  building  in  compliance  with  federal  AHERA  regula- 
tions has  revealed  asbestos  in  the  large  corridor  areas  between  sus- 
pended ceilings  and  roof  areas.  While  this  does  NOT  present  an 
immediate  health  hazard,  plans  are  underway  to  begin  removal 
procedures. 

The  testing  of  the  15,000  gallon  oil  tank  was  completed  and  certi- 
fied for  continuous  use.  However,  an  underground  gasoline  tank  was 
found  to  be  leaking  and  remedial  action  has  been  taken  with  ap- 
proval of  DEQE. 

A  MASS  Save  Energy  Grant  was  received  to  install  energy  efficient 
lighting  and  heating  fixtures. 

Kluz,  Inc.,  a  building  needs  consultant  from  Boston,  has  been  con- 
tracted to  evaluate  the  plysical  condition  of  the  building,  the  roof, 
boilers,  windows,  wall  construction,  and  prepare  an  estimate  of  cost 
to  repair. 

Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  joined  ten  other  Cape  and  Islands  schools 
to  utilize  the  services  of  Ketron,  Inc.  of  Cambridge,  MA  to  conduct 
an  in-depth  study  and  identify  the  legal  and  institutional  barriers 
that  would  have  to  be  overcome  to  create  a  Capewide  school  trans- 
portation system. 
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A  new  No  Smoking  Policy,  prohibiting  smoking  at  any  time  and  at 
any  location  of  the  school  and  grounds,  encompassing  all  personnel, 
was  adopted  by  the  Regional  School  District  Committee  to  become 
effective  September  1990. 

A  two-year  evaluation  update  of  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  was  sub- 
mitted and  accepted  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges. 

Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Committees  completed  the  first 
draft  of  the  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  Policy  Manual  and  it  is  cur- 
rently under  review  by  the  Policy  Sub-Committee  before  the  comple- 
tion of  a  finished  product. 

In-service  activities  for  staff  combined  both  Upper  Cape  Cod  Re- 
gional and  Cape  Cod  Regional  Vocational  schools  in  joint  sessions  at 
each  school  creating  an  opportunity  to  offer  higher  quality  presenta- 
tions, as  well  as  an  opportunity  to  share  curriculum. 

Articulation  agreements  among  Cape  Cod  Community  College, 
Massasoit  Community  College,  and  four  other  schools,  including 
Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional,  are  being  developed  through  grant  fund- 
ing to  allow  our  students  to  gain  advanced  placement  at  the  com- 
munity colleges.  Culinary  Arts,  Health  Careers,  and  Licensed  Prac- 
tical Nurse  Programs  would  be  involved. 

Daniel  Dennis  and  Company  of  Boston  completed  the  FY  1989  audit 
of  the  financial  books  finding  that  all  practices  meet  state  and  federal 
requirements. 

The  FY  1991  budget  was  adopted  by  the  five- town  sending  district. 
An  unused  salary  amount,  due  to  the  non-replacement  of  an  In- 
structor, in  the  amount  of  $30,000,  was  voted  to  further  reduce 
the  budget.  A  NET  Operating  Budget  assessed  to  the  towns  of 
$2,302,623.00  and  a  NET  Capital  Budget  of  $100,000.00  created 
an  increase  of  5.4%  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Governor's  Alliance  Against  Drugs  Grant  provided  the  school 
with  the  establishment  and  training  by  ROI  Associates  of  a  Student 
Assistance  Team  composed  of  eleven  volunteer  teachers  and  staff. 
This  team  coordinates  services  in  recognition  and  assistance  of  stu- 
dents with  problems. 

Through  funding  provided  by  Carl  Perkins  Federal  Grant  and  appro- 
priated funds,  the  school  was  able  to  replace  and  install  an  Auto- 
motive Spray  Booth,  Alignment  Center  and  Alignment  Lift,  and  an 
Automotive  Engine  Analyzer. 
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The  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional  Vocational-Technical  School  hosted 
the  1990  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America  (VICA)  State  Con- 
ference this  spring  which  is  destined  to  become  a  yearly  event  be- 
cause of  the  most  successful  experience  this  year. 

Many  community  organizations,  as  well  as  Department  of  Education 
Committees,  utilized  the  facilities  of  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional.  A 
listing  of  but  a  few  include:  Cape  Cod  Community  College,  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts,  Massachusetts  School  Food  Services  Associa- 
tion, American  Red  Cross,  Old  Colony  Superintendents' Association 
Legal  Seminar;  Bourne  Swish  Club;  Wareham  High  School  Athletic 
Department;  Bourne  Teachers  Workshop;  Bourne/Sandwich  Rotary 
Club;  Girl  Scout  Fair;  Chapter  1  Directors;  Daffodils  for  Cancer; 
Cape  Cod  Educational  Foundation;  and  the  Miss  Scallop  Fest 
Pageant. 

In  addition  to  local  funding,  the  school  received  approximately 
$322,086.00  through  the  following  grant  programs:  Chapter  188; 
Carl  Perkins  P.L.  98-524;  Chapter  I;  Special  Needs  P.L  94-142  and 
P.L.  89-313;  Federally  Affected  P.L  81-874  and  other  miscellaneous 
grants. 

The  graduating  class  of  1990  included  twenty-one  students  from 
Bourne;  seventeen  from  Falmouth;  three  from  Marion;  five  from 
Sandwich;  forty-seven  from  Wareham,  and  five  tuition  students. 
Our  graduates  continue  to  be  in  great  demand  within  the  trades, 
military  selections,  and  schooling  beyond  Upper  Cape  Cod  Regional. 

The  Regional  School  District  Committee  extends  its  appreciation 
to  the  many  advisory  boards  which  assist  us  in  developing  and  main- 
taining educational  programs,  various  town  and  school  officials  who 
support  our  efforts,  and  the  Administration  and  other  school  em- 
ployees who  continue  to  contribute  to  the  success  of  Upper  Cape 
Cod  Regional.

Fiscal  year  1991  brought  the  first  warning  signs  that  the  relative 
fiscal  stability  enjoyed  by  the  town  for  many  years  was  about  to 
abruptly  conclude.  Continued  reductions  in  federal  and  state 
assistance,  a  substantial  decrease  in  local  receipts,  and  a 
dramatic  decline  in  new  construction  all  were  indications  that 
local  government  would  no  longer  have  sufficient  revenues  to 
provide  the  same  level  of  services  in  the  future. 

Over  the  past  several  years,  Bourne  lost  more  than  $400,000  in 
Federal  revenue  sharing,  over  $300,000  in  receipts  for  Plymouth 
student  tuition,  and  sustained  substantial  reductions  in  Federal 
P.L.  874  reimbursements.  In  addition,  new  construction 
declined  from  over  $65  million  to  lessthan  $20  million,  reducing 
new  tax  revenues  to  fund  municipal  services. 

Shortly  after  beginning  fiscal  1991  with  a  balanced  budget,  the 
town  suffered  a  more  than  $750,000  decrease  in  State  local  aid. 
A  special  town  meeting  was  convened  in  October  to  re-balance 
the  budget.  All  remaining  available  revenues,  and  even  some 
anticipated  revenues,  were  appropriated  in  order  to  avoid 
reductions  in  services  at  mid-year.  This  was  done  with  the 
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understanding  that  major  reductions  would  be  necessary  for 
fiscal  1992. 

Departmental  spending  requests  for  fiscal  year  1992  were  $2 
million  more  than  was  appropriated  for  fiscal  1991.  This 
requested  increase,  coupled  with  further  steep  reductions  in 
projected  revenue,  and  no  further  available  funds,  meant  that 
more  than  $5  million  in  reductions  would  be  necessary  for  the 
new  fiscal  year. 

At  the  1991  annual  town  meeting,  voters  adopted  a  balanced 
fiscal  1992  budget  jointly  recommended  by  the  selectmen  and 
the  finance  committee.  The  uncertainty  of  state  local  aid  caused 
the  postponement  of  final  action  on  the  fiscal  1 992  town  budget 
until  June  24th.  Although  the  town  ultimately  sustained  a 
$427,000  reduction  in  local  aid,  the  adopted  budget  remained 
balanced  because  the  selectmen  and  finance  committee 
anticipated  a  sizeable  reduction  in  this  revenue  category. 

Contingent  appropriations  from  town  meeting  floor,  made 
subject  to  a  referendum  override  of  Proposition  21/2,  were  also 
approved  by  the  voters  at  town  meeting.  A  special  election  was 
called  for  July  31st  to  address  three  override  questions 
approved  by  town  meeting,  all  of  which  were  defeated  at  the 
polls. 

The  deep  and  painful  budget  cuts  and  service  reductions  were 
unwelcome,  but  will  become  part  of  a  long-term  financial 
strategy  that  will  allow  us  to  survive,  replenish  our  reserves,  and 
begin  an  orderly  rebuilding  process  as  the  economic  recession 
wanes. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  finance  committee  for  its  cooperative 
efforts  in  these  difficult  economic  times,  and  the  department 
heads  for  their  cooperation  and  responsiveness  in  downsizing 
and  consolidating  services  in  response  to  massive  budget 
reductions. 

With  many  communities  facing  a  crisis  in  disposing  of  their  solid 
waste  products,  Bourne  continues  to  enjoy  the  relative  luxury  of 
a  sanitary  landfill  site  which  has  many  years  of  life  remaining. 
The  Composting  and  Recycling  Committee,  formed  by  the 
selectmen,  has  done  a  meritorious  job  of  establishing  a 
composting  site  at  the  landfill,  and  bringing  curbside  recycling 
to  Bourne.  A  mandatory  recycling  bylaw  received 
overwhelming  approval  at  town  meeting.  The  state  Department 
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of  Environmental  Protection  (D.E.P.)  awarded  Bourne  a  grant 
valued  at  $21 ,786  to  acquire  7,385  recycling  containers.  We  are 
experiencing  a  high  rate  of  participation  from  residents  with  the 
curbside  recycling  program.  In  addition  to  extending  the  life  of 
the  landfill,  these  composting  and  recycling  efforts  protect  the 
environment.  Further,  the  D.E.P.  is  requiring  that  all 
communities  recycle  25%  of  their  solid  waste  in  order  to  qualify 
for  re-permitting  of  landfill  sites. 

Construction  of  the  sewerage  force  main  and  collection 
systems  in  Buzzards  Bay  has  been  completed.  Construction  of 
the  Hideaway  Village  System  is  underway.  Disposal  of  old 
sludge  at  the  Wareham  treatment  plant  is  delaying  activation  of 
the  completed  system  in  both  Bourne  and  Wareham.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  sludge  disposal  issue  will  be  resolved  early  in  fiscal  1 992 
so  that  the  new  system  can  be  brought  on-line.  Bourne 
continues  to  be  at  the  forefront  in  addressing  environmental 
concerns.  We  are  particularly  pleased  with  the  A-  report  card  we 
received  from  the  Buzzards  Bay  Coalition.  Also,  Bourne  has 
been  awarded  a  $35,000  Federal  E.P.A.  grant  for  the 
construction  of  a  storm  water  collection  system  at  Hen  Cove  in 
Pocasset. 

Bourne  has  two  major  land  areas  already  designated  as  Areas  of 
Critical  Environmental  Concern  (ACEC).  These  are  the 
Pocasset  River  and  Back  River  areas.  A  third  area,  the  Herring 
River  basin  in  Bournedale,  has  also  been  nominated  and  a 
designation  is  pending. 

Given  an  ever-growing  concern  that  there  are  insufficient 
activities  for  Bourne  youth,  the  selectmen  formed  the  Bourne 
Youth  Task  Force.  The  Task  Force  is  developing  a  directory  of 
existing  programs  and  is  developing  youth  programs  of  its  own. 

We  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  Congressman  Gerry  Studds, 
the  Massachusetts  Congressional  delegation,  and  State 
Senator  Edward  Kirby  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation.  A 
very  special  thanks  is  extended  to  Rep.  Thomas  S.  Cahir  for  his 
untiring  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  town  on  Beacon  Hill. 

The  Board  extends  its  best  wishes  to  Isabel  Mckay,  Ernest  Alden 
and  Clifford  "Pete"  Duval  on  their  retirements  this  year. 
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We  regret  the  loss  of  Kenneth  Pierce  and  William  Crump  and 
extend  to  their  families  our  deepest  condolences.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  Bourne: 

As  a  result  of  the  revaluation  process  estimated  bills  were  issued 
on  October  1, 1990.  On  April  12, 1991  impact  notices  containing 
the  new  values  were  mailed  to  every  Real  Property  taxpayer  in 
Bourne.  Hearings  were  held  commencing  April  22,  1991  to 
discuss  any  grievance  taxpayers  may  have  had  relative  to  the 
new  assessed  values. 

Staff  members  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  were  sent  to 
Bourne  to  inspect  and  review  the  values  as  well  as  the  methods 
used  in  arriving  at  market  value.  On  June  11,  1991  final 
certification  for  Town  and  Districts  was  received  from  the 
Department  of  Revenue.  The  tax  rate  for  FY  1991  was  set  at 
$9.80  per  $1,000.00  of  assessed  value  with  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  for  FY  1991  being  $15,065,069.17  which 
includes  the  estimated  amount  committed  in  October  1990. 

There  were  907  deeds  processed  in  the  Assessors  Office  for  FY 
1991. 

The  majority  of  FY  1991  Boat  Excise  tax  bills  were  issued  on 
February  21,  1991  with  $119,246.00  in  tax  and  1,845  bills 
committed  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  collection.  A  Total  of  296 
boat  abatement  applications  were  processed  in  FY  1991. 

There  were  1,077  1989  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  issued 
during  FY  1991  with  $96,828.16  in  tax  committed. 

There  were  2,960  1990  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  issued 
during  FY  1991  with  $246,988.84  in  tax  committed. 

There  were  12,366  1991  Motor  Vehicle  Excise  tax  bills  issued 
during  FY  1991  with  $578,767.86  in  tax  committed.  A  total  of 
1,056  motor  vehicle  abatement  applications  were  processed 
during  this  period. 

We  wish  to  remind  the  taxpayer  to  please  contact  the  Assessors 
Office  if  you  sell,  trade  or  junk  your  vehicle,  or  if  there  is  any 
error  in  your  excise  tax  bill.  NO  adustments  are  made 
automatically. 
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As  the  amount  of  work  in  the  Assessors  Office  increases, 
unfortunately,  our  staff  decreases.  Due  to  severe  budgetary 
constraints  one  Account  Clerk  II  was  laid-off  in  our  office  and 
another  member  of  our  staff  retired.  The  remaining  staff  which 
now  consists  of  the  Director,  the  Assistant  Assessor  and  two 
Account  Clerks  is  striving  to  continue  to  maintain  the  same  level 
of  service  when  assisting  the  public.  Our  office  is  now  open  to 
the  public  all  day  Tuesday  and  Thursday  and  from  8:30  a.m.  to 
12:00  p.m.  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Police  Department  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  1990,  which  began  on  July  1,  1990  and  ended  on 
June  30,  1991: 

DRUG  ABUSE  EDUCATION 

The  use  of  drugs,  both  legal  and  illegal,  continues  to  be  a 
problem  within  the  community.  Educational  programs  aimed  at 
informing  and  teaching  our  youth  of  the  skills  needed  to  resist 
the  pressures  to  use  drugs  continue.  The  D.A.R.E.  program, 
(Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education)  was  again  taught  to  sixth 
grade  students  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Bourne  Schools. 
Unfortunately  in  many  cases,  the  sixth  grade  is  too  late  to  begin 
preventing  the  use  of  drugs.  There  have  been  numerous 
incidents  of  drug  and  alcohol  use  by  youths,  age  11-13  that  have 
come  to  the  attention  of  the  police  department.  This  past  year 
the  police  department  has  been  actively  involved  with  the 
Bourne  Youth  Task  Force  and  its  efforts  to  provide  drug  and 
alcohol  alternatives  to  Bourne's  youth.  Parents  are  encouraged 
to  contact  the  police  department  to  ask  for  information  and 
assistance  in  dealing  with  drug  and  alcohol  problems. 

In  October  of  1990,  the  Towns  of  Bourne,  Sandwich  and 
Mashpee  were  awarded  a  tri-town  grant  from  the  U.S.  Dept.  of 
Justice  through  the  Mass.  Committee  on  Criminal  Justice  of 
$50,000. 

The  purpose  of  the  grant  is  to  help  in  the  effort  to  crack  down  on 
street-level  drug  sales  and  possession  in  the  three-town  area. 

One  person  from  each  town  was  assigned  to  form  a  drug  task 
force  and  the  monies  are  used  to  defer  the  cost  to  the  police 
departments. 

Since  the  development  of  this  task  force,  we  have  taken  a 
considerable  amount  of  illegal  drugs  off  the  streets. 

A  total  of  forty-six  (46)  arrests  have  been  made  in  the  area 
ranging  from  trafficking  in  drugs  to  possession  of  drugs. 
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Without  this  grant,  this  type  of  enforcement,  which  takes  many 
man  hours,  would  not  be  possible.  The  police  budgets  alone 
could  not  support  this  expense. 


The  present  grant  expires  at  the  end  of  September  1991.  The 
three  towns  have  applied  for  an  extension  of  the  grant  for 
another  year  and  are  now  awaiting  approval.  Without  it,  drug 
enforcement  in  the  three  towns  will  virtually  come  to  a  standstill 
as  everything  eventually  comes  down  to  dollars  and  cents.

The  Bourne  Police  Department  has  experienced  a  reduction  in 
revenue  for  the  second  year  at  a  time  when  calls  for  service  have 
increased  by  18%  for  the  fiscal  year.  The  Department  had  to 
meet  this  shortfall  by  laying  off  four  civilian  dispatchers, 
cancelling  equipment  replacement,  decreasing  patrols  and 
prioritizing  calls  for  service.  The  Police  Department  will  meet 
this  challenge  of  coping  with  the  rising  demand  of  calls  for 
services,  declining  revenues  and  manpower  by  innovative 
changes  within  the  Department. 

We  will  need  the  assistance  of  every  member  of  the  community 
to  become  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  Police  Department  to  look 
out  for  each  others  property,  to  record  what  they  see,  to  call  the 
police  when  they  see  something  out  of  the  ordinary  and  to  be 
witnesses  when  necessary.  With  community  support  and 
participation,  the  police  will  be  able  to  provide  the  services  that 
the  residents  of  Bourne  expect  and  deserve.  The  officers  of  the 
Department  are  holding  their  end  up  by  operating  with  staff 
levels  from  the  sixties  and  calls  for  service  that  have  increased 
by  98%  just  since  1978.  The  statistics  of  the  Bourne  Police 
Department  show  that  the  officers  of  the  Department  have  met 
their  end  and  they  need  help  from  all  of  us  over  the  coming  year. 
The  budget  shortfalls  will  make  the  citizens  of  Bourne  come 
together,  which  is  a  beginning,  and  by  keeping  together  and 
working  together  it  will  mean  progress  and  success. 
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I  want  to  thank  my  staff  and  patrol  officers  who  have  worked 
through  this  period  of  physical  stress  with  constant  changes  in 
working  conditions.  They  are  responsible  for  the  successful 
year. 

I  would,  also,  like  to  thank  all  the  assistance  the  Department 
received  from  Town  departments,  boards  and  officials  during 
this  fiscal  year.

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FY-91  was  again  a  busy  year  for  the  Bourne  Fire  Department 
with  incidents  totaling  2,748. 1  am  pleased  to  say  that  there  were 
no  civilian  or  firefighter  injuries  or  deaths  relating  to  fires  in  five 
straight  years.  This  is  an  impressive  statistic  given  the 
dangerous  nature  of  this  profession  and  the  quality  of  training 
and  dedication  to  safety  by  the  department  personnel. 

The  last  phase  of  hose  replacement  has  been  completed  with  all 
engine  companies  now  able  to  utilize  large  diameter  hose  for 
supply  lines  and  1  3/4"  handlines. 

Ladder  one  and  all  department  ground  ladders  have  been  tested 
and  passed  according  to  N.F.P.A.  standards.  The  department, 
after  six  years  of  purchasing  new  self  contained  breathing 
apparatus  has  finally  replaced  all  the  old  air  packs  and  all  engine 
companies  are  now  compatible.  The  second  phase  of  two-way 
radio  replacements  has  been  completed  with  all  apparatus  now 
having  new  100  watt  synthesized  radios,  with  multiple 
frequencies.  Portable  radios  will  be  purchased  with  phase  three 
of  the  plan. 

A  new  fireground  tactical  frequency  is  being  instituted  in 
Barnstable  County  to  enhance  mutual  aid  operations  with  all 
Bourne  radios  being  compatible. 

Sunday,  June  23,  1991,  was  "D"  day  for  the  demise  of  the 
Bourne  Fire  Department.  Fourteen  permanent  paramedics, 
EMT's  and  firefighters  were  laid  off  and  the  Sagamore  and 
Pocasset  Stations  were  turned  into  strictly  unmanned  call 
stations  as  was  the  case  in  1971.  This  means  that  all  public 
safety  fire  and  E.M.S.  protection  is  provided  by  the  Buzzards 
Bay  station.  This  has  increased  our  ISO  acceptable  town  wide 
coverage  response,  from  four  minutes  to  nine  minutes.  This  is  a 
dangerous  amount  of  time  whereby  personnel  must  be  on- 
scene  within  4-6  minutes  to  save  a  life.  This  has  caused  a  severe 
moral  problem  with  the  remaining  forces  given  the  fact  that  we 
are  sworn  to  protect  the  life  and  property  of  the  citizens  of 
Bourne  and  we  can  no  longer  adequately  do  that!  I  hope  that  in 
the  near  future  these  financial  problems  can  be  worked  out. 

In  closing,  this  will  be  my  last  town  report  as  Chief  of  the  Bourne 
Fire  Department.  I  have  truly  enjoyed  the  opportunity  to  have 
been  your  Fire  Chief  for  the  past  six  years.  I  assure  you  that  any 
decision  I  made  was  always  based  on  your  best  interest.  I  will 
miss  the  Town  of  Bourne  and  especially  the  truly  dedicated 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  I  am  proud  of  you! 
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I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  various 
departments,  boards  and  committees  for  your  support  of  the 
Fire  and  Rescue  Services  over  the  past  six  years.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  working  with  you. 

I  would  especially  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
all  the  officers,  firefighters,  paramedics,  master  mechanic  and 
department  secretary  for  your  support  and  cooperation,  for  all 
that  has  been  accomplished  can  be  attributed  to  your 
willingness  to  work  together.  Thank  you!

Once  again,  another  year  has  passed  without  a  major 
emergency  or  disaster  occurring  in  the  Town  that  tested  the 
resources  of  the  Town  in  its  response  to  and  recovery  from  the 
disaster.  As  each  uneventful  year  passes,  it  makes  the  task  of 
planning  for  an  emergency  that  much  more  difficult.  More  and 
more  residents  come  and  go  from  Town  and  with  them  their 
knowledge  of  what  to  do  and  how  to  respond  to  the  emergency. 

This  upcoming  fiscal  year  the  major  goal  of  this  office  will  be  to 
effectively  inform  the  residents  of  Bourne  in  what  their 
responsibility  is  in  an  emergency.  The  training  of  the  population 
in  how  to  prepare  for  and  react  to  an  emergency  is  vitally 
important  in  a  successful  emergency  preparedness  plan. 

While  funding  for  this  office  was  significantly  reduced  for  FY-92, 
the  means  to  continue  preparation  of  emergency  plans  remains 
the  primary  goal.  New  hurricane  inundation  and  evacuation 
maps  have  been  received  from  the  federal  government  and  will 
require  town  wide  distribution  to  inform  residents  of  what 
danger  they  may  be  in  during  a  hurricane.  The  traffic  control 
plan  for  the  evacuation  route  for  the  Pilgrim  Nuclear  Power 
Plant  continues  to  be  a  problem  as  it  pertains  to  the  roadways 
within  Bourne.  Hopefully,  these  plans  will  be  finalized  with  the 
state  this  year  and  the  education  of  the  public  will  begin. 

As  in  past  years,  this  office  needs  to  extend  thanks  to  the 
department  heads  of  the  Town.  Without  their  assistance  and  co- 
operation this  office  would  not  be  able  to  perform  its  mission.  To 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  for  their 
recognition  of  the  importance  of  the  work  of  this  office  and  their 
support  in  the  funding  of  Civil  Defense  and  Emergency 
Preparedness,  thank  you.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Highway  Surveyor  for  the 
Town  of  Bourne  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1990  to  June  30, 
1991. 

Drainage  was  installed  on  Cranberry  Road  in  Buzzards  Bay, 
South  Road  in  Pocasset  and  Pine  Street,  Huntington  Avenue 
and  Bayview  Avenue  in  Monument  Beach. 

The  plowing  and  sanding  of  roads  was  done  as  needed  to  keep 
roads  safe  and  passable. 

Once  again,  I  must  mention  that  over  the  years,  the  Town  of 
Bourne  has  spent  a  great  amount  of  money  to  bring  our  roads 
up  to  the  point  where  only  routine  maintenance  was  necessary. 
With  continued  cutback  of  personnel  and  insufficient  funds,  we 
can  no  longer  maintain  our  roads,  roadsides  and  guard  rails 
with  efficiency.  This  budget  cutting  has  left  the  Highway 
Department  with  very  little  manpower  to  do  the  work  necessary 
to  maintain  our  roads. 

Our  mandatory  curbside  recycling  program  has  been  a  great 
success  since  it  was  implemented  in  December  1990.  A  special 
thanks  to  Pamela  Olson,  Recycling  Chairman,  and  other 
committee  members.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  volunteers 
(who  are  too  numerous  to  name)  for  the  time  they've  spent  on 
the  newspaper  drives  and  policing  the  recycling  area.  Due 
partly  to  their  efforts,  this  program  has  shown  great  success. 

We  regret  the  loss  of  Kenneth  P.  Pierce.  He  is  greatly  missed  by 
the  department.  We  wish  to  send  our  condolences  to  his  family. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  Department  Heads,  Citizens  of 
Bourne,  Town  Employees,  and  the  employees  under  my 
supervision  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Conservation  Commission  hereby  submits  its  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1991. 

The  Conservation  Commission,  acting  under  the  authority  of 
the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  and  the  Town  of 
Bourne  Wetlands  Bylaws,  received  200  applications  for  projects 
proposed  in  or  within  100  feet  of  a  wetland  or  coastal  resource 
area,  including  129  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability 
and  71  Notices  of  Intent.  Nine  projects  were  denied.  Six 
extension  permits  were  granted  and  31  Certificates  of 
Compliance  were  issued  for  completed  projects.  Eighteen 
Enforcement  orders  were  issued  for  work  done  in  violation  of  an 
Order  of  Conditions  or  without  necessary  permits. 

These  statistics  represent  a  25%  increase  over  the  number  of 
applications  received  last  year.  It  is  apparent  that  the  amount  of 
building  near  wetland  resource  areas  continues  to  increase 
even  as  construction  overall  is  slow.  Renovations  and 
expansions  of  existing  houses  are  more  numerous  than  new 
house  construction.  Reviewing  200  projects  translates  into  a 
heavy  workload  for  our  7  member  volunteer  board.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  our  incredibly  overworked  and  underpaid  part-time 
secretary  Diane  Bryant  who  keeps  us  all  on  track.  We  also  thank 
the  other  volunteer  boards,  Town  officials,  and  citizens  of  the 
Town  who  have  assisted  us  this  year. 

We  continue  to  rely  on  all  volunteer  help  and  donations  to 
maintain  conservation  areas  in  Town  as  no  money  has  been 
budgeted  for  that  purpose  again  this  year.  Please  call  the 
Conservation  Commission  at  759-8145  if  you  would  like  to  help 
or  need  information  on  permit  requirements  or  conservation 
area  regulations.  The  law  requires  prior  Commission  review  and 
approval  of  most  construction,  demolition  and  landscaping 
projects  proposed  within  1 00  ft.  of  a  wetland  or  coastal  resource 
area  or  in  an  A  or  V  floodzone.

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter 
40A  of  the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments,  held  forty- 
eight  hearings  of  which  seventeen  were  continued  hearings  and 
two  were  the  reviewing  of  a  Special  Permit  granted  with 
conditions.  The  Board  of  Appeals  acted  upon  nine  requests  for 
Variances  of  which  six  were  granted  and  one  was  withdrawn 
without  prejudice.  Of  the  seventeen  requests  for  Special 
Permits,  thirteen  were  granted,  one  was  denied,  one  was 
reviewed,  and  two  were  granted  with  conditions. 

The  Board  of  Appeals,  acting  under  the  authority  of  Chapter 
40B,  of  the  General  Laws,  including  Amendments,  acted  upon 
two  Comprehensive  Permits  for  affordable  housing.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submits  its  annual  report  for  this 
year  ending  June  30,  1991 . 

During  the  fiscal  year  1991,  the  Bourne  Board  of  Health 
consisting  of  a  Health  Agent,  Health  Inspector,  and  Full-time 
Secretary,  carried  out  its  required  duties  of  landfill  ticket  sales; 
licensing  and  inspection  of  food  establishments,  motels,  pools; 
permitting  of  septage  haulers,  disposal  works  installers,  well 
drillers;  keeping  track  of  septic  pump-outs;  review  of  septic 
permits,  subdivision  plans,  comprehensive  permits;  inspection 
of  newly  installed  septic  system  and  existing  system 
certifications;  investigation  of  general  nuisance  and  housing 
complaints;  and  conducting  of  water  tests.  The  duties  of  the 
Board  of  Health  are  varied  and  extensive  as  we  are  required  to 
administer  regulations  ranging  from  food  sanitation  to  septic 
systems,  and  housing  codes  to  swimming  pools.  The  Board  of 
Health  is  inundated  daily  with  calls  concerning  household 
hazardous  waste,  recycling,  complaints,  and  septic  system 
problems  due  to  failure  of  existing  systems.

There  were  16  animal  bites  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health. 
There  were  14  dog  bites  and  2  cat  bites. 

The  yearly  flu  clinic  was  held  on  October  22  and  23, 1990.  Once 
again  there  was  an  excellent  turn-out  of  residents  taking 
advantage  of  the  free  flu  shot  clinic.  The  Barnstable  County 
Hospital  was  the  site  of  the  clinic  as  it  had  been  in  the  past.  The 
1990  flu  clinic  actually  resulted  in  over  150  more  shots  being 
administered  over  last  years  figures  with  779  flu  shots  being 
given  out.  Due  to  a  contract  with  the  Town  of  Bourne,  the 
Falmouth  Visiting  Nurses  Association  conducted  the  clinic  in 
1990  with  help  from  the  hospital  staff,  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
the  volunteers  from  the  Council  on  Aging.  Everything  ran  very 
smoothly  and  we  were  actually  able  to  give  out  additional 
vaccine  to  Nursing  homes  in  town  for  their  own  clinics.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  Fiscal  1991  we  will  still  be  able  to  obtain  the  free 
vaccine  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  because  it  is 
evident  that  the  residents  of  Bourne,  especially  the  senior 
citizens,  rely  on  this  free  clinic  each  year. 

As  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  Town  Report,  the  town  began  its 
curbside  recycling  program  in  the  fall  of  1990.  This  program  has 
been  a  resounding  success.  Large  amounts  of  glass,  colored 
and  clear;  aluminum  and  tin  cans,  plastic  water  and  juice 
containers  (#2  HDPE),  and  newspaper  have  been  recycled  to 
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date.  The  residents  of  the  Town  should  be  commended  for  their 
participation.  All  material  recycled  will  mean  additional  life  to 
our  existing  landfill.  The  composting  site  also  continued  to 
operate  with  only  a  few  complaints  of  illegally  dumped  materials 
and  left  behind  garbage  bags.  Hopefully  even  with  the  cutbacks 
to  the  town's  Highway  Department  the  recycling 
accomplishments  will  continue.  The  State  has  promulgated 
new  regulations  which  required  each  town  to  recycle  25%  of  its 
waste  and  with  Bourne's  existing  program  we  are  already  ahead 
of  the  game. 

Along  with  the  recycling  aspect,  the  Town  of  Bourne  landfill 
received  additional  scrutiny  due  to  the  aforementioned  Solid 
Waste  Regulations  which  now  require  that  all  existing  landfills 
be  repermitted.  The  Town  took  steps  to  complete  this 
repermitting  before  the  end  of  Fiscal  year  1991 ,  by  hiring  TWM 
Northeast  to  begin  the  necessary  filings  in  order  to  meet  the 
filing  deadlines.  The  new  regulations  unfortunately  mean 
additional  expenses  to  an  already  over-burdened  town.  It  is  the 
state's  goal  to  get  contaminating  landfills  secured  and  capped 
and  to  see  that  any  further  landfill  use  is  environmentally  sound 
and  of  no  threat  to  public  health.  Hopefully  due  to  the  previously 
undertaken  capping,  the  excellent  round  of  sampling  results 
most  recently  received,  the  current  recycling  efforts,  and  the 
location  of  the  existing  landfill,  the  Town  of  Bourne  will  be  able 
to  receive  approval  to  continue  use  on  this  site. 

The  Water  Quality  Program  continued  through  the  summer  of 
1990  through  the  volunteer  efforts  of  two  Board  of  Health 
members,  Haydon  Coggeshall  and  Steve  MacNally  with 
additional  sampling  by  the  certified  lab  at  the  Barnstable 
County  Health  Department.  With  the  elimination  of  the  water 
quality  assistant's  position  the  number  of  sampling  stations  was 
greatly  reduced,  with  only  the  town  public  beaches  being 
sampled  weekly.  Beginning  early  June  of  1991,  the  Bourne 
Pollution  Task  Force  with  the  Board  of  Health  began  a  program 
of  volunteer  sampling  and  testing  using  members  of  the  Task 
Force  and  volunteers  from  the  community.  Some  weeks  over  20 
samples  were  run  and  it  is  hoped  that  once  the  success  of  the 
program  is  realized  that  next  year  additonal  testing  may  take 
place.  The  time  and  effort  donated  by  the  volunteers  is  greatly 
appreciated  and  without  their  help  the  sampling  this  year  would 
have  only  taken  place  once  every  two  weeks.  Haydon 
Coggeshall  and  myself  were  also  able  to  collect  samples  from 
the  public  bathing  beaches  for  testing  by  the  certified  lab  of  the 
county  during  the  1991  season.  Testing  results  have  shown  very 
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clean  swimming  areas  to  date  with  only  a  couple  of  high  counts 
which  went  well  below  the  standard  for  swimming  upon 
additional  sampling.  In  1990,  the  Board  of  Health  was  forced  to 
post  closure  notices  for  Pine  Ridge  Road  beach  and  Picture 
Lake  at  the  very  end  of  the  swimming  season.  Hopefully  this 
year  the  Board  of  Health  will  not  have  to  close  any  beaches. 

Additionally,  the  Board  of  Health  continued  to  be  involved  with 
the  clean  up  efforts  at  the  Massachusetts  Military  Reservation. 
The  Board  of  Health  participated  in  a  panel  discussion 
organized  by  the  Barnstable  County  Assembly  of  Delegates 
regarding  the  hazardous  waste  sites  on  the  base  and  the  effect 
of  those  sites  on  the  surrounding  towns  and  the  Cape  itself.  The 
Board  of  Health  continued  with  its  concerns  regarding  the 
future  tertiary  treatment  plant  at  Otis  and  the  piping  of  the 
effluent  from  this  plant  to  leaching  beds  along  the  Cape  Cod 
Canal.  We  began  a  dialogue  with  the  State  Rights  of  Way 
Management  Program  regarding  the  Herbicide  spraying  along 
the  Bay  Colony  track  lines  and  joined  with  other  towns  and  the 
Barnstable  Assembly  of  Delegates  to  demand  groundwater 
monitoring  along  sensitive  areas  where  spraying  would  occur 
close  to  the  existing  water  table  or  other  water  resources. 
Information  to  date,  indicates  that  this  monitoring  is  taking 
place.  Finally  the  Board  of  Health  found  itself  involved  in 
numerous  court  cases  attempting  to  test  the  Board's 
environmental  regulations  regarding  septic  system  setbacks 
and  septic  upgrades.  To  date  these  cases  have  not  been 
resolved,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Board  of  Health's  efforts  to 
protect  the  public  health  and  groundwater  resources  will  be 
upheld. 

After  the  formation  of  the  Cape  Cod  Commission,  the  Board  of 
Health,  along  with  representatives  from  other  departments, 
became  involved  in  the  review  of  the  draft  regional  policies 
which  then  became  incorporated  into  the  Regional  Policy  Plan 
most  recently  adopted  by  the  Commission.  Although  there  has 
been  some  negative  public  response  to  the  Cape  Cod 
Commission,  as  Health  Agent  I  have  received  only  co-operation 
and  much  appreciated  assistance  in  dealing  with  a  variety  of 
environmental  issues. 

On  the  downside,  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1991  saw  the  Board  of 
Health  faced  with  another  personnel  cutback  with  the 
elimination  of  the  Health  Inspector's  position  before  the  start  of 
FY  1992.  Time  will  tell  just  what  the  effects  of  this  lay-off  will  be, 
but  it  is  evident  that  the  services  offered  by  the  Board  of  Health 
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office  will  be  greatly  diminished  by  the  reduction  in  key 
personnel. 

Still,  even  in  times  of  fiscal  despair,  public  health  issues  and 
concerns  continue  to  be  on  the  forefront  of  daily  existence. 
Indeed  because  of  the  economic  decline  more  issues  such  as 
substandard  housing,  inability  to  maintenance  existing  septic 
systems,  nuisance  complaints,  and  the  like  are  dealt  with  on  a 
daily  basis  at  the  Board  of  Health.  Only  with  a  concerned  public, 
a  dedicated  volunteer  work  force  for  recycling,  water  testing, 
and  other  health  issues,  help  from  the  Barnstable  County  Health 
and  Environmental  Department,  and  an  efficient  Board  of 
Health  office  can  the  daily  requirements  of  administering  local 
and  state  public  health  legislation  be  carried  out.  The  Board  of 
Health  will  try  to  continue  its  work  with  septic  system  upgrades, 
public  education,  food  sanitation  training,  swimming  pool 
maintenance  along  with  the  hundreds  of  yearly  inspections  the 
Board  of  Health  is  responsible  for  conducting.  The  Town  of 
Bourne  has  come  far  in  addressing  pollution  issues  and  now  is 
certainly  not  the  time  to  take  a  step  backwards  toward 
ignorance  and  inefficiency.  Now  more  than  ever,  we  must  strive 
to  correct  the  errors  of  generations  passed  when  out  of  sight  out 
of  mind  was  the  answer  and  more  was  always  better  than  less. 
With  the  knowledge  acquired  over  the  past  few  years  progress 
can  be  made  at  eliminating  pollution  sources,  planning  for 
growth  and  development  in  environmentally  critical  areas, 
reducing  the  number  of  food-borne  illness  outbreaks,  bringing 
housing  up  to  the  standards  of  the  public  health  code,  and 
ensuring  a  healthier  and  happier  existence  for  the  residents  of 
Bourne  and  of  the  Cape  as  a  whole.  The  Bourne  Board  of  Health 
will  continue  in  its  endeavor  to  do  its  part,  but  it  is  a  never- 
ending  and  continually  expanding  one  at  a  time  when  available 
resources  are  unfortunately  decreasing.

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  hereby  submits  their  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1991 . 

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  continues  to  be  a  major  asset 
to  the  Town  of  Bourne,  particularly  in  the  field  of  youth  oriented 
sports  activities,  but  fortunately  able  to  assist  the  Town  in  other 
than  sports  related  activities.  We  are  able  to  help  the  town 
budget  crisis  through  an  outright  grant,  in  the  amount  of 
$13,237.50,  to  the  High  School  for  their  hockey  program  thereby 
eliminating  at  least  one  line  item  in  the  town  budget.  Financial 
assistance  to  the  Bourne  Recreation  Committee  in  the  form  of 
outright  grants  to  Cape  Cod  Canal  Youth  Hockey  League  and 
the  Bourne  Skating  Club  have  also  lessened  the  burden  to  the 
Recreation  Committee  thereby  freeing  up  monies  to  augment 
other  line  item  issues  in  the  town  budget.  We  have  been  able  to 
pay  lifeguards  townwide,  tennis  instructors  and  a  myriad  of 
other  small  ticket  items  which  has  allowed  some  leeway  in  the 
budget  process  for  the  Bourne  Finance  Committee.  We 
continue  to  sponsor  such  activities  as  BourneSwish  Club,  Girls 
Softball  League,  Bourne  Little  League,  Cape  Cod  Canal  Youth 
Hockey  League,  Pop  Warner  Football  League,  Cape  Cod 
Soccer  League,  Babe  Ruth  Baseball,  corporate  sponsor  for 
Bourne  Braves,  Bourne  Police  Patrolmen  Association,  host  rink 
for  Massachusetts  Interscholastic  Athletic  Association  Hockey 
Tournament  games  for  High  School  level,  host  Annual  Jerry 
Cahir  Memorial  Hockey  Tournament,  host  for  Annual 
Townwide  Christmas  party  including  distribution  of  Toys  for 
Tots  with  the  U.S.  Marine  Corp.  Ninety  percent  of  the  above 
goes  unnoticed  by  the  majority  of  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Bourne. 

Bourne  Scenic  Park,  a  longtime  attraction  to  non-residents,  has 
become  a  center  for  many  townwide  activities.  The  Park  now  is 
the  location  for  many  annual  functions  to  benefit  local  youth 
activities  sponsored  by  the  Bourne  Recreation  Authority.  The 
Bourne  Scenic  Park  continues  to  be  the  main  camping  facility 
for  many  scouting  activities  as  well  as  church  youth  groups  both 
on  and  off  Cape.  The  Scenic  Park  is  now  used  during  the  off 
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season  as  a  location  for  the  State  Police  K9  Corps,  once  again 
sponsored  by  the  Bourne  Recreation  Authority. 

Along  with  offering  many  scholarships  through  the  Annual 
Jerry  Cahir  Memorial  Hockey  Tournament,  Bourne  Recreation 
Authority  sponsored  projects  range  from  trips  abroad  for 
deserving  youth,  based  on  either  scholarship  or  athletic  ability, 
to  projects  requested  by  individual  groups  that  benefit  the 
population  Townwide. 

The  Bourne  Recreation  Authority  has  been  fortunate  enough  to 
enjoy  financial  stability  while  lending  whatever  support  we  can 
that  falls  within  the  purview  of  our  Charter.  Our  latest  endeavor 
has  been  a  promisory  commitment  on  the  Bourne  Memorial 
Community  Building  which,  as  you  know,  not  only  houses  the 
Bourne  Council  on  Aging  but  serves  as  a  recreational  facility  for 
many  in  Town  programs  as  well  as  a  meeting  place  for  countless 
more. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  extend  a  heartfelt  thank  you  to  all 
persons  within  the  Town  of  Bourne  who  have  assisted  the 
Bourne  Recreation  Authority  with  their  support,  to  name  a  few, 
we  are  most  grateful  for  our  excellent  rapport  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  State  Representative,  Highway  Department 
Superintendent,  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs,  and  the  New  England 
Division  Corps  of  Engineers.

The  Community  Building  is  a  busy  place,  serving  48  groups 
from  Town,  Youth,  Seniors,  Sports,  Political  and  Social 
Organizations  approximately  42,295  people  using  the  building 
over  the  year. 

Headquarters  for  Council  on  Aging  under  Director  Edward  J. 
Kenny,  with  2  offices,  2  storage  rooms,  2  storage  closets,  3 
refrigerators,  freezers  plus  using  other  facilities  of  the  building. 

Elder  Services  of  Cape  and  Islands: 

Site  Manager  —  Pearl  Matko  serves  3900  meals  at  the  building, 
and  8,320  Meals  on  Wheels  from  the  building  to  residences  in 
Bourne. 

Precinct  1  —  For  Town  elections  and  storage  of  voting 
machines  and  equipment. 

The  Trustee's  have  had  to  face  many  problems  this  past  year, 
most  due  to  financial  cutbacks.  We  had  janitorial  services  cut 
50%  and  lost  altogether  since  the  1st  of  June  91.  Trustee's 
Degan,  and  chairman,  Savage  resigned  9-27-90,  appointed  to 
replace  them  were  James  Wenzel  and  Reginald  Kindberg. 
Anthony  Turke  became  Chairman  with  James  Wenzel  Vice- 
Chairman.  This  change  took  place  as  a  result  of  the  building 
closing  for  one  week.  The  building  has  been  kept  open  since 
with  a  minimum  of  cutbacks. 

Elections  in  March  to  replace  3  Trustees  provided  Beth 
Schuchman  to  replace  retiring  Annie  Eldridge.  (after  many 
years  of  faithful  service).  James  Wenzel  and  Reginald  Judson  to 
fill  vacancies  due  to  resignations. 
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Director  Roy  Fraser  resigned  in  June.  Meetings  were  held, 
adjusting  the  position  of  Director  and  part  time  Custodian  to  fit 
amount  of  salary  appropriated.  Benjamin  Arnold  has  been 
filling  in  as  acting  director  with  limited  hours  until  these 
positions  are  filled. 

The  Community  Building  is  an  asset  to  the  townspeople.  As 
trustees  we  need  the  help  and  understanding  of  all  who  use  and 
appreciate  this  building.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  original  library  budget  request  for  FY  '90-'91  would  have 
provided  the  community  with 

-  a  full-time  professional  reference  librarian 

-  full-time  staffing  in  the  children's  and  young  adult  rooms 

-  more  current   reference  materials  and  financial 
information 

-  more  new  books  and  speedier  access  to  popular  titles  for 
adults  and  children 

-  access  to  a  wider  variety  of  periodicals 

-  additional  non-print  materials 

Unfortunately,  budget  reductions  experienced  by  the  library 
have  forced  the  drastic  reduction  of  many  library  services.  In 
attempting  to  cope  with  this  situation,  the  library  trustees  and 
staff  have  struggled  with  the  frustrations  of  providing  the  same 
level  of  library  services  with  a  budget  that  was  smaller  than  it 
was  two  years  ago. 

During  FY  '90-91,  there  was  no  reduction  in  the  number  of 
hours  that  the  library  was  open  to  the  community.  This  action  at 
least  allowed  the  public  access  into  the  library  to  use  services 
that  did  not  require  assistance. 

The  trustees  and  staff  deeply  regret  any  inconvenience  that  was 
experienced  by  library  patrons  and  have  made  every  effort  to 
sustain  library  servicesto  the  best  of  theirability  during  this  very 
difficult  period. 

ADULT  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT: 

To  encourage  use  of  the  library,  to  draw  in  new  users,  and  to 
promote  the  library  as  a  community  center,  a  variety  of 
programs  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of  the  Jonathan  Bourne 
Public  Library  were  held  in  FY  '91. 

On  September  24th,  J.R.  Greene  gave  a  talk  and  showed 
historical  slides  of  the  "Creation  of  the  Quabbin  Reservoir"  in 
Western  Massachusetts.  At  the  Friends'  Annual  Meeting  on 
October  25th,  Jim  Visbeck  from  Isaiah  Thomas  Books  spoke  on 
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rare  books  and  did  evaluations  of  materials  that  the  audience 
members  brought  with  them.  Children's  author  and  illustrator 
Molly  Bang  from  Woods  Hole  spoke  on  November  7  as  a  prelude 
to  Children's  Book  Week,  November  12-17. 

The  Friends  sponsored  several  programs  for  the  Christmas 
holidays,  including  a  concert  program  featuring  "Folkspirit"  on 
December  4  and  caroling  with  the  church  choir,  a  visit  from 
Santa,  and  tree  lighting  on  December  1 0th.  The  Trustees  of  the 
Library  sponsored  the  second  annual  "Food  for  Thought" 
collection  at  the  library.  Library  patrons  were  encouraged  to 
return  overdue  materials  fine-free  with  a  donation  of  canned 
goods  to  the  local  food  bank.  Hundreds  of  cans  of  food  were 
donated  to  the  Council  on  Aging  for  distribution  to  those  in 
need. 

A  monthly  series  of  classic  musical  films  began  in  January  with 
"Royal  Wedding"  on  January  22nd.  The  "Belle  of  New  York"  was 
featured  on  February  25th.  "Brigadoon"  was  the  film  for  March 
18th.  On  April  29th,  "Easter  Parade"  was  shown.  The  final  film  in 
the  series  on  May  20th  featured  Jeanette  MacDonald  and 
Nelson  Eddy  in  "Rose  Marie." 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  also  sponsored  the  second  annual 
Family  Folk  Tales  and  Folk  Songs  series  at  the  library.  The 
series  opened  with  "Wild  and  Wicked  Cape  Cod,"  songs  and 
stories  of  old  Cape  Cod  with  Stephen  Russell  of  Wellfleet.  The 
series  continued  with  Irish  Fairy  Songs  and  Stories  on  March 
25th,  featuring  storyteller  Diane  Edgecomb  of  Hyde  Park,  MA, 
accompanied  by  musician  Tom  Megan  on  guitar  and 
pennywhistle.  In  conjunction  with  "Quilt  Month,"  folk  singer 
Roger  Tincknell  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Folklore  Society  Folk 
Traditions  Program  sang  "A  Musical  Patchwork,"  traditional 
international  folk  songs,  on  April  17th  during  National  Library 
Week.  The  series  concluded  on  May  22nd  with  Josee  Vachon, 
also  from  the  Pioneer  Valley  Folklore  Society,  singing  French 
Canadian  Folk  Songs.  People  of  French  Canadian  background 
from  as  far  away  as  Fall  River,  and  even  several  visitors  from 
France,  enjoyed  the  program,  singing  along  in  French. 

In  cooperation  with  Quilts  N  Things  in  Pocasset,  April  was 
"Quilt  Month"  again  at  the  Bourne  Library.  A  beautiful  display  of 
quilts  handmade  by  local  quilters  was  displayed  from  the 
mezzanine  of  the  library.  The  opening  of  the  Quilt  Show  on  April 
1  included  a  special  display  of  "Country  Bride"  quilts.  On  April 
3,  the  award-winning  film  "Common  Threads:  Stories  from  the 
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AIDS  Quilt"  was  shown  at  the  library.  Quilts  N  Things  also 
presented  a  variety  of  machine  and  hand-quilting  workshops  on 
April  4,  11,  18,  23,  and  24.  National  Library  Week,  April  14-21, 
featured  a  fine-free  time  for  returning  overdue  materials  and 
free  bookmarks  for  library  visitors. 

Between  May  18  and  June  1,  the  library  presented  an  Art 
Exhibit,  featuring  local  artists  Linda  Haskell  and  Ann  Marie 
Pfeninger-Lima.  Watercolors  and  calligraphy  were  on  display 
on  the  mezzanine.  Over  100  people  attended  the  opening 
reception  on  Saturday,  May  18th,  which  included  a  chance  to 
meet  the  artists. 

In  an  effort  to  assist  with  the  local  economic  problems,  the 
library  sponsored  a  series  of  resume  writing  and  employment 
workshops.  The  workshops  were  offered  on  May  8, 15,  and  29 
and  were  taught  by  Malcolm  Beers  of  Falmouth. 

The  Friendsof  the  Bourne  Library  held  theirannual  fund-raising 
carnival  June  25-July  2,  1991 . 

The  Bourne  Library  continued  to  cooperate  with  CIILA  (Cape 
and  Islands  inter-Library  Association)  in  a  cooperative 
Collection  Assessment  Project  (CAP),  and  LSCA  grant-funded 
project  to  analyse  the  Cape  libraries'  nonfiction  collections  and 
encourage  cooperative  collection  development.  The  Bourne 
Library  also  participated  in  the  King  research  study,  funded  by 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  to  study 
library  services  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

With  public  awareness  of  the  availability  of  materials  from  other 
libraries  growing  due  to  the  installation  of  the  Public  Access 
Catalog  (OPAC)  for  the  CLAMS  (Cape  Libraries  Automated 
Materials  Sharing)  system,  demand  for  interlibrary  loans 
continues  to  grow.  Bourne  Library  users  borrowed  532  items 
from  other  libraries,  and  Bourne  sent  197  items  to  other 
libraries.  This  is  an  increase  of  over  20%  in  materials  borrowed 
and  four  times  as  many  materials  loaned.  As  more  materials  are 
included  in  the  CLAMS  system  and  as  more  library  patrons 
learn  of  the  benefits  of  the  system,  this  number  is  expected  to 
continue  to  increase. 

The  process  of  inputting  the  Bourne  Library  collection  and 
patrons  records  in  to  the  CLAMS  database,  which  began  in 
March  1990,  continued  in  FY  '91.  By  June  30th,  15,295  book 
records  were  completed,  or  about  40%  of  the  Bourne  Library 
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collection.  2,868  Bourne  Library  patrons  have  been  registered 
in  the  system,  and  many  have  already  received  their  cards  which 
they  can  currently  use  at  several  Cape  Libraries  including 
Falmouth  Public  Library.  All  library  staff  spent  time  each  week 
inputting  patron  and  book  information  into  the  CLAMS  system. 

The  Friends  purchased  a  second  Apple  II  GS  computer  for 
public  use  at  the  library  along  with  many  new  software 
programs,  most  specifically  for  children.  Over  400  people  have 
taken  the  "Tour  of  the  Apple  Computer"  and  then  used  the 
computer  for  learning  games,  word  processing,  and  graphics 
printing. 

With  funds  for  library  materials  drastically  reduced  in  FY  '91 ,  the 
library  received  only  a  limited  number  of  periodical 
subscriptions  and  purchased  fewer  book  titles  and  no  audio- 
visual materials.  Because  only  one  copy  of  best-selling  book 
titles  was  purchased,  patrons  had  to  wait  for  popular  titles.  New 
reference  titles  were  not  purchased.  The  library's  membership 
in  CIVIC  (Cape  Libraries' Videocassette  Cooperative)  was  made 
possible  by  a  donation  from  a  library  patron.  Several  donations 
for  purchase  of  memorial  library  books  were  received  as  well  as 
a  donation  which  allowed  the  library  to  continue  to  subscribe  to 
the  Boston  Herald.  In  spite  of  reduced  funding  and  materials, 
the  library  staff  continued  to  provide  quality  library  service, 
answering  requests  for  library  materials  and  information.

CHILDREN'S  AND  YOUNG  ADULT  DEPARTMENTS: 

This  year's  summer  reading  program,  "Undercover 
Investigators,"  was  very  successful.  There  were  211 
participants,  and  a  total  of  2,835  books  were  read.  Weekly 
activities  were  scheduled  during  the  summer,  and  special 
performances  by  "Hurdy  Gurdy,  Monkey  and  Me"  and  by  Gene 
Stammel  of  "Party  Tunes"  were  funded  by  the  Friends  of  the 
Library. 

Special  literature  learning  kits  developed  by  Bourne  teacher 
Maureen  Fuller  were  added  to  the  collection  and  are  now 
available  to  be  checked  out.  The  kits  include  grade-appropriate 
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books  and  activities  designed  to  provide  an  enjoyable  sharing 
time  between  parent  and  child  or  teacher  and  students. 

In  August,  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  placed  an  exhibit 
at  the  library  entitled  "Pond  and  Sea  Life"  in  a  trailer  parked  in 
the  library  parking  lot. 

Story  hours  for  both  pre-schoolers  and  those  in  kindergarten 
through  grade  two  continued  during  the  school  year  and  were 
very  well  attended. 

Increased  usage  of  the  Apple  II  GS  computer  at  the  adult 
reference  desk  clearly  indicated  a  need  for  a  second  one  for  the 
children's/young  adult  area.  Fortunately,  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  consented  to  a  request  from  the  staff  and  trustees  to 
purchase  a  second  Apple  II  GS  computerforthis  purpose.  Their 
continued  support  is  greatly  appreciated. 

HOMEBOUND  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT: 

The  homebound  services  department  continued  to  flourish 
under  the  capable  direction  of  homebound  services  librarian 
Marie  C.  Meier. 

In  July,  a  new  homebound  delivery  van  was  purchased  jointly  by 
Bourne  and  Sandwich  for  use  in  the  weekly  delivery  of  library 
materials  to  homebound  library  patrons. 

During  the  winter  months,  several  classic  films  were  shown  in 
the  community  program  room  for  our  senior  citizen  population, 
an  informational  program  was  given  to  Sight  Loss  Services,  Inc., 
and  another  informational  program  on  homebound  library 
services  was  given  in  conjunction  with  other  town  service 
organizations  at  the  Bourne  Community  Building. 

At  this  time,  a  grant  proposal  entitled  "Homebound  Too"  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library 
Commissioners.  If  approved,  the  $10,000  obtained  through  this 
grant  will  enable  the  homebound  departments  of  the  Bourne 
and  Sandwich  public  libraries  to  purchase  and  produce 
audiocassettes  for  homebound  patrons. 

BOARD  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES: 

In  March,  Chairman  Penny  E.  Cartier  and  Vice  Chairman 
Sandra  Ryan  were  re-elected  to  three  year  terms  on  the  board. 
Their  tireless  efforts  in  the  past  have  greatly  assisted  in 
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developing  for  our  community  a  public  library  that  continually 
strives  for  excellence.  Their  continued  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
library  as  well  as  those  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Trustees  are  greatly  appreciated. 

PERSONNEL: 

In  July,  Colleen  C.  Kilfoil  was  hired  as  Library  Cataloging 
Assistant,  replacing  Carlah  Kramer  who  resigned  due  to  family 
obligations.  In  December,  Colleen  also  had  to  resign  due  to 
family  obligations  and  was  replaced  by  Peggy  M.  Timlin. 

In  January,  Children's  Librarian  Wendy  L.  Ward  began  an 
extended  maternity  leave.  During  her  absence,  Children's 
Library  Assistant,  Janice  Desautels,  was  appointed  Acting 
Children's  Librarian,  and  Augusta  Lynch  was  appointed 
temporary  Children's  Library  Assistant. 

In  June,  library  custodian  Edward  F.  O'Donnell  retired  from  his 
position.  Ed  was  a  library  employee  for  almost  thirteen  years. 
His  efforts  made  the  library  sparkle,  and  he  will  be  greatly 
missed  by  all. 

FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY: 

Five  years  ago,  this  community  pulled  together  in  support  of  a 
seemingly  insurmountable  task  —  completely  furnishing  the 
newly  renovated  Stowell  School  building  to  be  used  as  the  new 
town  public  library.  For  the  past  several  years,  the  Friends  of  the 
Library  continued  to  assist  the  library  program  in  many  ways. 
Assistance  with  the  purchase  of  Apple  II  GS  computers,  passes 
for  Boston  area  museums,  and  the  sponsorship  of  many 
informative  and  educational  programs  for  the  public  are  but  a 
few  of  the  many  ways  the  Friends  have  helped.  Please  see  Adult 
Services  for  more  detailed  information. 

To  do  more,  WE  NEED  YOU!  First,  new  members  of  the  Board 
are  needed.  Second,  input  is  needed.  What  are  you  missing 
most  in  the  library?  Volunteers  are  needed  as  support  staff  to 
help  the  library  through  a  difficult  period.  Join  them  as  we  move 
forward  with  the  community  pulling  together  again.  Won't  you 
help?  Please  call  at  759-3172. 
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CONCLUSION: 


It  appears  that  FY  '92  will  be  the  most  difficult  year  ever  for  the 
town.  All  town  departments  including  the  library  will  no  doubt 
have  a  very  difficult  time  dealing  with  the  poor  economy. 

Good  libraries  don't  just  happen.  They  are  the  result  of  the 
dedicated  efforts  of  boards  of  trustees,  staffs,  and  support 
groups,  and  they  cost  money.  The  current  library  budget  is  now 
less  than  1  percent  of  the  total  town  operating  budget.  For  this, 
the  community  has  access  to  a  one-million-dollar  plus 
inventory  of  informational  and  recreational  resources,  and  it 
can  utilize  the  services  of  a  professionally  trained  staff  to  assist 
them  with  complicated  informational  needs.  Through  the  use  of 
an  on-line  CLAMS  (Cape  Libraries  Automated  Materials 
Sharing)  terminal,  the  library  patrons  continue  to  have  access  to 
over  500,000  titles  in  libraries  all  over  Cape  Cod. 

Future  budget  reductions  will  continue  to  hamper  the  library's 
ability  to  provide  total  service.  Even  so,  the  staff  of  the  Jonathan 
Bourne  Public  Library  will  continue  to  do  its  best  to  serve  the 
needs  of  the  entire  community.  With  the  support  and 
understanding  of  Bourne  residents,  the  library,  along  with  ail 
other  town  departments,  will  sustain  to  the  best  of  its  ability  the 
level  of  service  that  the  community  has  come  to  expect  and 
enjoy.

Report  of  the 
Finance  Committee 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

This  past  year,  the  Finance  Committee  accepted  the 
resignations  of  three  members,  Dr.  Benjamin  Harley,  Stephanie 
Prete,  and  Roland  Dupont.  They  had  almost  twenty  years  of 
combined  experience  as  members.  Their  wisdom,  compassion, 
and  sense  of  humor  will  be  sadly  missed. 

The  Finance  Committee  held  thirty  six  full  meetings  and  over 
twenty  five  subcommitee  meetings  during  FY91  in  order  to 
make  its  recommendations  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
October  and  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  and  June. 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  in  the  fall  continued  disagreements 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  over  available  revenue  which 
resulted  in  the  Town  accepting  a  budget  other  than  the  Finance 
Committee's  for  the  first  time.  With  this  fresh  in  our  minds,  the 
committee  sought  to  set  revenue  projections  early  to  try  and 
work  out  what  we  knew  would  be  a  monumental  shortfall  for  FY 
92.  This  proved  to  be  a  successful  approach  giving  department 
heads  as  much  time  as  possible  to  cope  with  greatly  reduced 
operating  funds. 

Our  first  decision  was  to  fund  the  School  Department  at  its 
traditional  percentage  and  allow  both  sides,  schools  and 
general  government,  to  set  their  priorities  within  what  funds 
were  available.  In  studying  the  general  government 
departments,  the  committee  felt  that  public  safety  would  have  to 
be  our  primary  concern  and  that  the  Police  Department  in 
particular  must  be  maintained  at  as  high  a  level  as  possible.  The 
remaining  large  departments,  Fire  &  Ambulance  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  weresignificantly  reduced  and  will 
struggle  to  maintain  minimum  services.  After  that,  all  other 
departments  were  studied  at  the  subcommittee  level,  priorities 
were  examined  and  funding  levels  were  recommended 
accordingly.  This  process  left  us  on  the  one  hand  with  a  truly 
balanced  budget  but  on  the  other  hand  with  a  level  of  services 
vastly  less  than  what  we  have  come  to  expect. 
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The  big  question  mark  for  the  future  continues  to  be  State  Aid  or 
lack  of  it.  The  big  decrease  this  year  will  probably  continue  for 
the  coming  years.  As  citizens,  we  must  demand  more  equitable 
distribution  of  local  aid  funds.  It  is  grossly  unfair  when  towns 
like  Bourne  have  their  local  aid  reduced  in  excess  of  thirty 
percent  while  major  cities  lose  little  more  than  ten  percent.  A 
more  equitable  formula  to  begin  with  and  a  legislature  which 
protects  all  its  citizens  and  not  just  the  ones  who  live  in  cities,  is 
essential.  It  is  important  to  note  that  Bourne's  State 
Representative,  Thomas  Cahir,  was  a  strong  supporter  of 
Bourne's  local  aid  and  indeed  must  be  credited  with  securing  as 
much  as  we  got.  His  tireless  efforts  should  not  go  unnoticed! 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  the  Town  has  come  a  long  way 
this  year  in  correcting  past  practices  that  could  have  been 
potentially  disastrous  for  the  future.  This  has  not  been  easy  but 
we  think  the  Town's  firm  action  will  provide  for  a  better  future. 
Some  government  economists  predict  that  Massachusetts  will 
not  experience  substantial  economic  recovery  until  the  last 
quarter  of  1993.  This,  if  true,  provides  even  more  support  for  the 
conservative  approach  taken  by  Town  Meeting  this  past  year. 

And  finally,  the  committee  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of 
Bourne  for  their  support  this  year.  We  have  always  tried  to  make 
recommendations  which  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  but 
having  the  support  of  the  voters  makes  it  a  lot  easier  to  carry  on 
with  a  tough  job.

Report  of  the 
Tree  Warden  and  Local  Superintendent 
of  Shade  Tree  Management 
and  Pest  Control 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

This  past  year  all  of  the  tree  work  was  done  on  roadside 
trimming  for  clearance  and  public  safety.  No  more  shade  tree 
pruning,  planting  trees,  insect  pest  control  and  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  control. 

It  was  necessary  to  get  a  transfer  from  the  reserve  fund  at  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  to  remove  one  of  the  few  remaining  Elm 
trees  along  the  roadside.  This  tree  was  dangerous  as  it  was 
overhanging  private  property  and  the  street.  The  Town  is  liable 
if  a  tree  is  situated  on  Town  property,  funds  in  the  budget  for 
removal  or  not. 

My  helper  was  laid  off  before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  in  order  to 
transfer  funds  in  the  wage  account  to  expenses  at  Town 
Meeting.  The  truck  was  purchased  in  1 986  is  beginning  to  need 
repairs  beyond  the  expenses  I  have  in  my  small  budget. 

As  I  am  working  alone  now  due  to  budget  reductions,  I  still 
continue  to  do  roadside  trimming  and  try  to  take  care  of 
requests  from  the  public  if  possible.  Any  help  from  the  public 
such  as  pulling  a  branch  off  the  road  will  be  appreciated. 

Working  alone,  especially  in  storms  and  being  available  twenty- 
four  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week,  without  money  in  my 
budget  for  contract  equipment  for  large  trees  will  not  be  easy, 
but  I  will  do  what  I  can. 

This  is  the  first  time  in  my  twenty-six  years  as  Tree  Warden  that  I 
have  not  had  some  kind  of  assistance.

We  conduct  itinerant  service  at  the  Veterans  Office,  Bourne

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Report  of  the 
Council  on  Aging 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

This  has  been  a  year  marked  by  change  and  innovation  for  the 
Council  on  Aging.  It  has  been  our  first  full  year  with  an  assistant 
director  and  also  a  computer  operator,  a  position  made  possible 
through  a  formula  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Elder  Affairs.  These  two  positions  have  enabled  the  Council  to 
enter  the  computer  age,  which  has  greatly  aided  our  record 
keeping. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging 
we  were  able  to  install  a  new  telephone  system,  replacing  our 
antiquated  phones,  and  making  for  a  much  more  efficient  office. 

With  the  continuing  decline  of  the  economy,  the  needs  of  the 
people  we  serve  have  grown  substantially.  Our  Council  has 
looked  more  and  more  to  volunteers  this  year  as  the  funding 
resources  have  virtually  disappeared.  We  now  have  100+ 
volunteers  who  help  us  maintain  our  level  of  services. 

Our  Outreach  volunteers  made  1314  home  visits  to  our  seniors 
this  year.  Our  Medicare  consultant  saw  75  clients  and  had  an 
additional  127  telephone  contacts  while  our  hospital  discharge 
support  team  made  155  visits.  In  addition  1682  reassurance  calls 
were  made.  Our  community  nursing  field  placement  with 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  University  was  expanded  this 
year.  Two  groups  of  approximately  1 5  registered  student  nurses 
completed  their  community  health  training  in  Bourne.  These 
student  nurses  made  664  visits  to  Bourne  seniors  at  no  cost  to 
the  town. 

The  Outreach  program  promotes  intergenerational  activities 
through  the  annual  spelling  bee,  field  trips  with  the  schools,  and 
the  possibility  of  students  visiting  nursing  home  residents.  One 
new  area  in  which  Outreach  has  been  very  active  is  that  of 
suicide  prevention.  Under  the  auspices  of  the  Council  a 
community  task  force  has  been  formed  that  meets  regularly. 

The  mini-bus  continues  to  fill  a  tremendous  need  in  our  town 
and  provided  over  2000  rides  last  year  to  medical  appointments 
and  shopping. 
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As  the  Human  Services  agency  for  the  town,  our  primary  focus 
is  the  distribution  of  surplus  food  and  fuel  assistance  to  all  age 
groups.  Also  Friends  maintains  the  food  pantry  through 
community  donations. 

St.  John's  55  and  Over  program  celebrated  its  10  year 
anniversary  with  over  50,000  meals  served,  and  the  Swift 
Memorial  Church  also  had  a  very  successful  community  meal 
program  this  year. 

As  the  year  ends  we  are  facing  a  severe  loss  of  funding  and 
manpower.  We  will  need  to  look  more  to  the  community  for  not 
only  alternate  financial  resources  but  also  outward  support  of 
our  homebound,  frail  elderly. 

We  thank  our  many  volunteers,  public  and  private  benefactors, 
our  Selectmen,  and  Directors  of  the  Boards  of  both  the  Council 
on  Aging  and  the  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging  for  their 
ongoing  support.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Bourne: 

The  original  cable  franchise  agreement  between  the  Town  of 
Bourne  and  Harron  Cablevision's  predecessor  specified  free 
initial  installations  and  a  senior  citizen  discount  of  30%  on  basic 
services  fees.  In  April  of  1989,  Harron  Cablevision  commenced 
charging  for  initial  installation  and  reduced  the  senior  citizen 
discount  to  10%.  The  main  focus  of  the  Cablevision  Committee 
for  the  past  year  has  been  to  eliminate  these  increases.  Effective 
March  1,  1991  Harron  agreed  to  revert  to  the  original  plan  and 
agreed  that  no  new  rate  increase  would  be  needed.  Chuck  Kice, 
the  former  regional  manager  also  established  a  low  cost 
"LIFELINE"  service  on  April  1st  consisting  of  twenty  basic 
channels. 

Another  focus  of  the  committee  has  been  the  relocation  of  the 
Cable  Production  Studio  to  the  new  addition  at  Bourne  High 
School.  The  committee  felt  that  students  could  use  video 
equipment  and  be  trained  by  Harron  in  video  production  at  no 
cost  to  the  Bourne  School  System.  Every  classroom  at  Bourne 
High  is  wired  forvideo  reception  and  equipped  with  a  television. 
The  possibilities  are  endless  for  student  use.  There  have 
however  been  several  delays  in  the  relocation  of  the  studio 
which  hopefully  will  soon  be  resolved  between  the  new 
manager  and  the  school  system. 

The  cablevision  contract  is  also  coming  up  for  renewal. 
Meetings  for  community  input  will  be  scheduled.  Overall  there 
has  been  positive  communication  between  Harron,  the 
cablevision  committee  and  the  Selectmen.

The  Composting  and  Recycling  Committee  hereby  submits  its 
annual  report  for  this  year  ending  June  30,  1991. 

The  Committee  consists  of  the  following  members:  Louis 
Pellegrini,  Highway  Surveyor;  Cynthia  Coffin,  Board  of  Health 
agent;  Susan  Weston,  member  of  the  Conservation 
Commission;  Pamela  Olson,  Susan  Carpenter,  Phillip  Goddard, 
Kurt  Teichert,  Catherine  Harrington,  and  David  Mularski. 

The  Composting  and  Recycling  Committee  focused  on  public 
education  about  both  the  composting  and  recycling  programs. 
The  following  programs  and  activities  were  carried  out: 

The  initiation  of  the  mandatory  curbside  recycling  program  in 
December  1990  was  the  highlight  of  the  year.  In  preparation  for 
the  start  of  curbside  recycling,  a  comprehensive  public 
education  campaign  was  organized  by  the  Committee.  Utilizing 
the  Village  Recycling  Volunteers,  a  door  to  door  distribution  of 
an  information  flyer  took  place  in  August  1 990.  The  Composting 
and  Recycling  Committee,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the 
Highway  Surveyor  sponsored  a  public  information  evening, 
called  "Bourne  to  Recycle"  in  November  1990.  Public  speaking 
engagements  at  civic  associations,  church  groups  and  schools 
helped  educate  Bourne  residents  about  the  curbside  recycling 
program.  A  teacher  inservice  presentation  to  fifth  through 
eighth  grade  teachers  in  December  1990  demonstrated  how  to 
utilize  the  State  of  Massachusetts  Solid  Waste  Management 
Resource  Guide  in  their  classes.  Culminating  the  public 
education  effort  was  a  kick-off  celebration  at  the  landfill  on 
December  9,  1990.  The  celebration  included  a  ribbon-'cutting 
ceremony  forthe  new  recycling  truck,  information  displays,  and 
hourly  raffles. 

The  leaf  composting  site  at  the  landfill  continues  to  divert  a 
large  quantity  of  material  from  the  landfill.  In  preparation  forthe 
upcoming  State  of  Massachusetts  Solid  Waste  Master  Plan's 
ban  on  the  landfilling  of  leaves  by  December  31,  1991,  the 
Committee  recommended  that  the  Highway  Surveyor  establish 
a  policy  that  no  leaves  would  be  collected  at  curbside  as  "trash", 
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but  that  citizens  should  utilize  the  leaf  composting  site  at  the 
landfill  or  do  backyard  composting  of  their  leaves.  The  policy 
went  into  effect  in  November  1990.  The  Christmas  Tree 
recycling  program  took  place  for  the  second  year,  with  many 
trees  chipped  and  mulched  instead  of  landfilled. 

A  voluntary,  drop-off  newspaper  recycling  program  began  in 
February  1 991 .  A  cooperative  effort  with  the  town  of  Ware  ham's 
Recycling  Committee  enabled  Bourne  to  start  recycling 
newspaper.  This  recycling  program  requires  the  transfer  of  the 
newspaper  to  Wareham  every  six  weeks  and  has  been  possible 
through  the  help  of  the  Village  Volunteers  in  cooperation  with 
the  Bourne  Department  of  Public  Works  crew. 

The  following  Chart  indicates  the  quantity  of  material  recycled 
from  December  1990  through  May  1991.

Paper  50.0  tons 


The  Committee  looks  foward  to  continuing  to  study  and 
recommend  ways  to  conserve  landfill  space,  expand  the 
recycling  program,  and  educate  Bourne  citizens  about 
composting  and  recycling.

21 C,  the  Massachusetts  Oil  and 
Hazardous  Materials  Release  Prevention  and  Response  Act, 
MGL  c.  21 E,  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act 
(RCRA),  42  USC  690I  et.seq.,  or  the  Comprehensive

(CERCLA),  42  USC  9601  et  seq.,  as  these  may  be  amended. 
Hazardous  materials  shall  also  include  waste  oils,  crude  or  fuel 
oils,  lube  oil  or  sludge." 

3.  Replace  the  present  Section  4700  with  the  following: 
"4700.  Water  Resource  District 

"471 0.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  the  Water  Resource  District  is  to 
protect,  preserve  and  maintain  the  existing  and  potential 
ground  and  surface  water  resources  of  the  Town  of  Bourne. 

"4720.  Use  Regulations.  The  Water  Resource  District  shall  be 
considered  to  be  superimposed  over  any  other  district 
established  in  the  Bylaw.  Land  in  the  Water  Resource  District 
may  be  used  for  any  use  otherwise  permitted  in  the  underlying 
district,  subject  to  the  following  limitations.  However,  these 
limitations  shall  not  be  construed  to  authorize  regulation 
exceeding  the  limitations  on  zoning  authority  over  agricultural 
and  other  uses  as  contained  in  Section  3  of  Chapter  40A,  G.L." 

"4721.  Prohibitions.  The  following  are  prohibited  on  any  lot  or 
portion  of  a  lot  within  a  Water  Resource  District. 

(a)  All  uses  required  to  be  prohibited  in  wellhead  protection 
zones  by  310  CMR  22.21  (2)a.  Generally,  those  are  the 
following  (see  310  CMR  22.21  (2)a,  on  file  with  the  Building 
Inspector,  for  exact  provisions): 

(1)  Landfills,  open  dumps,  and  sludge  or  septage  landfills; 

(2)  Auto  graveyards  or  junkyards; 

(3)  Stockpiling  and  disposal  of  snow  from  outside  of  the 
District,  if  containing  ice  control  chemicals; 

(4)  Individual  sewage  disposal  systems  designed  to  receive 
more  than  110  gpd  per  1/4  acre  or  440  gpd  on  any  one 
acre; 

(5)  Sewage  Treatment  Facilities  subject  to  314  CMR  5.00. 
until  such  time  as  that  Regulation  may  be  amended  to 
specifically  allow  private  sewage  treatment  facilities; 
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(6)  Facilities  that  generate,  treat,  store,  or  dispose  of 
hazardous  waste  subject  to  MGL  21 C  and  310  CMR 
30.00,  except: 

(i)  Very  Small  Quantity  Generators  as  defined  under 
310  CMR  30.390; 

(ii)  household  hazardous  waste  centers  and  events 
under  310  CMR  30.00; 

(iii)  waste  oil  retention  facilities  required  by  MGL  C  21, 
52A; 

(iv)  remediation  treatment  works  approved  under  314 
CMR  5.00. 

(b)  All  uses  required  to  be  prohibited  in  wellhead  protection 
zones  by  310  CMR  22.21  (2)b,  unless  designed  in 
accordance  with  specified  performance  standards. 
Generally,  those  are  the  following  (see  the  310  CMR  22.21 
(2)b,  on  file  with  the  Building  Inspector,  for  exact 
provisions): 

(1)  Storage  of  sludge  and  septage  unless  in  accordance 
with  310  CMR  32.30  and  310  CMR  32.31; 

(2)  Storage  of  commercial  fertilizers  and  soil  conditioners 
unless  within  a  structure  designed  to  prevent 
generation  and  escape  of  contaminated  runoff  or 
leachate; 

(3)  Storage  of  animal  manure  unless  covered  or  contained; 

(4)  Storage  of  liquid  hazardous  materials  as  defined  in  MGL 
C.21E  unless  in  a  free  standing  container  within  a 
building  or  above  ground,  with  adequate  secondary 
containment. 

(5)  Earth  removal  to  within  4  feet  of  historical  high 
groundwater  unless  regraded  to  a  higher  level  within  45 
days,  except  for  excavations  for  building  foundations  or 
utility  works; 

(6)  Storage  of  liquid  petroleum  products,  except: 

(i)  normal  household  use,  outdoor  maintenance,  and 
heating  of  a  structure; 

(ii)  waste  oil  retention  facilities  required  by  MGL  C.  21 

52A; 

(iii)  emergency  generators  required  by  statute,  rule  or 
regulations;

(iv)  treatment  works  approved  under  314  CMR  5.00  for 
treatment  of  contaminated  ground  or  surface 
waters; 

provided  that  such  storage  is  in  a  free  standing 
container  within  a  building  or  above  ground  with 
adequate  secondary  containment; 

(c)  As  a  principal  use,  manufacturing,  processing,  mixing, 
storage,  transport,  or  disposal  of  hazardous  materials  in 
excess  of  quantities  which,  as  wastes,  are  allowed  small 
quantity  generators  as  defined  in  DEP  Regulations  310 
CMR  301. 

(d)  Motor  vehicle  service,  washing,  or  repair. 

(e)  Storage  of  more  than  100  tons  of  coal. 

(f)  Dry  cleaners,  laundromat. 

(g)  Storage  of  ice  removal  chemicals. 

"4722.  Uses  Requiring  Special  Permits.  Within  the  Water 
Resource  District,  the  following  shall  be  allowed  only  if  granted 
a  Special  Permit  from  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority 
(see  Section  4740)  and  if  the  use  is  not  otherwise  prohibited. 

(a)  Covering  with  impervious  surface  more  than  40%  of  the 
portion  of  lot  area  within  the  Water  Resource  District. 

(b)  Removal  of  existing  groundcover  vegetation  from  more 
than  70%  of  lot  area. 

(c)  Discharge  to  surface  water  requiring  a  permit  under  314 
CMR  3.00  ('NPDES'  permit). 

(d)  Stable,  barn,  or  similar  confinementforfouror  more  horses, 
cows,  goats,  and/or  sheep,  or  more  than  fifty  poultry,  or  a 
number  of  other  animals  equivalent  to  the  above  in  waste 
production. 

(e)  Contractor's  yard. 

"4723.  Change  of  Use.  Change  in  activity  resulting  in  exceeding 
any  limitations  established  in  a  special  permit,  or  crossing  the 
thresholds  of  paragraphs  4721  or  4722,  shall  constitute  change 
of  use  and  is  allowed  but  only  on  approval  of  a  special  permit, 
regardless  of  whether  classified  under  4721  or  4722. 

"4730.  Design  and  Operation  Guidelines.  Within  the  Water 
Resource  District,  the  following  design  and  operations 
guidelines  shall  be  observed  in  all  new  construction  except  for 
single-family  dwellings. 
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"4731 .  Safeguards.  Provisions  shall  be  made  to  protect  against 
hazardous  materials  discharge  or  loss  through  corrosion, 
accidental  damage,  spillage,  or  vandalism  through  such 
measures  as  provision  for  spill  control  in  the  vicinity  of  chemical 
or  fuel  delivery  points,  secure  storage  areas  for  hazardous 
materials,  and  indoor  storage  provisions  for  corrodible  or 
dissolvable  materials. 

"4732.  Location.  Where  the  premises  are  partially  outside  of  the 
Water  Resource  District,  such  potential  pollution  sources  as  on- 
site  waste  disposal  systems  shall,  to  the  degree  feasible,  be 
located  outside  the  District. 

"4733.  Disposal.  Provisions  shall  be  made  to  assure  that  any 
waste  disposed  on  the  site  shall  contain  no  hazardous  materials, 
or  shall  be  disposed  in  strict  accordance  with  310  CMR  30, 
Hazardous  Waste  Regulations. 

"4734.  Drainage.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  on-site  recharge  of 
all  stormwater  runoff  from  impervious  surfaces  unless,  in  cases 
where  such  surfaces  are  no  more  than  15%  of  lot  area  of  2,500 
square  feet,  whichever  is  larger,  the  Planning  Board  in 
conducting  Site  Plan  Review  and  following  consultation  with 
the  Conservation  Commission,  determines  that  either  recharge 
is  infeasible  because  of  site  conditions  or  is  undesirable 
because  of  uncontrollable  risks  to  water  quality  from  such 
recharge  following  consultation  with  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

"Recharge  shall  be  by  surface  infiltration  through  vegetative 
surfaces  unless  otherwise  approved  by  the  Planning  Board 
following  consultation  with  the  Conservation  Commission.  Dry 
wells  shall  be  used  only  where  other  methods  are  infeasible  and 
shall  employ  oil,  grease,  and  sediment  traps.  Drainage  from 
transfer  areas  for  hazardous  materials  shall  be  separately 
collected  for  safe  disposal. 

"4735.  Sewerage.  Sanitary  sewers  within  the  Water  Resource 
Districtshall  be  designed  and  constructed  in  a  manner  such  that 
groundwater  levels,  flows,  and/or  recharge  will  not  be 
significantly  lowered,  diverted,  or  otherwise  altered  by  such 
construction,  and  that  risk  of  leakage  is  minimized. 

"4740.  Special  Permits. 

"4741.  Authority  and  Procedure.  The  Special  Permit  Granting 
Authority  shall  be  the  Planning  Board,  except  that  where  a 
special  permit  is  required  by  Section  2200  Use  Regulations,  the 
SPGA  authorized  by  that  Section  shall  also  be  the  SPGA  for 
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Water  Resource  Protection.  Upon  receipt  of  the  Special  Permit 
application,  the  SPGA  shall  transmit  one  copy  each  to  the 
Planning  Board  (if  not  the  SPGA),  Conservation  Commission, 
Board  of  Health,  and  the  Building  Inspector  for  their  written 
recommendations.  Failure  to  respond  within  35  days  of 
transmittal  shall  indicate  approval  by  said  agencies. 

"4742.  Submittals.  In  applying  for  a  Special  Permit  under  this 
Section,  the  information  listed  below  shall  be  submitted,  unless 
the  SPGA,  prior  to  formal  application,  determines  that  certain  of 
these  items  are  not  germane: 

(a)  A  complete  list  of  all  hazardous  materials  to  be  used  or 
stored  on  the  premises,  accompanied  by  a  description  of 
the  measures  proposed  to  protect  all  storage  containers  or 
facilities  from  vandalism,  corrosion,  and  leakage,  and  to 
provide  for  control  of  spills. 

(b)  A  description  of  potentially  hazardous  wastes  to  be 
generated,  including  storage  and  disposal  methods. 

(c)  Evidence  of  qualified  professional  supervision  of  design 
and  installation  of  any  proposed  storage  facilities  or 
containers  for  hazardous  materials  or  waste. 

(d)  For  disposal  on-site  of  domestic  wastewater  with  an 
estimated  sewage  flow  greater  than  15,000  gpd  per  Title  V, 
evidence  of  qualified  professional  supervision  of  design  and 
installation,  including  an  assessment  of  nitrate  or  coliform 
bacteria  impact  on  groundwater  quality. 

"4743.  Special  Permit  Criteria.  Special  Permits  under  Section 
4740  shall  be  granted  only  if  the  SPGA  makes  the  following 
determinations: 

(a)  if  on-site  disposal  is  the  reason  a  special  permit  is  required 
(4722  items  b,  c,  and  d),  that  for  the  portion  of  thesite  within 
the  Water  Resource  District,  nitrate  loading  would  not 
exceed  10  parts  per  million  based  upon  the  following 
estimates,  or  other  figures  approved  for  the  specific  project: 

—  Sewage  volume  based  on  realistic  estimate  (not  simply 
design  volume  as  required  under  Title  V). 

—  Rainfall  =  42" 

—  Fertilizer  adds  0.6  pounds  of  nitrates  per  1000  square 
feet  of  lawn  or  garden. 

—  Nitrate  concentrations: 

—  Leachate  effluent  =  40  ppm. 

—  Pavement  runoff  -  3.0  ppm. 

—  Roof  runoff  =  0.75  ppm. 
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—  Natural  area  recharge  =  0.05  ppm. 
—  Recharge  percentages: 

—  Leachate  effluent  =  95%. 

—  Pavement  and  roof  =  95%. 

—  Natural  and  Fertilized  areas  =  45%. 

and  also  that  for  other  contaminants,  similar  analysis  would 
indicate  groundwater  meeting  all  standards  for  drinking 
water  (310  CMR  22.00). 

(b)  that  no  public  or  private  well  located  off-site  will  be 
degraded  below  State  drinking  water  standards  as  a  result 
of  development  on  this  site,  for  which  determination  the 
delineation  of  water  table  contours  and  future  contaminant 
plumes  may  be  required; 

(c)  that  proposed  control  and  response  measures  adequately 
and  reliably  mitigate  risk  to  groundwater  quality  resulting 
from  accident  or  system  failure. 

In  its  written  decision  the  SPGA  shall  explain  any 
departures  from  the  recommendations  of  other  Town 
agencies. 

The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  may  retain  qualified 
experts  at  the  reasonable  expense  of  the  applicant  if 
necessary  in  order  to  evaluate  the  application. 

"4744.  Conditions.  Special  permits  shall  be  granted  only  subject 
to  such  conditions  as  necessary  to  assure  adequate 
safeguarding  of  water  quality,  which  may  include  thefollowing, 
among  others: 

(a)  Monitoring  wells  to  be  located  downgradient  of  potential 
pollution  sources,  with  periodic  sampling  to  be  provided  to 
the  Board  of  Health  at  the  owner's  expense. 

(b)  Pollutant  source  reduction,  including  limitations  on  use  of 
parking  area  de-icing  materials  and  periodic  cleaning  or 
renovation  of  pollution  control  devices,  such  as  catch  basin 
sumps. 

Written  notice  of  any  violation  shall  be 
provided  to  the  owner  of  the  premises,  specifying  the  nature  of 
the  violation  and  specifying  a  time  for  compliance  including 
cleanup  of  any  spilled  materials  which  is  reasonable  in  relation 
to  the  public  health  hazard  involved  and  the  difficulty  of 
compliance,  but  in  no  event  shall  more  than  30  days  be  allowed 
for  either  compliance  of  finalization  of  a  plan  for  longer-term 
compliance."

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote 
was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  before 
May  2,  1990? 

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  place  restrictions  on  the  State's  use  of 
consultants^  It  would  place  various  limits  on  the  amount  of 
profit,  overhead  charges  and  expenses  that  the  State  could  pay 
consultants.  It  would  limit  the  duration  of  consultant  contracts 
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to  two  years  and  any  extension  to  one  year,  and  it  would  limit  the 
degree  to  which  such  contracts  could  be  changed  to  require 
payments  in  excess  of  the  original  contract.  The  proposed  law 
would  limit  to  $100,000  the  amount  the  State  could  pay  on  a 
consultant  contract  with  an  individual  and  would  require  all 
other  consultant  contracts  in  excess  of  $25,000  to  be  sought 
through  competitive  bidding.  It  would  prohibit  consultants  from 
supervising  State  employees,  and  it  would  limit  the  use  of 
consultants  as  substitutes  for  State  employee  positions. 

In  addition,  the  proposed  law  would  place  limits  on  the  total 
amount  of  money  State  agencies,  departments  and  Authorities 
could  spend  on  consultants  each  year.  Subsidiary  provisions 
would  also  establish  a  method  for  these  entities  to  gradually 
come  into  compliance  with  the  new  spending  limits  and  would 
give  authority  to  the  State  Secretary  of  Administration  and 
Finance,  on  request,  to  permit  some  spending  in  excess  of  the 
new  limits.  The  proposed  law  would  also  require  State  agencies, 
departments  and  Authorities  as  well  as  the  Secretary  of 
Administration  and  Finance  to  submit  yearly  reports 
concerning  the  State's  consultant  contracts  to  certain 
legislative  committees  and  to  the  Inspector  General. 

Finally,  the  proposed  law  provides  that  any  of  its  provisions,  if 
found  by  a  court  to  be  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  unlawful, 
would  be  severed  from  the  law  and  the  remaining  provisions 
would  continue  in  effect.

QUESTION  3 

LAW  PROPOSED  BY  INITIATIVE  PETITION 

Do  you  approve  of  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no  vote 
was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  before 
May  2,  1990? 

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  change  the  state  income  tax  rate, 
affect  language  contained  in  certain  tax  provisions,  and 
regulate  the  setting  of  fees  by  state  agencies  and  authorities. 
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The  proposed  law  would  set  the  state  income  tax  rate  on  part  B 
taxable  income  (in  general,  earned  income)  at  4.25%  for  1991 
and  4.625%  for  1992,  except  for  income  from  unemployment 
compensation,  alimony,  Massachusetts  bank  interest,  rental 
income,  pension  and  annuity  income,  and  IRA/Keogh 
deductions,  which  would  be  taxed  at  5%. 

The  proposed  law  also  provides  that  the  fee  imposed  by  any 
state  agency  or  authority  shall  be  no  more  than  the  fee  that  was 
in  effect  on  or  before  June  30,  1988.  The  state  Secretary  of 
Administration  would  determine  the  amount  to  be  charged  for 
any  service,  registration,  regulation,  license  fee,  permit  or  other 
public  function,  except  for  the  rates  of  tuition  or  fees  at  state 
colleges  and  universities  or  any  fees  or  charges  relative  to  the 
administration  and  operation  of  the  state  courts.  Any  increase 
or  decrease  in  a  fee,  or  the  establishment  of  any  new  fee,  would 
require  the  approval  of  the  Legislature.  Any  increase  in  a  fee 
would  not  apply  to  persons  65  years  of  age  or  older.  No  state 
agency  or  authority  could  collect  any  fee  which  exceeds  the 
administrative  costs  directly  incurred  by  the  state  agency  or 
authority  to  produce  and  process  the  application  for  any  license 
or  permit.  The  Secretary  of  Administration  must  report 
information  concerning  fees  to  the  Legislature  on  an  annual 
basis. 

The  proposed  law  provides  that  for  tax  periods  commencing  on 
or  after  January  1,  1991,  language  in  certain  provisions  of  the 
Massachusetts  general  laws  relating  to  taxes  shall  be  the  same 
as  it  was  on  August  2, 1989,  or  the  effective  date  of  the  proposed 
law,  whichever  language  yields  less  tax  revenue.  The  Tax 
provisons  affected  include  sections  relating  to  the  surtax  on 
business  income,  corporate  excise  taxes,  S  corporation  taxes, 
taxes  on  security  corporations,  taxes  on  part  A  income  (in 
general,  unearned  income),  bank  taxes,  excise  taxes  on 
alcoholic  beverages  and  cigarettes,  excise  taxes  on  deeds, 
estate  taxes,  payments  to  the  Commonwealth  relating  to  horse 
and  dog  racing,  payments  to  the  Commonwealth  relating  to 
boxing  and  sparring  matches,  taxes  on  utility  companies, 
gasoline  taxes,  taxes  on  insurance  companies,  excise  taxes  on 
motor  vehicles,  taxes  on  urban  redevelopment  corporations, 
sales  tax,  use  tax,  room  occupancy  excise  tax,  property  taxes, 
and  taxes  on  proceeds  from  raffles  and  bazaars. 

The  proposed  law  also  contains  a  provision  that  if  any  sections 
of  the  law  are  held  to  be  invalid,  all  other  sections  of  the  law  are 
to  remain  in  effect.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  change  the  state  election  laws 
governing  the  establishment  of  political  parties  and  the 
nomination  of  candidates. 

The  proposed  law  would  allow  voters  to  register  under  a 
political  designation  other  than  "Independent"  and  in  addition 
to  the  two  political  parties  previously  recognized  by  law 
(Republican  or  Democrat),  if  at  least  fifty  voters  request  to  be 
permitted  to  do  so.  It  would  allow  any  group  to  qualify  as  a 
political  party  under  Massachusetts  law  if  at  least  one  percent  of 
the  total  number  of  registered  voters  register  to  vote  using  that 
group's  political  designation,  or  if  at  least  three  percent  of  the 
votes  cast  at  the  preceding  election  for  any  statewide  office 
were  cast  for  a  candidate  running  under  that  group's  political 
designation. 

The  proposed  law  would  setthe  minimum  numberof  signatures 
needed  on  independent  or  minor  party  nomination  papers  for 
state  office  at  one-half  of  one  percent  (1/2%)  of  the  entire  vote 
cast  in  the  previous  state  election  for  governor  (as  compared  to 
2%  as  of  1989),  and  would  also  establish  this  number  of 
signatures  as  the  upper  limit  needed  for  major  party  candidates. 
The  proposed  law  would  also  permit  voters  to  sign  the 
nomination  papers  of  any  number  of  candidates  for  the  same 
office,  would  require  that  all  blank  forms  to  be  used  for 
nomination  papers  and  initiative  and  referendum  petitions  be 
no  more  than  8V2"  by  14"  in  size,  and  would  allow  signatures  to 
be  collected  on  exact  copies  of  those  forms.

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  regulate  the  distribution  to  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Local  Aid  Fund,  which  consists  of  at  least  40%  of 
the  revenue  generated  by  the  state  income,  sales,  and  corporate 
taxes,  as  well  as  the  balance  of  the  State  Lottery  Fund. 

Subject  to  appropriation  by  the  legislature,  the  State  Treasurer 
would  distribute  the  Local  Aid  Fund  to  cities  and  towns  on  a 
quarterly  basis,  and  each  city  or  town  would  receive  at  least  the 
same  amount  of  local  aid  it  received  in  the  previous  fiscal  year 
unless  the  totai  Local  Aid  Fund  decreases. 

In  fiscal  year  1 992,  if  there  has  been  any  increase  over  the  fiscal 
year  1989  fund,  half  of  the  increase  would  be  distributed  in 
accordance  with  the  distribution  formula  used  for  fiscal  year 
1989,  and  half  would  be  distributed  to  each  city  and  town  in 
proportion  to  its  population. 

In  each  year  after  1992,  if  the  fund  increases,  the  excess  would 
be  distributed  through  a  formula  devised  by  the  state  Secretary 
of  Administration  and  Finance  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Local  Government  Advisory  Committee.  If  the  fund 
decreases  after  1992,  each  town  or  city  will  have  the  amount  it 
receives  decreased  by  the  same  percentage. 

This  proposed  law  also  requires  that  the  Treasurer  publish  an 
annual  report  about  the  Local  Aid  Fund,  that  the  state  Auditor 
publish  an  annual  audit  of  the  account  and  that  the  Secretary  of 
Administration  and  Finance  issue  to  each  city  and  town  an 
estimate  of  funds  it  will  receive  from  the  Local  Aid  Fund. 

Each  city  or  town  would  be  allowed  to  bring  a  lawsuit  to  force 
distribution  of  the  account,  and  would  be  entitled  to  a  late 
payment  fee  if  distribution  is  not  timely.

School  Committee 

The  School  Committee  has  gone  through  many  changes  during 
this  past  year.  After  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the 
students  of  Bourne  Nancy  Aborn,  Arnold  Carr,  Elizabeth 
Connolly,  Larry  Dubois,  and  Paula  Schuck  have  left  the  School 
Committee.  The  March  elections  re-elected  Alvin  Kolodziejski 
and  elected  Justin  Anderson,  Mary  Crook,  and  Charles  Harvey. 
Mary-Jo  Coggeshall  and  John  Dingess  were  appointed  for  one 
year  to  fill  vacancies. 

The  new  members  join  the  School  Committee  at  a  time  when 
there  has  never  been  a  greater  demand  on  the  School 
Committee  members  in  Bourne  to  help  get  the  school  system 
through  extreme  circumstances. 

RETIREMENTS 

The  end  of  the  1990-91  school  year  saw  the  retirement  of  Donald 
Belliveau  and  Raymond  Matthews  from  the  teacher  ranks. 
These  two  well  known  and  respected  Bourne  teachers 
represented  61  years  of  dedication  to  our  students.  Frank  Purdy 
and  Donald  Philbrick  retired  from  the  custodial  staff.  They 
deserve  long,  healthy,  and  happy  years  of  retirement. 

874  FUNDS 

In  these  extremely  hard  financial  times,  many  questions  have 
been  raised  about  the  federal  government's  role  in  providing  the 
funds  to  support  our  military  connected  students.  We  all 
become  frustrated  when  Congress  and  the  President  do  not 
appropriate  enough  money  to  fund  the  entitlement  of  towns  like 
Bourne. 

Every  effort  is  ongoing  to  make  sure  Bourne  gets  its  rightful 
share  of  what  has  become  a  shrinking  pie.  Constant  contact  is 
made  with  the  federal  agencies  and  our  congressional 
delegation  to  make  sure  we  are  treated  properly  and  to  lobby  for 
greater  federal  funding. 
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SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND  SUBCOMMITTEE  ACTIVITIES 


The  School  Committee  has  had  an  extremely  busy  1990-91 
school  year.  There  were  more  than  95  public  meetings  held 
between  the  subcommittees  and  the  Committee  as  a  whole. 
Individual  members  also  participated  on  a  number  of  other 
related  committees  such  as  the  Cape  Cod  Education  Lobby  and 
the  Cape  Cod  Collaborative. 

A  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  went  into  the  successful  effort  to 
formulate  and  adopt  an  organizational  plan  for  the  future  of 
Bourne  Public  Schools.  A  comprehensive  plan  has  been 
adopted  by  the  School  Committee  and  steps  are  under  way  to 
begin  putting  it  in  place.  The  major  aspects  of  the  plan  are,  first, 
the  establishment  of  three  kindergarten  through  grade  four 
schools  that  will  mean  students  stay  together  in  their  area  for 
the  first  five  years  of  their  education.  Second  is  the  bringing 
together  of  grades  five  through  eight  students  to  begin  the 
establishment  of  Bourne  Middle  School.  This  has  been  a  long 
standing  goal  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  also  participates  in  their  own  goal  setting 
activities  in  order  to  establish  achievable  objectives  and 
communicate  them  to  the  citizens  of  Bourne.  The  Committee 
will  evaluate  how  well  their  goals  have  been  met  and  develop 
new  goals  for  1991-92. 

CURRICULUM  AND  INSTRUCTIONAL  IMPROVEMENTS 

Great  progress  has  been  made  during  the  1990-91  school  year 
in  many  areas  such  as  whole  language,  interdisciplinary 
instruction,  cooperative  learning,  and  development  of 
objectives.  The  New  England  league  of  Middle  Schools  visiting 
committee  spent  days  reviewing  our  middle  school  program 
and  the  plans  for  the  future.  They  have  provided  Bourne  with  a 
great  deal  of  much  needed  review  and  recommendation  for  a 
successful  Bourne  Middle  School.  All  grade  levels  experience 
new  efforts  towards  bringing  together  different  subject  areas  in 
interdisciplinary  activities.  These  teacher  initiated  and  led 
activities  make  the  subject  matter  much  more  meaningful  and 
relevant  to  the  students. 

Many  teachers  and  administrators  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
immerse  themselves  in  the  recent  research  by  the  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics.  The  concepts  and  skills 
learned  by  the  staff  enable  them  to  bring  to  the  classroom 
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mathematics  instruction  that  addresses  straight  on  the  needs  of 
the  students.  Mathematics  that  involves  all  the  senses  and  not 
just  the  pencil  and  paper  prepares  students  to  think  and  act 
mathematically.  Today's  and  tomorrow's  world  demands  so 
much  more  than  just  the  ability  to  calculate. 

Above  are  mentioned  only  a  few  of  the  many  exciting  and 
worthwhile  activities  going  on  in  the  Bourne  Public  Schools. 
Through  the  efforts  of  the  many  fine  teachers,  administrators, 
support  staff,  and  School  Committee,  the  students  of  Bourne 
continue  to  receive  fine  educational  services.  A  look  at  the 
future  indicates  very  little  hope  of  optimism.  The  loss  of  people 
and  programs  due  to  budget  cuts  will  have  very  negative  effects 
on  the  students  and  the  schools.  One  shining  light  through  all 
the  dim  prospects  is  the  assurance  that  the  commitment  and 
dedication  of  the  outstanding  people  in  the  Bourne  Public 
Schools  can  be  counted  on  to  provide  the  best  possible  for 
Bourne  youth.  Bourne  will  get  the  best  from  its  schools  and  the 
students  can  be  comfortable  in  the  thought  that  caring  and 
commitment  remains  strong.
